pect to the Claims of Heirs, particularly on the decease or removal 
of Commanding Officers ; the Most Noble the Governor General in 
Council is pleased to direct, that such a Book shall form a part of 
the records of Provincial Battalions, and that it shall be called for, 
and reported on in common with the othjr Battalion records, by 
the Major General, or other Officer making the periodical inspection 
of these Corps. 

In any < orps where such a document does not exist, the Com- 
ma ogling Officer is directed to compile it without loss of time ; 
and any Officer who may recede .'ldige of a Provincial Battalion, 
without having this Book regularly signed and made over to him, 
or immediately reporting the defiriency for the information of Gov- 
eminent, shall be held responsible for all Claims that may be sub- 
stantiated against his predecessor. 

This order is in no wise to be considered as interfering with the 
General Regulations, which provide for the final disposal of unclaim- 
ed Estates. 

The Governor General in Council has also reason to suppose, that 
the Ordeis contained in the Extract of a letter from the Adjutant 
General of the Aimy, ahd approved by Government on the fiSd

EMPLOYMENT OF CIVIL SURGEONS. 


TO THE EDfTOJfc.GF THE INDIA GASBETTE* 

SiR, — The question oPemploying Civil Surgeons as As- 
sistants to Magistrates, having been repeatedly canvassed 
in the Calcutta Journal by the Correspondents of that pa- 
per, Philo Patris, M. D.,a Lover Justice, and aw 
Old Officer, I am induced for the edification 

of your readers, such sentiments as 1 have entertained >on 
the subject, consequent to an examination of the quesuan.«i 
all its possible beatings and points. 

My purpose in this object is two-fold ; and in the first, 
I shall endeavour to prove that a host of difficulties anti 
obstacles exist to the prevention of such a measure being 
adopted, independent of its inexpediency and bad policv'j 
and 2d, shall venture to suggest -the varieties of study 
and mental occupation, which medical men ought to puisue 
in connection with their specific medical duties, whirfh 
if attended to. would supercede all such chimerical ideas 
as that of vesting them with Magisterial functions. It ap- 
pears from the Army List and Bengal Directory for the 
present year, that 50 Medical Gemlemen, Surgeons and 
Assistants inclusive, are attached to the civil blanch of the 
service; nor do the required duties of lire Government 
lender a greater number of them necessary for such em- 
ployment. Of the said 50, about one- third of the whole 
are the youngest in the list, many of them being sent into 
the interior a few days or weeks subsequently to their 
landing at Chan dp anl Ghaut: and I beg to ask, would any 
of the Journalist's Correspondents be bold enough tuha 7 .ard 
the assertion, -thg/ the qualifications these gemlemwa 
possess, admit of ?»o grave a proposition being tenable wa 
that of granting them diplomas to act as Assistants to Ma- 
gistrates? 

The next third of the 50, may on an average, be suppled 
to have officiated as Civil Surgeons, from 4 to 7, ami some 
of them even >0 years ; even of ihese it might peilmr s fee 
expected, that a large ju opotuon "ould be found fitte4 
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For the employment in question ; hut, look into their avoca- 
tions, pursuits, feelings, and habits, and do we not find 
many with as much duty in their own profession to perform 
as they can well attend to; others embaiked in trade, or 
devoted to literary pursuits; whilst the remainder are 
totally unqualified either from ill health, temper, indolence 
or other causes 

The last thiid or division of the .00, are such, art no con- 
sideration short of most ample pecuniary r. muneration 
would induce to the task — 1 all ode to such as ate looking 
forward to furlough, to higher anj more lucrative situations, 
to change of residence or resign! tions in the service 'for 
ulterior prospects of a mercant.de nature. In addition to 
these objections, not, only supposing them to he well 
grounded, hut decfltadly good ; we have the question, to 
what extent and in w^t deg ree are Assistant Surgeons to 
act as coadjutors to Magistrates ? 

It is well known, that in many districts under the Bengal 
presidency, the Magistrates have seldom any duties to per- 
form sti icily judicial; — the Police and Criminal cases 
chiefly occupying then time : — this is the case in the Western 
provinces, particularly whilst the reverse holds good in the 
lower, and in Bengal proper. To many Zillahs a Register 
is appointed, who not only relieves the Magistrate from the 
minor duties of Police, and of the administration of i ri- 
minal Law; but, as occasion requires, is invested with 
additional powers, under the denomination of “ Assistant 
Judge," “ Assistant Magistrate," and tl Joint Magistrate 
to manv of the larger districts, we see additional Regis- 
ters, 66 2d Flegisters," “3d Registers,” &c. &c. ; others 
acting on deputation in particular places m the same 
Zillah, and, in short, such a mass of assistance (selected 
from the experienced of the junior Civil Servants) collect- 
ed in every quarter* where unforeseen or un-looked-for 
circumstances may have rendered such temporary aid neces- 
sary ; that there is neither occasion nor 100 m for the Civil 
Surgeon’s services, even were they available. I do not 
deny that particular cases occur iiqw and then, in wlu<h 
Judges and Magistrates are placed in ^ifiicuhy by excess 
of business, which, notwithstanding they give the whole 
of their time to the duties of the Cutcherry, they are un- 
able, even with all the Assistants Government can send 
them to prevent accumulating on their hands. Such con- 
tinued close attention to business, often injures the health 
of Magistrates, and forces them tnqiiit their stations, and 
proceed to sea. The evil was before sufficiently serious. 
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but tlvis of course, eoeveases !t ; — it presses hard on many 
of the native population, and the ill health of the Magis- 
trates ervesaonly to wake matters worse. 

From a pretty gener d acquaintance with the Civilians 
and Civil Surgeons in Bengal* I first venture to predict 
that any appeal to the latter, will not draw forth ten 
candidates ibc the additional honor proposed for them, 
even were Government inclined to allow a tolerable in- 
crease of their salanes. Secondly, 1 have no hesitation in 
stating my conviction, tlfcu Magistrates, if officially en- 
quired of, would not recclnmend the measure: — ann lastly., 
jfrask, does “ Pinto Pathis, M. D m or any other man, 
suppose that Government does not know the public inter- 
ests, and the best way to serve thev$ or that the plan, 
H' compatible with those interq^. - r Jm practically useful, 
would not have been long ago acfopied? An increase of 
the number of Civil Servants or separation of their Judicial 
from their Magisterial functions, would perhaps be wtdl, and 
may some day be effected ; but, never— depend upon it-** 
wili the Juniors on the Medical list he employed in Magis- 
terial duties*: the idea is chimerical, and totally at variance 
with the structure and feeling-s of Government, and evetL 
were exceptions, occasionally made in favor of some As.- 
ttMunt Surgeous, being appointed Suddcr A-urneens in cer- 
tain districts by which they could not realise more than 
from 60 to 80 Rupees a month; I presume very few would, 
willingly* devote 4r to & horns a day in Culcherry for so 
l-rifling a lumuneratiott. Again — .Assistant. Surgeons ought 
not to have, nor have they, in. fact, if they neglect not 
their own proper duties, so much snare time as some of your 
Correspondents infers AW of them have from 400 to i20& 
prisoners to attend to, not to visit the sick of them, only, 
yr— often in number 50, 100 or even 200, according to sea- 
son and circumstances, — but to order and superintend 
the execution of all measures lending to the pre- 
servation of the health and comfort of the whole, and 
the genr-ial healthiness of the Jail. Veiling the sick, 
takes up daily from one to two horns in the morning, and 
half an hour in the evening — at the lowest computation, 
and often three or four hours both morning and evening, 
parhculatly in times of Epidemic diseases; — as Jail Fever, 
Opthalmia, and Cholera. Their Surgical practice is often 
extensive in ca#cs of manning and wounding— among 
thieves brought in bv the Police, and between the inhabi- 
tants of contiguous villages, who often fight among them* 
ffeiyes on the subject of disputed boundaries, ancient family 
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fends, &c. 5fcc. The duty of the Surgeon embraces* like 
wise, an inspection of the quality of the food supplied ftr 
the prisoners — the state of their cloaking — the drains and 
wells, and Jail-wards, as to cleanliness and ventilation : 
further he has, at stated periods, to report to the Magis- 
trate, in writing, on all these points, and besides on persons 
said, or pretending to be insane; to examine the dead bodies 
of those supposed to have been murdered; to attend the 
infliction of the heavier corporal punishments awarded by 
the superior Courts, And to report . ( o the fudges of Circuit, 
the Superintf'ndant of Police, to s the Medical Board, and 
to the Magistrate for the informs lion of Government, on 
all subjects connected with die Jail. 

In addition to af these, a detachment- of Troops, Pro- 
vincials, Nujeebs, "Invalids* is, likewise, under his 
care;— and tho* nominally obliged to affbid Medical atten- 
dance only on the few Civilians of the station, a host of 
Native Omlahs attached to the Judge and Collector, — the 
JailoT’s Servants, Writers, Baboos, European Assistants 
and their respective Families, all fall under the province of 
his professional care* The Natives .in the city or town ad- 
joining the -Sadder station, the Native Servants of private 
persons, and Europeans, Civil and Military, whether W 
silors Residents in the immediate vicinity* all look to the 
Civil Surgeon for Medical aid; — and an Assistant Surgeon, 
thus situated, has, 1 should think, ample employment every 
clay in the year, particularly if endowed with a strong feel- 
ing ofhumani'y, philanthropy, and love of his pioiession ; 
feelings, which generally speaking, have deep root in the 
breast's of that valuable class, Assuming the above as 
indisputable, though, of course, more or less varied in its 
application to particular men, places and times; — the 
candid will allow that an Assistant Surgeoy at. a Cm! 
Station (piovided, that either of his own ardour or bom 
compulsion, he does his whole duty) is not that, idle charac- 
ter some Coi respondents seem to insinuate, ; and, when 
we make the ordinal y allowance foj* the, time required by 
every man for his private concerns — whatever his situation 
may be — lor exercise, amusement* meals, rest, and sleep ; 
it will not be denied* that Civil Suigenns are, erterm 
paribus, in general equally employed with their ueighhouis 
in the respective brandies of, the prolepsion, and* on that 
plea singly, cannot well be employed as Assistant Magis- 
trates even, where it the only objection. How much more 
honoiable, and truly useful would it prove to the science 
of Physic— * to the Medical list generally— to the Govern* 
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mefcf, and to the Public at large, were all Surgeons and 
Assistants, Military as well as Civile to devote what spare 
time they mty haVe^ to the study and improvement -of 
their own profession? and the sciences connected with it.

Sin, — In a letter headed u School for Native Doctors,* 
under the signature of Senex, which appears in the Cal- 
cutta Journal , occurs "this remark :-» a If the Supcrin- 
tendent even produces one individual Capable of answering 
the most common place questitfm^bh Anatomy* or of treat* 
ing scientifically an abcess, I really thiuk he will deserve 
well of the Directors, arid will say lie has well deserved 
the munificence of Government " Now, Sir, without pre* 
tending to anticipate the results which may arise from the 
establishment of the New Medical School, I undertake to 
answer this challenge of Senex, and to produce not one 
but three individuals, Natives, and I might add more, who 
are “ capable of answering the most common place ques- 
tions on Anatomy, and of Healing scientifically an abscess.” 
These men have been instructed by myself in the Allahabad 
School; and as its existence lias been more lhan once re- 
corded m the Newspapers, and was reported in April last 
to the Supei intending Surgeon of the Division, who in- 
formed me in reply that he would submit the letter in 
whicli it was mentioned, to the Medical Board, and as the 
Institution was also submitted to the notice of a higher 
quarter, 1 presume there may without propiiety lie claimed 
for the Allahabad Class the merit, if nothing- else attached 
to it, of having given birth to the New Establishment in 
Calcutta. 

Perhaps it may he as well to remark, that I pay no at- 
tention to the caste d\ my pupils, and for the following 
reasons. Experience, amongst the natives has taught me, 
that the lower closes are much more docile than ihe 
higher, and that Chumars are by far the mdst intelligent 
race of people in the Country next to' Europeans. — They 
work admirably in leather^ stuff birds and other animals 
beautifully, and cleag bones with a neatness and accuracy 
which would do credit to a Loudon Dissector. Indeed, 
if properly instructed, i make no doubt these people would 
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mkfce Anatomical prepafatiofts, equal in beauty to arty pro- 
duced in London. But a rnlan of high caste, or even pre- 
tending to caste, is affronted at the idea epf being asked only 
to touch tkin br leather , when in a oJean dry state, and 
'consequently avoids a dying mftn, and a dead body, with 
aft affectation approaching to abhorrence. Then in whrtt 
manlier tSCn such persons ever prove Anatomists, and if 
not Anatomists, how can they be ever cfualifted to fulfil 
the important duties, for important they be truly called, 
that attach to the office of*a Nafivil Doctor? 

A man of low casfe, or rather ntc caste at air, which is 
by far preferable, does whatever he is asked ; a man pre- 
tending to taste refuses, and the patient of course dies. 
There is no Royal roaV^to Medicine, — cdste and Physic ate 
opposite as day and fj&Thl to each other, — and no one 
need ever hope to shine in our Profession by means of the 
artificial distinctions of Society. It is hara labour, and 
diligent study, ami the Grand Vcduine revealed to Man 
by our Almighty Creator in the Book of Nature, that 
c?n ever qualify a man, black ox white , to undertake the 
fulfillment of the duties, which are required in that most 
responsible of Professions, — the practical application of 
Medical and Chirurgical Science to the relief 6f our truffer-* 
iirg fellow cieaUues.

LETTERS FROM MAJOR STD ART. 

To ri. shaResprare, Rsqf. 

Chairman of the Committee qf Rdlicf \ Calcutta- 
Btr, — l beg leave to apprize you for the information of 
the Committee that I had yesterday an assemblage at Go- 
pauldee Than an, fcdrrtmonly called Khftulsee Khaully,) of 
about eleven thousand five hundred of the surviving 
Suffeieis of tins neighborhood. 

As the cash I had m hand was tiot' equal fo relieve s <j 
rhany, (being only 4?00 Rs > I resolved on selecting the 
most fit objects for Charity, ftnd afLer sotne Httle trouble 
1 succeeded in separating the oid men,' women, child i 
from the general throng, the former atrloniiled to 505 
and the latter to 899, including 1DJ children. 

During these m^uures three of th** four Europeans, l 
Itave will) absent on detaphed duties, one to fcher 
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Island of Cataul with Wo Boats of Bice, another left in 
charge of eight Rice Boats, coming from Noncolly) and 
a Ihitd gone in search of them, I had in consequence only 
one young n>itu with me, Mr. Telatman, Overseer in thd 
Telegraph Department^ who has been extremely useful to 
ine on all occasions, and especially yesterday Wheii we 
were all exposed to much heavy rain, which obliged many 
of the people to remain on ground more than ancle deep 
for hours together** 

We left Oopauldea Tlianah soon after day light this 
morning, and are now fhoceedibg to Rottundie, were l 
lrope to arrive early to-morrow ; on our passage through 
the Bytaghee and Durum dee creeks, some hundreds of 
people followed in boats and on the hftaks, to whom we 
distributed near 300 Rupees in pycgj’Ut the rate Of eight 
annas each, with a few seers W rice which they seemed 
to piixc more than the money. This is a strong proof of 
their great want of that essential article, indeed, t am at 
a loss to conceive how they preserved any quantity of 
grain or any thing else, whin not one hut, in one hundred 
sHood, though some I saw in poms Ukd many large posts* 
but they all appeared to have been placed perpendicular, 
as they were sloped like a tuft of young bamboos in a 
hard squal, wlurtas had the same timber been judiciously 
applied, ’ns moie than prcbable these houses would have 
Stood the tempest. 

In my letter of the 20ih T apprised you of my having ap* 
piied to the Acting Collector of Buriisaulfor an advance of 
4,000 Rupees, which, together with the value of the 500' 
laiinds of dowries left in his chaige, f hope to receive at 
Roltundce, where it. will enable us to di* tribute some lelief 
to a considerable number in that quarter, yet as all I can 
give will ouly be temporary, 1 hope more effectual aid will 
be given to enable them to subsist two months more, when 
such of the rice fields as have not been destroyed will 
probably produce enough for the consumption of thtf

Silt, 

I have Lhe pleasure to apprise you ofl my arrival at Rot- 
tundie yesterday at 12 p. m. likewise of iny having: lectiv- 
rd 4000 Rupees on loan from the Acting Magistrate of 
Burrisaul, which will, I trust, enable me to alleviate the 
present wants of the sufferers in their neighbourhood, and 
I hope to have something to spare for those at Bowphul 
Thamiah, where great numbers are, I Understand, in sad 
distress for means of subsistence 1 I have therefore ap- 
plied to tile Acting Magistrate tot send 1,000 maunds of 
ltice to that Thannah, and propose proceeding there myself 
by the nearest small creeks, after leaving this place, which 
1 hope to do to-morfc'w, as 1 do not anticipate a laige as- 
semblage here, owing Jwisterous wet weather, which 

deters the people from going far from their homes, nay in 
some quarters they cannot attempt it with safety in the few 
miserable Boats they have left. 1 had 200 maunds of Rice 
conveyed to this place in small Boats, and as I have in- 
timation from the Darogah at Bakurghunge that he would 
immediately purchase and dispatch 1,000 maunds to Go- 
pauldie Thannah, I hope to find it there to-morrow as also 
some of the lice Boats fiom Noacally, when f will send a 
further supply to Ca 2 aul and such places as may be most 
in want. 

The Serjeant I sent in search of the Rice Boats found 
some of them at Dooneah Thandah where the Serjeant 
in charge of them, had landed 400 maunds of Rice, and 
distributed 300 maunds of it to the sufferers on the 23d 
instant, after which he was to proceed and land 300 
maunds more at Churr Patta, the small Island that had 
suffered so much on the west of Dekau Shabaapoor. A 
part of the Boats collected by Mr Parker for the convey- 
ance of the Rice had not arrived, as they were found on 
examination not to sea worthy, but others would imnie* 
diately be got, as Mr. Parker wrote me. 

The Serjeant who went to Cazaul wiih 60 maunds of Rice 
in a Row Boat and Paunsway, has just returned, and le- 
poits that he distributed it Ip 1174 people, including 174 
children, being little more than two seers to each, yet they 
were very thankful for it, and anxiously looked forward for 
a further supply, which shall he sent as soon as 1 can get 
a suilable- Bout for its conveyance; the Saugor Paunsway 
being often nearly swampt on ihfe pa‘>;snge across, though 
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H had only 30 maimds on board merely as ballast, as the 
above were not half the inhabitants of the Island, and they 
have occasionally no commupication for ten days together. 
It will be very desirable to Send a good supply, as they may 
be left to their own resources fqr a long period during thi* 
boisterous season. 

It has rained so incessantly all day, that only a few 
hundred people has assembled from the immediate vicinity, 
I have therefore dismissed them with directions to come 
to-morrow morning, whA» I hope for better weather and qi 
considerable assemblagej»Bpeeially as I have apprised them 
that I cannot remain beyond to-morrow.

1 have just been informed, th^t oralis have been issued for De- 
tachments of our Sepoys to march to the placet} where the different 
parties of the fugitives have assembled, and to deprive them of any 
warlike stores they n^ty have brought ftom Assam, or collected since 
with the view of re&mmencing hostilities against the Birmans and 
driving them outqf Assh^i thjs be trqe, and I have no fp;<$on to, 
doubt its being so, neither tne Birmans nor the Assamese will have 
any just ground of complaint against tfye British Government.

We heartily rejoice that jt has beeii attempted 
by a person so admirably fitted for the wqrk. '"Those who are ac- 
quainted wifh Dr. Rgmsay, know him to be ait once firm and gentle, 
and discriipinating in his judgment, and judjejons ip his conduct. 
Those who ft}™ B o personal knowledge of him, inay satisfy them- 
selves by referring 10 *he respectable names ypentfoned belpw, any 
one of whom, we qre persuaded, will feej happy in bearing testimo- 
ny to Df„ Ramsay'* rate qualifications for the ponducting of such 
an Agency.

Storm <3nthe Ganges.

Sib,— Y ou will no doubt have many account* of the 
dreadful Squalls and Storms We have had about this part 
of the river, but as I myself was an eye-witness of, and suf- 
ferer from one of the most severe tempests I havje ever ex- 
perienced in this country, you may perhaps find room foi 
a short description of it. 

I left Bandah (from whence I am proceeding to Calcutta, V 
with my family on the afternoon of the 14th, and arrived 
at Buxar on the 31th 5 which^^Jie, t&’Bffll - a y<JSig -vsynge, 
Sonsider»<: V&-%jUfaM force of the stream in our favor. 
We left” Buxar the next morping, and from that tune to 
this I may say it has been onfe continual Storm, the eas- 
terly winds blowing constantly and fimously, the banks of 
river are in Borne parts completely inundated, and <nl- 
lices within a ditto or two of the river entirely destroyed 
hv'its overflow.

Us that our Cook boat had already been dashed to piec- 
es. Upon sending a man' out we found there was a small 
village, consisting oftfhree or four huts, at the distance 
of a quarter of a mile. We immediately landed, though 
with some difficulty, and proceeding along the shore up 
to our knees in mud and water, we met the wreck of the 
Cook boat, iri a small nmlah about 50 yards from the 
village, where to our gr At consolation we found all its 
passengers, happy that tley escaped an untimely death, 
and most of whom offered' to the river sacrifices of milk 
and herbs, in gratitude for their preservation. The poor 
Maungee and Dandies, (who had all a share) moaned most 
piteously over the wreck of their boa^the whole night, 
and though they gave 80 Rupees for ft when new, were 
content to take 5 Rupees from one of the villagers for the 
wreck. After wading through the nullah We proceeded to 
the village, and what might astonish admirers of the na- 
tive character, we were absolutely and resolutely refused 
a shelter from the storm. Not, however, much relishing 
the idea of spending the whole night in the open plaui, 
and having an infant child and two females with me, I 
immediately thrust a hard-hearted rascal out of his hut, 
and we all went in and passed the remainder of the night 
in a most miserable hovel, indeed but yet better than com- 
plete exposure* We were ir great distress for food and 
light, (the night being dreadfully dark) but which the 
hospitable inhabitants refused us, and asked us if we had any 
. reasonto expectany thing from them, after we had taken 
their hut from them. I considered the necessity of the 
case justified that violence. We had not been a quarter of 
an hour in this hut, through the chopper of which the rain 
poured in torrents, before a servant Came to inform us 
that another boat had been dashed to atoms by the violence 
of the waves close to our Budgerow. You wilt hardly con- 
ceive our feelings at the moment, when 1 tell you that, a 
female relative was in another boat which had been 
•separated from us in the course of the afternoon. 1 was 
preparing to sally forth*, when another tnan arrived and 
said it was a large Patella, laden with grain, and that the 
men on board were ail saved* We were now expecting 
every minute to bear of the wreck of the Budge row, and 
■ Sent cm board for a large supply of dry clothes and 
blankets: The country around qs was a complete swamp, 
and the inundation ym gaining ground , with every 
breaker: To complete our distress, the village was im- 
mediately on the b anks, and there was no other hut 
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' of any description within 5 boss ; while the howling 
and roaring of the winds and waves, .blended with the 
; piteous feries of the shipwrecked Dandies who had. .lost 
u their, lit tie all, conspired to depress pur hearts, with the 
/deepest melancholy, and to impress us with a full sense 
; 'of our unhappy situation. WeEiad 1 parted company with a 
Inp&e Patella containing my hopse and several servants, and 
1 began td be extremely fearful!) that it was lost, and were 
more confirmed in our fears Oil; hearing that two men in 
a Dingee had endeavored in .vain to reach our Budgerow. 
But in the morning we heard that it was perfectly safe, 
atid that our relation's boat had also weathered the storm 
with little mate&al injury. " About 2 o'clock in the morning 
the wind began to abate, and by 6 ,we were able again to 
‘ trust ourselves to the Budgerow. ■ As we returned ^toour 
boat, we saw many wrecks, and the dead body of a native 
, dashing against the shore.

It rained very heavily during the night of Tpesdny, 
i and almost the whole of yesterday was wet arid drialy. 
We have beard 6f no accounts respecting the state of 
Indigo from the up country sinen our last notice on the 
object, and hope therefore, that in this instance— no news 
v*»as good news. 
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Twormore letters havebeen received from Major jSru4at> . 
the . active and humane agent, of the Burrisaul Relief Coni^ . 
mi t tee. These letters bear date, the one Bowphul SStth r 
ultimo, and the other qp board the Saugor Schooner 30th 
ultimo* They principally refer to the distriution of grainy 
and. money made by the writer among a. multitude of the-, 
suffering inhabitants assembled by previous notice 5 first, 
at Ruttundee, where abow 5, 141. men, women and chil- 
dren received. a dole s and *condly, on the eastern bank 
of the Bowphul river, wherft alms were bestowed on about 
5000 souls* The eastern Side of the river was pitched 
upon because it afforded an ppen area, where, the appli- 
cants for relief could be more easily numbered. The 
total of inhabitants who shared pn these two occasions in 
the, -distribution of grain and money, aiffounted , to up- 
wards of ten thousand. Many of these came from a dis- 
tance of 1 & and 20 miles, some of whom comprised the 
aged, the infirm, the blind, and children j a fact of it* 
self sufficient to demonstrate that it was no common pres- 
sure of distress which could prevail upon such to leave their , 
distant homes for the purpose of receiving a scanty al- 
lowance of a Rupee or Eight Annas, and a few seers of 
rice each. Scanty as it was however, it must have been 
comparatively a most seasonable relief to the unfortunate 
creatures. 

Thus, (and as formerly stated,) have the funds raised 
in Calcutta been exhausted, — and thus has Major Stuart 
finished the good work upon which he entered with such 
philanthropic alacrity, and which unmindful of personal 
trouble and exposure to inclement weather and fatigue, 
he has conducted throughout with a compassionate zeal 
and judgement which reflect upon him the greatest honour* 

Notwithstanding what ha& been done, we fear that a 
great deal of want and distress still prevail in the Burrisaul 
district. The sums of money and quantities of grain dis- 
tributed, can afford only a very temporary measure of re- 
lief among a whole population, many of whom were pre- 
vented .by circumstance* from receiving any at all. In 
-the -neighbourhood oWlfctuttundee, we are told, that “ many 
melancholy marks of devastation still remain , such as the bodies 
of . people hanging on trees , the wreck of huts and houses in all 
directions, and many trees torn up by the roots, evidently by the 
violence of. the storm, with an intolerable stench from the * 
quantities of rotten grain in every bazar , where golahs were 
kept" • 

From all that we can learn then, we should not be at all 
surprised were we to hear a short time hence, that a pea- 
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tilence or Epidemic had succeeded the effects of the late 
inundation, and the putrefaction of vegetable and animal 
matter which is consequence of it. 

■ ■■ ( * 

River navigation, it would appear, has been particu- 
larly dangerous this season. In a preceding page 
obliging correspondent has favored us with an account of 
a furious storm, in which he and fifes family were exposed to 
most serious inconvenience and peril. We fear that the 
same hurricane may have produced more fatal effects than 
are yet known: indeed, it is a* matter of surprise that 
accidents do not more frequently occur. From the des- 
cription of our correspondent we expect to hear of more 
misfortunes by and bye. It was reported, but we know not 
with what truth, that some boats belonging to the 59th 
had sunk. 

Oude, too, feels the power of the Press. It is said to 
be a powerful engine, and there can hardly be a greater 
proof of that potency than the morbid sensihility which the 
caustic application of Truth has produced upon the for- 
merly apathetic minds of the Lucknow Oracles. In a 
contemporary Journal of Tuesday last the 6th instant, a 
paper appeared, which was intended by the author to be 
an elaborate defence of the Government of Oude. That 
paper is so palpably the production of a Native, that it 
was hardly necessary to place the word Translation at 
the bead of it. If it is not the composition of the Minister 
himself, it must have been written by a zealous friend or 
flatterer of his. Concerning the worthy Vizier we are 
told that te he is by the favor of God, both wise and 
prudent." If he is so, it is what he much requires with 
such an awfully responsible charge as he is represented to 
hold — for we are informed by his Lucknow Eulogist, 
“ that he has the sole management of the affairs of the 
Sircar!” Here is a confession! The sole management 
of the affairs of the otircar ! ! We long ago suspected as 
much. It turns out then, as we had previously been in- 
structed, that His Majesty the Kihg^nf Oude is the next 
thing to a cypher — for the Minister ™ has the sole ma - 
nagement of the affairs of the Sircar .” It is evident from the 
perusal of the document alluded to, that there is a very sore 
feeling in the mind of the Minister, and in the minds of 
his friends respecting the hints thrown out about the low- 
ness of Agamefjr’s origin. Had his Highness conducted 
himself with proper humility after ifis elevation] . — had he 
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stood by the side of the Prince Royal with 'a less of- 
fensive obtrusiveness of demeanour ; — had he, in short, 
been less of the upstart and more of the gentleman,**- 
the bowlings about his origin would not have been so vividly 
remembered. However much the writer of the silly de- 
fence, which is the subject of our present cursory notice!, 
may plume himself upon the circumstance of his local ac- 
quaintance and his jura position to the Minister, we will 
tell him that we have lien in Lucknow — that we had our 
eyes and ears about us-4and that the Minister seemed any 
thing but beloved among the people. Nay, we will go 
further, and assert that he was most unpopular, some 
would say detested, but that is a termrwe do not like to 
use. . 

The writer of the "defence, quite writated, turns round 
upon those who have presumed to write upon the affairs 
of Oude, (ourselves no doubt included.) and angrily 
asks : “ Of what concern can it be to such men, whether 
the kingdom is well or ill governed V ' ! ! ! ! Oh the bright 
one ! This is just the question which of all others we 
should have supposed the Destinarian slave of a despotic 
government to put. It is just what we are to expect from 
the profound casuist, who deems all riches and worldly 
honors to be immediately derived from the Almighty, 
and of course to be signs of his favor and vice versa. Per- 
haps to the novice in philanthropy, who could put 
such an unfeeling question as the one observed upon, it 
would be idle to quote the celebrated sentiment of 
a warm hearted Pagan — Homo sum nihil a me 
alienum puto . This, in fact, is but another form of 
that sublime command given by the author of our 
holy religion — Love thy neighbour as thyself. Even a 
well written history shall rouse the passions ; though the 
incidents of records, and the persons whom it comme- 
morates, have ceased to exist. The sympathy that kindles 
at the touch of the Historic Muse, is ever ready to be 
called into action by living nature. The teeling, or 
rather the impulse, tnat causes an Englishman to leap 
into the waves far#the purpose of rescuing a drowning 
fellow creature v(no matter whether he ever knew hix^ 
before or not) from death, also impels him to express 
aloud his sentiments of scorn and indignation whenever 
be hears of oppression and tyranny. It matters not where 
the scene of oppression or mischief is laid— it signifieth 
not an atom whether its victim be a Deist or Atheist— a 
Christian or Jew — a llusselman or Hindoo, He is a Man, 
and the noble, the sublime sentiment is alive in his 
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bre&st. * Homo $um< nihil a me alienum pwto. I am a mam, 
AMP WHATEVER. RELATES TO HUMANITY I DEEM MOT FOREIGN ' 

TO mb ! We dwell longer upon the sentence quoted than 
some may allow is necessary. Let such remember that it 
forms the rule of conduct of the majority of the natives 
of Hiadoostan. We may create smile by the frankness 
of our declaration, but we have no hesitation in saying that 
the adage, “ every man for himsetf+^God for us all/* ap- 
pears to be something more than a&ere proverb among 
the orientals. It is a rule of life— a command and a guide 
of ^conduct. So much in a cursory way for that . 

€t Because a person was formerly destitute of riches 
" and was of no respectability, but is now through the 
“ favor of the Almighty raised to prosperity and honor, 
t€ is it therefore necessary that men should speak ill of 
t€ him or envy his fortune ?" — We answer the Lucknow 
casuist— Certainly not 5 .but if the person so raised should 
forget in the wantonness of prosperity the lowliness of his 
outset in life, the memories of his contemporaries become 
exceedingly retentive ; and what assuming insolence con- 
veniently forgets, is provokingly remembered by un* 
presuming worth. The " principles of resurrection,” as 
the Marquess of Londonderry has it, are so powerful in 
the 'human mind, that, as far as regards the memory 
of injuries, or weaknesses, they throw out a power of 
blossom and life, which is exceedingly provoking to 
those who would rather see every faculty of soul an- 
nihilated, than that their own wild follies should be held 
in remembrance. 

However much his eulegist may insinuate to the con- 
trary, we can tell him, nevertheless, that no sensible man 
envies, or can envy, the situation of the Minister.

The length of this lk« of eatial Would be, we presume, 
about forty-three miles or thereabouts. The other plan 
proposed, is, to cut a canal between Tolly’s Nullah and 
Channel Creek, commencing at the former place opposite 
Russapugly. Hone the line of intersection is not to be 
a straight one, but is to follow the nature of the ground,

The same Officer ^lso delivered in a Statement of %11 Mo$ie$ and 
Securities for Money deposited; In the same Treasury belonging to 
the Suitors in the Supieme Court as kept by ibe Accountant Ge- 
neral up to the 30th June 18£2, from which it appeared that the 
total amount principal and iptere|t d^po^ited in tfrc Tress 41 y on

Both these accounts were ordered to be filed in t^e Registry of 
the Court for the inspection of all parties concerned and interested 
therein, and similar accounts were directed to he filed on the 
first clay of every term, 

The Monies in deposit obtain interest at the Company’s raU 
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and consequently averse to, the trial of eevefe mental ex- 
ertions,— t'he tjpsfl and continued application of many tm 
the pracpcgl duties of the profession,— the ill health of 
some, diffidence in Alters, and an aversion to intrude ori 
the public in the character of Authors. — Besides a variety 
of minor causes, whicli ^neecl not be enumerated; the few 
undermentioned it rnayiperliaps he thought should be 
included, altho*, after «ue consideration, I venture to 
think them more apparent than real \ — want pf earnest 
exhortation and encouragement from the heads pf the 
departments, — free interchange of sentiment, — emulationy*— 
unitv of pljn, — and above all, the absence of a system 
fbr the publishing of medical rommunicajpms. The Bengal 
Army is distributed* into* divisions and commands, each of 
which has its medical head, denominated a Superintending 
Surgeon, who exercises a general controul over the Me- 
dical Officers of his district, be they civil or military, in 
like manner as a Major-Genefal exercises his superinten- 
dence in a military capacity. Medical reports and returns 
are regularly furnished to them, both weekly and monthly, 
by each individual in their respective jurisdictions, of 
which again an abstract is furnished by them to the Me- 
dical Board, which being copied and preserved as recoids 
of office, the originals are transmitted' to £u rope, lo rot 
in the chests and boxes prepared for them in the India 
pouse. What the nature and value of these reports may 
be, I have no means of ascertaining, but surely much im- 
portant information is contained in them, which though lost 
to the profession and the public by the present system, 
would if selected and periodically publisher?, prove highly 
useful to Medical Science, and particularly so to the Me- 
dical men in this countiv, l have already mentioned my 
ignorance of the nature and value of these medical retiiius ; 
but should they only consist of a mere catalogue of deaths 
and names of diseases, it cannot be questioned that manv 
valuable essays, cases, and miscellaneous medical notices, 
would on an appeal from the Superintending Smgeons to the 
duties, feelings an^ professional characters of their juniors 
be readily supplied. 

Periodical Journals or Medical Miscellanies,- collected 
and arranged by the Superintending Surgeons, with the 
flames of each contributor, attached to the several at tides, 
in the precise language, and in fact in no way altered 
from the original, wostld give the due measure of nedit .0 
every Medical Officer on his own individual responsibility, 
which when ultimately transmitted to the Presidency, 
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Government would no doubt willingly publish at their 
own expence, under the superintendence of the Mediaif 
Board, or of such gentlemen of the profession resident in 
Calcutta as would undertake the tasic of superintending^ 
the press on the joint requisition of the whole or greater 
number of Medical Ofticeis in a Dr ision. 

The plan certainly appears practicable and advantageous.

“ there arc few sicy in the Corps or station I am attache^ 
u to, and these labouring under ordinary diseases of every 
•* d&y occurrence, and withal! there is such similarity ii^ 

“ the few Indian diseases to be met with, the cure of whicfy 
u is so well known, that really I do not know what I can 

communicate worthy of value.'* I have anticipated thi^ 
objection, and shall endeavohr to repel it. 1 would reply 
to such a man by asking him the question — Have you not 
repeatedly, in the course of your professional dulies, seen 
many rare and interesting cases, which excited new idea® 
on the nature and cure of certain diseases, but which 
from not having recorded in writing, you have now only an 
imperfect recollection of, which you deeply regm. It is 
the fullest and most complete knowledge of ihe nature 
and treatment of these every day diseases that is particular- 
ly required, as many deaths daily occur from our ignorance 
of these diseases, while uncommon cases and unnatural 
diseased appearances, such as monsters and the like, are of 
rare oc currence, only fit. to gratify curiosity, and in no way 
calculated to improve the science of medicine. 

The duties of a scientific Physician comprehend not only ' 
Uie cure but the prevention- of diseases, the latter being 
a species of ktiowle£$e acquired and formed on a general 
acquaintance with externa] phenomena, natural and arti- 
ficial : — hence the important branchy of Meteorology and 
Medical Topography fall necessarily and directly within 
the line of medical observation and application in practice. 
It i* matter of a&tooiihtWefrt and wonder, that while the 
medi' al works of the day periodically published in Eng- 
land, exhibit, the results of our Army and Navy Surgeons* 
attentions to these objects, in the West Indies and Ame- 
iica, in Spain, the Mediterranean, andealmost. all places in 
the globe, where the exigencies of the state have required 
t Uem,- a inaiked indifference or non-attention to them liava 
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been evinced by the Medical Department in India, parti- < 
cularly in Bengal. The reports on the Epidemic fever of 
Coimbatore, drawn up by order of the Madras Government « 
— the account of the Seringa patam fever by Nieve — and of 
that of Guzerat by Mj^ Gibson , — *in addition to the Cholera 
reports of each Presidency,— are certainly exceptions ; these 
however are but partial as to place and time, while the 
direct influence of the government must be particularly 
admitted in relation to the jeportsof Cholera since the publi- 
cation of which it seems to have fallen into their usual le- 
thargic torpor .in the Bengal side of India. 

. What little Topographical information we possess, on the 
various provinces subject to the Bengal Government, have 
been chiefly acquired by Military menJf either in com- 
mand of troops, of employed in tire Surveyor or Quarter- 
Blaster General's Department, by Gentlemen employed in 
Embassies or residing at foreign Courts, but in no One in- 
stance I am aware of, by Medical men. Every Medical 0 di- 
cer on this Establishment of 8 or 10 years service, has either 
had opportunities of furnishing such details, fiom being 
long fixed at certain Civil stations, the country and dis- 
trict around which they are intimately acquainted with — or 
from marching in a series of years as Surgeons of Battalions 
from station to station, throughout these vast countries. 

It is evident that certain districts and military stations 
are more unhealthy than others, that the causes of such 
can be traced to locality, or to some peculiarity of situation 
in relation to jungles, stagnant waters, want of cultivation, 
elevation of the country, hills, mountains, and the like 
— for it is an assumed axiom, that certain causes operating 
or produced under the influence of specific circumstances 
■will produce certain effects in all parts of the world. Such 
have been obseryed and elucidated in relations the pro- 
duction of disease in Europe, aud in the Western hernia 
phere, but in this country we look in vain for any such inves- 
tigations. ft would therefore be more creditable to the 
Bengal Medical Staff, were they to direct their attention 
to those useful pursuits ; and in addition to their Ktor-k 
of surgical instrun^HTls pnd medicines, to furnish them- 
selves with a few articles of philosophical apparatus, as 
would facilitate their acquisition of the knowledge experu.it 
of them. A smalt pocket compass, for observing' (lie course 
of winds; a good thermometer • with barometer, and ihe 
junction attached ; apluvimeter or glass graduated cylin- 
drical vessel for measuring the quantity of rain and eva- 
poration r a eudrimeter and other vessels for examining 
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o t air, would cost but little money, and in their appli* 

i" cation and use have a constant source of elegant amuse- 

* nient ahd erttettairting medical research. It fs not a dry detail 
of meteorological facts and observations, ‘such as the ranges 
6F the thermotneter and barometer tliait can be practically 
useful ; but the influence of such in the production of diseases 
or indiseases, which accruing fr'ow other causes, may con- 
tinue during their agency and influence. Since medical 
men in other parts of the world hyive accomplished much in 
these particulars, both with honor to themselves and utility 
to the best interests of society, in climates equally baneful 
to European constitutions under all the usual privations of 
war, — why shoofct any difficulty occur in the Medical esta- 
blishments Of incfl* in times of profound peace, in climates 
naturally good, and when comfortable and at ease, with 
abundance of time in their hands. 

By a combined regularity of system, amass of *Topo- 
gtaphical and Meteorological information tnight be in this 
manner collected, in addition to that science, strictly medi- 
cal, the advantages of which, while it would confer much 
honor on the Medical department, would make the real 
and actual state of India much better known than it is j 
and, above alt other considerations, lead to an immense sav- 
ing of Human life. A knowledge of the actual state of 
countries in regard to the production of health and dis- 
ease, is a subject of the first moment to Military as well 
as to Medical men; it is worthy of encouragement fiom 
every Government, and I hope ere long, will attract atten- 
tion in Bengal. When the extent of woods and jungle 
inarches, waste and uncultivated lands, properties of waters, 
prevailing winds and rains, variations of temperature, alti- 
tude of places above the surface of the ocean, and many 
such peculiarities, are observed by Medical men, — those 
who have the direction of aff&iis in the marches and halts 
of Armies, the positions Selected for fixed encampments, the 
suites of barracks arfft hospitals, &c. &c. will not disdain 
their advice or treat it with contempt, which can scarce 
be wondered at under present circumstances, when such 
total want of attention to these objects is so uniformly 
manifested by Medical men, and of which Military Com- 
manders have evinced their perception by never consult- 
ing them on any of the above questions, and which is 
the cause of every cantonment, station, Hospital and Mi- 
litary Fort in the country being placed in the very worst 
possible situation. It is such mental occupation that I con- 

* sider worthy of the attention of Medical men in India, and

u Port Lonis, Mamiiius, ?8th February, 1828, 
il I cannot forbear to touch on a subject which has cieated so 
tnuch alarm at this Island. Since Sunday the 17th Instant, a great 
Humber of Blacks deserted from their musters. On Ash Wednes- 
day they hoisted th*ir flag on the mountain in the rear of my Es- 
tablishment. One of the Conspirators came down the same day 
and gave inform at it^of the Plot, vis. burning the town, killing 
all the Whites, and ally making themselves masters of the Is- 
land. On this information a great number of Blacks were taken 
up in Town, and the Soldiers marched out to disperse those on the 
mountain. The next day Detachments were formed in all quarters 
tor pursuing the fugitives and a reward offered of 1000 Dollars for 
the head of the t hief, of 500 for 2nd Chief, and 60 Dollars for 
each of the gaDg. They are nearly all brought in, and the Court 
i^siMing since Sunday last to try them. It was believed, that a 
Madagascar prince, who was exiled to this place by the King of 
that Ilund was the leader, because he was among them^-but it 
falls out from the examinations before the Court, that the Plot was 
hatched hy a Creole who is ( hiefof a Detachment going in pursuit 
of .Maroons for the sake of making a fmtune — he used the fellow, 
w|io gave information us his tool, he (his black) arranged all matteis 
between the Prince and the Blacks, all of whom are Malagasses — 
he provided them with food and some Anns, and he pointed out 
the wajs and menus fora general insurrection. The Conspiratoii 
sue mostly head servants and able Wntlunen; a «;>eat number 
Vi!l be executed in n lew flats. 'I he Court tianstuts no ethejf

in Court, and which mis-report, he understood, had been conveyed 
to the Uie lamented Bishop. ' He denied that he had made use uf 
such expressions, and he would take thrift opportunity of saying, 
that so far from Waning to cast any injurious reflection oipon the 
character or conduct ofrnat distinguished Prelate, no person en- 
tertained a higher respect for his memory than hup self.

From Allahabad, we learn that the River had risen so 
much on the 27th ultimo, as to threaten destruction to the 
lower parts of the town. Providentially the water fell in 
'2 4 hours and had not risen since. The fall of raip since 
we last heard from our Correspondent in that quarter, has 
been prodigious. The fleet with the 59th Regiment on 
(board, was passing the station when our Correspondent 
*vas writing. Accidents, we are sorry to understand, had 
-oecurediu the flee;, aDd some of the men had been drown- 
ed. 


We have received files of Cape papers up to the lfith of 
May, and hate seen letters from that Colony of a stiil 
later date. The Fame , before she reached the Cape, had 
met with dreadful weather oil* the coast. A letter of the 
'S'id May, mentions the arrival of the Kingston in Simon’s 
Bay, after having experienced \ery bad weather also. 

A scarcity of grain prevailed at the Colony, in conse- 
quence of the corn crops having nearly failed for two suc- 
cessive years. No \cry flattering prospect appeared of 
the ensuing harvest pro* ing more bountiful than the last. 
Good Mongy Rice was selling at 35 Rix Dollars the bag 
of 2 maunds, and Putiu, -there was no doubt, would be 
4 or 5 higher, but there was none in the market. Oh 
the morning of the 23d May, the price of wheat in the 
market was 40 Rix Dollars the raaund of 1-80 lbs. These 
prices are unusual!} high, and not to be calculated upon 
rin the event of large imp utations. With respect to the 
ensuing harvest, even should it escape the blight or 
mildew which destroyed the crops of the two last seasons, 
it can only be a scanty one. At the dispatch of the let- 
ters cited, there was not seed c orn in the Colony sufficient 
for the farmers to sow the usual extent of soil with.

Tabu tg all thesfe Cifctfuistancesr into consideration, the 
Cape may be deeiried a fair field for moderate speculation 
in grain. We trust that relief may be afforded by various* 
hands, so as to prevent an improper monopoly. It is re- 
quisite to add, that a very small supply of wheat was 
expected from England, and of rice from India. T)ur Au- 
thorities also mention, that hopes were entertained of an 
active and beneficial trade being established between the 
Colony and America. , The American ship Lion after dis- 
posing of a general cargo in the Cape market, sailed 
again direct to Boston with a full cargo of Cape and East- 
ern produce. She was expected to return in 5 or & 
months, when many others, it was hoped, would ac- 
company her. These ships will, ki all likelihood, load 
partly with flour, which should not be forgot by persons- 
who maybe inclined to speculate in Cape supplies here. 

We have given place to a Proclamation of the Cape Go- 
vernment, permitting foreigners to boml their produce and 
manufactures for exportation under certain restriction*^ 
which by good judges upon the spot is thought calcu- 
lated to produce favorable results to the Colony, as it pro- 
mises to afford* an opening to a Trade with America and the* 
Continent of Europe, making the Cape a general depbt 
between the great American and Indian Continents.

It is not without feelmgs of a painful nature that we communicate the 
following melancholy catastrophe, by which a worthy and meritorious 
o dicer (Capt. John Mark) and two Boat-men met a watery grave. 

The particulars of this accident, which have been krttdly sent us by 
a friend are as fotlows 

Captain Mack of .the Hon’bte Company's Marine having conducted 
the Hon 1 > >le Company’s Ship Buckinghamshire well without all the Reefs 
on her passage to Sea, quitted that Ship about 4 v* sc. on the 20th Instant. 
The sea running very high at the time, he got into the Pilot Boat from 
f e S, up's Larboard miren chains aqd immediately directed the tow rope 
€ * he let go, and the fore mast to be stepped, which was done, and while 
the crew were in the act of hoisting the foresail a very high following 
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ftmd foremost. The Boat toon re-appearad keel uppermost, and eight 
cff xhfi crew lucoeeded in getting bold of her, but nothing was seen of 
fSapt. Mack. Three others of the Crew for turiaUly got bold of the Boat’s 
yard, but the other two failed in the attempt and mink. 

. The accident being seen 'ait the moment from the Buckinghamshire, that 
Ship was instantly wore and succeeded in sating the Eight Men who 
were clinging to the Boats keel. The Thetis Cruiser had accompanied 4 
the Buckinghamshire out of Harbour, and witfc,«qnal promptitude picked 
Upjjhd three men who were bolding bytbe Boat's yard and but for the' 
prompt and active exertion of those two Vessels* most off the Boat's Crew 
would hare inevitably perished. ** 

. Captain Adams most kindly supplied the men he bad picked up with a* 
dry suit, returned to the sunken rock and sent them on shore j*— as did 
the' Tnetiy the other three, who had been equally taken care of by hew 
C\mmanctetv Thd body of'Capt. Mack, having been observed to be float- 
i^r past the Thetis as she lay at the sunken rock, was picked up by that 
Vessel, arid brought to Borubafy dt 2 r. H. oft the 22d, and waa^intered 
With all due attention and respect the same evening*. 

On the morning* of the 23d the Body of one of t^c Lascars (Boat's- 
Crew) was found' on the beach in back bay?, near the Hospital, and 
was intered also.

The following Baakshall Circular Wfus issued yesfer* 
day - . 

“ The Jonathan t CajAain T» Watson, fully laden from 
Liverpool, arrived off town yesterday afternoon, and an- 
chored with her chain cable off the Custom .Hpuse 3 this 
morning she girted and carried away part of her fore- 
foot, and consequently made' so much water, as to render 
it indispensably necessary to haul her on shore at the 
Custom House Crane, to prevent her from oinking* Much 
of her cargo will doubtless be damaged j exertions are 
making in landing the goods as quickly as possible." 

To-day’s Bankfthall Report announces the arrival of the 
American Brig Homer, Captain W« Jfcavx*, from Salem 9th 
March, and Batavia gist July ; and of the English Schoon- 
er Commerte, Captain S. Cans, from Bftmiipatam and Son- 
aoore 16 th August. 

An inward bound Ship is stated tp be Working up belour' 
the LightHouse, name not yet ascertained* Perhaps she 
may turn out to be the Ltftkim , which sailed from England 
three days before the Lotut. The last Ship is said to be 
aground on the James and Mary sands. 

The weather has been exceedingly sultry here for the 
last three day« v 

A Baser report mention* that the Pisha of Egypt has 
been assassinated by one of the Beys. We know not what 
credit the story deseries ; — perhaps it is a mistake caused 
by confounding the fate of the Pasha of Janina with that 
of the Egyptian ruler. 

We are happy to understand that the Presbyterian 
Church Establishment of Bengal is in future to be upon a 
much more creditable and satisfactory footing than it was 
before.

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Morning (t$ie 30&^ff«v«mb6r,) Mr. Rtycnsferofl hhaself 
entered the^Factory vi et a^m tt, and if what tW witness- 
es state' be true, M*. Smith tyaa moat un humanly treated. 
Mi. Ravenscroft forced his way into Mr. Smiths' Btm- 
gabw, into the roela Where he was sleeping;, dragged him 
fiom hie bed; end. beet him till the blood gushed from his 
nose andearo and be became senseless. “ 1 (said the learn- 
ed Counsel, roused to indignation) would not have expected 
this of Ravenscroft; and no provocation he could have re- 
ceived can excuse so disgraceful, So inhuman an outrage ” 
Mr. Ravenscroft then pressed into his service all the 
hackeries and coolies that could be found, who were col- 
li cted together in great numbers* and he thus swept the 
premises of every ththg ; a work in Which they' were, not- 
withstanding their mnubets, engaged many successive days, 
not less than 8 or 10- Every thing they carried' away ; not 
only goods, furniture, but the articles for Mr. Smith’s pri- 
vate and personal use; tables, chairs, pictures, shawls, 
dresses, books— -the Family Bible itself, even Mr* Smith’s 
curling irons! How (he asked) could Ravenscroft be a te- 
nant in common (if such were the plea set up,) in such 
things as these — curling irons, whips, spurs, &c ? As to 
the value of the personal property, the Plaintiff’s house 
was furnished out, as would appear from the evidence of 
the servants as well as gentlemen who i ad visited him, 
in a stile of magnificence, of which we in Calcutta have 
no conception. Mr. Smith had bought and amassed im- 
mense property as appeared by the Auction Bills and 
Merchants' receipts. This very property was sold by Bay- 
field the Defendant’s agent, fc* could be proved by the 
Auction Catalogue ; this man having cleared the premises 
and disposed off the property for the sake of the Commis- 
sion. 

The Auction Catalogue wo* produced* and the sale of 
some of the Articles of Mr. Smith's furniture also proved by 
witnesses, and it was contended, that as these things were 
seized by Mr. k Newnham, and carried away entirely from 
Mr. Smith, and sold, into whomsoever^ possession they 
might ultimately come, Mr. Newnham must be answerable 
for the whole. .Letters were read which had been address- 
ed by the Defendants in their character of Trustees, to the 
Plaint ff, calling upon $um to explain what right he had in 
' the p operty ; and that empowering Bayfit ld to take poss< s. 
si'-n of it; and Mf. ^ERGtfssoN contended that al thou L h 
i e latter might have goue beyond his commission; yet the 
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Defendants, at least Mr. Newnham, .matt be. responsible 
for all his acts. TbeJ<?arned Counsel thought it a trespass 
of a flagrant nature and wholly without excuse- It was had 
enough forMr. Ravens croft to be engaged illicitly in trade 
and neglecting his duty to the Company his. great em- 
. buriassmeats however might bave#driven him to try this 
mode of retrieving himself ; but there was nothing whatever 
to extenuate his harsh conduct to the Plaintiff ; no excuse 
for forcibly and illegally carrying away his property ; nor 
for the cruel treatment to which he subjected him. The 
Plaintiff thus abused and beaten, plundered of all he had 
and reduced to beggary, was obliged .to go before a ma- 
gistrate in the same clothes with the marks of violence 
about him- What redress did he obtain? This was a mat- 
ter not now before the Court, but it was a shame to the 
c mntry-if such acts of spoliation and. violence could be com- 
mitted with impunity ; but the, Plaintiff', now came for jus- 
tice to his Lordship’s bar, where he hoped for that re- 
dress he could not elsewhere obtain. 

A number of witnesses were then examined for the 
Plaintiff: — Thomas Bra,ggs, a person who had been in 
the service of Mr. Newnham and was sent as an Inter- 
preter along with Bayfield, when the latter was empowered 
to take possession of Mr. Smith’s premises. 

Theeka, a Native Cook of Mr. Nmiih’s, proved BavfHd 
and Braggs coming on the 1 1th November with 10 Chow- 
Iteedars and taking possession, declaring it was by Mr. 
Newnham and Major Cunliffe’s orders ; that Mr. Newnham 
himself came some days after and ordered Kassinauth, a 
bricklayer, to be beaten, for assisting Mr. Smith in burst- 
ing open the doors which had been fastened up ; and Mr. 
Ravenscroft’s coming on the 30th and beating -the Plaintiff 
and causing others to do so. — Meer Lall, a Hindoo 
Moonahee, corroborated live above and provdd that the 
Plaint iff made application to the Kotwal for redress, 
without effect ; also proved the existence of the Plain- 
tiff’s property of great value, furniture, carriages, 
horses, &c. (among the horses was Tom Thumb, Which is 
supposed to have been Mr. Smith’s faTorite.) — Sumaidan, 
the Plaintiff s Surdar Bearer, confirmed the above. 

SECOND DAY. 

The examination of the Plaintiff’s witnesses was conti- 
nued: -James Duhav, son of Mr. Dulian, Merchant, 
Cawnpoor; Lieut. John Shipp ofH. M. 87th Regiment 
deposed particularly to the Plaintiff’s property, his large 
^ puichases in Cawnpoor, &c.— Ruttoo, a Hindoo the 
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Plaintiff^ cook ; — T. P. Vaqveun, Musician and Cabinet- 
maker, who had been several times in Mr. Smith's employ:; 
G. H. Carter, who had been in the employ of John Hay, 
Merchant at Cawnpoor; James Dick, Apothecary in the 
30th N. I.; Chas. Amustus Nicol, Merchant in Calcutta. 
We shall give the evidence of the latter at length as a spe- 
cimen very characteristic of the rest. 

Mr. C. A . Nicoll, Examined by Mr . Mafnell. 

] am slightly acquainted with Mr. Smith : our acquaint- 
ance commenced in the year 1818 — I have seen both the 
Factories — The Cotton Factory might be worth about 
15,000 Rupees, and the other in which Mr. Smith resided 
at Cawnpore about 20,000. 

I have dined and supped in Mr. Smith's House. — The 
Furniture was very costly, I mean such as was displayed 
there. The Articles were a great deal jumbled together 
like goods in the Auction Room, some actually having 
tickets upon them. — He shewed me when I dined with him 
a small quantity of his Plate > a couple of Organs and a 
number of Musical Instruments. — I saw no Jewellery ex- 
cept that worn by the Nautch Girls yho were present* 

1 really can't say what was the value of the Furniture, 
Plate, &c.. in Mr. Smith's House; it is impossible to make a 
calculation — 1 left Cuwnpore between the 1 0th and 20lh 
January, 18*20 — Whilst at Mr. Smith's house, I lecollect 
bis shewing me some papeis. — There was an Agreement or 
paper purporting to be made by Mr. Ravenscroft^ and, as 
Mr. Smith said, given by that Gentlemen to him. — 1 re- 
collect 5 per cent for Commission being named and an 
allowance for travelling ex penccs. — I saw no other “ ayrec-. 
meat” Mr. Ravenscrolt's name was attached to the paper; 
but 1 cannot sav whether or not it was his signature. 

Cross- Examined by Mr. Advocate General. 

I first became acquainted wilh Mr. Smith in the latter 
end of 1817, or the beginning of 1818. 

Mr. Advocate Gr.NF.RAL — Did you not hear of Ra- 
Vcinseroft’s having originally taken Mr* Smith by the hand 
and raised him from beggar v 

Mr. Nicoi.l — I did not hear it then, but I afterwards did. 

Mr. Advocate Gen krai.. — D id not Smith tell you that 
lie ami ILivei.scroft, would “ drive the V)orld before them?" 

Mr. Nicoi.l. — No, I did not hear him say exactly that ; 
but he threatened to * stop the Company' 9 (great lattrfhler.) 

Mr. F eiigl t s.h>n. — Why in that case my Learned Fiicudj 
the Advocate General,* would lose hits Salary. 
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Mr. Advocate General. — And so would you. 

Mr. Nicoll. — It was after dinner that this agreement 
with the other papers were shewn to me, but as the organs 
which moved by clockwoik at. this time were in full play 
ami the Nantch Girls mincing anc^great confusion around 
me, I could give hut little attention 10 their contents. 

Plat n tiff's Witnesses — continued. 

David Honald, Merchant; James Wheatley, J. L. 
Jones, Theeka(ihe 1st witness) being lecalled, proved 
that 5 chests or boxes were earned from the Factory the 
morning after Mr. Ncwnhain \ isired it, taken iO Mr. Jones, 
and that tVy were brought buck equally heavy before Mr. 
RavensciolVs spoliation. 

THIRD DAY. 

The evidence for the Plaintiff was resumed. Thomas 
Braggs lecnlltd, deposed to the hand-writing of certain 
docurrcnts George Chisholm* Esq. Merchant in Calcutta 
and prutmr with Mr. Hay at Cawnpore, deposed as to the 
puichtw* nude by Mr. Smith fiom his Paituei, amounting 
to 11,000 Rs Mr. Mactier then rea l certain c -rrospondence 
tlm* passed between tin- Plaintiff and Defendants and 
Mi. Jones, about the time of ihesc o^cmreuces A Bill 
of SJe, foi the most part in Mr. Bayfield's hand-wi ,rino # 
was produced and several of the articles contained in H wme 
cleaily indentified to bo those of the Plaintiff. iVr. 1 < r- 
gosson then closed his case, which he rested on this bads. 
It appears Hie observed) viewing the whole as one frespn p, 
tliat a pei »oii of the name of Bayfield was cnipoweied by 
the Defendents to take possession of the prcpeviy, which 
he did; and kept possession till Mr. Havenscroft came with 
their knowledge and concurrence, and earned it off; after 
which this same Bayfield, the Defend nits' avowed agent, 
sold this Miry property, by which me. ms ir nevm (rum the 
moment they had siezed it i ('turned to the Plaintiffs pos- 
session ; and the Defend »nts must not only be accountable 
fni* the deeds of their Ag< nl Barfield, even altbo’ he might 
have exceeded his ...ifhoiirv ; but also for Bavenscroft’s act 
ot spoliation, since having taken possession of the Plain- 
tiff's piopcrtv tney were bound to restore it to him safe a\*A 
sound, or indemnify him for all and every loss it sustain'd. 

The ADVOCATE GENERAL in lising to defend his 
Cln nts, Mr. Newnham and Major Cunliffe, had great satis- 
faction in observing, that the.v had no personal interest 
in the transactions which had led to tins litigation; if 
responsible at all for what had beeSi done (which he denied) 
it was a mere legal responsibility, and involved in it no de- 
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grpp of moral blame. [The Judge on the Bench expressed 
Jus a< ' .nr to this obversation— and was confident no one 
could impute to them anv thing J ke an improper motive.] 
Out of friendship for Mr. Ravenscroft (the learned Gen- 
tleman continued) the.v had involved themselves in a woild 
of trouble and anxiAy : out of pure kindness to him and 
a regard to his family the only ohj-ici they could possibly 
have to accomplish they took upon themselves the cha- 
racter of Trustees, with a view to relieve him from his 
embarrassments. From his statement of his own affairs, it 
appealed to them, that if they could collect certain pro- 
pert v which they believed to be his. and which had 
Ren created by money improperly taken from the pub- 
lic funds, they might enable him to retrieve his affairs 
and make up his defalcations to t lie Company, and 
also re- cue his property from the fang* of those who 
taking advantage of his necessities encouraged him in his 
crrois, and hoped to enrich themselves by his peculations. 
Such were the motives of Ins Clients; and against Major 
Cunliffe. at leasi there was not the shadow of evidence, and 
no trespass could be made out against cither, A letter was 
signed empowering Bayfield to take possession, but it is 
evident that Mr. Smith si ill retained the command of his 
pronertv hv hi* carrying away six chests and bringing them 
hack; and having Ins donis opened, merely by the assistance 
of his Dm wan. Mr. Newnham’s object, in sending the 
fhowkecdms was evidently to protect it agiinst others, not 
to inj ii ic Mr. Smith. As Mr. RavenscrofYs situation was 
pvecunou*, and debts and warrants were impending ov- r 
him, and the Defendants were anxious to protect the pro- 
perty, which they had had a right to do as Trustees of 
Ravenscroft, arid therefore absolute proprietors <,r tenants 
in common with Mr. Smith, who was perhaps more proper- 
ly only a reliant at will. No two thing-, could be morn 
d ‘fife rent m character than t lie prudent measures adopted 
hv Mr. Ncwnham, and the irruption of R.ivens-’rofi on the 
30 ih of November ; the latter was evuhinly the act, of a 
person enraged at ‘.mother whom lie now thought the cause 
of his ruin 41 J (said the A. G.) don't defend lus conduct 
in bvatiug and maltreating Mr. Smith ; lie h.ul no rioht to 
do so ; hut v I view it. as the natural effect, of human feelings 
when wrought upon bv great wrongs, from a person in 
whom he nad confided both his property and his honoi/' — 
As soon as the defalcation to a large amount was known to 
Government, Mr. Ua^nscroft was suspended (on the Kith 
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Nov.) Mr. Ravenscrofthad transferred his property to Mr. 
Newnhum and Major Cunliffe about the 1st of that month i 
but he now thought \t would be better to get the whole 
property into his own h inds, and therefore broke forth of a 
sudden and captured all he could without accounting to 
them as he was in law and in duty bound to do. To go 
buck to the origin of these transactions when Mr. Ravens* 
croft entered upon the Cawnpore Coilectorship in 1818*19, 
he was very much involved by his extiavagant way of life. 
Some persons put it into his head that there were mines of 
gold in ihe shape of Saltpetre, Cotton and Indigo Concerns; 
and he immediately resolved to embrace them to relieve 
his difficulties, as well as feed that affluence which it ap- 
pears custom had rendered almost necessary to his existence. 
At this time Smi'h fell in with him, and by fosteiing his 
hopes, and promising him mountains of wealth, he launch- 
ed him into immense speculations. Ravenscroft like the Al- 
chemist in the play ruined himseif by trying to find out the 
secret of creating gold. Smith like Doustersvvivel in the 
novel of the Antiquary played upon his hopes, and wrought 
him to his purpose with extiavagant expectations. He in 
one letter pursuades him that in two years he would m ike 
two large foi tunes ! Slrange as it may seem to persons who 
can calmly exercise their judgment, desperate men will listen 
to such insidious advisers who prey upon their distresses 
and under the pretence of leading them out, plunge them 
still deeper in the miie. Ravenscrolt was at last convin- 
ced this man was abusing his confidence, deluding and 
chea ing him at every hand; but after involving himself 
so far he h.*d not courage to stop. In one year (I 818 — 
18*9) his out-lay in these concerns amounted to above leu 
lakhs of rupees. But Mr. Smith rendered his accounts with 
great difficulty, and many of the letters of Raveuscroft 
urge him to a settlement ; when rendered, there appear 
only large totals, without the articles and prices being spe- 
cified ; besides most extravagant charges for this Smith's 
peisonal expences. We have items of 97,129 rupees for 
Buudry Factory expends, &c. 46.58.5 rupees for advances 
on account of t^howdriapoor Indigo Factory, &c, and Mr. 
Ravenscrolt is charged with 500 rupees for a buggy and 422 
rupees for shawls, neckcloths, Ac. which last appears to 
have been resisted. This Smith— this Dousterswivel, as if 
really acting a character in a novel, always affects an epithet 
when he writes: sometimes he is “ The Grateful Smith 
sometimes the “ faithful Smith ; w the “ Sincere Smith " 
or the “ Faithful Little Smith/' He thus insinuates himself 
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Into the confidence of liis patron : he bids him trust in him 
only, and all will he well He was afraid Ravenscroft 
should listen to the wholesome advice of others who might 
open his eyes to the delusions practised upon l»*m. <( Trust 

to me alone (says he in one of his Letters) and wealth 
will flow in like dirA” Yes, there were two others in whom 
he wished him to trust— Joinee Lull and Gtrdhares Lall, 
Sirkars, whose credit he first supported as his own, and 
will not allow them to be doubted ; but when it suns his 

own purpose or he can no longer conceal it, be afterwards 
pietends to have discovered that they cheated Ravenscroft 
out of 80,000 rupees. The whole of Smith’s letters show 
a perfect system of imposition on one person or another, 
s 'lntetiines he is coaxing Ravenscroft to pet money out of 
him, feeding him with extravagant hopes of profit; at oilier 
times setting him on ways and means of cheating others. 
Si, ni is the strain of his letters : ‘ There will he 7 lakhs 
and r»9 thousand of clear profii ; now is the time or never 
to make a foitune; every day is so niiinv thousands lost, 
’to accomplish all this I only want two or three lakhs moie. 
Do send me a little more money. Do not forget my 
abilities in Indigo : trust in me.” This Dousterswivel is 
perfectly well aware where the money is to come fiom; hut 
lie says' “Never mind; 1 will i.npLACK,” knowing it to 
be the Company’s money. . . . , 

Among the persons whom Ravotisc, oft induced to ad- 
vance money to assist in C’riying on Ins schemes was 
the House (if Cruttendcn and Co. who unfortunately con- 
tinued tlicii connection with him after he was suspended, 
by which iliey sustained considerable loss. The late Ivineut- 
cd head of that respectable house took a trip up the country 
in 1818, chiefly to see how Ravenscroft was getting on, 
and Mr.'^mith's object in the Letters he wioie about this 
time was to present such an appearance to Mr. (.rutteuden 
as might induce him to make more advances. He wuh 
this view writes a Letter to Ravenscroft— holding out fair 
prospects, and then in a private Letter written the lollow- 
ingdayhesavs-“ I wrote you two Letters yesterday. 
one of which I soaped Cruttenden. thinking you nimht show 
the letter to him. Was the idea pood?” He had thus his 
public and lus private dispatches ; one to be shown and 
another to be believed. He seems to have made a regular 
system of “ SoAPiNO,”tbaiis of Cajoai.ing, lor he says in 
another letter “ 1 have soaped Foley up well, the Jew !” a 
person to whom he had contracted to luimsh Indigo lor 
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Advances of money. In a letter dated 8th October 1818 f 
written about a fortnight after the soaping letter, lie 
Bays, “ Get out of debt with Cruttendeifs House : That 
House will never do you any good but harm; maik 
my words. They will always keep you back by selling your 
goods 50 or 75 per cent, cheaper thifn any oilier House, 
and lake a mean and unmanly advantage, knowing you to 
be in the judicial line." Here this fellow who had Ravens- 
croft by the collar, utters this impudent calumny against this 
respectable house, which no one can believe, either because 
he despairs of imposing upon them successfully or is 
afraid they will penetrate his real character* “ Then my 
Dear Ravenscroft (he continues) why not turn away from 
them in disdain, and let me, who is 7/our faithful friend 
alone, manage every thing in my own way for you.” He 
advises him to purchase 5000 maunds of Indigo seed, say- 
ing *■ On account of the good name I have got, and you 
lining my friend, Collector of the Zillah, I can get it at 4 Rs. 
when others offer 5 Rs. per mauud.” He towards the con- 
clusion says 14 Take my advice dear Ravenscroft, and leave 
all to me, and I will make Two Grand Fortunes in two 
years ('besides clear your debt.) I am A Devil &c. 
&c. ! ! !” Thus he goes on bleeding Ravenscroft at 
every pore, and the lattei bleeding the Public. Ravcns- 
croft in his lucid intervals saw that he was the dupe of 
this Smiih, and was seized with great fits of passion ; but 
Ills minion connived by working alternately m his hopes 
and fears, threatening, ©ringing and cajoling to soothe 
him again and lead him further on. He made him pay even 
for his persona! ex pences, as appears by Dills to a large 
amount that are produced. The Leaned Counsel had 
heard that Mr. Ravenscroft was a Gentleman of most 
agreeable manners, .mil in many respects an amiable 
diameter, and it was quite astonishing how lie could suffer 
himself to be duped by a creature who must have been 
disgusting toanv one with the feelings of a gentleman, and 
man of honour : and Ravenscroft himself, befoie he was 
borne down by misfortunes, must have shrunk from his nau- 
seous contamination ! Smith having got into jail sometime 
about July 1820, writes to Ravenscroft as appears by his 
let tei , praying him in the most abject manner to get him re- 
leased ; testifying that all he had was RavenseroIVs, call- 
ing him his Prince and his Dear George ! In another 
leitev lie tells him “ If you don’t give me the money— 
every rupee, I shall know how to aut.” Here he threatens 
kirn. In another lie reproaches him with being himself the 
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«ole cause of his own ruin. Again he apologises for the 
saucy letters lie had written— telling his patron that all he 
had was his : ‘‘Take them all and you will not have oc- 
casion to say, the little boy you took by the hand is un- 
grateful— forgive theletier I wrote like a brute as I am ” 
Evidently fawning Igain at the feet of Ravenscroft with 
whom he wa« afrait^to quarrel ; and be hoped to keep 
him going on, as he did, for several years, and build his 
own fortunes on his total ruin. With regard to the de- 
fendants, the Learned Gentleman continued, there was no 
evidence against iliem as to the appropriation of the 
goods; nor that they had possession at the time Ravens- 
croft broke forth and swept all away without any authority 
from them. Mr. Smith as appeared in evidence could go 
out and come in, and actually removed 5 chests, contain- 
ing il is supposed, h's most valuable property If the Sheriff 
ofValcutta make a levy, and puts his own people in charge 
of property, and in the mean t ine the Plaintiff himself comes 
and carries it off, Would the Sheriff be liable for his illegal 
proceedings 7 Tte goods then were taken by Ravenscroft, 
borne to his owjr compound, and sold by his own Coachman, 
without the advice or sanction of the Defendants. They 
could not be liable tor the acts of Ravenscroft, who was 
no agent of their’s, since the propeity was not in any man- 
ner traced to them. 

Mr. FERGUSSON observed that the property was traced 
to one of the Defendant's agent, Mohun Sing*, Mr. Newn- 
ham’s Jemadar. 

The ADVOCATE GENERAL contended this was not 
fully made out, as with regard to Mr Nevvnharn and Mohun 
Sing, there was merely a sequence (like Mr. Hume’s Cause 
and Effect,) but no proof of any necessary connection 
between them ; and to supply this vinculum by inference 
was jumping too hastily to a conclusion. He con- 
tended, therefore, that there was in the first instance 
no trespass in placing the Choktdars — and next, there was 
no previous authority to Ravenscroft to commit the spoliation 

and lastly, there wa« no subsequent sanction by his 

clients, who were therefore in no wise responsible. 

Several lettns of Mr. Smith’s were then read, and 
Mohun Sing, the Jemadar sent by Mr. Newnham to take 
charge of the premises, was examined, and proved that he 
remained in charge till Mr. Ravenscroft came on the 30th 
of N^vembei, and sent him away. He denied, however, he 
bad any power over«lhe 10 Chupprassies or Cbowkeedais, 
but he was charged to let nothing be canied away. 
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Mr. FERGUSSQN then replied at considerable length* 
The only difficult part of his Learned Friend’s speech 
ro answer was, its wit and humour ; for it contaiued no 
conclusive argument. He had in fact resorted 10 Plays and 
Romances, knowing that serious reasoning would not bear 
him out; he had compared Smith to Dousierswivel, and 
had himself attempted the part Qf<Edie Ochiltree. He 
thought he had, like his prototype, laid Smith sprawling, 
but he would find in him “ a principle of resurrection/’ that 
would raise him again. It appears from the letters that 
Mr. Ravens croft was the person in whom all the extrava- 
gance originated; for if any part of Mr. Smith’s letters be 
believed, they must admit the whole; and therefore his 
client was not to blame. At any rate this could form no 
excuse for' the Defendants. They laid hold of the pro- 
perty, and were accountable for all that happened to it 
in their possession. If otherwise, it would be terrible ; for 
you might take a man’s property and lay it on the public 
load, and when it was destroyed or carried off, plead in 
excuse that you did not do it. It was ip* enough to say 
the Chnwkedars put in charge took nothin*. according to 
such doctrine I might surround the Advocate Geueial’s 
house and pievent his Client's coining in; — (this would 
be worst, for it is no matter whether they came art or nor, 
having deposited their money) and plead that I did not 
touch the Advocate General. It was enough that the 
persons had orders to watch and allow nothing to pass ; 
and it was no proof they did not do so, that a few chests 
or articles might escape their vigilance. I however im- 
pute no improper motives to the Defendants. They are 
men of high character, and it is not necessary I should 
praise them; but it appeals to me that the whole was a 
plan to get possession of this property supposed to be 
Ravenscroft’s, with impunity. I do not sav they ronspiicd, 
but they no doubt conversed on the subject. It was un- 
derstood that they were to uike possession and prevent 
any thing from going awa/, till Ravenscroft could go on a 
certain day and lay hold of all when they would not op- 
pose it. The Chowkedars (it does not signify what their 
names were) sent by Mr. Newnham were accordingly not 
withdrawn till their post was relieved by Ravenscroft him- 
self. Bayfield must he considered from first to last, as 
equally the agent of Newnham, as if not the servant of 
Ravenscroft, and that the goods were carried to the house 
of the latter was nothing; Mr. Newnham, bis employer.

Mr. FEftGUSSON observed as to these 1$ *b<ent*e» r

Mr F. MACNAGUTEN thought Mr. Smith had been 
extremely iR-u«ed>: even \( he had been as bad gs was al- 
leged, it would! not have excused RavenacroftV outrageous 
conduct ; and tf the latter could be- brought forwaid,,he 
ought to be made to idemnifj him to foe latt farthing. Thr 
learned Judge concurred with Mr. Ferguaton’a view of the 
uase 4 that there was nothing against Major Canliffe ; aodt 
that if Mr. Smifo’fc property had been exposed to spoliation 
sad actually taken ftom lum in consequence of what Mr. 
Newnham had done the latter would have been liable to da- 
mages. But as this did not appeal to be the rase, he must 
give aveidict for the Plaintiff against Mr. Newniiam only 
with nominal damages. 

Verdict for the Plaintiff against Mr. Newnh ant— -Da- 
mages 1 Rupee.

A NEW OBSERVER. 

Lucknow; 12 th August, 1822. 

AUGUST, 26. 

The Batilcshall report of the 23d instant announced the 
arrival of the Hercules, Capt. J. HeRox, from Timor 14th 
l ebruttry, and coast of Chili 26th - March. The Hercules 
called at Pitcairn’s Island, respecting which Infant Colo- 
ny, and her own voyage, we have been obligingly supplied 
with the particulars which follow. 

The Hercules sailed from Valparaiso the 13th March, and 
proceeded to Pitcairn’s Island, calling at the ports of Co- 
quimbo and Gucnsoo to take in copper. She reached Pit- 
cairn 4 9 Island on the 28th April, and was detained there five 
days by bad weather. Leaving Pitcairn’s, the ship made all 
sail for Torres straits, where she arrived on the 1 1th June, 
but hadthe misfortune, after passing the half way islands, 
of losing two anchors in a gale of wind and of driving upon 
a sand bank’, having then only one anchor. Capt. Hjerqn 
was obliged* for the! safety of the ship and cargo, to order 
a gfrekt part of the ebpper to be hove overboard, (supposed 
about 600 pigs.) They remained on the bank ten days be- 
fore the ship could be gt>t off. During that tiaiey with the 
exception of one day, it- blew very-hard, with heavy squalls 
and rain, the ship floating at higfrwater arid grouhding at a 
quarter ebb. At times the ship struck- very, hard j so much 
so, that her false kedibwae knocked- off, and fears were en- 
tertained lest she should^bilge ; however, by the strength 
of the wind, and the flood tide co-operating* she drove a 
good way over the reef into smoother water. As they had 
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no. stream anchor, cable nor hawsers in the ship, almost* 
every one on board despaired of getting her off. They 
had to add to their misfortunes, a number of their xneit 
sick, while some had. deserted at Chili, and the remainder 
of the crew were in such a weakly state that they could not 
weigh anchor or work the Ship. O&e further addition to 
which catalogue of mishaps was, th/#y were short of provi- 
sions. At length they succeeded in getting her off on the 
24th of June, and arrived on the 98fchoff Prince of Wales' 
Island, where Captain Hebon was ohliged to anchor, as it 
was getting dark and the tide . setting in fast, towards a 
bank to leeward of the ship. NVxt day it came on to blow 
so hard, that Capt. Heaon was forced to remain at anchor* 
At night the gale increased with a heavy short sea, and 
towards morning the ship drove close to the breakers* 
Capt. Hkbon directly made sail, and cut thd cable for the 
safety of ship and cargo; and succeeded in clearing the 
breakers after striking several times. At 10 am. saw Booby 
Island, for which he steered, and fame up with it at noon, 
being then clear of the Straits, short of provisions and wa- 
ter, and without an anchor. * Capt. Heaon next touched at 
Oopang, in the Island of Timor, for supplies, but was great- 
ly disappointed, every thing being extremely deaT, and no 
anchor to be had. They had a broken anchor on board, 
with which Captain Heaon made shift to anchor, the ship. 
In heaving it up again, he found they had hooked another 
anchor of 10 cwt. L At Oopang the Ship's company instead 
of recovering their health were getting a great deal worse. 
Itlore than half the men were sick, and the rest so weak 
that Captain Heron had to get people from the shore to 
help in getting the Ship under weigh. Leaving Timor on 
the 14th July, after being there three day$, the Hercules 
reached Balasore Roads on the 17th instant, Sphere 6he re- 
mained two days before she got a Pilot j and at length on 
the 21st reached Kedgeree after escaping these several 
perils. 

After Captain Hwvon bad landed the presents sent from 
Calcutta for the use of our poor countrymen on Pitcairn's 
Island, John Adam expressed himself extremely obliged to 
the gentlemen of Calcutta for their generosity, and ex- 
pressed his regret that it was oat of his power to make a 
proper return for their great goodness. Then turning to 
the rest of the inha- bitairts, he made a short speech to 
them for the purpose of impressing on their minds how 
grateful they ought to feel for the gifts they had just re- 
ceived. Afterwards, he sent on bdard a number of pieces 
of the kind of cloth made on the island; saying, that he 
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had nothing- else to send to Calcutta * and .hoping, that 
the gtoth might prove acceptable, as he earnestly wished 
to TA the gentlemen of Calcutta know how mush he and 
the rest of the inhabitants of Pitcairn s Island were obliged 
by their kindness and generosity. 

The Venerable Patriarch requested Capt, Hem on to let 
bis countrymen know how much he and the rest of the 
inhabitants wanted a Clergyman, among them to teach and 
instruct them. >Je also expressed uneasiness of mind, at 
the absence from among them of the established ceremony 
of marriage, and spoke his doubts whether the state of; 
nature in which they of necessity lived was not sinful. 
Capt. Hisbon told him that a Magistrate, or a Captain of a 
man of war might perform the marriage ceremony if no 
nlergyman eoukl be had, and that such marriage was law* 
fill. 

Jon* Adams also mentioned to Captain Mehon, what 
may be considered as a very curious circumstance. Hs 
stated, that ihe whole of the ground was fast getting ex- 
hausted, and deprived of nourishing germi native powers. 
That they could not trust, to sow seed in apiece of ground 
a second time, and that there were pieces of. soil which 
had been lying in fallow 25 years, and had not- yet come 
round! He considered that there would still , be enough of 
productive ground during his life time, but that there, 
would not be ground sufficient to supply the rising gene* 
ration with food, and that they would have- to emigrate. 
This is an. important. fact for the disciples of Mr. Malthvs*

waiuat Calcutta, with the prospect of shortly being well lettltd. On his 
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arrival a* <5o», he wet honored with the respect and Attention of the first; 
Authorities. After remaininr these n very short time, he came to Bom* 
bay, where he was in January last, and many Gentlemen can bear ample 
testimony to bis many qualifications, and gentlemanly deportment. 

. On his return tp Gea, he was appointed Editor of the Goa Guxett*, 
and subsequently, on the npqUicn of the Portuguese Judges, now at this

It consisted of two .majestic* 
pillars resting upon a massy base,u^on whieji was inscribed, 
OPORTO XXIV. D ACOSTA DE 
MDCCCXX. 

The pillars were surmounted by a vas open, volume 
‘representing the proclaimed Constitution, or the^deposit o 9 
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th£Febple*s Rights* 'On the volume of the Constitution 
stood upright and duly quartered the escutcheon of Portu- 
gal, on which rested the Royal Crown. Streamers de- 
pended from the last, and branches of palm and olive were 
seen wreathing round the lower parts of the pilUrs. On 
the shafts of the pillars tod twining round them were the 
following names emblazoned : — 

Fernandez Thomas Ferreira Borges 

SfLVA Carbalho Gojmez Da Silva 

Sepulveda Cahreixa 

Sao Luis Scvro Mayor. 

The whole had avery chaste and classic effect, which was 
heightened by association with the peculiar object ot the 
meeting. It was a subject for the Moralist to reflect on, 
to see the Priests of Portugal in their Monkish garbs walk- 
ing about a festal hall with national cockades upon their 
bosoms. It was a subject for the Philosopher to exult 
over, to see men of different religions and different nations 
walking in the bonds of amity and cordial good will side 
by side previous to pouring out at the hospitable board- li- 
bations in honor of ther e-assumption of human rig dtp. 
At length dinner being quite ready, the invite™ amt the 
invited sat down to t^e number of about a hundred; aiming 
whom we observed Sir Francis MacNaghtev and se veral 
of the heads of offices, and gentlemen of the bar, and mem- 
bers of the principal mercantile houses, &c. &c. of Calcutta, 

The Cloth removed, Mr. Da Silva rose, and, as well as 
we could understand, delivered himself nearly iii the fol- 
lowing words “ The Portugueze nation, oi»ve*t> h’ il- 
Jiant and distirtguis hed for learning and enterprise* — those 
men once the founders of flourishing colonies arid the dis- 
coverers of new regtons, declined into nothingness, and 
were nearly lost in the chaos which succeeded the general 
destruction of freedom ; until (after a series of her oiu 
stmggles against tyranny) the glorious 24th of August 
1830, when the energy of a Genius, not altogether exiiii- 
guished, was aroused, and gave to Ponugal a Constitution 
that ranks her once more amongst the independent nations 
of Europe 1

On Monday aftehjoqa, an Inquest vas summoned by tfad/Coroner 
of Calcutta, tq enquire into the. circumstanced that led to the death 
of Gunga flam, a Bengalee maji,wh< died in tka Native Hospital 
sometime in the fcpursepf that day. .In $he Hur'kwu of last Batur- ‘ 
day we inserted an account or, a Singular Robbery, as communicated 
to us ; but we were n^t ilbn aware. the wound given to the delta* 
queiit was of so serious a nature, a? it shortly turned out to be ; and 
as the case, seems to involve some nice legal. distinctions, we shall 
here give, as nearly as possible, the substance of thfc evidence 
elicited by the Coroner^ Jury. , v , . , 

’ Mr. Thomas Measures, who committed the Unfortunate act,, lately 
arrived in this country from England, us •& Merchant, Mud lodged, 
with his wife in the house of Mr. Clements.

The whole of 
the shot (which was No. 5) bad lodged,' without spreading, in his 
left side, broken sovnenf the ribs, and penetrated the intestines. 

To return to the room. When Mr. S&d Mrs. Clements, Mr. 
Whitfield, and Mr. Leicester entered, jdlt after this occurrence, 
they found Mr. Measures there, and he declared to them the cir- 
cumstances- of the case, which he afterwards confirmed by 
making affidavit before Mr. Alsop, Justice ofthe Peace. Accord- 
ing to his statement he had placed himself in the room, and 1 taken 1 
his seat at the olid of the bed, with the view of watching for and 
detecting the thief. He bad also prepared himself by loading the 
gun with only about half a*cbarge, not intending to do him much 
Lriury, but perhaps give hiss a'ftw drops about, the legs. A sample 
of the lead drops was produced, of the size called No. 5. It was ' 
not in evidence to whom the gun belonged, no person having ever 
teen it before in his possession, or about .his room, except Mt. 
Leicester, who saw it in the Toom when passing through ; .t a few 
days before. When Gunga Ham entered, he allowed him to open a 
drawer and begin taking-out some articles, and then started out upon 
him. The deceased was thunderstruck, dropped the articles, 
and began to make Salaams and beg forgiveness. Mr. Measures 
shut the window by which the Bearer had entered, and went towards 
the door which was locked, and shouted out for usgistance. [From 
his calling out “ I havt caught the thief” to the firing of the piece, 
was according to the evidence, about two minutes ] The Bearer 
taking advantage of his being at the door, ran to the window, 
unbolted it, and sprung out. Mr. Measures then fired after him, 
more with; a View, he says, of giving alarm than any thing else. 

At the examination before the Magistrate, the wounded man 
asked Mr. Measures, u Why, if you thought me a thief, did yon 
not seize me instead of shooting me?” Mr. Measure! answered, 
u I did not choose to seize you. I fired to give an alarm.” 

When the deceased was got lying wounded at the porch, no pro- 
perty was found about him: when the witnesses entered the room 
immediately after the occurrence, they saw no plate or other 
properly lying about, or other traces of robbery. The duty oMhe 
deceased as Sirdar Bearer, was to clean the furniture, pull the 
punkah, See. He used to tuck in Mr. Measures' curtains, and bring 
his lights, and indeed made himself very officious, and acted as his^ 
interpreter, as the deceased spoke English fluently, and Mr. 
Measures hot had lately arrived in the country; but Mr. Clements 
did n»f conceive he had any right to be at that part of the hose at 
that time of the night. 

At the time the shot was fired, the outer gate is stated to have 
been shut; and the only mode of escape therefore would have 
been by struggling with and overcoming the Du rwan, or jumping 
over the garden wall, which is said to be 4 feet high inside, and 5 
feet or feet outside. 

The Coroner's Inquest returned a Verdict of. Manslaughter 
against Mr. Measures, who has entered _ into recognizances before 
Sir F. Mncn&ghten, with two Sureties in 10,600 Rupees each, and 
- himself in 20,000 Rupees, to appear and stand his trial next

the very pinnacle of tn* balding, and iahfcftwta the pas- 
sage to the cave below* Tbfr gateway is very insignifi- 
cant ; in fact many private, dw^ngs of native*, have •«- 
^ftppnot entrances, far surpassing tn fiasmty and aichitetiuie 
that belonging to a IfOuse^uudoobtedljr one of the greatest 
curkosities in Lucknow*

BHOPAtH*. ' ■ 

(Continued fremfh* India Gazeltt «f 1/ieVUh July) * 

Mr. Hastings, the first and perhaps the most able of 
our Governors Gt-neralT wm' also the first who Had the 
merit of perceiving that we must be all or nothing in 
this country; and although' shackled by Mr. Francis’s 
parly and ill-secondifd by the then factions Governments 
of Madras and Bombay, steadily kept to the extended 
line of operations which be’fcad planned. I do not liere 
mean to defend our espousal of . the par: y of Ragohah 
(kagomrth Rat*) or the gepemt conduct of the Boiulnty 
Presidency- relative so that' shameless procedure. The 
Constitution of the Miihrattah Government was then im- 
perfectly known, *ad the opportunities of interfering in the 
disputes mid polii ids^f the dative powers so precious and. 
eagerly sought nfter, that right and justice were obliged 
to yield- tfc expediency ami -the policy of the moment. 
The actual stale of oflt relatw*«*:wkh the leading states 
of India at the close of the' year 1770, Was not calculated 
to gi'e » weak and ignorant state like Bliopiiul much 
confidence either in the faith or even stability of our 
power. Our recent had faith to the Mu wauh of Broach, 
and our present espousal of the party Of a murderer 
and usurper from seWUhv-tnotives, spoke little for the nfo- 
taU of our actions.: Hydsr Alee bad, established a 
powerful Kingdom ia tbcPertinsula, and, disgusted with 
the Jesuitical faith and vacillating policy of the Madras 
Presidency, was threatening them with desire ti -n, and 
in effect almost , sueceedwt, a few months afterwards, in 
dictating a peace qj the gUt.es of For* St. George. Mahajee 
Siiuiiah, who by great- talents and an assumed modem- 
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tion and humility had raised himself from comparative 
insignificance to be the first of the Muhrattah Chiefs, had 
recently acquired a preponderating influence at Poonah, 
and taken the lead in opposing the British Government 
audits tool Ragonath Rao ; — he was also undisputedly 
master of Mai wa and swayed its various and conflicting 
interests. At this time he also projected the extension 
am] security of his power by the introduction of French 
Officers and disciplined Brigades into his army. In the 
present war against Ruganauth Rao and the English, 
principle and popularity were for continuing the contest ; 
)ns interest and expediency for peace. The establishment 
of ttie rights of the infant Madhoo Rao would have the 
probable result of placing his enemy Nanah Furnawces 
(Ballajee Junardun) at the head of affairs at Poonah, 
which, in his absence, was equivalent to the euiire 
prostration of his interests and designs in the Dhukhun. 
He also foresaw that the present time was favorable to 
his designs on upper Hindustan and the Rajpoot Prin- 
cipalities in Marwar and Mewar,~the active prosecution 
And the favorable issue qf the war, are therefore very 
creditable to Muhajee as a MahraUah, and not discre- 
ditable to hitn as a Soldier ^or Statesman. 

The narration of the claims of Rtxgonftttth Rao to the 
IVrshwa6l)ip‘ or Hereditary Ministry of the Muhrattah 
Empire,”-' the eveuts which led to, and succeeded his 
crimes and usurpation, «—■ and the character of the 
support which he received from the British Govern- 
ment, are very imperfectly detailed and very partially 
sketched by Mr. Mill, the able and philosophical Historian 
of India, who appears to have consulted little more than 
the expartc documents and evidence of the Bombay Go- 
vernment. He does not attribute the murder of the 
young Peshwa Narrain Rao to his Uncle, although such 
was never doubted by aay v European conversant in the 
modern History of India, and although the Muhrattahs 
high and low are of the same opinion. He considers the 
second Madhoo Rao to have been of spurious origin, which 
is also at total variance with the belief of the Muhrattah 
nation. The principal reason which has led him to this 
latter conclusion, appears to be tlie. carrying the widow 
from tf disinterested witnesses/* (he means from Poonah) 
* r to the retirement and security of a Fort." Now it is 
evident, that when Ragonath Rao was t openly accused of 
the murder of her husband to pave his own way to the 
Peishwaship, withdrawing her to a place of safety would

be the first step which would suggest itself to a sane 
mind as the most probable means of safety to herself arid 
offspring. The Maunkeries or Hereditary Ministerial 
Chiefs of the state, (who are oddly enough called Moot us - 
iuilies by Mr. Mill, qfluivaleilt to confounding Mr. Vansit- 
tart with a Clerk of the Treasury, or the Lord of the 
• r Fundamental features** with a messenger of the Foreign 
Office) considered Ragonath Ran as the murderer of ids 
Nephew, and the second Mad h no Rao as thelegitimate 
tho’ posthumous son of that nephew, In this belief they 
were joined by the whole Mahrattah nation \ and it ap- 
pears extraordinary, that an able and sound reasnfter like 
Mr. Mill should at this time of day, prefer the perverted 
facts, the limitted information, and the false arguments, 
of tiie Bombay Government, to the moral proof given 
by this universal belief of the Mahr&tt&s themselves. 
His authorities appear to have been little more than tht 
Fifth Report and Forbes's Oriental Memoirs j — the laU 
ter a superficial work of no authority with people conver- 
sant in Indian affairs, and the former only a digest of the 
dispatches which passed between the Home Authorities 
and the Indian Governments. In these documents facts 
and rights were distorted or misrepresented. Any trouble 
which the Bombay Government might take in glossing 
over their own machiaveiliaaism was very unnecessary. 
— a mere waste of time, as the Court of Directors were 
in the humour to approve of the utmost political pro- 
fligacy resulting from their connection with Ragonath Rao* 
In one of their dispatches to rhe Bombay Presidency, they 
write thus — “ *We approve, under every circumstance, of 
the keeping of all the territories and jKtssesslons ceded to 
the Company by the Treaty concluded with Ragobah," 
(Ragonath Rao) that is to say, they intrigue dirtily for, 
and accept thankfully of grants of Territories from a man 
u ho had no right or title to them himself. 

Although Detachments from the three Presidencies 
were then acting simultaneously agaiust the Muhrattas. 
and that ther* was an apparent and real vigor and com- 
prehensive mt a «ures in the; acts of the Supreme Govern- 
ment; still public opinion (caned strongly to the belief, 
that we were unequal to keep or benefit by any territories 
acquired against the will of the Muhrattas, and the bare 
apprehension of a confederacy between the Miihrattah

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Chiefs, the Nizam and Hyder in 1780, Would heem to have 
heartily frightened the Governments of that day. Such a 
combination of interests may be considered as very un- 
natural, and, although Mr. Hastings in his defence assumes 
to himself infinite credit for breaking up and neutralizing 
this combination, yet calm reasoners of our day will in- 
cline to think, that from such various and jarring interests 
no unity of action could have been expected* and by 
consequence our ruin ought not to have been feared. 
But although our very existence could not with pro- 
priety be said to be threatened, the general aspect of affairs 
in central India would have naturally led the generally 
:©f Native Politicians to abstain from commixing them- 
selves by any marked assistance to the British Govern- 
ment. We accordingly find* tltat with the exception of 
the aid given to General Goddard by the little States of 
Bliopaul and Koorwey, his route to the Nerbuddah was a 
continued scene of opposition and hostility. 

The first effect to be dreaded by BhopauJ would seem to 
be the encreased hatred, of Sindia)^ and the Bhoonsla* and 
such, especially from the Nqgppar State, was the result. 
Muhajee Sindiah was shortly afterwards so intensely en- 
gaged in consolidating his newly acquired territories in 
Upper Hindoo&tan* and,, in M*,war and Marwar, as to 
withdraw las attention from minor interests in Malwa. 
Besides, that the Bhopal Minister C ho tab Khan who sue-: 
ceeded his brother Chelali Fowlad Khan, was a man of ' 
great talent and much political foresight, who courted 
Muhujee's favour by acts both of policy and courtesy. 
Among these the following is worthy of narration. 

The ancient Rajpoot PHncipaUty of Kagooghur was des- 
troyed, and its Chief, and , to* son, the late celebrated 
Jye Singh, taken prisoners % 'Mahajet Sindiah in 1780. 
Sheer Singh, one of the Cadets of the family, immediately 
put himself at the head of the remaining relatives and 
adherents of his ClueT^ih* and commenced an active and 
di&tructive warfare agaiut the Mubrattas. His first care 
was to make the Principality useless to Muhaje% by 
burning all' the villages, and forcing the cultivators to 
betake’ themselves to the neighbouring States, more es- 
pecially to/Bbopatd.^He then at the head of if small 
fond of devoted Rajpoot Cavalry flew about Malwa, at- 
tacking and putting to the fiwdrd evexf Muhraitah detach- 
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ftnent an<l Cafilah he met. The Brahmin Pundhitsf were 
the particular objects of his hatred and revengej — he 
invariably cut off their noses and ears, and bade them go 
to Muhajee Sindieh, and shew him what was to be ex-* 
pected from cutting t qff a Rajpoot Principality. Whilst 
Sheer Singh's name was* 4 a word of fear,” most hateful 
to Muhrattah ears, the wife of Muhagee Sindiah chanced 
to oe on her Way Irom the Dhukbtui to join her husband 
in Hindustan, accompanied by the wives and families of 
some of the Muha Rajah's Chief Officers. The Baee, like 
all the woman of her tribe, Was not timid, but she knew 
that Sheer Singh Was in the habit of successfully attack- 
ing large bodies of Muhrattahs with his small Corps of 
well mounted and brave Rajpoots, and that he might he 
Expected to make a desperate attempt at wrecking his 
Vengeance on the family of Sradina, the hated oppressor 
of his Chief and Clan. On ap)woachuig the Bhopal ter* 
ritories, she pressingly implored the aid and interposi- 
tion of the Minister Chotah Khun. Chotah Khan gal- 
lantly answered the call, appointed a detachment of troops 
to increase her escort, and wrote to Sheer Singh, enjoin- 
ing him by all the ties which bound them; together, to 
refrain from molesting the <Bae*'. 

Sheer Singh had prepared himself for the attack of the 
Baee’s escort, but his obligations to the Minister were 
so many, and his respect for his character and regard of 
his advice so great, that he conceived himself bound so . 
attend to his, recommendation, although it restrained 
him from taking what he and big Rajpoot followers term- 
ed necessary and honorable vengeance. 

The Baee was profuse in her gratitude to Chotah Khan, 
—never forgot this,, act of kindness and mainly influenc- 
ed Muhajee Sindiah in tlve. favorable line of policy which 
he pursued towards the state of Bbopaul during the re- 
mainder of his reign. Such; an event is very honorable to 
all concerned $ — it is like an Oasis in the Desert, — a 
green spot in the barren waste of Indian history. 

General Goduabo continued, at Hoshungabad* during 
the rains, and was pJLentifutly supplied with provisious 
and necessaries by the Bhopapi Government.

Sm, — I have the honor to hold situation of Aiimil 
under the Government of His Excellency the Nanah, and 
■ for a Long period have had charge of several Pergunnahs 
adjoining to the British possessions in Bun ilecund. During 
the hist twenty years I have observed parts of the countty, 
which when under the Government of the Bendvleh Ra- 
jahs, or the short-lived dominion of Aly Buhadoor, were al- 
most desolate, yielding a very large amount of Revenue, 
and producing the most luxuriant crops. Nay more : with- 
in a much more limited space of time, 1 have seen a Per- 
gunnah from which my master’s servants could with diffi- 
culty collect seventy thousand Rupees yearly, give to the 
British Government a net annual Revenue of nearly a Lack 
and a quarter of Rupees of a higher standard, while the 
prospenty of its inhabitants has, notwithstanding the in- 
creased amount of their payments, been manifestly advanc- 
ing and the state of the cultivation progressive. 1 had 
heard also that the Revenue of England, though an Island 
only, and unprovided with gold or Silver mines, was equal 
to that of the *' Haft Akleen/* and concluding that there 
must be some “ jadou,” some magical secret connected 
with Hvittsh financial arrangements, which it was impossible 
for a native to arrive at, without first mastering the Eng- 
lish language, 1 determined that my Naib should be in* 
strutted in tlial tongue. A “ Poorubbee” was his precep- 
tor; the lad applied hard ; suppose him proficient, and l< t 
us come to the use he made of his knowledge. At the 
commencement of the present year, my Naib told me that 
he had carefully considered the maimer in which the Reve- 
nues were raised in England and India by the King's and 
Company** servants ; that in the measures adopted by the 
latter, he saw little worth y*of imitation, and rather thought 
the restriction of the direct demand in the landholder to a 
consolidated land tax , and the abolition of arbitrary cesses 
a virtual sacrifice of the right of the ruling power. To be 
suie such a limitation and simplification of the demand 
^-iiiight be beneficial to the payers, but his views regarded 
principally the receivers. In England, however, he observ- 
ed the conduct of the Deewauus was feiore knowing, and 
approached nearer to she practice of the Mahrattat* as they 
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there levied what they called M taxes,"' or 4t J as tee 
Puttees," on a thousand things besides the land, and there* 
bv collected a Revenue exceeding that realized by any 
other two countries in the known world. Their example it 
was his intention, he added, to follow in the management 
*f the Pergminaii 1 had given him charge Of, and in full con- 
fidence i hat his new measures would prove as aurifective as 
the Phi osopher’s stone, 1 sent him to his station. On hie 
arrival here, he maintained the former demand on the land, 
doubled the number and amount of the extra cesses levied 
on the Zemindars, and trebled the amount of the contri- 
butions theretofore demanded from village residents fol- 
lowing no profession, and shop-keepers, merchants and 
artizans. His new measures were deplored by all classes, 
and 1 soon had complaints made against them, and re- 
ceived the most piteous representations of the general dis- 
tress; crowds of landholders daily beset my gate, ex- 
claiming, “ Doonyeh Undheir hy?” and asserting that there 
was not a single article of their scanty habiliments untaxed; 
that even their 41 Lotahs" were not exempted from a 
duty, and at the same time prophesying, that unless I in- 
terposed and checked my Naib’s acts, there would not ere 
the end of the year, be a lamp seen, or the noise of a 
liandmdl heaid in the whole Pergunnah. On my requiring 
an explanation, the young man informed me, that the 44 new 
tf measures were neither thfe argunientable nor possible 
“ cause of the distress complained of^-ihat the Zemindars 
44 had nothing to do with'his plans, and that any remarks 
“ made by them were impertinent, and Ought not to he 
41 listened to, their business being with HIths and Meilehs, 
44 maikets and fairs, and not with financial plans or pro- 
41 jects ; that there had been a very abundant crop, corn was 
4 very cheap, the supply exceeded the demand, which was 
44 the real cause of so many people being in a state of 
41 starvation, and compelled to subsist on the proceeds of 
“ the sale of their agricultural stock. He concluded by 
44 observing, that although the complainants could only 
“ rationally hope for effectual relief from the laws of politic 
cal oeronomy already beginning to operate, he neverihe- 
44 less desired me to inform them, that if they returned 
44 to their homes he would remit one Cowrie per Rupee of 
(l the demand, and if not, 'that their complaints should in 
44 no wav fructify to their advantage, further than to recom. 
“ mend the adoption tfF a more than commonly vivifying 
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* 4 covrst of 66 Twkaych”!l! # I said nothing, being appalled 
at the singularity of these outlandish doctrines, but as the 
net receipts of the year fell very short, 1 could not avoid 
last month ensil ing the reason. 1 was told that it had 
been found necessary to increase the establishment, threefold, 
and to maintain a little standing arfny of peons to make 
the collections ; and that this increase in the establishment 
had necessarily led to an increased expenditure : that the 
new measures had not been so universally successful as had 
been anticipated, but that, the “ resurrection” cf the Jowar 
crop would set all right again, -—Not satisfied, 1 made far- 
ther enquiries, and found to my sorrow that these new mea- 
sures, instead of having enabled the Revenue to iC make 
fresh strides and take new dimensions,'' had obliged the 
inhabitants to abandon the lauds, deset t the villages, and 
“ stride” away as rapidly as possible to the Company** terri- 
tories; and as for the “ resurrection* 1 of the Jowar crop, 
it would be no less folly to expect it than to look for 
peaches on a willow tree; since these same notable mea- 
sures had prevented a single grain being sown. My Naib 
is now sensible that he has nor yet discovered the <l feature 
on which the grand secret of ratsing a large Revenue 
binges,” and would fain adot>t the Company's plan, or even 
return to our old “ Dusfcoor:”— • hut it is too late; the culti- 
vators have applied their stock and labour to other lauds, 
which they cannot be persuaded to relinquish, and their 
industry and capital are lost to my district for ever. For 
myself, I have had anolhcrd radical proof, that exces- 
sive taxation and the maintenance of a “standing army” 
are not favorable to the increase of 44 crops of standing 
corn” and am strengthed in the opinion, that one- third of 
the members of an unnecessarily numerous 44 Oroleh.” in- 
stead of being supports U> the good management or 
44 pillars” to the prosperity of a district, are a set of 
44 cater pillars,** who consume the fruits of the earth, and 
re-produce lacs of Reptiles like themselves, desirous in 
their turn too, to deypur the substance of their neighbour. 
You may guess, Mr. Editor, that I will have no more

Sir,— -S ince writing to you, I have fallen in with an arti- 
cle in the Asiatic Journal of December 18 1 6, headed u Aui 
then tic Anecdotes of the Life of -Major- General Claude 
Martin.” Deeming some points therein to be of a que$- 
tionahle nature, kihdly permit me once more fo encroach 
on the columns of your paper, with a few remarks rendered 
Unavoidable, after (he account of Constantia furnished by 
me, arid obligingly published by you. 

In advertence to the structure above mentioned, it is as-* 
seried of the caves, that “ he (General Martin) generally 
lived in them during the hot season, and continued in ihem 
until the commencement of the rainy season, when the in- 
crease of the river obliged him tjo remove. He then as- 
cended another htory, to apartments up in the form of 

a gtotto; and when the further rise of the liver brought 
its surface on a level with these, lie proceeded up to the 
third story.*' From this passage it would seern, that not- 
withstanding the distance of the house fiom the river, up-s- 
wards of 100 feet* the two lower stories Were subject to be 
filled with water on the rise of the riv#*r, a Ti’fce which cer- 
tainly could not have been less than 16 feet above the sm- 
face of the ground; a rise unprecedented 1 Suppose, in the 
annals of India, and which would have laid the whole town 
of Lucknow under water, presen twig a scene more distres- 
sing than the late dreadful calamity sit BmrWaul. 

In a following paragraph it is said, that the General “ laid 
out ft great sum of money in constructing a gothic Castle, 
surrounded by a wide ant) deep ditch,, lot l ifted on the ouUr 
side bv stockades, and that within tins Castle, lie limit a 
splendid Mausoleum in which he was interred.” Now, Sir, 
this gothic Castle, with all its (br lifted appurtenances exis - 
ed. I apprehend, only in the inriaginatiori of the writer, for 
I fancy it can no wllhfe be traced except in ihe Jain fid 
Journal. But a* in another place it is said, that the General 
did noliivc 10 finish this Castle, I will not dispute its former 
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existence. L shell however feel thankful to* you, or to wtof 
of your Correspondents*, who can refer irie to any other 
work on India, wherein nonce is taken of this, to me, ima-- 
ginary Castle, which, from the assertion of the a rib r, that* 
u Martin was interred in it/’ leads md to suppose is meant 
to be Constantia Hbusevasr in the latter he was without 
doubt buried. The inscription given in the Asiatic Journal , 
and said to be written by tbe deceased some months be** 
foie his death, is as follows: — 

“ Here lies Claude Marlin. He was born at Lyons, A. 
D. 1732. He came to India a Private Soldier, and died a* 
Major General.” 

On comparing the above with the inscription given in my 
first letter, and which was taken by me verbatim from the 
tablet, your readers will perceive the difference. 

These are the few inoonsisfencies that, struck me most 
forcibly in perusing the •• Authentic Auet'd'«te*. H I have 
thence thought it proper to make the foregoing brief ob- 
servations; and as* I could not, without* invalidating my* 
account of Constantia, pass unnoticed the article in the- 
A static Job mal n differing so materially with my own, you* 
will, I hope r not attribute my remarks to any unworthy 
motive.

At J$dd& alone, 1 understand, 
a want ofrainr exists $ and as little fell last year, the sup* 
ply of water for the city is very scanty. 

<c We have also been favored with the perusal of a letter 
from Teheran, dated 12th April; which states, that Mr. 
Willock was to quit that place for Englaqd on the 14th of 
the same month.'* 


THE THEATRE. 

We had really anticipated that two such apparently 
dwarf pieces as the 0*-d Maid and Ella Rosenberg, must 
have passed off with but indifferent sucres^. We did not 
doubt, the powers of the amateurs, hut we were very appre- 
hensive that the powers of $hc voeattter would vanquish 
even theirs. . Such a sultry, oppressive, close steamy even- 
ing we do not recollect. There was a heaviness in the at- 
mosphere that absolutely weighed down the animal spirits, 
and pre-disposed to sleep. It was an effort to. keep one’s 
eyes open while the house was filling; an operation by 
the way which proceeded rather slowly. Indeed the 
friends of the Drama when they begun by woeful personal 
experience to calculate the height of the Thermometer, 
almost despaired of seeing any thing like a full house. 
Much to the general satisfaction however, |ho boxes and 
the pit filled rapidly a little before the members of the 
Orchestra had assembled j and ere the first squeak of the 
tuning instruments had vibrated upon the ears of the 
audience, the axiom we have so often advanced, was 
strengthened by a further proof : for in spite of hot, sickly, 
oppressive weather, anti the absence of any thing lotty 
or highly classical upon the stage, another numerous fa- 
shionable and brilliant audience had assembled. liefore 
proceeding to the business of the stage, il is our duty 
to observe, that the Orchestra upon Friday evening best, 
was managed and conducted with a degree of science 
and execution not y nonunion perhaps, but still richly 
deserving of more than common notice. It nuiv be, that 
by our silence hitherto respecting the Orchestra of the 
Chowringbee Theatre, we may have given reason to some 
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' persons to flyppose, that we were either deficient in mu- 
. eical taste, or else indifferent to the claims of harmony and 
gndody. On the first point we shall say not a word; but 
referring to the second, we can honestly and boldly assert, 
that we are -second to none in enthusiastic attachment to 
» musical entertainments ; and if hitherto it should h five ap- 
peared, that we have not indicated that warmth of res- 
pect for the Orchestra which it richly merited* and does 
. pow richly deserve, it ought to be attributed rather to 
the hurry with which our- theatrical observations are 
generally penned, than to any want of prpper feeling. We 
have been to ptake these cursory remarks upon the 
1 Orchestra of our Chowringhee ftrurv, because v'e noticed 
that when the audience wi re the ned:t thing to passing 
into the “ land of Nod/’ Mr. Deluxe drew his bow over 
the strings — the hapd followed- — the overture struck upj’ 
and every eye which had drowsily winked was briskly 
Open, ami every ear alive to the electricity of mufeic&l 
sounds. '• 1 

After the overture we were preparing to take ^ a snug 
little bit of a sleep, when the stage bell rang. There is 
something extremely enlivening in the merry chime of 
the stage bell, after an audience have been snoring and 
yawning. - ' 

The first piece was the 0*.b Maid. Before last night 
we thought it rp.ad better than it acted— but it was acted 
in such a supereminent manner on that occasion, that wc 
feel at d loss what to say. * We do so the more especially, 
because acting merit, in our Opinion, was not last night 
monopolised by one individual, as is often the case. On 
the contrary, it wus shared between all the characters ; 
and the . picture instead of affording merely a few excel- 
lent touches ami peculiar graces, appertaining to particu- 
lar individuals', blended into: a beautifully harmonious 
whole where nothing was distorted or obtrusive. 

1 he story of the Old Maid is one which vngiit happen 
in Teal life-r-a lover might mistake a wife for her sister- 
in-law ; and from that single find feimple mistake, many 
complex situations might arise.' Accordingly, in the evo- 
lution of the plot of the Old Maid, the mind readily and 
easily credits the different impressions to which peculiar 
circumstance expose it. It enters into the spirit of the fic- 
tion, and (b*es not pause coldly to enquire how reason is 
satiJiud. 

The characters of the Oi.t> Maid were happily cast. C/e- 
"monl looked extremely well. It may appear trifling us 
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connected with the gentleman who plaved the part, but we 
bannot help observing hoW very' well he dresses) this wb 
mention in the hope of impressing the point in question 
Upon the minds qf young amateurs. To say that 
Clermont looked extremely well, would be taking a very 
meagre sketch of trfe perfection which distinguished that 
character on Friday night. We are aware that we have 
nothing new to offer in the way of commendation to this 
respected performer ; and. yet to commend him we cannot 
help, though wehaVe not a jot of novelty to add upon 
this occasion. All we need say, therefore, u\ that he per- 
formed the part with his usual skill and judgement. Mr. 
Harlow succeeded very well in pourtraying a respectable 
• house-keeper. ’ 

Captain Capo was admirable. Indeed it would be great 
injustice not to mention how very much gratified we felt, 
in common with the audience, at the very evident im- 
provement made by the re&peotable amateur who hud the 
part. 

* We hasten to \ay the tribute of our hearty applause it 
the feet of Mrs. Harlow. Let her believe us when we 
declare to her in the utmost sincerity, that we consi- 
dered her performance most, excellent. 

We 
have before expressed oup great surprise at the ease 
and felicity with which this amateur overcomes the pecu-

The bed of fehe river Sutluj, in the upper past of its 
course,, which lies entiiely within thtf Snowy range, forms 
t) ie Pergunnah of Keunour in Bisauhir. This tract is con- 
tiguous to the Empire of Chips in one quarter, and -in 
another to the continually increasing territories of the Shik 
Chieftain* From the jealousy of the Officers ip the frontier 
tlie survey terminated at the bruit of our Authority,^ for at^ 
Shipkee, the first village- of Chinese Tartary, Lieut. Her* 
sue? was compelled te retrace his steps. The journey 
commenced at Kotgurh, a smalt post w the Sutluj. The 
route was at first South* cros&mg the Nagkjindar ride 
derated Sk 800 feet From Ghepal, in Joobul, the direction 
of the route changed to NT. N. E. passing over a high ridge 
into the valley of the Fabur- Thence. the ascent to, and , 
dong the Change Sheel ridge continued for about 1$ miles, 
and attained a height of 13^&00 feet* Forest was. observed ., 
to ceast* aboftt 11 000 feet, a t which elevation Lieutenant 
Hvaiskt found the juniper, and black and red currant. In. 
Kmnour, the villages. were found to. he not very numerous. 
Karr: sr- and Soongman are said to be two. of the largest,, 
and contain about a hundred families each. The houses 
are built offtewn stone, wiLh occasional layers of the Deo* 
rfar pine. The roofe in the lower part of Kemour are slop- 
ing^ and formed shingles, but in the upper part, where 
Violent winds prevail, they are flat; and covered-with earth. 
The Neoaa Pine, the seeds ot K which are excellent, and 
fwrm at. valuable article of export, is no* lo be found beyond 
the limits of this tract The turnip attains great perfection 
in Keiaoir, and also the apple. The people of Kenuonr 
are tjll and rather handsome* with expressive counte- 
nances, but not so fair as mightbe expected in so cold a* 
climate. Their language is essentially different from that of 
all the Tartars, and has even no affinity to the souther** 
mountain dialects. The principal part, of them are Hindoos, 
and Brahmins »t* their officiating priest*, bub in some of 
the villages, Buddhism, or the religion of Thibet, obtains*

amongst? fchenv. In the work upon, which 1 have been engag- 
ed for nearly a twelve month v and is- i mended to alibi d a> 
general History of the rice pestilence that? commenced in 
1*817, from die scanty facts- contained* in the Preface to 
the Medical Bbftrd’* Report, I had arrt-ved at rite identical 
conclusion, that the distemper which so fatally ravaged 
tpolonel Pearse’s camp was occasioned by Bengal w, and 
my mode of reasoning was this. It is upon record, that 
iu the year 1780* & famine prevailed, along the coast; and 
in consequence df that event, according to Mr. Lambert, 
the buildmg of country Ships first took- place in- Bengal, in 
order tp furnish tonnage for the transportation of grain and 
•tores to that quarter. The inhabitants of the coast Dis- 
tricts were, therefore,, at tfiar time depending for food upon 
*he -Wee which was- d*s patched by various way a- from Bengal -

men had nothing to eat besides the red' rice, the malady pre- 
vailed!^ such a dreadful' extent, that, the Medical Dosud's 
Report states — u It assailed* them with almost incontuivable 
fury. Mian perfect health dtopt down by dozens; and- 
those even lesfr severely affected were generally dead, or 
past recovery, within less than an* hour. ’’Hence t inferred 
from the feet of Bengal rice being transported to the cons* 
in such quantities in- 178T, and supplied with unrestrained 
freedom to the troops,, that it was the cause of the fearful* 
malady which occurred in the detachment under the com- 
mand of Colonel" Pearse, — as well as M. ships* of war,, 
whose crews, as related by Curtis , were about the same time 
afflicted! with a similar disorder dfcd in 1783 when the 
same rice reached the great fair held at Hnrdwar , not le*s. 
than 20,000 persons are reported to have been cut off, in 
consequence of its use for food, in the short space of eight

Those who are well hous- 
ed and properly eloflieu* and who lead tempera ie lives, if 
tjjey have a vHl of Laudanum and Ether, and u bottle of 
Brandy in the house, are as physically well prepared as 
people generally can be agniuet a sudden Attack. What * 
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ever tends to disorder the stomach, the bowels, or the 
liver, predisposes to Cholera.

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The Tumours which prevailed ’some time ago, cff softie 
Russian ‘Officers in disguise having made their appearance 
■on the northern fiontiers of our Indian Territories, have, 
it seems. * ; recei\ ed confirmation by advices from the interi- 
or, as will bexeep by an extract given ro -another part of 
to-day’s paper. The Jealousy that ‘must -naturally be ex- 
ciied by the appearance of such visitants in any shape, is 
not at all diminished by the circumstances mentioned re- 
specting these European strangers, whether French or 
Russian ; for the grasping policfy of the Autocrat of the 
North is well known, and he Would not scruple to avail 
himself of the services of individuals of airy -nation, qualifi- 
ed and inclined to forward his ambitious projects. The 
jealousy that subsists between England and France, and 
the zeal With which Oriental literature fs cultivated in the 
latter country, might naturally suggest to him to look 
among the disbanded Officers of the -Grand Army, for per- 
sons of sufficient knowledge, zeal knd enterprrze for such 
a design. The Hi timate knowledge they are said to pos- 
sess of the Persian language, proves (hat there is nothing 
accidental or unpremeditated in their visit to the East; but 
that they were -duly prepared for such an expedition': 
and it is indeed surprising with the qualifications they aie 
xaid to possess that they were discovered to be Europeans, 
which could onty have happened from mere accident, or a 
carelessness On their own part of concealing the circum- 
stance. 

The conjecture that they wished to' establish themselves 
about the Raja's person seems probable, arid opens up a 
wide field of at least possible danger. If the Emperor of 
all the Russias were by such insidious methods to con- 
stitute emissaries at the Courts of the Native Princes, to 
poison their minds against the English nation, and the pre- 
sent order of tiring* — in concert with Russia, the con- 
sequences might be serious. 

French or Russian Officers rtf Tire Pvxjar. 

Oni Readeis will recollect the rumours circulated some 
time asroof two French or Russian Officers' .Hying reached 
the Pmijab and entered the service of Knujeet ‘Stock ;; 
tu*d the important political consequences attached to their 
iupoosed mission. We have just learnt* dutne,, particulars 
resrarding these adventurers, which J prove that, whatever 
may have been the purport of their visit to the >eikh Court, 
its success has not been flattering. Who or what the 
two travellers are, is not very well known, k m con- 
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jpectured that they are llussian Officers in the service of 
Persia, and have come from Tabreez by ibe route of Kaji- 
dahar and Cabooh. What adds to the piobabihty of this 
supposition is, that they write Persian wiih ease and ele- 
gance. Some Correspondence has, we understand, passed 
between one of our political agents and them, but in all ihcir 
letters they have studiously concealed their names and de- 
signation* Their reception by Runjeet has been at once 
polite and wary;. He assigned to them apartments in Lahore^ 
elephants, horses, servants,. and the customaiy daily allow- 
ance. He invited them to a grand review of his troops, 
and in short Heaped civilities on their heads. But he ac- 
companied all this with the unwelcome declaration that 
they must take their departure wirhin three months. 4s, 
the object of their visit probably was to secure a permanent 
footing near the Raja’s person, iti» likely ihat this intimaiion* 
to remove must have proved very unwelcome. We have 
not learnt if they have yet left the Punjab. 

We announce with sincere regret the death of the Vene- 
rable H, L. I orino, D. D. Archdeacon of Calcutta, on the 
night of Wednesday the 4th of September, after an illness 
of only a few hours. 

When distinguished ind : viduals, who fill a large space 
in a limited community, are cut off, in rapid succession, by 
sudden and premature death, the frailty of our earthly tenure 
comes home to us with redoubled force and keenness ; and 
though instance* ore daily and hourly accumulating which, 
remind us of the uncertainty of life, the sensation is slight 
when compared with that which is produced by the melan- 
choly e'vents that have lately occurred in Calcutta. It is 
but the oiher day that the lamented Bishop of this Diocese, 
with a form and constitution* that promised a protracted 
period ofexistence, fell a victim to a sudden and short at- 
tack of fever, — and now, whilst the forcible and affecting 
funeral sermon, which the A r chdeaeon delivered on the oc- 
casion. is still sounding in our ears, we are surpiized with 
the sad account of the death of that respected Preacher* 
Truly might he have said : 

F.v#»n tie, who«e son! now metis iti mournful lays, 

Shall shortly wa»P the generous tear he pays. 

The death of the Bis-hop, had imbued his mind with an 
increased feeling of man’s transitory condition, and fre- 
quent meditation on this- event, and on the utter unsted- 
fastness of all human enjovment, had fully prepared him 
for the mortal change. He died sudden as- was the visit- 
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aiion, in perfect composure and with the most pious < re- 
signation. He was fully aware of the fatal character of 
the disease^ and gave instructions about his funeral,— 
desired that it might be as private as possible, and that 
wo monument, should be erected over his remains. The 
humility of his death-bed corresponded with the amenity 
of his life, which was strongly marked by genLleness* 
domestic love, and all the milder passions of the heart. 

IODINE IN GOiTFtE. 

A new mode of administering Iodine has been discover-* 
ed by 1 Dr. Coivdet, ip the cure of the Goitre. The ob- 
ject was to introduce it into the system by other \yays than 
the stomach, as dangerous symptoms appear to have arisen 
from its local action upon the mucous membrane of that 
organ. An ointment was made of an ounce and half of 
hogs-lard, and half a drachm of kydriodate of 'potash* A 
piece of the size of a nut was prescribed night, and mor- 
ning, to he rubbed in on the Goitre, or the enlarged glands 
of the neck, in, the fust case of its administration in this 
wav, the tumour softened after eight days of friction ; in- 
fifteen days the diminution was much greater, and the 
tumour had divided in many small lobes, distinct fiom one 
another; at the end af a month it had entirely disappeared, 
without any other t fleet being produced by the Iodine. A fret 
that twenty- two persons were treated in the same way. A- 
bpve half the number were cured in bet ween four and six 
weeks and the others to a greater or less degree. Iodine 
thus iufioduced into the absoibent system, present? U*e 
same results as when administered internally.

TO TAE 1DIT61I OF THE IWUM. GAZETTE* 

Sm^As some particulars of the family of His HighntS* 
Kutteh Golleh Khan, lately arrived ^here from Persia, may 
.be interesting to some of your readers, and as the circum? 
stances- may not be generally known, I have taken the liber*, 
ty of sending a hasty sketch, from e * Waring’s tour to 
Bberaz/ 1 

Though Mr. Waring'a History of the Ztind dynasty is. 
written with great ease, and in a pleasant natural .style, it 
ia somewhat deficient in clearness and perspicuity* L 
trust, however, the following account from it may prove 
acceptable : — 

. On the death of Ulee Moorad Khan, in A. D: 1784,’ Jafir 
Khan (the grandfather of Futteh Oolah) ascended the throne 
of Persia, and was assassinated in 1788 by the machina- 
tions of Syyud Moorad Khan who was proclaimed King, 
and letters were written in his name to the different 
Chieftains under the Government of Sheraz* Upon receiv- 
ing. this, intelligence, Lootf Ulee Khan (the father of ouj? 
royal visitor) was deserted by the whole of his army, and 
was- happy with five attendants to. accomplish his escape 
to. Bushjre. He here meets with, protection and. hospita- 
lity from Sheikh Nasir, who in the course of, three months, 
assembled a force with the view ofbeseiging Sheraz* upon, 
which Syyud Moorad Khan sent a force against him, and 
penetrated to Dalikee, near which place Lootf Ulee Khan 
was encamped, when, a conspiracy broke out in the ene- 
my’s camp which put the brother of Syyud Moorad Khan 
into the power of Lootf Ulee Khan, who puthini to death. 
Syyud Moorad Khan however effected his escape, and. shel- 
tered himself from immediate danger in the citadel* 

It would he impossible to relate in the small compass, 
of a newspaper the wonderful reverses of fortune, and the 
many deeds of valour of this intrepid warrior, whom no 
misfortune could depress. 

In 1790, Lootf Ulee Khan left Sheraa and determined 
upon attacking Kirman, Po left the nominal government 
ofFais in the hands of his younger brother, a youth of 
tender age and no ^experience ; but committed the civil' 
administrate of affairs to Hajee Ibrahim, and the de- 
fence of the ‘icrt, and the adjacent country, to Burkhodar 
Khan. 
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Lootf Ulee Khan was jAorHj’ afterw^rd^ moat treacher- 
ously deserted Hajee Ibrahim, who was indebted to 
the family of the Zunds f*>r the distinction and credit he 
possessed. The causes of tTifs* ingratitude and treason do 
not appear to be well ascertained. ^ ' 


...The. Persian historian from Mtfrpm Mr. Waring occasion*

He now commences a journey into 
Cnndaria, and having received letters from two of his 
adherents, whp in loaned him that they had collected a 
force, he lost not. a moment in joining those friends, whose 
auction for him predominated. over the malice of his 
fortune. He was j mcd on the road by a body of Afgans, 
and proceeded wtLh Mohuimnnd Khan to Bum, where he 
was received bv Julian Geer Khan. With their joint 
forces he mulched against. Kirmaun, and after a consi- 
derable resistance, carried the place by assault. The Gq.« 
veipor with the principal Officers effected their escape.

H of age, tall and handsome. He was a most accomplish-* 
u ed horseman, and was esteemed unrivalled in themili- 
u tary exercises of Persia/* 

Lootf Ulee Khan was the last sovereign of the 2und dy- 
nasty, but his son Futteh Oolleh Khan is related to the 
feigning family, by the marriage of His Highness *s siatet 
trith the heir apparent to the Throne of Persia.

III our former notice of His Highness Prince Ptrrrfiir 
Oolla Khan, we under an erroneous impression gave hint 
the title of Persian Ambassador — whereas it notv ap* 
pears that he has ednie to India as a Visitoi only; hut con- 
joined with the illttstriotisness of his rank, he has another 
qlaim to distinction, as being the bearer of a complimenta- 
ry and introductory letter from the PrInce Royal of Persia 
to the Governor General. Without pausing here to spe- 
culate upon any other motives, the Prince F utter Olla 
Kuan might have had for coming to Bengal, besides the 
ostensible otie of travelling for amusement ; we refer our 
readers to a letter from an esteemed Correspondent, 
■Which gives an interesting account of the noble family 
ftom which he is sprung. 

On Friday evening, His Excellency the Marquess of 
Hastings paid a visit to the Prince Putteh Oolla Khan, 
His Lordship left Government House at 5 o’clock in his 
state carriage, dressed in the uniform of a British Ge* 
neral, and wearing the Insignia of the Garter and Bath, 
His Lordship, who we are happy to say seemed in 
cellent health and spirits, was accompanied by the Offi* 
cers of his household in their richly embroidered dresses ; 
and the postillions of his Lordship’s carriage were dressed 
in state jackets. A second carriage contained the rest of 
His Lordship’s suite in their dresses of ceremofty ; and 
His Excellency was escorted by a squadron of the Body 
Guard, commanded by Captain SnEyd. The cflvalcude, 
Which proceeded at a brisk rale, and had a Very imposing 
effect, soon reacheS His Highness the Prince’s residence 
in Roydstreet. His Lordship ascended the grand r fair- ^ 
ease* "at the top of which he was received by the Prince ’* 
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A; number of Persians of distinction stood iff the antt- 
chamber, who. made a profound obeisance as Hrs 
Highness led His Excellency thfe Marquess to a chair oh 
his right hand* His Highnesa the Prince, through the me- 
dium of an Interpreter* entered into conversation With HFs 
Lordship, expressing his sense of the great honor of su'th 
a distinguished visit. Upon this His Lordship', in a most 
affable manner, replied in general terms, Jjkat his visit 
was one of cordiality. After the gentlemen m His Lard* 
ship's suite were seated. His Highness sal&udh&d to 
them gracefully, and with great courtesy of demeanour, 
bid them a hearty welcome in the Persian language, 
and politely expressed his fears that they- had Been 
much inconvenienced by coming to see him. He then 
resumed the conversation with his Lordship, and both 
seemed in very good spirits ; His Highness especially 
evincing by his words and manner how very much he Vi rasf 
pleased with His Excellency’s attention to him. 

The refreshments consisted of dried fruits and coffee,-—* 
the former remaining on a contiguous table, while? the' 
latter was handed round. His Highness apologised to 
the English gentlemen for not presenting it with hir 
own hand, as they had not been particularly introduced to 
each other. The servants' who passed round the coffee, 
were clothed in shawl dresses, and wore riclily embos- 
sed daggers, with curious handles and sheaths formed 
of Sheraz enamel. 

After remaining about five and twenty minutes. His 
Lordship rose to depart. The Prince rose Up also, and 
said he would accompany His Excellency down stairs;, 
this however His Lordship gobd humouredly declined ; and 
His Excellency’s departure was announced by a flourish of 
trumpets.

POLICE REFORM, 


To the Editor or tue Journal. 

Sir, — I n a populous tow n like that of Calcutta, containing per. 
sons from almost every country in the world, an eflicrent Police 
is of the first importance to the security and good order of the com* 
wunity at large. The Police of this metropolis has, I acknowledge, 
made rapid strides to improvement, but as I am of opinion, it will 
never reach that perfection which it is possible to attain, without 
some material change, I beg in state the nature of that change, and 
to propose such measures as to me appeaf likely to obtain the de- 
sired end. 

The principal reason for my forming the above opinion^ It the 
present investiture of the public tranquillity in the hands ot native 
officers. The caste of these men generally, are not one of the 
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Inchest, and their principles of justice or honesty are such as to ren- 
tier them unfit for the posts they are permitted to fill. The Cho» 
fceerlars of the city, besides proving an annoyance to nocturnal 
quietness, by their loud and unnecessary halloos, a source of 
much uneasiuess to the sick and to the weary, are known to bfe 
vfeen not very scrupulous in sacrificing their conscience or their 
sense of duty to the temptation of money. They are. noted for pu- 
sillanimity, a deficiency that entirely disqualifies them for the office 
of Watchman. The Thanadars are celebrated for extortion and 
oppression, instances of which are daily occurring, hut unfortunate- 
ly for the sufferers, circumstances very rarely make the Magi*, 
t rates acquainted with their acts of dishonesty and rapine on the 
labourer or bypassers, who in passing the thannahs arc generally 
subjected to a levy of unwarranted contribution, and who prefer 
parting with a small share if not a moiety of their property, rather 
than risk an investigation, in which the combination of their op- 
pressors and party evidence give them little chance of redress. 
The system of injustice adopted by these persons, requires no partW 
cular illustration ; they are discovered in every corner of the town, 
and a rigid scrutiny into the acts of the I'hannadars would bring to 
light instances of misconduct perhaps hardly worthy of belief 
from annnnymous recital. 

From the foregoing facts a remedy is urgently called for, I 
therefore beg to suggest that the situation of Thanadars be hence- 
forward conferred on East Indians, many of whom would he very 
glad to he so employed on a reasonable salary ; they will be more 
faithful in the discharge of their duty; their principles and ha- 
bits will secune the inhabitants against extortion and villainy, now 
so generally prevalent; and their knowledge of equity and jus- 
tice will act as a powerful check. on the knavery of the lower class 
of Police Officers The Chokeedars now in employ should also be 
displaced by men Irom the. upper provinces, say from Rohilcund, 
where the generality of them are athletic, brave and honest fel- 
lows. The late disbandment of Irregulars offers a good opportunity 
for procuring them, and as I am not aware of any obstacles to em- 
ploying people of the description above-mentioned, probably the 
suggestions I have ventured to publish, may not be altogether un- 
deserving of attention.

MUSICAL ENTERTAINMENTS. 


The auspices under which the series of Musical Entertainments 
at the Town Hall for the ensuing season are to be conducted, 
cannot fail to ensure complete success and afford ample satisfaction 
to the Public; and it is gratifying to observe that all parties are 
so convinced of the excellence of the plan, that hardly the 
shadow of an objection has been suggested. The Editor of (he 
Government Gazette ex pi esses his opinion that the principle on 
which these Concerts are proposed to he conducted — Mrs r meet 
with universal approbation ; hut apprehends lhal there has been 
loo much delay ill bringing ihe plan forward* Now we are happy 
toioloim In in, that his apprehensions are altogether vain $ for two 
years ago, it wa* not considered too late in the end of December ; 
now it is only September ! He observes further “ the introduction 
of the scheme ought to have preceded any other proposal tor a set 
of ( oncerts; for all ho* the dfsir fable ness of such an arrangement 
cannot lie questioned, > et in carrying it into effect it must be the 
general wish to combine the gratification of the Public with au 
equitable attention to the claims of individuals.” 

The Poet has snug that “ Partial ill is Universal good we are 
of opinion that the claims of individuals ought to be secondary to 
the advantage of the Public ; but independent of this, when a union 
was proposed two years ago, about the end of December as already 
stated, two of Mr. Lacy’s Concerts were alieady past! There might 
have been some ground then for urging the late peiiod of the 
season and the claims of individuals ; but if we are to listen always 
to such pleas, we must make up our minds at once never to see a 
union of ihe entire musical talent of Calcutta, and be content .with 
two comparatively meagre sets of Concerts. As Mr. Lacy had 
secured the principal Performers, and was prepared to institute 
Musical Entertainments of some kind, before the present scheme 
of Union was suggested ; it cannot surely be supposed lor a 
moment that lie intended to , remain inactive the whole season, 
and resign the entire field to Mr. Linton; which ol them first 
put forth his Manifesto, announcing his intentions publicly, wa* 
therefore, in our estimate, a matter of perfect indifference; since

We have every reason to suppose, theieibre, that ihe Com- 
mittee will think it their duly to proceed with the Union Concerts 
at the Hown Hall, where we hope there will be both union and 
harmony during the Season.

SIAM. 

In all the East it is probable that there is not a more productive 
country than hi am; but very little of the merit of this is due to Ibe 
Siamese, and almost all of it to the peculiar fertility of the soil 
The consequence of this fertility, and of the great conveniences, 
afforded to the internal navigation by the numerous Btreams and 
canals by which the country is every where intersected, and which 
afford facilities unknown to most countries, is, that its capabilities 
for trade are peculiarly great, and accordingly it carries on a 
trade with the Chinese, farexceeding any thing of which a concep- 
tion bad been hitherto formed. It is calculated that from 30 to 

40.000 tons of shipping are annually employed iu this trade in 
Bang*Kok alone, an amount far greater than, that of any native 
port in India; besides these people alone iiave a free trade heie, 
and the ships of every other nation are subject to great incon- 
veniences in the p lose cation oftheiis. This does not refer to the 
weight of the imposts, which aie very far from being heavy. 
Twelve hundred dollars w ill cover all the port charges of a ship of 
350 tons. The duties are 8 per cent, on impoits. The exportation 
of bullion and ef en coin is fiee also. Many other articles are duty 
free also : Sugar pays 1.J ticals the picul. 

An engagement has been entered into not to raise the duties 
beyond their present amount, but the word of the Siamese is not to 
be relied upon,, and they are only anxious for our trade, that they 
may commit extortions upon it in their own way. That way is this : 
they give a public order for a free trade, and a secret one not to 
deal with the persons so offered a free trade, under a penalty of 
Stripes and fines. The Outers of Government, or rather a party, 

(for the whole is the work of a party) under this monbply, take the 
most valuable parts o f the cargo, and when they want no* more, 
will allow the rest to be sold to others, after having thus deriv- 
ed all the advantage they wish from the property. 

The principal articles of exportation from Siam are pepper, 
cardaniun sugar, sapan wood, (about 300,000 piculs annually) and 
gamboge. The Chinese take away the greatest portion of all 
these, and many other articles suited lo their own peculiar wants., f 
such as sharks’ fins, bird's nests, biriiode-mai . hvsW ;u -g5,; >4 (about 

200.000 annually) rhinoceros' deer's. buffdiWj <:» HiKers* and elephants’

The principal articles which’ aiertti demand at this place, among; 
the various manufactures of India or Euiope aie glass-ware of 
every possible description, firearms, cotton goods, hardware, and 
Cutlery and coarse woolens* Many fi\ore articles f may he introduced, 
and in time a demand for them would be created " Indeed, there eai 
be no question that if we could gain permission to trade upon tho 
same terms as tlie Chinese, from 20 to 30 ships of from 200 to 300 tons 
might be annually employed in the commerce tins In every 

port to which Europeans a:e permitted to trade upon na equality 
with them, it is found that they always take that lank to which tho * 
superior skill, wealth, intellect, and enterprize give them an un- 
doubted claim. The great causes to which the fre* dom of Chineso 
trade is to be attributed, arc the supple, bending, accommodating . 
manners of the rhinesC, the long contre-jtiofi existing between the 
countries, and the number of those people residing here, who in- 
\ariably employ all the advantages they derive from this circain* 
stance to the benefit of their countrymen. 

‘ Besides the ai tides mentioned above, Siam produces iron, lead) 
tin, copper, gold, and silver; the ■< three fir^t in great quantities. 
Iron, manufactured into rooking utensils, forms au extensive 
article of exportation. Among the imports, Opium takes a pro- 
minent place, for of this about 250 chests a year are consumed. 
This is brought mostly iu the junks, from Peiiang and Singapore, and , 
although a contraband article, it meets with a speedy and safe 
sale. The very persons whose duty it is to enforce prohibition, ara 
the principal dealers init. The present price is about 7,500 rupees* 

The Americans carry away from Siam a considerable quantity of 
sugar, three or four ships annually coming for thts purpose. Ono 
had arrived since the Massion were there, and had just left tho 
place. They bring dollars principally, and buy their cargoes for 
ready money. One of them last j ear brought some old musketej 
for which the Siamese gave a picul of sugar each. 

Of the character of the people, it may be sufficient to say that 
from the highest to the lowest, they are Considered to be mean, 
cowardly, and mercenary. This pietly nearly compi ises the w hole 
of their qualities, and this it is said prevades every action of 
their lives* Every means is lesoitcd to by them, however, (o in- 
crease their wealth and to promote. their own interests. Hence it 
is that the King and his Ministers are the principal merchants, and 
hence the system of Royal monopolies and piivileges which 
destroy ti ad e ; for they are more watchful over the most minute 
action (hat affects iheii interests than over’the most weighty affairs 
of the kingdom* * It is from this that arises their great repugnance 
to a free trade, which would dry up some of the great^st sources of 
their wealth, and il is much to be feared, that unless Government 
feel it their duty to interfere in a, decided manner for the further- 
ance of Rritish interests, from 1 this cause, commerce wijl never bo 
carried on to advantage # with this country. This character for 
rapacity pervades eveiy one who has any connexion with straimers f 
and they never fail to exercise it to the, utmost of their ability. 
With respect to security of persons and property, they are quite 
as safe in the Menarae as in the Gauges* and no one dares to 
iuterlere with them.

QuiloUy Travancore, 21 it August, 1822* 

We had this morning the'awful sentence of a Gen oral Comt 
Maitial canied into execution on Piivate J. O’Bkien, H. M. 
89lh Rcgt. lately tried fei Mutiny in stiiking bis superior > Oth- 
er r. 

The troops under the command of Col. Scott ,C* B. for med 
three sides of a square, vs follows; H. M. 89th Rcgt. in the Cen- 
tre facing the Bust a detachment ut AitilUry, ltiib Light infant* 
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try,a detachment of the 234 N. I. arid the 25lh N. J. formed 
eji potinid — [At 7\ o'clock; the piisouer was escorted froui the 
Main Guard , dres aed in a long White Robe, attended by our 
Military Chaplain, (Mr. Jefferson) and brought to, the Centre 
by tbe gL W. angle of the square, when the sentence, of his 
Court Martial and the Warrant for his execution were read ; 
after whir.h he wPS conducted to the right of the detachment 
of Artillery, hence pr needed by the Band of his Corps, 
playing the I)ead March in Saul, and his coffin borne by four 
vnen of his Company, be passed along the three sides of the 
square, and on arriving at the flank of the 25th N. I. the pro- 
cession wheeled to the right, and on arriving opposite the Cen- 
tre of the 89th Regt. (where. the. filing Party were already farm- 
ed) halted; when the. Band ceased, and the prisoner with 
'Mr. Ji’fl'orsoii continued in prayer for some time, bodi kneel- 
ing in icar of his coffin— a few minutes alter the Clergyman 
had taken his leave in the most atTcditig manner, the awful 
sentence was (on a concerted signal) carried into effect — The 
troops were then wheeled back into open columns of Com- 
panies and marched past the corpse of the unfortunate man, 
whose conduct itr prison since his sentence had been com- 
municated to him, w as penitent and exemplary in the ex treme; 
and his fortitude, and devout resignation, this morning, was 
truly deserving ot a. hotter cause— the greatest possible cre- 
dit is due to our much respected Military Chaplain for his 
unreniiting attention to the wretched man, bcfoie and after 
his sentence became known ; much is yjo do\ibt to be as- 
cribed to him for having so far fortified the unfortunate 
man's mind, as to have enabled him to have ,borpe his fate 
as he did, who although Steadfast in his devotion as lie was, 
vet did not fail in noticing with proper respect the colors of 
1 lie different Corps as lie passed, 

Sarh r scene as I have desoiibed is fortunately not com- 
mon in this Presidency , and were we to judge fiom the ap- 
parent feelings of the whole of the troops assembled this 
morning, we w ould be inclined to suppose tho effect would 
be such as almost to preclude the recurrence of a crime, that 
can seldom or ever be pardoned with safety in a well regulat- 
ed Military body. 

The excellent and novel idea of our Commander in r Chirf, in 
ordering the whole, of the European Forces of this Presiden- 
cy to paradp on the day and time fixed for this Military ex- 
ecution and the Court Maiiial to be read; cannot we think 
fail in having a striking effect, and iU"sb forcibly impressing 
bif the minds of out European force, the great danger and 
^ri^ tendency of one of the gieafest Military crimes a Soldier 
can be guilty of.

cover the .nuillm distinctly admitting his total ignorance 
of the subject of his dissertation. — “ With regard to the 
remote existing cause of the dis »rder,” says this well- 
iu Conned l J h\ si' ian, mi 1 am as little acquainted with it as 
any oi.hr person ; no**, perhaps, when known, is it possible 
that, ii would conduct us to the means of lessening its fre- 
q wmk'v, or of treating it successfully. To the speculist I 
tncivio-e leave this investigation, whose airy visions and 
fallacious reasoning has done more harm on th>s 7 general sub • 
ject to the practice of medicine than the whole band of 
Empirics put together — Now, Sir, independent of the 
peisonal inflection cast upon myself in this delectable ti- 
rade, — to ibe whole of this sentence as coming from a Me- 
dical man, who writes for the purpose of furnishing in- 
st, ruction to'ihe Public regardin' the formidable pestdence, 
which still rages in India, ‘and will continue to do so as 
long as a grain of bad rice is grftwn in the country, — I 
offer inv most decided dissent; and here openly protest 
against the admission of such sentiments being consider- 
ed w v hy to fall from the lips of any man whatever, who 
pretends to even the slightest degree of information in our 
profession. In the first place, if this writer he, <«s he assciis 
he i&, unacquainted with “ die remote existing cause of the 
disoidev/’ he can advance no claim to suppoi t his pn j ren- 
sioipT"for writing upon the subject wilh the view of le- 
commending a cure without subjecting himself to the charge 
of b*ing a mere visiomirv speculist (into which his tasie for 
had English transforms, the word “ speculator,") and one 
of the most undaunted members of the honourable corps, 
that be names Cl the whole band of Empirics.” Without 
a knowledge of the remote i. e. true causes of diseases. 
Medical men of every description are merely grasping iu 
the dark, proceeding by "chance work, and stumbling .at 
every step, with a sort of blind fold lemerity calculated, 
more to produce injury to ihe patient than increase his ad 
vantage; — and the hmrible mischief caused fc^fthis blind 
hading the blind" method of treatmeijd, is too fresh in the 
minds of this community, from the millions that hav* 
perished from the means of it within the last five years*, to 
requite from me in this place any particular elucidation of 
its baneful effects. 
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In the second piece, his assertion that “ it is not pro- 
bable the remote existing cause when known would conduct 
us to the means of lessening the frequency of the disorder, 
or of treating it successfully,” is not only wholly without 
considered in the tight of a Medical Axiom, 
ate in the highest degree.

malady, Or preventing us from" treating it successfully/' — 
it is evident that without such knowledge means of pre- 
vention can never be adopted. Now the prevention of 
diseases, and certainly of pestilential diseases, is of far 
greater consequence than the cure, .as it is called, of such 
maladies, when through the ignorance <f the Public, and f 
may add the indolence of Medical Men, they are permitted 
to occur, to the extent we ate daily witnessing. — Preven- 
tion, founded upon the knowledge of remote causes, has 
ever been, and ever will be, cons dered, excepting bv such 
writers as this Thernpeutes , the highest effort of Medicine, 
and it was from his knowledge of remote causes, enabling 
him “ to deliver his countty from a dreadful pestilence in 
the beginning of the Peloponnesian war, that Hippocrates 
was publicly rew aided with a golden- crown, the privileges' 
of a citizen of Athens, and the initiation at the grand 
festivals.” 

But, Sir, rude as it may appear, a sense of duty to my 
own Profession, as well as the Public, constrains me to 
den v positively its being fact, that no one is acquainted 
witli the remote cause of the disorder. It may indeed be 
convenient for men, so uninformed as this The apeutes, to 
reiterate in the Newspapers that the cause is unknown,— 
because such affirmations serve as a cloak under which 
to conceal their own want of reading, -—investigation, and 
inhumation upon the important, subject of Indian Epide- 
mics In short it is a most commodious mask, for cover- 
ing the general apathy and negligence by which Medical 
Research in this country basso long been chai acterised i 
and hv means of which, till within these few years, that 
the Grand Revolution took place, in which it is much to my 
satisfaction to reflect I mav claim so prominent a share, the 
science of Medicine in rliridoosfan was doomed to retro- 
gad e instead of advancing. Proofs multiply upon proofs, 
which place upon imperishable record the cause of this dis- 
ease to be the employment fot food of vitiated or poisonous 
r ce; and unless your correspondent's statements will dis- 
close such facts as tend to ovei throw the testimonies for 
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this imoott&nt tiuith that are before tbe Public, "they 
mu6t be considered as perfectly nugatory either for theo- 
retical or practical purposes. 

Yet, before a person comedown with such a sweeping 
load of personal invective against me, — for 1 presume it is 
to me he alludes as 4 ‘ the speculisi, whose a\ty visions and 
fallacious reasoning has done more harm on this general 
subject to the practise of medicine, than the whole band 
■of empirics pm together/' — it might have been expected 
he would at least have exhibited pretensions to Medical 
knowledge, sufficient to cOuvince the Woild, that he is 
acquainted with the signification of the common rudi mental 
'terms employed in the cultivation of the study of Medicine. 
Of the meaning of the nrnst simple initial expression he, 
however, betrays his absolute, and I am necessitated to add 
Culpable ignorance. “ The proximate existing causeappears 
to me, he observes, evidently to be a poisonous matter 
existing in the intestines.” Now, here he confounds, 
exactly as a writer of this identical stamp . did some years 
ago in a letter upon the same subject, an exciting with a 
proximate cause;— and it is, thereto e, eviderir, that while 
such contusion exists within the heads of our practitioi era, 
respecting the simplest principles oF Medial Science, their 
practise, like the rout of Milton’s rebel Angels, must dig* 
play, 44 confusion worse confounded.” It is I am happy to 
find, from Therupeutes 7 communication, to this confused, 
unintelligible, unnatural, and altogether unscientific prac- 
tise” my writings have done so much harm; and it is 
against such destructive absurdities, — til) the foul stain be 
effaced, and Science, ih all her native loveliness, be rt>3e 
toied to that state of celestial simplicity, by which alon- 
her presence can prove advantageous to mankind, all my 
efforts shall be directed, so long as the Almighty is pleas- 
ed to pit-serve to me the principles of intellectual labour 
and corporeal action. But while the letter of Therapeutes 
c )nveys those rancorous invectives, it is not a little re- 
marks bie to notice i hat the entire composition consists 
of little besides a patch-work plagiary from my own writ-’ 
iuga. Thus wo find this original writer expatiating upon - 
poisonous matter m the intestines being the , cause of the 
disease, and the advantages' to be derived from the exlii- - 
bition of purgatives. Now, ihet£*are bond fide, my doc-* 
trines, which he had previously called 44 airy visions,” . 
a fallacious reasoning,” and averred u to have done more- 
harm to the practise of medicine, than the whole hand of 
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fetnpirirs pnt together.” They are ahsoKitely \cot^?ifc6ip; > s * 
my work on Morbus Oryzeus * and with a degree ofharcrfc^* 
fed modesty, upon the merits of which I shall not dwell* *i. 
attempted to be palmed upon the world for original- under ' 
the cloak of ati illiberal, personal invective against me. 

This Writer i Wn unequivocally admit?, ve\y different . 
from the doctrine of “ pestilential streams," advanced in .

such an admission, is it conceivable that , any .

SEPTEMBER 20. 

We went this forenoon to the Town Hull in hopes of 
being able to give our readers a general outline of the 
proceedings of the meeting convened there at 11 o'clock, 
for the purpose of taking into consideration the distressed 
state of the lower orders of the Irish throughout many 
parts of that portion of the United Kingdom. The meet- 
ing was not a numerous one, and we felt rather surprised 
at seeing so very few Irishmen present at it. We have 
no doubt however, although prevented by accident, ill- 
ness, or the shortness of the notice, from attending at 
the Town Hall, that they will exert themselves in private* 
and use all their influtluence in prevailing upon those 
who can afford it to spare something out of their 
abundance to the forlorn thousands who pine for food 
Mini tube the pelting of the pitiless storm of the bitter- 
est adversity in their native land. Certain resolutions 
w re entered into at the meeting, well calculated to pro- 
mote the object in view j they are too voluminous to ad- 
mit of being published in our number of to-day ; nor do 
\ * * like to allude mo r< ? particularly to them, for fear of 
it-* Ming said, that we garbled the piocecdiugs. The 
subscription intended, to be commenced, is to be of that 
comprehensive nature that every one may join in it. We 
are aware that many warm-hearted persons, on occasion 
of subscribing to a great public c miitjb are sometimes 
kept back from a mistaken notion, that such small 
sums as their means permit them to bring forward, ap- 
pear paltry compared with the amount subscribed by their 
wealthier neighbours. He who can only afford a Gold* 
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mohnr. is n^hamed to enter his donation immediately 
under hi: who has put down four or five hundred Rupees. 
Let such diffident persons bear in mind, that it is not, the nu- 
merical amount of alms that does honor to him who con- 
tributes them, but the proportion which they bear to his 
means, and the spirit with which they are given. It is a 
soothing reflexion, then, for the poor man to know, that 
even he has it in his power to succour human misery. 
Out of the vast heap in the treasury of the temple in 
Jerusalem, all that is on record on earth, if not in 
He aven, is a tiny mite thiuwn in by a pom widow. 
Scm oral nvn of wealth and substance no doubt had ad- 
ded substantially to the heap, blit the widow’s mile 
alone is remembered. We hope, then, that the intention 
of the meeting will he successful, and that all ranks will 
come forward and endeavour, under Providence, to stay 
that plague of famine and disease which is preying upon 
the vitals of that land whose inhabitants are proverbially 
fimed for the best qualities that adorn human nature. 
Perhaps many ina.y he of opinion, that any succours raised 
in i his country cannot reach the scene of misery and 
devastation in sufficient time to ho of use. We are con- 
vinced, if they seriously examine the snbp'c'for a moment, 
that they will he of a different way of thinking. The 
distress, it appears, as far as vve can learn from the pub- 
lic papers and private leitei's received by Irish Ghntle- 
]T)i:ii hen', was most prevalent at the period of the year 
w'l f'-'i tin* inhabitants should have been employed in cull i- 
vnting the ground for v now crop. Instead, liowevi r, of 
possessing the nec essur\ quantity of seed for sowing the 
land in the months of April and I\Iay, the peasants were 
in absolute want of daily food* and, horrible to add, were 
dying along highways, in ditches, ami under hedges and 
dykes, from sheer want of sustenance and shelter, or 
from Typhus fever induced by famine ! The preceding 
autumn had been unusually wet, and whole districts were 
ovcrfl >\ved in consequence ; this had pro\ ed particularly 
hurtful to the potatoes, which, it will be remembered, 
are generally let; in the ground till the end of autumn. 
Here, then, we have no ideal pietuie of misery — it is all 
r al, and terribl\ true. The subscriptions already raised 
in England, we trust ^vill enable the thousands who siand 
in need of relief 10 get through the winter; the bountiful 
sums which Wi confidently anticipate will he realised 
throughout India, will arrive next spring just in time to 
e mi lo the peasant to put hi bit uJ lanu in proper train for 
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yielding a plentiful crop for the next season. British so- 
journers in the E ist have always been remarkable for their 
philanthropy, even to foreigners and aliens, and sure we 
are that they will maintain their character for kind hearts 
and open hands, now that their brothers in Erin are groan- 
ing under the m<«st appalling and complicated afflictions. 
Just as we \vt»re about to conclude our hasty and desultory 
observations, the Madras Courier of 10th instant was put 
into onr hands, from which we select the following 
to'fihle remarks upon the subject we ventured to touch 
upon so sincerelv, but, we fear, feebly — 

“ Famine in Ireland. — We rerret that in returning to 
this nfllirting subject we. ore unable to nnnounce that any 
mnrasiifv.-i have been taken at f his Presidency to assist 
th" glorious work of Charity which lias so bountifully 
co n menced at home. We lament this deeply, but al- 
though onr appeal lias hitherto been ineffectual, we led 
sincere satisfaction at having performed our duty by 
bringing the matter to the notice of the Public — it. is pleas- 
ing also to observe that, onr opinions are not singular, and 
that both our Contemporaries have promptly followed up 
with their judicious remarks, the appeal made in last Tues- 
day’s Courier to the benevolent feelings of the community. 
It now rests with them to adaptor reject the propositions, 
and it would ill become us to enlarge upon it. We will 
men ion, however, that we are authorised to announce 
that if any Public Subscription takes place for the relief 
of the population of Ireland, the Mount Corps Dntmtti'tjue 
will gladly come forward to promote the holy undertaking. 
We need not repeat that the lives of thousands of our fel- 
low rrcu’urcs depend on prompt exertions, or that the 
causes of distress are of such a nature that it will be the 
work of \ ears and not of wee kg to remove them, These 
are admitted facts. The SdJbmptioii 1ms commenced 
prosperously at home, but to do any permanent good 
it must be kept up and *fed from time to time by 
fresh resources. The Towns and Counties of the United 
Kingdom are doing their duty, and wc observe that aid is 
expected from the Colonies. It has been obser\ed that 
f r the d is. rent'd Spaniards and Hussain*, and (iermans, 
hundreds of thousands wore readily raised, “and that it 
* uyuld shame justice as well as the charity of the Coun- 
“ tr\ , it those, so nearly allied to us should be neg letted 
'< at their last extremity.” According to the statement 
of Sir Knv vro O IJrikx, the b ok of trees 1ms been stripp* d 
off U> sutV*y the pangs o* hu iger ; the young wheats have 
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keen sheared- „and eaten as spinago— even the primrose 
leaves have b^en carefully collected ! .One cannot jrea4 
£uch statements of distress occurring, jn the most fertije 
.Country in the World without shuddering^They ore cal- 
culated to afflict us, and no matter.what produced the aufr 
iering, our first duty is to endeavour to relieve it. 

"InaWordi the distress is liiiparalleled even in tlie 
annals of Ireland, the land of misfortune and misery. Th^ 
afflictions with which that, unhappy ( ountry was visited 
In the frightful years of 1801 and 1815 were nothing com- 
pared to the, calamities which are now depopulating her 
Counties. We liave a warrant for deserting that , the 
Peasantry of the Coiin ties pf Cork, Limerick, Kerry, 
tloscommop, and Mayo, and in foot the greater part 
pf Munster and Cojinaught arc actually . dnd literally 
staning, aiid that the distress had not reached its height, 
A million and a half of people at the least, willing and 
able to work, are thus withoiit the means of subsistence 
or the prospect of obtaining it.,, Jo add to the evil one 
half of the Cattle have died for want of t fodder. Can 
these .things be read without exciting feelings of Sympa- 
thy and curiinii&setalion i Is it riot H prime in Jiuman 
nature to allow a people to Continue in this frightful state 
where there is a possibility or prospect of affording relief ? 
Can a Christian Community aMoW their Countrymen to 
support life on a iniserable food of a Utile Oatmeal mixed 
faith nettles , without endeavouring to ameliorate a con- 
side ration so repugnant to the principles of humanity ? 
It is impossible ; and it can only be necessary to prove 
the existence of such distress to ensure its relief. 

tt What a spectable does the British Empire at this mo- 
tnsnt present. ‘ In Ireland; thousands are perishing by 
famine, while the granaries of England are surcharged. 
In England the farmer is ruined by parting with his 
ebrn at a price even which the suffering poor of Ireland 
cannot afford to give— afford did we say ?— for a price 
at which the united money stock, of hundreds would not 
purchase a single peck !— Ireland and England are 
c filed Sister Countries — united under one government; 
their interests and their rights should be the same. 
How comes it then, we ask, that t-he Irish poor are perish- 
ing within reach of«relief, and yet that relief has been 
60 long withheld ?’ 

"We naturally turn our eyes to Government for i 
solution of this curious enigma. 1 ; 
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Hhd it been in oUr power, we should have been happy 
fo publish the proceedings of the late Musical Meeting, 
and explain the cauie of the failure of the Committee in 
getting up those union Concerts which ali parties wished 
'to see established upon a gr&hd, liberal, and independent 
scale. At present we are quite in the dark as to the real 
cause of tlie Committee's failure, since we have seen no 
authentic document Upon the subject, and our knowledge 
taf the circumstance rests only on an extremely laconic 
notice issued by the Committee to the gentlemen who hud 
attended the general meeting. In this notice, the Com- 
mittee merely state the failure which, -they regretted to say, 
tad taken place j — of course there is an. end of the busi- 
ness as far as respects the first meeting, and the organisa- 
tion of Concerts, which should include all the musical 
talents at the Presidency. Notwithstanding the unsuspi- 
cious circumstance of the failure on the part of the Mu- 
sical Committee, we learn that another Society has been 
formed forgetting up and -conducting Concerts at tlie 
Town Hall upon a similar scale to that submitted to the 
late meeting, and at which the whole musical and instru- 
mental force of the Presidency will be uniteg, with the 
exception of Mr. Linton, who, we are led to understand, 
declines joining in this scheme. Arrangements are mak- 
ing, we hear, to have such a graduated table of prices, as 
shall accommodate all classes of the community - y and the 
‘remarkably powerful and tine Orga,n so handsomely ortei- 
ed to the late Committee, is to be as kindly contributed 
to the present undertaking. We have heard the names 
of some of the professors who had already been absolutely 
«ng aged for the nfew Concerts. 


The Bombay Courier of the 3 1st ultimo, reached us this 
Afternoon, but contains no news.

The gale was accompanied with a continued fall of heavy 
rain. 

The Marchioness of Hastings from this port had not arriv- 
ed, and some apprehensions are entertained for her safety, 
she sailed from Saugor early in May.

olt'ie tenth d.»\. a feast is pie pared, to which the whole faimh arc invited, 
and an intoxicating drug is continued to be mixed with the victuals of 
tl>e unsuspecting stranger whom the matter of the house baa for several 
]ii(r |, '.hs o» perhaps yearn treated with the greatest attention and kind, 
rie^s, aipl even to lull into a fatal security given him his daughter in mir- 
liaae ; as soon as the eliects of poisonous and intoxicating drug appear, 
the easier of the bouse, unattended, takes the death devoted victim into* 
the ten pie, leads him three times round the Idol, and when he prostrates 
himself, hikes the nppoitunity of cutting his throat, and with the nmtest 
care collects the flowing blood into a small boul, which be first applies; 
to foe lips of hi - ferocious Hod, and then sprinkles it over the dead body, 
vlihli i> pur -nto a hole dug for its reception at the foot of the Idol. ' 

AMei tin pei pet ».dicn of this cruel action, the innocent Brahmin re- 
turns to his fuu’dy and spends .benight in mirth and revelry, his mind 
pevf c^iy satisfied, tha'. for, tlic praiseworthy action the favour of his 
oh'u i i ehghnuL' Vtv will -ernain upon him for the space of twelve 
yeaiR. On the r.,' ning of the folio wing day, the corpse is taken from 
the hole into which it bad-been thrown, and then the Idol is deposited 
Tu n’ 1 next Du sserali, and until the sacrifice of another victim. 

Thi* horrible custom, however, has t^reatly discontinued of late 

yeai s, fi on. the lollowinc circumstance, which happened at 1’oonaU, dur- 
ing the time of the Paiswah Balhigee Bagee Row.

dauger; he, alarmed for his own safet\, ai»d desirous that justice should 
be indicted on the cruel Brahmin, conti ived to w.uke his escape, and im- 
mediately repairing to the Faiskwah, fell at liis feat and related the whole 
affair. 

Orders were instantly given to seize every Caradce Brahmin in the 
city of Poonali, and particularly the infamous ppi*patrator of the horrid 
deed, who was immediately put to death, together vritU seieral hufcd edf 
Brahmins, who were convicted of similar pi actices, all of the same sect, 
were expelled the City, and strict injunctions lard; upon the inhabitants to 
have with them as little- connection as possible for the future. 

By this, Well-timed severity the Paiswah effectually prewiitedthcre- 
pitii ion of similar crimes, and the Cm rad ic Brahmins are now contented* 
'with' sacrificing a Buffalo or a Sheep, instead of .a human victim*

— In the Calcutta Journal of yesterday appeared the 
following letter : — 

CASES OF CHOLERA. 

To the Editor of the Journal. 

Dear Sir, — Reading in vour Journal of thin date, a 
Letter signed Mf,dic ns, offering his friendly advice And 
prescription* for Cholera, nntl immediately under it another 
Letter., also signed Mfdiccs, wln^waimly expresses his 
disapprobation of the other Letter, as exciting fear And 
alarm amongst ihe inhabitants of this opulent city, and that 
in his extensive visiting of sick persons of all classes and 
ages he has not of late met with a single mSe amongst 
Europeans, I do regret extieuiely to say, that I had th«= 
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misfortune to. lose one of my patients, a European, of the 
Spasmodic Cholera on the 1 1th instant. 

Mr. Duck, 109 Burrumtollali, was seized with violent 
spasms, vomitinr, and purging, about 8 o'clock in the 
evening of the 9th, and continued without Medical aid un- 
til 10 o'clock the following day, when no hope of rncovery 
could possibly be entertained ; and this morning about 6-J 
a. m. I was called to a young Gentleman of the most re- 
gular habits, likewise seized with Spasmodic Choleia: the 
usual means 1 adopt were immediately used, and 1 am 
happy to say. that he continues to do well. The above 
cases are not mentioned to cause alarm or contradict the 
author of the Letter Z)f, Medicus ; but as - called upon to 
state the fact, that C holera does exist amongst Europeans 
—and that families should be provided with remedies to 
meet sudden or unexpected attacks of Cholera, um>] medi- 
cal aid can be procured.

We have beard bets made about the quantity of Indigo 
likely to be brought into the market this season. One 
party calculates the amount at a lack and thirteen thou- 
sand maunds, while others compute it as likely to be about 
a lack. Perhaps the latter calculation will turn out to 
the most correct dhe as the extent of injury done by 
the rains in the upper provinces is p<ot yet well known. 
From the Calcutta Exchange Price Current of this morn- 
ing we select the following - 
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We have seen a letter from Singapore, bearing date 
the fltli ultimo. A native Craft had arrived from Sama- 
rang, which brought a report to Singapore of a threaten- 
ed rising of the Eastern and centrical districts of Java. 
General De Kock was said to be at Sainarang with a force 
of 8,003 men, partly Dutch and partly Natives. The report 
wag not generally believed at Singapore, though those 
who had no cause to bear any very great good will to- 
wards the Dutch were inclined to. give it credit. It is 
understood that the Natives are very discontented with 
the present order of things, and the probability is, that 
had they arms, there would be no deficiency of inclina- 
tion on their side to make a bokPnttempt at rectify- 
ing their real or supposed grievances. Some time ago 
the governor General of Java with his suit, as well 
as the Military and Naval Commanders in Chief, &c. &c. 
were preparing to proceed on a tour to the East- 
ward, hut they appeared to have no dread of an ap- 
proaching insurrection. Perhaps the movements of such a 
party of magnates may have given the natives anideathata 
rising of the Chiefs was in contemplation. 


By a letter fiom the Persian Gulf,* dated 8th July, we 
learn that the war between the Turks and Persians con- 
tinued to be carried on with the sincerest vigor of hatred 
on both sides, and that considerable reinforcements were 
on their march from different quarters of the Turkish em- 
pire, to act against Persia. As both parties are brave and 
furious zealots, we may easily imagine, that when the 
two armies meet in ady strength, the outset will be 
dreadful. The Cholera had made its appearance in the 
interior of Persia, and was last heard of at Yesd, des- 
troying at the rate of 1RO human beings per diem* ft did 
not reach so far last year, and was supposed to be spread- 
ing on towards Ispahan, where the writer of the letter 
concluded it had arrived about the time he was writing. 

The British Resident at Rushire had been called up to 
Court by the King, and had also received two furmauns 
from the Prince at Sheiaz- requiring his attendance. It 
was the intention pf the Resident to comply with His Roy- 
al Highness’s wishes and proceed as far -as* Sheraz. Fur- 
ther iie did not conceive himself authorised to .advance 
without the instructions of Government. 
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Accounts of the Siam Mission under Mr. Cba^vobo, 
dated Siam 10th June, have beep received in town by tf»e 
way of Penang. The business of the Mission was consi- 
dered at an eud, nor were the results so satisfactory as 
could be wished. The Siamese are so jealous , cautious 
and unaccommodating, that it must take some time before 
negotiation can effect much with then*, either politically 
or commercially. They have, we understand, singular 
prejudices, which it is not easy to conquer. It may he 
hoped, however, that the dignified, generous and just 
conduct of our Indian Government, of which the Siamese 
have shown themselves not unconscious, will ere long 
produce the most desirable consequences. . 

The King of Siam is described as a man about sixty 
years of age, of bloated appearance, and of no very digni- 
fied habits. He gives himself, it is supposed, hut very 
little concern about affairs of stale, or the cares of govern- 
ment 3 the different departments of which he has divided 
among his children, who -together with some of the 
principal aristocrats of the country, manage the affairs of 
the kingdom. Prince Chroma-Chit, the fourth in point 
of rank, is the Commercial Director General of the 
nation, and officially takes cognizance of every thing re-- 
lative to commerce. He and lus party, it is understood, 
would willingly abate something of the restrictive system 
in favor of a more liberal and extended system of trade. 
The party opposed to Prince Chroma-Chit, and which is 
considered the most respectable, stand-up for ancient 
rules, all however are disposed to receive European Ships 
into their ports. Properly speaking, the King is che 
only merchant in Siam, for no subject dares offer to 
purchase ^ny thing until his Majesty has made liis bargain, 
from the. retail of which, he of course derives a handsome 
profit. His agents have by this arrangement a great deal 
of power in their hands, and are very difficult and hard 
to deal with. 

The Mission was to remain at Siam until the month of 
^September, nor was it, we believe, the intention of Mr. 
Crawford to visit the Eastern islands of the Archipelago. 

The scientific department of the Mission, we learn, has- 
been conducted with t^e utmost assiduity and zeal, There 
is no finer field in tlilb world perhaps for the Botanist than 
the peninsula of Malacca and the neighbouring islands, 
where the wonderful luxuriance of the vegetable king- 
dom is said to be beyond the power of imagination to 
preconceive, pr of language to describe. Notwithstand 
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ipg various difficulties which etoaod in the way of^’' 
Apienti&c eimujrcr, "Some of which a ft YiMious ib 
who recollect the Incnavenience* t>f a seafaring life, aiiu 
.. some of 'which were particular to the expedition, many 
rare atid eevernl new plants were collected ; the booing) - 
cal collectton wfts daily on the increase, and included 
cbmpUte specimens, 'being mostly ' different** species ' of 
Mammalia, of Birds, a few curious fishes, and a few of 
tli e Amphibia. Two* of the cjuadrppedii are undescribed 
by any author. "A tolerably good specimen of that 
singular animal the Trichecttua l>iigong had been preserv- 
ed, and particular attention had been paid to its internal 
structure, of which we may expect a full and accufote 
description. * We have not heard whether any Valuable 
mineral ogical specimens were procured, but anticipate no 
great addition to this division of the scientific department 
frpin the peculiar circumstances under which the move- 
ments of the Mission were made.

THE PERSIAN PRINCE. 

Futteb OoiiLA Khan, the son of Loorr AlI Khan, the last Prince 
nf the Zun<l dynasty, has come as a visitor to India, and brings with him 
a complimentary and introductory letter from the Prince Royal of Persia 
to the address of the Governor General. 

His Highness arrived in the Volunteer on Colvin's Ghaut on Thursday 
last, the 12th instant, when Captain Macan, who has been appointed 
Mihmandar to the Persian Prince, proceeded immediately on board to 
Watt on his Highness, and convey a complimentary message from the Go- 
vernor General. 

Friday evening having been fixed otj for the landing Of die Prince, a De- 
putation proceeded on board the Volunteer, at half jmst 5 o'clock, Com- 
posed of Captain Macan, Persian Interpreter to the Commander in Ghief 
and Mehmander to His Highness, and the Deputy Persian Secretary, Mr. 
Montagu, to conduct the Khan to the bouse prepared for his reception. 
No. 1, Royd-street. 

His Highness landed at Chandpaul Ghaut— Government boats were 
employed' to bring him ashore,— and one of the Governor General's State 
. Carriage was in .attendance to convey the Khan and the Deputation, and 
a sufficient number of hired Carriages were in readiness to accommodate 
bis followers. 

A Detachment of .2 Companies was drawn up at Chatidpaul Ghaut 
—and a party of the Body Guard. The latter accompanied the Khan to 
bis house. A salnte of 17 Guns was fired on his landing. 

A Guard of Honor was stationed at the Khan’s house, consisting of a 
Jemadar's party. 

Mr. Bwinton and Mr. Stirling formed a Deputation to visit the 
Xjian immediately On his arrival at the house in Royd-street. 

His Excellency the Most Noble the Governor General directed the 
following arrangements for the reception of the first visit of ceremony of 
the Persian Prince. * 

One of the Governor General's Carriages, with four horses, and 
a Detachment of the Body Guard, were dispatched on Saturday, at 5 
o’clock P . M. with a Deputation, consisting of Captain Macan, and one of 
Hi* Excellency's Aides ile Camp, to conduct the Khan to the Govern- 
ment House. The Khan’s principal officer, Aga Syyed Kauzim, had 
also a seat in the Carriage. ^ 

An honorary Guard was draWn up. in front, of the* Government House 
which saluted the Kuan on his arrival. A Deputation consisting of Lieut. 
Colonel Macra, the Acting Persian Secretary, Mr.- Stirling, and the 
Deputy Persian Secretary, Mr, Montagu, met him at the foot of the 
grand entrance, and I winded him to the door of the State Room in the 
ttrifd story, where his Lordship received and embraced the Khan,' and 
proceeded with him to his seat at the bead of the room. The Band began 
playing on the Prince's entrance into the Anticbamber fronting the great 
Hail, where the Body Guard was,dn*wn up.; 

Aga Stved Kauzim carried, on a Tray, resting against hfr chest, the 
Kama, or letter, from the Prince Royal, Abbas Mirza, which, after 
the embrace had pasted, the Khan presented with his own hand to the 
Governor General. The whole scene had a grand and Imposing effect, 
and the Khan seemed to be much gratified by his reception.

Loot* KhaN, was a Pi ince of a very distinguish- 
ed ami remarkable t 'diameter. He was burbareusly murdered, with 
nearly all his family and relations by Ac a Mamohmup, the fattier erf ihe 
present, King of Persia. Fatten Ooela Khan, then a bout four years 
of age, and an infant sister, .were alone allowed to escape. Tlie fatter 
Is now married to AbbaVMiJvza, Prince Royal of Persia, anil Governor 
of Aserbyjan, who reside* . at Tabreese, and is a great admirer of the 
English. Futtis** OobLA Kb AN bits lired chiefly in the family of Ills 
Royal brother in faw, with whom he is a great favorite.

JAVA PROCLAMATION. 


We, Goderd Alexander Gerard Philip, Baron Van der 
Capellen, Great Cross of the Order of the Netherland 
Lion, Secretary of State, Governor General of Nether- 
lands India, &c. &c. in Council. 

To all that may see and read these presents, do send Greet- 
ing, and do make known. 

Whereas the Supreme Government has taken it into 
consideration, that the commerce and mutual intercourse 
between the different Netherland possessions in India, is 
not so brisk as it could be wished. 

That in particular the trade between those possessions 
\ an d the Island of Java, is not so abundant and of that im- 
portance, as tW in every respect favorable position and 
extensive cultivation of the last mentioned Island might 
give reason to expect. 

That this' drooping state of affairs requires a speedy, 
powerful remedy ahd assistance/ 

That fof this purgose chieily is required a diminution of 
the existing duties,— a more uniform mode in the collec- 
tion of dmie$>— *and, as far as practicable, an abolishment 
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of the formalities, to theobservanpe of which the Native 
population that apply themselves to the navigation for arf* 
yet are. bound. 

It is thdrrfofe, that We, with a view of obtaining .those 
1 ends, have found meet, with alteration and compilation ,in 
so far of the regulations respecting the collection of import 
' and Report duties on the Islands of Java and Madura, of the 

$th of August, 1818, and of the different regulations and 
enactments on the collection ofthat revenue, at the Nether- 
land possessions in India, beyond the Island of java, to 
ordain as it is ordained by these presents. 

A. With respect to Jqva and Maduta. 

Art. 1 . All goods being the productions of places situ-* 
ated in the Eastern archipelago, arrd resorting under the 
x Netherland .dominion, or under the dominion of Indian 
Princes and nations, with whom the Netherland Govern*, 
ment is on amicable terms, immediately imported from 
these places without having touched on a foreign part in 
Java or Madeira irt'Dutch ships or Native vessels, put on 
an equality with those ships, shall from 4 henceforward be 
entirely relieved from the payment of import duties. 

Art. 2. On the other hand shgjl all goods mentioned in 
the foregoing article, whem^Wy' shall be imported in Java 
.and Madura in foreign vessels, or even inDutch ships, or 
Native vessels, put on an equality with them, not imme- 
diately and not without touching a foreign port j and like- 
wise all other goods not falling under the terms of Article 
1st on their importation on the islands of Java and Madu- 
ra, remain subject to the full payment of the existing import 
duties. * 

Art. 3, In general shall of Goods that are to be ex- 
jnirted from Java, be paid for exportation duties, two from"' 
the hundred of their value, to be estimated at the prices 
they bear in the rnarhet at. the day of exportation, and that 
without difference whether these goods ure loaded inDutch 
or foreign vessels, or whether they are going to Dutch oi* 

. to foreign ports, provfcled'that with respect to .some goods,- 
no special orders already have been given, or hereafter 
shall be given, -pr shall be eu i acfed^ by > thes^ presents. 

Art. 4. In expectance of the completion of the general 
tariff, for the collection of the import and export duties iri 
Netherlands India, and in observation of the partial fegu* 
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Jations respecting' this matter already in existence, shall 
in the Islands of Java and Madura, the following exporta- 
tion duties be collected on the undermentioned goods, via.

Art. 5. All goods without distinction, shall by their 
exportation from Java and Madura, with Dutch ships or na- 
tive vessels, on an equality put thereunto, on application 
of the owner* by the respective collectors of that revenue, 
be provided with a certificate, in proof that the duties on 
those goods have been paid, on which certificate these 
goods are allowed to be imported in all the Netherlands 
possessions in India, and brought back from thence to 
Java, without paying any duty, and that as long as they 
shall be accompanied with their original certificate, with 
this condition however, that of the goods that have been 
deposited in the entrepot, and of which the full duty have 
not been paid, the payment of these duties, as well as of the 
exportation duties must be effected, in order to obtain the 
certificate mentioned here above. 

Art. 6. An eutrepot shall only exist at Batavia, and 
that under such restrictions as already have been made 
and 9hall hereafter be made, with exclusion from hence- 
forth of Sugar, which no more shall be receieved thereon. 

The fees of the enterepot are hereby fixed at a quarter 
of the duties tor importation. 

^lrt, 7* The coasting trade along the Islands of Java 
and Madura, carried on with Dutch coasting vessels, 
shall, except the obligation of rendering faithful declarati- 
ons of their cargoes on their arrival, and petitions for load- 
ing or for discharging their cargoes, be free from all fur- 
ther formalities, consignations, securities, &c. under 
following regulations and exceptions, vitf. 
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a That said ships or vessels belonging to the Islands of 
Java and Madura, and carrying Coffee or Sugar from one 
place of Java or Madura to another place in the same Is- 
lands, shall in the manner now in practice, give small hut 
good securities for the value of the duties on exportation 
on those articles, at the place from whence they are ex- 
ported, which security bonds shall be cancelled on the 
production of a certificate, proving that , those goods ac- 
tually have been relanded on the Islands of Java and Ma- 
dura, while all these documents for *p far as concerns the 
natives, shall be written in the respective offices on the ver- 
bal declarations of the owners without paying any fees. 

b That, all other ships and crafts not belonging to the 
ports of the Islands of Java and Madura, hut that never- 
theless are admitted us coasting vessels on these Islands, 
in like manner shall enjoy the same privileges, as ships 
and crufts belonging thereunto ; with this exception, how- 
ever, that they not only for Coffee and Sugar, but for all 
other goods, shall tender securities, or consignations for 
the re- importation of them in the Maud of Java and Ma- 
dura. 

$ B. With regard to Net her I and India's possessions cut of Java 
and Madia a, ( Malakka excepted.) 

Art. 8, On all Dutch possessions in India, with the 
exception of Mnlakka. equal duties on importation shall 
be levied as ori Java and Madura, conform the stipula- 
tions expressed in Art 15 and 16 of the regulation of the 
88th of Amrust, 1818, and 1 lie explanations given thereof 
by the publications of the 7th of Sept, ami 13th Oct. 1821, 
and 8th Feb. 1822, where for henceforward on all goods 
about which lor as yet no fixed regulations are made, im- 
port duties shiil! be paid. 

When they shall be imported with Dutch ships or na- 
tive vessels considered equal therewith, six per centos, 
and when imported with foreign ships, or with ships navi- 
gating under Dutch colours, and belonging to owners re- 
siding in India, but coming from ports belonging to foreign 
potentates, and situated in JJqjppe prin America, twelve per 
centos. 

Calculated after the stipulations expressed in Art. 16th 
of the regulations, on which import and export duties of the 
28tli of August, 1818, of which the Opium alone is except- 
ed, apd likewise those articles on which already a certain 
duty has been affixed, and which stipulations by these 
presents are declared applicable in all Netherluud posses- 
sions in India, Malakka excepted. 
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Freedom is further hereby given to the respective Go- 
vernors dnd Residents, in case 4hey should remark that 
this system of equal duties i is not applicable or disncUan- 
tageous to some places, to deliver in their statements * 
respeAing it and tlie motives on which they ground their 
opinion. 

Art. 9, At all the Netherland possessions beyond Java 
and Madura, goods without exception shall be exempt 
from import duties, which are accompanied with a certifi- 
cate, mentioned in Art. 5, hereabovc, which shall be im- 
ported in Dutch ships or native vessels in equality put 
thereunto. 

Art. lO. The duty levied at present at. the different 
settlements out of Java and Madura on exportation of 
poods, shall continue till other arrangements respecting 
them shall be made, with exception alone of such gondii 
as are the productions of the soil, or of the industry of 
the inhabitants in those settlements, of which goods, when 
exported to foreign ports, the double exportation duty 
shall be paid, which, according to the existing regula- 
tions are not levied on them, when exported to a Dutch 
port, or to ports belonging to native.

The design of the Editors is highly laudable, and 
the li^bt th.*y have helped to shed on some subjects of deep ami 
gvmvtl interest, will ng doubt ultimately disperse the darkness by 
wh:i:l. t* is i. t pitment resisted Thu* in the concluding article of 
the pi eceiii iiumhn, we have a succinct history of the controversy 
respff:t'«!i the homing of widows— a clear analysis of the argiiim-iiU 
on both sides of the question,— a correct exposition of existing 
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British Uw as amply sufficient for the suppression of this cruel 
practice, — and a powerful appeal to all the principles and fnelr'gs, 
by whirl) we ought to be actuated as men and as Christians in 
seeking for its entire abolition, I earnestly hope that the 
whole of this article may be printed in all the Calcutta papeis to 
give it the widest circulation possible, and that it may also he 
published as a separate tract with a view to diffuse still more 
generally correct ideas on this important subject. But while l 
am not blind to the excellencies by which this publication is 
distinguished, neither can I shut my eyes to the numerous faults 
that appear in its pages. There is such a heavy sameness in the 
style of their composition,— such an affected profundity of remark 
joined with a real inanity or weakness of thought,— such a canting 
repetition of benevolent sentiment on subject* where it is altogether 
uncalled for,— and such a degree of bigotry and superstition on 
theological subjects even within the precincts of orthodoxy, as 
greatly to lessen the influence which they, might otherwise exer- 
cise by means of this publication, for the. dromotion of the best of 
purposo.9. Let them call into their assistance a greater portion of 
that real talent which I am convinced lies within their reach 
amongst the members of the Baptist Mission in India, if they 
will condescend to employ it. Let them avoid the perpetual 
recurrence of drawling sentimentality, and exhibit more of 
the spring and elasticity of genius. And, above all, as enlightened 
religionists of the nineteeth century, lei them inculcate piety with- 
out debasing it by the reveries anti intolerance of superstition, 
and enforce the doctnues and precepts of Christianity with- 
out superinducing on them the obsolete ritual of Judaism. 

The justness of these lemarkfi will appear from a consideration of 
Aie first article in the present number. It contains a thorough ex- 
posure of the evils attendant on the Hindoo festivals, and with the 
details on this subject i most fully coincide, but the wiiter of it has 
committed a great blunder in asserting that the Hindoos have on 
Sabbath. The Hebdomadal division of time might almost be pro- 
nounced universal, and there can be no doubt that it has long sub* 
bisted amongst the Hindoos Monday is set apart by home, Satui- 
clay by others, and as all Hindoos either are or ought to be wor- 
shippers of the Sun, Knbeeliar or Sunday, by moat. Airain, if as 
this writer supposes the Hindoos have no eabhath, and Christians no 
festivals, on what possible ground can he contrast the Chtinti.in 
sabbaths, and Hindoo festivals:* If both bad Sabbaths, or both had 
festivals, he might show the points of agreement by comparing, and 
♦ he, points of discrepancy by contrasting them, but when the one 
has precisely what the other wants, how can he either institute a 
comparison or draw a contrast * 

The contrast, however, thick be has drawn has not only led him 
into a just exposure of the Hindoo festivals, but also into an erpr.il- 
j)y deserved encoinii.n of what he calls the Christian Sabbath The 
evils of the former he exposes <>u political, social, and ram at 
grounds ; and il he had been contented to rest the benefits of the 
other on the same giounds, I should have cheerfully joined with him 
?n maintaining the propriety of its observance. But when h- icsti 
aur observance of a weekly Sabbath on Strictly religious grou u 
when be calls it a Christiau institution, — w!.rn be confound* the 
Izard's Hay of Christians, with the Patriarchal or Jewish Sabbath,— 
and when he identifies the splint of the Sabbath with the spirit <>t 
religion itself, so lli.it no one destitute of the one can be posses- 
sed of the Ollier,— l .no compelled to dissent item the conclusion- to 
which he cmtic ;. 
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1. The rigid puritanism of this writer is inrousistenf with the ge. 
tier&l spirit and design of Christianity. It was evidently intended 
to l>e a universal religion, am! as snrli is adapted to the most im- 
proved state of human nature. Rut & strict observance of times i* 
at variance with both these marks which belong to it, and in per- 
fect consistence, therefore, with reason, we lind no stress laid upon 
any particular day in the New Testament. See Rom. xiv, 5. <S. 

‘4 It is inconsistent with the principles maintained, probably 
by the same writer, in auother article of this number. He very 
successfully traces the resemblance between certain heathen and Ro- 
mish superstitions. Each has its second birth, its holy water, it a 
incantations, its holy places, its festivals, its deification of human 
beings, its domineering priesthood, its mendicants, its ascetics, it* 
extreme unction, and its Bervice for the dead ! Rut let me ask ih\x 
writer, does it not accord as much with heathenism and as little 
with Christianity, to attach a peculiar sanctity to any particular 
time, as to any particular plfce or person.

Let the Bditors of the Friend of 
India in their Missionary as well as in their Editorial capacity, 
jest the obligation of setting apart one day in seven to religious 
purposes, upon its political, social, and moral advantages, and they 
will equally serve the interests ot true religion, and cause many to 
look with greater complacency upon their various labours.

DESCRIPTION OF SECUNDRA. 


(For the Calcutta Journal.) 

At the distance of six miles from the Fort of Agra, you ap- 
proach the grand Southern gate, that leads to the Mausoleum of 
Achar, which is situated on an extensive terrace, in the centre of a 
grove two miles in circuit : red stone walks 70 feet in breadth, 
and raised considerably above the level of the ground, divide the 
garden into four equal squares, adorned with several small cas- 
cades, and with a grand gate in the centre of each face of the outer 
wall. 

The Monsoleum is of the pyramidal form, with octagon towers 
at the angles, built chiefly of red stone, rising 120 feet in height 
from a base 129 yards square, with numerous Pavillions, with 
marble cupolas, and arcaded open gallery round each decreasing 
story of the pyramid, and terminates above in four small marhle 
turrets, that rise from the angles of the supernal room, which is 
partly open at top. This edifice comprises twenty two apartments ; 
the upper-room, which is composed of white marble, being thirty 
yards square including its open colonnade, the outer arches of 
which are filled up (as at Eatimad-ul Dowlah’s Tomb) with de- 
licate lattice work cut through the solid slab ; the pavement is tes- 
selated of black granite and white marble, the cenotaph of whit* 
marble is raised on an oblong base of the same materials ; the sculp- 
ture is divided into compartments of flowers and Arabic inscription, 
executed with a taste and delicacy truly admirable : at a short dis- 
tance is a marble pedestal three feet high, on which a * golden 
lamp, foimerly stood the turrets, are in a ruinous state, one having 
fallen some years ago ; tL<* body is deposited in the central room be- 
low, in a neat sarcophagus, on which is inlaid in black marble cha- 
ji'ters, simply the mine of 11 Acbar." 

In? grand gate on the Southern face is built of red stone with 
.v »a.gon towers at the angles and raised on an extensive terrace ; 
if forms an oblong square, 130 feet by 90 in breadth; in the centra 
of the principal faces a magnificent arch 40 in breadth, rises to the 
height of 00 feet; the wall surmounted by battlements is carried 18 
feet higher ; the wings are decorated with a gbthic arch of smaller 


• The lamps were carried away by the Tauts 70 years ago. 
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dimensions, in two stories from each angle of the roof, a dated 
minaret of white marble rises in two stories with a balcony round, 
to the height of 60 feet ; the pavilions which once surmounted them, 
have long since fallen; the front is curiously inlaid in compartments 
with marble and different coloured stones : an Arabic inscription in 
marble characters, executed in fine relief, decorates the grand 
arches. b 

The plan of the interior is a central octagon room, with a hernia, 
pherical ceiling rising nearly to the top of the building, it is 40 feel 
in diameter, and is decorated with gothic arches on the different 
faces, with suites of apartments in two stories round it. 

On the road to Agra about three miles distant from the Mouso- 
leum, yon pass through a handsome gale, which connects two 
large portions of a wall, that once enclosed the city of Agra, 
and is said to have comprised a space 12 t coss in circumference ; 
between this gate and Sfecundra the eye is presented with one wide 
extended view of ruined buildings square mosques, gates, pavili- 
ons and extensive gardens, which evince the grandeur of this once 
splendid Imperial Residence.

BURIAL OF THE DEAD.

Sir,— In forwarding you the following Extract frf a Bill sent for 
the charges of an Officer’s Funeral. I wish to be informed whether 
a Clergyman has a right to demand a Fee for permission to erect a 
Monument eveT the deceased. 

It appears that tire ground appropriated for receiving the re- 
mains -of frail mortality, is entirely the property of Government, and 
the Clergy appointed for the purpose of reading prayers, Arc. Ace. 
are paid a very handsome monthly salary. The cuslom of the 
world demands that a Priest should attend the remains of a Chris- 
tian to the grave, and also that some mark of respect should ho 
shown, by the erection of a monument. 

Now it appears to me a hardship that the estate of a poor Subal- 
tern in the Aimy should be incumbered with a charge of Fifty Ru- 
pees, when probably he does not leave assets sufficient to provide 
a decent Coffin for him. It would be better were a space of 
ground appropriated for the reception of the bodies ot the Officers, 
vmV>iMrth«ned with a Fee of this kind, and I am sure that it is not 
the intention of Government to admit of such a charge. The office 
of a Priest was originally instituted to instruct and console mankind 
not to take from where there is little to receive. I disclaim every 
thing personal, merely wishing that an evil of the kind should be 
remedied.

Calcutta, Sept 27, 1822. 
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T*he rains commenced this year so unusually early, that from 
the quantity which had fallen up lo the date of our last num- 
her, we naturally concluded they had nearly finished their iai 
imitating course; and that the rfetonaut would be moderate 
and gentle, not exceeding the quantity that was necessary 
for agricultural and other purposes. Fiom that day to the 
31st. ultimo, however, the rain fell with little or no interims* 
itioii. and on the night of the latter day, the storm raged with 
its utmost violence ! With the morning or the 31st the gate 
gradually moderated, when it was found, that the damage in 
the Harbour was by no means equal to what had been ap- 
prehended !— We are concerned, however, to learn, that the 
Ships Eliza and Asia Felix drifted from their anchorage, and 
were wrecked ; the former on Cross Island* the latter off 
hlazagnn. The Eliza was insured to her full amount.— -A 
large Ketch, having ou board treasure, to a considerable a- 
mnu»t, belonging to native Banyans of this place, bound to 
Bhowuuggar, also drove and went down off Cross Island, 
lint we are happy to find (hat the principal part of tho money 
lias hern recovered. Another vessel, a Brig, was more fortu- 
nate; she dragged her anchors and rode over the reef of rocks 
which project N. E. from Butcher's Island without touching any 
thing, and brought herself up at safe anchor in good ground to 
leeward of (and protected by) the reef towards the neat’s 
tongue, feurli are the tidings that have reached us, with tbi» 
addition, that every ship in the Harbonr had sustained some 
loss in anchors and cables, or were otherwise injured ; that ma- 
ny vessels which had left it had been forced hack ; that 3 or 4 
Patlumnrs, it was feared, had foundered, and some lives had 
been lost. 

The inteiior of the Island presented a most melancholy and 
distressing picture. Trees were seen levelled in every direc- 
tion, many of w hich in their fall, had brought down the dwell- 
ings of their owners. It may not be uninteresting here to 
describe a most Providential circumstance, among, no doubt, 
litany which have not reached us. A Carriage in passing 
the road into Town on the morniug of the 3lst was struck a- 
bout the centre of the roof by a falling Coconut Tree, by 
which the vehicle was dashed to pieces, aud yet the Pas- 
senger, a respectable Parsce merchant, received but a slight 
blow on the hand, while the Coachman and horses escaped 
totally unhurt. 

Within the Fort, the Houses in general from being compos- 
ed of the most durable materials have gone uninjured, but a 
tew solitary Trees have bocu broken down, aud iu that num- 
ber, a very remarkable one near to the Charch gate, which 
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it is laid, has stood it* ground upwards of a century ; acir- 
eumstanc*, which among many others is a strong test of 
the violence of the late storm. 

The gale of November 1608 (which is fresh >'> our recollec- 
tion,) and which caused such extensive destruction to ltie 
ship Ming, was not inure severe, we are of .opinion, than the 
onr in question. '

The performance, which consisted of two farces, viz. 
The Midnight Hour, and My Landlady's Gown, com- 
menced upon the entrance of the Guwhrnor General and 
the Marchioness of Hastings, who, as usual, were warm- 
lv welcomed and greeted by a numerous and brilliant au- 
dience. A little after the rising of the curtain an unavoi^ 
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•hie incident prevented ns from witnessing the perform* 
arice ; but we learn, that it passed off with uncommon 
spirit and effect. We have heard the names of several of 
the performers mentioned in the most flattering terms oil 
the occasion, and the fair representative of Flora, we 
are glad to hear, was, beyond praise, happy in her part. 

The author of My Landlady's Gown, we suspect, was 
indebted to the Comedy of the Honeymoon , for so much of 
his plot as refers to the transformation of Dermot O' Finn 
into his Master Sir Pascal Paradox. At lea.'t, we im- 
mediately thought of the Duke Aranza and his man Jacyues. 
It gives us much pleasure to state, that our favorable antici- 
pations of the success of the amateur who made his debut 
in Dermot O'Finn were most delightfully fulfilled. He 
was the genuine laughter loving, quick, witty, good 
humoured Irishman, and never spoke, but a roar of the 
heartiest mirth and a round of louder applause testified 
his success. It was indeed a most surprising first ap- 
pearance, and evinced more of the ease, self-possession 
and stage effect knowledge of a Veteran than we could 
have at all calculated upon. His genuine brogue of itself 
was pure unadulterated nature; and gave great advantage 
in the part.

It now, however, appears almost beyond doubt, that in 
consequence of the great failure of the Indigo Crop in 
Oude, from the effects of bad weather, the above estimate 
is over-done by at least 18,000 maunds which will bring 
the produce of the season to an aggregate of about 
95,000 maunds. 


We are requested to notice, that owing to the rising of the Ri- 
vers, and bad state of the Roads on the Route from Bombay to 
Nagpore, fivb Presidency Mails, of the 7, 8, 9, 10 and 11 of Sept, 
arrived together at Nagpore on the 23d ultimo, whence they pro- 
ceeded with rae Mails of that day to Calcutta, and arrived on the 
night of the 4th instant, at the General Post Office.

On Friday evening His Excellency the Most Noble 
the Governor General gave a Dinner to the Persian 
Prince Futteh Ulek Khan, to which all the Civil and 
Military heads ot Departments were invited. Every per- 
son appeared in full costume. A little after 7 o'clock 
His Highness came to Government House, and alighted* 
at the private entrance, where he was received by a guard 
of Sepoys. 

On his entering the antechamber, the Marquess of 
Hastings embraced him, and led him to a chair, when 
the principal Civil and Military Gentlemen present had 
the honor of being introduced to His Highness. During 
dinner, the Band of H. M. 17th Regt. played many beau- 
tiful and appropriate airs. At 9 o'clock His Highness 
took his departure. The Prince on this occasion was 
dressed in a plain manner, wearing robes of white muslin 
only. 
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On Friday forenoon, the meeting* of Mercantile men, 
to which we adverted in our last, for the purpose of talcing 
into consideration the best mode of bringing- about an 
equalization of the duties on East and West India Sugars, 
took place at the office of J. Palmer, Esq, who was called 
to the Chair. The Chairman explained the object for 
which the meeting had been called, in a very able and 
clear manner ,• and proposed that those who were inter- 
ested in the East India trade here, should petition Parlia- 
ment to grant an equalization in the duties alluded to, 
without which there could be no fair competition be- 
tween the East and West trades. Drafts of Petitions were 
then read, and a Committee was appointed to prepare 
or select such a petition as might be deemed proper, for 
the attainment of the object of the 6 meeting. The Com- 
mittee, we understand, will meet to-day. 


The Madras Gazette of 28th ultimo, reached us yester- 
day. We see no mention made in it of a Subscription to- 
wards the relief of the distressed Irish ; so that we fear 
the laudable and benevolent endeavours of our contem- 
porary, the Courier , to excite sympathy in the good 
cause, have not been as yet crowned with that success on 
the Madras side of India, which might be wished. In 
Calcutta the Subscription, we are glad and we are proud 
to say, already exceeds 47,000 Rupees ! Let it be re- 
membered, that the contributions expected from the 
different corps, and stations of the Moffu&sil, are net 
included in this amount, which has been realized in Cal- 
cutta and its suburbs alone.

CORRESPONDENCE. 


TO THE EDITOR OF TIIE INDIA GAZETTE. 

Sir,— T read with surprise and uneasiness the passage 
giving above : — I k^ow the sentiments it contains to be 
most uii-cliristian like, -and think them to be most ab- 
surd. — should the rir/i Natives of Calcutta uuuiij'est 

a want ut benevolence in not sufficiently contributing to 
relieve the poor Irish, are the Europeans in India (caTling 
themselves Christians), in consequence, to refuse succour 
to the poor Natives when they be perishing for want of 
lood !— Whence did you acquire this abominal prin- 
ciple ? — It is m direct opposition to the precepts of Chris- 
tianity , and I do not think that either the Kora?/ or 
contain any thing so detestable (on the subject 
under consideration.)— More need not be said regarding 
this anti- scriptural l# this degrading principle : — its ab- 
surdity is no less gross — 

This quoted passage will appear equally absurd, whe* 
thcr considered in regard to the object f<u which it must 
be supposed to have been written or the accuracy of itg 
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assumption. — Benevolent Persons need no more than to 
be informed of the sufferings of their fellow creatures : to 
afford relief is to them the greatest possible gratification ; 
and assistance is to he obtained from sordid beings by 
complacent management not by force. — Do you think men 
are to he coersed into subscribing 1 — A Child will con- 
vince you of the absurdity of such thought: — all attempts 
to force an alteration in our inclinations necessarily streng- 
thens them ; — and consequently this most ill timed threat 
must tend to prevent rather than to procure subscrip- 
tions. — 

Next it is assumed, — That the Europeans her*, afforded] 
ready * hearty , and efficient measures ofuelief to the Sufferers' 
at Mucker gunge. This is a most extraordinary assertion !— 
The case of the Bakergunge Subscription, so far from 
being creditable to the Europeans of this Presidency, is, 
with the exception of the comparatively few Subscribers, 
and most particularly excepting t lie worthy Gentleman] 
who proceeded to the scene of suffering, a disgrace to the* 
European name! — On an occasion, where upwards of thirty 
thousand Human Beings were destroyed, and conseV f 
quently many times that number left to suffer every bodily 
distress to which human nature is subject, less than 

Rupees were subscribed by the European Inhabi- 
tants of Bengal ) And, this you call — “ efficient 
relief !*’ Now, Sir, what share of this sum do you think 
each surviving sufferer could receive; and, would your 
wants he satisfied with such efficient relief , were you desti- 
tute of House, Raiment and Food ? — You mny say— fr I 
am an European, and require costly Shelter, Clothes, and 
Food ; but the Sufferers at Backergunge were Mack fellows 
for whom any kind of Shelter, Raiment, atul Food is good 
enough. — You may now audaciously say so ; but will you 
dare so to speak on your death bed ? — Most assuredly 
not 1 — When about to appear before our Creator, we 
see our relative situation in a true light ! — We — but I 
will not write more o* tins part of the subject. I have 
experienced much pain in writing thus far ; and regret the 
cause of my writing ; but I thought it improper to let the 
noxious passage pass unnoticed. — 

So long as nominal Christians possess these unworthy 
principles, Christianity is not likely to make much progress 
in India; but genuine Christianity" must necessarily 
make converts ; it's spirit, it’s effects, are too engaging, 
too lovely not to produce the desired effect on most who 
Ajitness them ; and my Countrymen of whatever religl- 
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bu* persuasion, may rest satisfied, that although some 
Europeans, pretending to be Christians, may act on tire 
base principle here reprobated, so long as real Christiana 
remain in India, who possess the means of affording relief 
to the suffering fellow creatures, they wilt readily succour 
the distressed Natives, whetlier the sufferers be Chris- 
tian, Muhomedans, or Hindoos, and that without looking 
to any worldly recompense. 

In conclusion, I hope the passage in question was 
penned when something had clouded your understanding 
and deadened your feelings ; that you regret having 
written it, and that you will duly state that regret to tire 
Public. — I equally hojie that my Countrymen, C hristians, 
Mahumcdans, and Hindoos, on the present occasion will 
not manifest a want of humanity ; the greater tire 
amount of the Subscription, tire greater will be my joy ; 
—but it would be unreasonable to expect the two latter 
descriptions of persons to contribute equally with the 
former. —

The arrival of the French Ship A fancy, Capt. Gtezenec, 
from Bourdeaux the 26th June, was announced on Tues- 
day. The Agincourt, Capt. J. Maiion, from London 
1.4th April, was reported yesterday, ller passengers are 
From London: — Mrs. Mahon; ltevd. J. Richards; 
Ilevd. Wm. Maish ; Mr. John French, Free Merchant; 
Mr. George Forbes* Cadet. 

There have been also arrivals from the Eastward, for 
particulars our shipping list may be referred to. To-day 
the arrival of the Matilda , Capt. Marohant. from Mosam- 
bique 23d August* and Johanna 7th September, is the only 
one stated in the report. 

The following Mtfraots are from the Penang Gazette of 
the 31st August, and 4th and 7th September : — 

<f Penang, Aug. 31. — The Honorable Company’s Ships 
Buckinghamshire , Capt, F. Ai>A/tfs, and Macquecm , Capt. 
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James Walker, passed this Island on theiv route to Cbinf' 
oa the 12th instant, all jflrell. 

“ Late on Wednesday evening last, accounts werp 
brought front Mount Palmer, sent by the Jemadar at the 
Police Tan nah stationed there, that a Brig manned entirely 
with Europeans was laying aground within 1.00 yards pf 
•the Beach; at day-light the following morning, the H. C. 
Schooner Sylph, with two large cargo boats were dispatch- 
ed to her relief. We have since learnt from tbc Supracargo 
(Mr. Prince), who arrived in town yesterday morning, 
that it is the American Brig Anne, 106 days from Salem ; 
the Commander mistaking Pulo Bittong for Pulp Tpcoose, 
had borne pp in the thick hazy weather, which has pre- 
vailed for these several days past, and ran the vessel 
far in the mud before it was noticed. Before the 
Supracargo left the Brig, the Sylph and boats had arrived, 
and as the weather has moderated, considerably, it is 
hoped she will be got off with little damage and may ha 
expected in the harbour during the day. 

" Penang, Sept.. 4. — The If. C. Ship Sir David Scott , 
W. Hunter, Esq. Captain* left the harbour op Monday 
morning fpr China. 

“ We have much satisfaction in stating that the Ameri- 
can brig Anne, reported in our last, to be on shore on the 
West side of the island, has been got pff and came into 
the harbour on Saturday afternoon. On examination, it 
appears, that she has not suffered any damage, 

“ Penang , Sept. 7-i-rOn Wednesday evening, came into 
the harbour, the ship Wellington, Capt. E. Maxwell, from 
Calcutta the 17th ultimo. The H. C. Ship Earl of BaZ- 
C arras, P. Cameron, Esq. Captain, from Calcutta the 21st 
Ultimo, anchored in the harbour late on Thursday evening/’ 

" Yesterday forenoon Mr. Macalirtkr landed (from the 
Bakarras) at the Jetty, under the customary honours. 
We are concerned to state, that the infant son of Mr. 
Macalister, died at sea during the voyage. 

“ The H. (I. Ship London is reported to sail this day, in 
prosecution of her voyage. The brig Stonharq, from Cal- 
cutta, passed the Island on Thursday." 

The weather for the last 48 hours has been exceeding- 
ly disagreeable, rainy and gloomy. We trust it will 
Hot continue so many hours longer, and that this un- 
pleasant change is the immediate precursor of cold dry 
weather. We have heard of little or no news, general qp 
4qca1, for t^e las{ three days. 
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On Monday last* the Persian Prince Futter Ulee Khan 
^vent up tp Barrackporc, on a vigit to His Excellency jhe 
Marquess of Hastings. During His Highness's stay 
there, his Lordship gratified him with a sight of a Steam 
Engine, which seemed to excite his admiration, and to 
afford lum much pleasure. His Highness returned to 
town this morning, apparently impressed with a deep 
£ense of his Lordship’s kind attention and hospitality. 


There was a launch yesterday at Fort Gloster, and not- 
withstanding, the unfavorable state of the weaher, the 
party assembled from Calcutta to view the spectacle, 
were highly gratified by the beautiful style in which 
the .Ship glided off the stocks about 2 o'clock, P. M. The 
Ship, which is a perfect model of naval architecture and 
does the greatest credit to the artist Mr. Davis, was 
christened the James Colvin. This ceremony was per- 
formed by Captain Snomgrass, of the 4th llegt. N. I. 
After which, a party sat down to an excellent dinner, 
where success was drank to the James Colvin, aud the 
fatigues of the day amply compensated for in a flowing 
bowl. 

The remarks which we made in the India Ggzette qf 
the 3d Instant, expressive of our disappointment at not 
seeing more Natives at the meeting which was held at 
the Town Hall on the preceding day, and of our hope 
that the Natives generally would contribute to lessen the 
distress of their Irish fellow-subjects have, if we may 
judge from the letter signed A Native, in our Cor- 
respondence department, of to-day, hurt the feelings of 
some, members of the Native. Community. We are sorry 
if thLs is really the case, and can assure the respectable 
Natives of Calcutta, that our observations, however blunt- 
ly thrown out, were intended rather to rouse their atten- 
tion, than to excite their anger. So much for the 
respectable Natives of Calcutta, we come now to 
those whom we cannot allow to be in that honorable 
class, at the head of whom wc beg our Correspondent 
A Native to take his place without loss of time. 
His letter we lyive given exactly as we received it, 
though the production is below Criticism, its spirit 
evident. We can do mAhing but smile at the 
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inferences drawn respecting puirselves/ but when w* 

tcfftl that the case of the Backergungfc Subscription 
eo far from being creditable to the Europeans of this Pre- 
Bideucy, is "A Disgrace to the European Name! I !~ 
*We hasten' to express our indignation at this black calum- 
niator's contempt of truth, lest we should be supposed 
to silently approve of such a deliberate libel upon the 
Europeans, who ltindly contributed according to their 
means, to relieve thousands, who comparatively received 
but little aid from their Countrymen. We will not say 
that the conduct of the wealthy Natives or the poorer 
Natives of the Presidency in the Backergunge case, was 
a disgrace upon the Native name , but we would suggest to 
Natives the propriety of their not forcing Europeans to 
make comparisons between Native, and European liberality, 
even upon that one occasion, lest they should say with 
Dogbery that “ Comparisons are odorous. 1 ’ For the few 
Natives who have kindly come forward in aid of the Irish 
Charity, we, in common with the generality of the 
European Community feel grateful} to those who have 
kept back — preferring to expend thousands upon the 
festivals and orgies of Doorgah Poojab, we have no right 
to say any thing. If they consider the Nautches a better 
field to exert their munificene in, than a vast space of 
Country covered with the dead and the dying — they have 
their religion on their side, and he who is intrenched 
behind a religious barrier is admirably fenced in, even 
against the reproaches of suffering humanity. 

By the joint philanthropy of Natives and Europeans— - 
it is, however, delightful to observe, what a large fund 
has been raised in Calcutta for the poor forlorn suffering 
children of Erin. The amount it will be seen by a 
reference to the subjoined list already exceeds, fifty three 
thousand Rupees! In producing such an aggregate for 
the relief of human misery. Natives and Europeans have 
nobly united, and may they ever be thus united in what- 
ever 1ms improvement or benevolence for its basis. We 
refer our readers also to the proceedings of the Committee 
of Irish relief, on the 15th and 16th instant, and the sub- 
joined letters of the Chairman, by which it will be seen, 
that the Christian Pastors of Calcutta, of whatever deno- 
mination, Episcopalian, Presbyterian* Catholic or Inde- 
pendent, have kindly volunteered their services in the 
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good cause. Charity sermons are to be preached at the 
several places of worship at the Presidency in the follow* 
ing order. 

By the Reverend Doctor Bryce at St. Andrew's Kirk, 
in the forenoon of Sunday next the 20th Instant. 

By the Reverend Mr. Hill at the Union Chapel, on the, 
evening of the same day. 

By the Revered Vicar Fre Manoel Da Santa Thereza,' 
at tiie Chapel of N ossa Senhora De Rosario, on the fore- 
noon of the 27th Instant, — and 

By the Reverend D* Corrie at the Cathedral, on the 
forenoon of the 3d proximo. It is proper to observe that 
the last mentioned Reverend Gentleman expressed his 
intention of preaching a Charity Sermon several days 
ago, to which circumstance we alluded in our last. On 
his return from Barrackpore, where he had gone for 
thangc of air, he fixed on the day specified for carrying 
his benevolent intentions into effect.

That your Petitioners are extensirely engaged in tlie tiatlc of 
the East ladies. 
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That your Petitioned understand that it has been proposed 
to your Honorable Home to remove the restrictions which have 
hitherto confined the trade of the West India Colodtes to the 
Mother Country, and that Bills have been ordered to be brought 
in to extend the Cobmtnrcihli'inferco^rse of those Colonies wiili 
the United States of America, trith Independent Spanish America, 
And the Continent of Europe, 

That your Petitioners Are cofdial .Friends to fevery measure, 
which 'Proceeding oh fair and inipaitial grounds, has for its 
principle the removal of those restrictions, which aft the present 
moment fetter the Commerce of this Country. 

That your Petitioners* actuated by these sentiments, indulge a 
confident hope that your Honorable Home will not confine its 
views to the West India Colonies, hut that consistently with the 
same sound Commercial principles, the East India Trade, the 
lSritiSb Empire in India, and the people of the United Kingdom, 
will be forthwith relieved from the burden of the protecting duty 
of tep shillings perctvt. on Sugars imported from the East Indies, 
over and above the duty levied on Sugars imported from the 
West; Indies. 

That your Petitioners must consider the measure now in pro- 
gress, unless accompanied with such relief, tube partial in it* 
operation, and therefore fraught with injustice to them, to the 
population of .British India, to nil persons in any manner con- 
nected with it, and to the United Kingdom in general. 

That when the said protecting duly was granted with a view of 
securing a preference in the home market to the West India 
Planters/ the main argument employed in defence of the measure 
was, their being excluded from foreign market ; with the ex- 
ception of Ports South of Cape Finisterre, under certain regu- 
lations ; that now therefore, when the range of the world is 
afforded them for the sale of their produce and the purchase of 
their- supplies, this preference should cease.

To the 
Committee of Relief the greatest praise is clue, for the 
^eal they have shewn and the personal trouble they have 
undergone since they were formed/ With the fullest sense 
of this, we are sure that the other members of the Com- 
mittee have felt with us; that to the unwearied solicitude 
of tbeir distinguished Chairman in the cause of suffering 
humanity, and to : his personal influence, widely and daily 
exerted, words cannot do justice. Were we to give ut- 
terance to all that We feel, when we think of the active, 
warm arid kind interest which the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee has taken in the work of charity, we might per- 
haps hurt a delicacy of mind for which we have the high- 
est respect. We cannot, however, omit expressing a 
hope, that some means may be taken of letting his poor 
countrymen at home know how much they owe to the 
indefatigable beneficence of Sir Francis Macnaohtrn. 

The Reverend Doctor Bryce (as we mentioned he 
would in our last) preached a Sermon yesterday morning 
at the Kirk, in aid of the Irish sufferers. The-* text wa« 
taken from the 34th verse of the XIII. Chapter .of the Gos- 
pel of Saint John : 

* A new command tuent I give unto you, that you love 
one another ; as i have lov.nl you, that ye also love dne 
another.' 

The Preacher commenced his discourse by stating 
generally how emphatically charity had been ordained as 
cine of the first human duties by our Saviour Jesus Christ. 
He proceeded to make a comparison between the ancient 
Jews, Pagans, and Christians ; arid forcibly pointed out 
the great difference in theory and practice between each 
as respected conduct in general, anti charity in particular. 
He' then entered into a view of the effects .of Christian 
charity on morals 5 and concluded by making a mo?t 
powerful and pathetic appeal td the compassion of those 
who heard him in favor of our fellow men and fellow 
Christians of Ireland. * Could any one listen to such a 
beautiful appeal to the best feelings of the . heart, nn- 
jnoved ? he would be a greater object of pity than those 
starving beings f nr whom the worthy pastor of; St. An- 
drews so ably and Tin press! vely roused the sympathy of 
his congregfetioft. W? particularly admired a passage in 
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. hi* discourse, in which he, alluded to the effects of Charity 
on the Hindoo and the Mussulman, who no longer viewed 
the sacred Ganges, or the shrines of Mecca, as its limits* 
but joined their Christian brethren in solacing the afflic- 
tions of their fellow creatures in a far distant land, fyc 
regret our disability to give the passage itself as it was 
delivered ; ami now that our reflexions have. bgqn so par- 
ticularly culled to a consideration of the pplnt, we do 
think that there is something allied to sublimity x:i 
knowing that a pour sou of Erin, has his cup replenished 
by the philanthropy of a native of Hjudoo^an. If such 
a spirit should spread, it must humanise the whole 
earth, and give mankind the reality of that golden age for 
which so i pan y millions haye sighed in ages of violence, 
war and rapine. The congregation was pot so nu- 
merous as one might expect. The Uon’blp Sir Francis 
Macnaghtjsn was present. 

The Reverend T. Marshwan, we Iparn, has. volunteered 
to preach a Charity Sermon, for the distressed Irish at 
Serumporc; ami the Honorable. Colonel E r efting, t.ie 
Governor of the Settlement, haying, humanely given his 
consent to the measure, Dr. IMars^iman will put his bene- 
volent intention m execution ;v.t the D$urish Church ou^ 
Sunday next, the instant.. 

Late as was the hour of our return, lpst night, after 
hearing the Reverend Mr. H^l preach a, Charity Sermon* 
for the suffering children of Erin, we could not reconcile it, 
to our feelings, of Christian cbmtesy, much less of Chris- 
tian gratitude, to pass oyer his uncommonly meritorious 
eftirt Qf miml and heart for the furlprn* the famished, and 
the dcgolaite,— -in silence. 

Tlie. Reverend Gentleman began the service by reading 
the XI. Chapter, of the Apts of the Apostles. The three 
last verses, qf which were peculiarly appropriate to the 
melancholy occasion* which assembled., the exceedingly 
numerous congregation to whom, the Chapter was read — 

. *• And there stnod^up one of them named Agabus, and 
iignilied by the spirit that, there should be great dearth 
throughout all the world which came to pass in the days 
of Claudius Caesar. 

Then the disciples, every iqan, according, to his ability, 
determined to send relief unto the 'brethren which dwelt in 
Judea: 

Which also they did, and sent it to. thep fillers by the 
hands of Barnabas and Saul/' 
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The text wag from the let Epistle General of John, ttffl 
.Chapter, and 17th verse — 

" But whoso hath this world’s good, anti aeeth his bro- 
ther have need, attd shptteth up his bowels of rompastidu 
from him, how dweileth the tove of God in him V 1 

We have no time to give even an abstract of the senfc 
of the admirable discourse delivered by tha Revd. Alt', 
Hill — no time to dwell with the admiration We experi- 
enced at the time when he, as it were, made ns acquainted 
with a reason to be proud of our being, which we felt 
not before, by calling our attention to the creation Of 
the world — and that impressive pause which the Omnipo- 
tent made when after creating all things lie said* * Let 
us make van in pur image after our likeness.' We 
may imagine, said the Reverend Gentleman, the feelings 
of an earthly potentate, were he to hear that his image 
had been trampled upon contemptuously by rebels. From 
this he passed in a rapid manner to a supposition of what 
the feelings of the Deity might be conceived to be — at 
beholding his image Kan trampled under* and delivered 
over to the tyranny of poverty and disease. 

In impressing upon his audience, that it was not the 
amount of worldly contributions, but the sacrifice made 
by the individual from his means, which found favor 
in the eye of heaven ; the preacher impressingly referred 
his hearers to the history of the poor widow who cast in 
her two mites into the treasury, and the sublime sacrifice 
of all that was dear to human nature, which the Pat- 
riarch Abraham offered to np&ke. The Reverend Gen- 
tleman then founded his eloquent appeat' in favour of those 
distressed objects for whose sake he stood up so power- 
fully, on these grounds — as Men, as Britons, and as Chris- 
tians. We have a reluctance in slurring over what touched 
our feelings so directly, but time and circumstances 
us. The Reverend Gentleman painted the moving situa- 
tion of a drowning man making signs for help in a deep and 
broad river. Could there be, (asked he) any one standing 
upon .the bank, beholding that distressed, imploring being, 
and not plunge in to give him help ? From the agony of 
the individual j the Christian orator passed to the tre* 
mendous vial of afflictions poured upon a whole nation, 
The preacher in appealing to ins audience in favour of the 
distressed Irish, as Britons became very animated,— 'and 
judging from our own personal experience at the mo- 
ment, he touched the chords of human sympathy with 
the energy and pathos of a Master. He warmed 
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eetings of his > 'fc4diehc&j hi tlie first instance, vqrygra* 
dually i; — and then all at <?nca electrified them by pro- 
fjwuiveing, iri glowing language, the names of men dear 
In Ireland and human nature. Farther, ' however, we 
.must not permit our pen to go. We are conscious of hav- * 
ing given put a very lame idea'to dur .readers of what 
waa done at two * Christian temples yesterday in aid of 
human wretchedness, but we judged it better to attempt 
giving even a very desultory and general idea, than nokie 
cit nil. Some on the subject of Irish distress may think 
us prolix. We l\ad rather at any time be considered more 
Aedious than; unfeeling r

of the settler ; the water-melon has covered the k>wly roof ■ of 
shed with iu broad spreading leaves ; the bread. fruit, the manioc, 
the betel, the yam, and thousands of others are springing fresh 
from earth ; and last, though not least, the mighty master of tbi s»— 
Man himself, has }earpt, that bis best interest is in the exercise tit 
patient industry ; he is hound to the soil which his labour has cut* 
jtivated by a thousand ties, whwjh JiJte the tendrils of the climbing 
jasmine -sweeten while they aftachbitr to his home. Morn dawns 
hut ? to call him to a ' repetition of 1 ms labour it is true, but whew 
evening comes M rejoicing, in feet toyeliness/* that heart must b« 
cold indeed whjph does Udt fejii srejl the labour in repaid by 
the rest.

This is no £ctiop, where we hourly pee the wild Malay and the 
Chinese rearing their bufs> .ajmfdjsi the solitude of the forest and 
labouring severely, Without may taskmasters, but the desire of 
procuring comforts; vyemay suppose Ibejn to feel something like 
this though they do pot eUptess it* ^ - 

These are scenes which do not often pceur in life ; it falls to 
the lot of few of us to witufess^ihem, and ibey are. scenes of that 
mature which alike affect our feelings as men and as Britons as 
men to behold new resources opened for the supply of the wants 
and luxuries of buy fellow creature*, and as Britons to behold our 
Bag wave over a settlement bhieb by almost commanding the prim 
ci pie routes to, China Insures ut Sn advantage >a a market which 
comprehends at least' one. fourth of the population of the globe.* 
Placed oh a rich soil and in a picturesquely beautiful position, in 
the centre of a fine strait which is ope vast harbour, and surrounded 
by fertile though yet UscuVtivated tractS of land, this little spot 
bids fair to' become one day a vast commerical and agricultural 
establishment, — plrbapa inferior only to Galentt*. Its central posi. 
tion with respect to jlndia, China, Java and the Eastern Islands, 
assures this; and independent of its physical advantages, it can 
but derive some and perhaps no little accession of strength from its 
moral ones- It will be no trifling circumstance that it offers a go- 
vernment “ where all are equal before the law,” in the midst of 
countries where law is unknown, and thus becomes a city of refuge 
where there was none to save, and an altar to freedom where all 
had bowed to slavery. Buck, spots are, io use the emphatic lan- 
guage of J Burke, “ the green sod of theJvsl on which the eye loves 
to rest after wandering over the rough landscape pf human life." 

If the future eivilicat»onnf;4bat oppvomed but numerous class of 
our fellow men who inhabit thlk interesting portion of the globe bo 
accomplished, it must l>* by free- establishments, aiming not at 
empire, seeking for no patronage but having,. a just and due puli, 
tical influence over the surrounding states, sufficient to confront, 
but not to debase them; tbisfWith an. guresirained commercial in- 
tercourse, must be the baslffdf: nut prosperity and of their civi- 
lization. The l>utch do not civilise ;;they trample on the Na- 
lives; they are anation yet faltered by the ancient rules of our 
intercourse with the Malay nations : —a tale which wants only 
records aud magnitude to place it by the side of those of the new 
world, 
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Tko preference given to ns by the Natives is well known, and it 
arises from their conviction of tbe Superiority of our moral character 
to that of our Batavian rival*: of this no better proof can be given 
than in the revolts in the Moluccas in 1817, which had nearly epded 
in tbe expulsion of the Dutch from those Islands ; the bravh but 
unfortunate islanders not only fought under an English flag, hat 
constantly declared their intention of placing themselves under the 
protection of the British, 

The Dutch. — Political faith is said to have no existence, and these 
people have certainly shown that political modesty has none with 
them.' With an impudence exceeding the bounds, of credibility, 
they not only claimed the New ftettlemeat, but one of their Gover- 
nors, threatened U drire usttwityfromi*. This is a specimen of w hat 
they would do: it remains td bd aeen what they will do, or rather 
what they will be allowed to do, forth# question is reduced to whe- 
ther we are to MlowthemfcJ dHwa us from a valuable mart for our 
manufactures, and under sh^sama iiretext from every part of the In- 
dian ArchepiTugo or apt*" &#d tbia »f returnibr the constant assist- 
ance afforded in Europe, and the gift of the 

Island of Java, the l|r^€oWnyi» the world, and one which an- 
nually remits a hot vh a Wtillion of guild era to the mother country. 

But there exists a partyirtDllieh at home who, prosing on these 
questions, sgy f w but ths Du^h bave Aright to thin Colony ; it is 
included In their frWrty with the Native Princess." If it be a ques- 
tion of right, that trench right* as ate recognised betwixt the civi- 
lixed nations of Bu¥b|ie r w«hivye none of Us a right to It, for the 
Dutch treaty is in all probability forged Orextorted by force, and in 
l this case, we too ‘hare a tre&ty Which rests oa much clearer grounds 
^on the voluntary ee^slohxof that part of the Island by the reigning 
Prince, in consideration bfd monthly stipend, it may bo called a 
rent. But this dhee not Appear lame to be she ground on which 
,the best righto of either party ctre founded, Tor that will bro- 
bably be found in the following proposiilon^vis. that men having 
ell an equal share iti tbe fruits of the earth, those in whose pait 
population is most dense and the means of subsistence fewer, 
have a natural right to a Share of those parts, where these means 
are found to be more plentiful. 

With this view of tbe subject, we ha?ve an equal right with our 
neighbours, and to if we may add that of priority of occupation, 
and the right derived from the necessity of assuring ourselves of a 
guarantee against the interruption of owrChina trade, which for 
a century past has been an eye sore to every nation in Europe. Our 
national character too would &nfler.ne httfe degradation iu the eyes 
of the Natives, were w% J tox»'b.init(to this demand, which tbe Dutch 
have insolently trumpeted throughout the Archipelago, to say no- 
rthing of the circumstance of an apparent deceit in flist hoisting and 
then abandoning oihfflag. Surely* with these considerations, his 
Majesty's MiBiatere camwift. ^hr a moment contemplate the aban- 
donment of this impprtaaf v CoHH»y.^ Surely, at un epoch when 
the distress of all classes has sb 'for reached , its maximum, that 
such men as Mn Brougham; Micafdo, and others have declared, 
they almost despair of being aids^ effect any permanent ameliora- 
tion, it cannot surely be at shefb^a epoch that we abandon a most 
valuable mart for our goods* and an important key to our Eastern 
commerce ; and to whom ? to the very ffeople who after enormous 
efforts on our part in their cause, take advantage of our too well- 
known weakness, to extort from us by bullying or cajolement what 
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they dare not and cannot get by otbermeans. There is u something . 
too much of this,” and those who kuow the relative situation of oug ' 
interests and the deep share which we have at stake will say 
at once “ that the Minister who abandons Si n gap o or should bo 
impeached !" 

If we do not secure ourselves a mart, we shall end by being

Yonr readers will observe that Ai#. J Davy had satisfied himself 
that the Snake Catchers do actually axhridt^be Cobra de Capell* 
without extracting his fangs^ and that they will venture to han- 
dle them u when just taken.” . These are points which 1 recollect 
were much debated in the JoOupal a year or two ago. 

Dr. Davy's Opinion that the Poison attach kind of Snake is 
different and peculiar,” and that w When fully investigated the 
effects of each will be found to require a different mode of treat- 
ment” are highly deserving of atfontfon. They are completely at 
variance with the dponida expressed by MK 0oag, who was led 
by his experiments to conclude that* the nature of the Poison of 
all Serpents was the same* and cos^quenftly to be removed by the 
same means.” — As* Baa. Vol» 6, p. 100. Accordingly Mr. B. re- 
commends a plan of treatment with the specific view of oxygena- 
ting ihe blood. Dr. ;Oayy speaks with hesitation, and ratlier with 
slight of the good affects pf v^tile alkali (eau-de-luce) in curing 
the bite of Snakes.- In ibis opinion he will not be foljowed by 
those who have witnessed the results of its use in Bengal; indeed, 
there is room to believe that he greatly underrated the force of the 
4 >;bra de Cspello’e Poison, from taring made his experiments with 
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a Snukenotin full vigour, atad therefore thought less of tl& raedt- 
Ktiws which hrid been exhibited chiefly in the case of persons bitten’

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ATTACK NEAR SOOKSAGOR. 

A letter from Kishnagur, dated the 17th instant states lliat the 
.Servants of Mr, Henry lmfuch had just arrived at that place, ai*4 
had brought information that his Boat was attacked bv about 
twenty-five persons, who came in another Boat, near the village of 
Muddea,a little below Sooksagor, at about T o'clock in the evening 
of Tuesday last, who sunk the Boat they had attacked, and though 
the Servants saved themselves by swiming, yet no tfhcee had beeu 
found of Mr. f mlach ; and from^fche depositions of the Servants, 
which were made on oath, there appeared no probability of Lis 
having escaped. 

It is at least to be hoped that the Government will direct an 
enquiry into this villainous transaction, so near to the very seat of 
power ; and authorize a suitable reward for the detection of the 
miscreants. The active Magistrate of that Marion has taken that 
interest in the affair which becomes a zealous Public Servant ; but, 
ns the occasion itself is an extraordinary' one, so we think extra- 
ordinary means should be taken to trace out the perpetrators of the 
crime and bring them to condign punishments. 

We observe among the Advertisements that a Reward of 5,000 
Rupees is authorized to be paid, by Colonel -Imlach, the Auditor 
General, through liis Attorney, Mr. Trebeck ; but independently 
of the interest which the Family and Friends of the Deceased 
must naturally feel id discovering the barbarous authors of such 
an outrage, the Guardians of the State cannot be less interested iu 
aiding and facilitating such discovery for tbes-ikr of Public Justice 
and the iuterests of the community at large . — Calcutta Journal. 


MURDER OF MR. IMLACH. 

In addition to the particulars already published respecting the 
murderous attack on the boat of Mr. Imlach, we insert below a 
detail of all that can he collected lespecting this diabolical affair 
by one who has taken some pains to investigate it: — 

41 I have endeavored to comprehend and imbody all the pat titu- 
lars, yet there are still some on which 1 am not sufficiently informed. 
Enough however is known to convince me that Imlach’s death was 
not the effect ol‘ accident , but the result of a deeply laid and 
desperately executed plot. The conspirators were, I have no 
doubt, very correctly informed of all Mr. lmlach's movements in 
Calcutta, either by corrupting his servants, or by means of some 
secret agent employed by themselves. They knew the time when 
be quitted the Presidency, — by what comeyanoe lie went— the 
number of his attendants— and whether or not any of the latter 
were armed, 1 saw Mr. Imlach on Saturday evening, the 12th, 
mid lie then said his intention was to attend the Supreme <ourt on 
Monday morning, to transari £ome law business, .and, that done im- 
mediately afleiwaide to embark for Moiigunge. I should suppose 
be did so, as by the evening of the 15th, he was near Suoksaugoi, 
the place whore he was ; so attroc.iously attacked. 

From the statements of Sheik Buxoo, and Kin d* Buxsli, two of 
^ Inrlacirs servants, Who escaped by sw'imming, it appears that 
^'"ibout seven o'clock in the evening of the »5fh, when neat the vil- 
lage of Mendia, a place of little note, s<tuaird a little below Sook- 
saugor, a boat came hastily up and almost immediately ran along 
aide the PHiipsway, in witielt Mr. Imlach was, and boarded her. 
The aggressors who were armed with bludgeons, or short sticks, &c. 
commenced a furious ami instantaneous attack on the servants, who 
it is reasonable to conclude, from the known character and dispw 
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sltion of servants in this country, would, on, the very first view of 
their calamity, be confused and terror-struck. T*he number of the as- 
sailants, as stated by the two servants, was twenty-five; but when' 
we recollect that Tuesday evening, was rainy, and at seven o'clock 
extremely dark, it is scarcely probable that in the midst of that 
dread and confusion which' is ever more or less general during a 
nocturnal attack, and with, little chance of escape fioin a violent 
death, either in Bnxoo or Kbodah Buxsh shonld have possessed 
sufficient energy", .hardihood, or presence of mind at the lime, to 
enable them to look on deliberately at these desperadoes for the 
purpose of counting them. 

“ This part of the story therefore is at least doubtful, though whe- 
ther there were 25, or 250, or twice that number, is in my opinion 
of little consequence ; as whether few or many, they effected their 
object. It is not said whether any questions were asked, an to 
whom the Paunsway belonged, or who w as in it, which,, in common 
cases, when we are in searth of a person, is usual and customary; 
but without any sort of conference or any shew of uncertainty, the 
assailants suddenly and fearlessly pulled alongside, boarded the 
Paunsway, and by simultaneously jumping on the side of ihehoat, 
swampvd her. Most probably , as the evening was wet, Mr. Imlach 
was under the chopper ; and if he was, while the wairi was rush- 
ins in, could not extricate himself ; but the servants know nothing of 
this, nor do they say what became of him, or indeed whether they 
saw him at all, either djiring ibe attack or urany lime afterwaids. 
The aggressors, it appears, made no attempt to plunder ; nor did 
any conversation pass, or any part of their conduct indicate such a 
design ; but they called out to each other to strike at and prevent 
the escape of any one, meaning Iheieby not only to destroy Mr. 
Imlach, but the servants also, as the escape of any of them might 
lead to a discovery. 

“Mr. Imlach had with him in Bank Notes the sum of 2,500 Us. re- 
ceived on the 14th from the house of Palmer and Co. yet as no 
search was commenced, or any manifestation given of such an 
intent, the object of the attack cfruld not have been plunder. 
Revenge however is a powerful passion, and when strongly excited, 
who can tell when it will stop or what will be the consequence*. 
The Malays will run a-Muck ; the Africans will years after an out- 
rage avr u;e themselves. The Italians, Spaniards and Portuguese 
are mote prompt in their measures, and so are the French and. some 
other nations ; yet all aie vindictive. 

“The natives of Bengal, though supple and accomodating, are ne- 
vertheless sensible of injuries ; and, if opportunity serves, will have 
their revenue ; audit is to this ungovernable spirit of frantic vin- 
dictiveness that I ascribe the death of Mr Imlach It is well known, 
not only at Moisgnnge but at the Sudder station and at every 
place in the vicinity of Nudea, that between Mr. Imlach and a man 
*>f some influence and possessed of property as well as power, a dead- 
ly hatred existed ; their disputes were of long standing, and arose, 
as I am informed, from a clashing of interests. Indigo manufactu- 
rers are seldom at peace ; and some, I am obliged to say, bv in* 
cioachments and unjustifiable conduct in various ways, hate them- 
selves to think foi it. flis adversary had been haishlv li rated; 
he had appealed to the rowfs of justice, wheie after a lapse ol LiuLe 
— he gained no ledress”*******

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IMMOLATION AT HOWRAH. 

To the Editor of the Journal . 

Sir,— K nowing that you are a Philanthiop^t, I beg leare to 
inform you that directly opposite to Fort William, and not above 
100 yards to the south ward of the late Mr. Willia'm Jones’s dwellii g 
house at Seebpore, on Monday morning at guu-fire, a widow, the 
mother of a large family, was put on a pile of combustible*, and 
burned to death, attended with circumstances of cruelty at which 
human nature shudders, which 1 shall endeavour to describe partly 
as seen by myself and as informed by others 

On Friday the 11th instant, about noon, an old Brahmin died 
and at the time of his death was possessed of considerable riches’ 
and had 2 wives, one of whom was many years younger than the 
other, and by each of these wives he had a large family of children, 
boys and girls, now living. The moment this man expired, his eldest 
son, heir to all his property, posted'ofT (o AUypore, and applied to 
C. R. Harwell, Esq. Magistrate of the suburbs of Calcutta, fora 
licence to burn his own mother and his stepmother, with the body of 
liis father; but it appears Mr. Harwell then granted a licence for 
one wife , the eldest, to be burned only . Confident, however, that by 
another application leave would be obtained to burn the other wife 
also, the pile was raised and every preparation made to burn them 
both on the following day at noon ; but at the hour of noon on Sa- 
turday no licence from Mr. Harwell for the destruction of the 
younrest woman had arrived, and no licence was granted during 
the whole of that day. 

The news of this rather novel circumstance soon spread along 
Seebpore and Howrah, and thousands of people all of descrip lions 
were assembled to learn the paiticulars, and many of them and to 
me the family a d Brahmin friends of the deceased voluntarily 
confessed, that c» her both wives must be burned, or neither' of them 
could be huniid as the one for whom the licence was obtained had 
declared that she i vault! not be burned alone. 

On Sunday, i iren instances remained just the same as on Sa- 
turday, for Mr Haiwell was inflexible, and no licence to burn 
the youngest wife could they obtain from him, notwithstanding 
they used every ari, artifice, and invention, which the craft and 
running of a Brahmin could conceive. 

On Sunday, as on Saturday, eiowds of people were iu attendance 
f»om morning till ni^ lit, and to all the Europeans who enquired 
the declaration of the deceased’s family, and the attending Biahmin 
were the same, that the one wile could not be burned alone, she 
having dissented therefrom, and great hopes began now to be en- 
tertained by the humr'te that Mr. Harwell’s firmness would save 
them both; but the poor creatures were all this time, from the 
moment their husband had breaLhed bis last, on Friday at noon 
kept locked up and not allowed to taste a motsel of victuals of 
any description, and the hope which had breu entertained of their 
beiug saved from the flames, was greatly damped bv the fear that 
both would he starved to death by their merciless keepeis. 

On the following morning, Monday the <J4th instant, at gun lire 
notwithstanding the previous repeated- acknowledgements and con- 
fessions of the attending Brahmin and the family and ft lends of 
the deceased, that they conld not burn the one wife alone, at that 
•elected peiiud when they thought few eyes would be open to 
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view their proceedings, the elder woman was dragged from her 
prison of starvation, made to mount the pile and clasp the putrid 
carcase of her so long deceased husband in her arms, the stench from 
which at that time was intolerable. Two thick ropes, previously 
prepared, were then passed over the bodies, and iwn long lexers of 
bamboo, crossing each other, were likewise employed to pinion 
her down, the uncensumed four ends of vi hich are still to be seen 
on the spot. 

All things being thus arranged, the eldest son and heir, who was 
to succeed to the property, set fire to the pile, which speedily burnt 
and consumed his own mother, and at this act it is said that he trium- 
phantly exulted ! 

The other poor woman being still in confinement, end no nourish- 
ment supplied, is now seized with deleriumyand a few hours more 
will no doubt end her existence also, actually starved to death . 

Who are they, who cancead this statement without being filled 
with horror aud disgust ? And who are they, who can with ease 
avert and prevent similar occurrences, who ought to hesitato 
a moment ?

Whereas it has been represented to me, that certain Inrii vl- 
duttls, (probably ignorant of the Laws of the Colony,'! have 
proposed to • onvene Public Meetings, for the discussion of 
Public Measun s, and Political Subjects, contrary to the Law 
and usage of this Place ; I deem it, therefore, necessary 
thus, public!*, to notify, that all Meetings so convened, are 
contrary to Law, and that evety Peison who attempts to 
convene any Meeting or Assemblage of such nature, without 
my sanction' and authority, or the aulhoiity of the Chief 
Local Magistinic, in distant Districts, where the object of 
such Meeting may be of so urgent a natuie, that my authority 
and sanction cannot be obtained, or any Person attending 
such uiisaiictioiicd Meetings, is guilty of a high Misdemeanour, 
and is severely punishable for such Offence ; — and 1, moreover, 
hereby warn all Persons who may* notwithstanding* lie 
induced io convene, or attend* any such Public Meeting, that 
the Local Authorities have been authorised and requited to 
disperse ihe Name, and alter the promulgation of these Pre- 
sents, to airest and bring to Justine, all and every Individual 
w ho shall infringe the ancient Laws and Usages of the Co- 
lony entrusted to my care. 

And, whereas certain ignorant, malevolent, or designing 
Persons, have thought proper to assert and insinuate that 
the Governor of this Colony is not duly made acquainted 
with the Petitions oi Complaints preferred by those who feel 
llieimtelve# aggrieved, or who have occasion to address me, 
as Ihs Majesty \s Representative, on their respective cases 
and interests, I do, there lore deem it ndviseablc to acquaint 
all Persons, that in no instance is any Petition, Memorial, or 
Letiei, addressed io ibis Government, which does not come 
under my immediate cognizance, or ,s in which the Older 
is suit given under my own Hand ; and that in most instances, 
the uoutraiy supposition in alone adduced, to rover language 
and expressions which could not he tolerated, if addressed 
immediately to His Majes y’s Representative, without offence 
to IheXaus, inthisca.se piovided 
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Ab(] I do, hereby. further foake known, that participating’ 
most anxiously, and sincerely, in the distress which has been! 
unavoidably felt, from the total failure of two successive Har- 
vests, and various other causes, by sucli of my Countrymen a£ 
sought ait asylum in thhs Settlement, in the year 1&20, I shaft 
unceasingly court ever^y opportunity of redressing their teat 
grievances, ftiid Of prompting thejr general and individual 
welfare ; but that it is, at the Samd time, my firm determination 
to put down, by all the means with which the Law has en- 
trusted me, such attempts as have beep recently made to dis- 
turb the Public Peace,' whether by inflammatory or libellous'' 
Writings, or by at\y other Measures, of wliicli I* gi\e those 
concerned, this Public Warning, that no one may have cause 
to plead ignorance of the Laws of the Colony, when call' d to 
account for transgressions so materially and injuriously affect- 
ing the Public Peace.

It appeals, however, that tlie men ia one ol the 
cel's, dug a hole through the wall into the a»ea, at which they rot 
out, and then liberated those in the other cells by prizing the doors 
ofTilinir einges,' All tliis was effected without the Sentries seeing; 
tin m or hearing a noise. The Guard consisted of 30 of our Sepoys, 
dinl a ii *mi her of Ijregulars belonging to th,e Raja. Xpside the Door 
was a H-avildar and © or 8 Sepoys— twp of whom stood sentry, the 
vest w ere stationed without the Goal'. The Prisoners finding them, 
selves thus at liberty, and stiH unoheserved, made a rush at the 
door, and ahout Eighty got out, Bofoia this was entirely ac- 
complished^ the Guards both inside- aau? but had taken the alarm — 
a portion of the latter opened a fire upon- the door way, whilst the 
Sebuudics followed and foil upon the* fugitives.

We regret to' slatb tliht tlie accounts received from the 
northward contains melancholy details of extensive injury oc- 
casioned by the overflowing of the rivers Taptee and Nerbud- 
da. In addition to tbe particulars given in out last relative 
to tbe extent of tbe calamity at Surat, it is said that altho’ very 
extensive injury has been sustained' by loss of property, yet 
thn* comparatively but few lives have been lost. Only 23 
Bodies had been found, several however were supposed 1 to 
have been swept away, and about 1400 head of cattle to have 
been destroyed, 2000 bouses ate reported to have fallen down, 
of which 624- were of substantial materials. Many others are 
so injured that they must be rebuilt. Nearly 3bti’yards of the 
outer wall of the city of Surat bad been washed away, two' 
bridges had been destroyed and the . remaining wall and 
bridges were so damged that considerable repairs would be 
required. Part of the wall of tbe Adawlut also was carried 
away, and the bui'dings immediately on the river face, were 
much injured by the rush of water when the wall gave way. 
Four hundred houses are reported to have fallen at Raudier, 
but fortunately only one life was lost there.

EXTRAORDINARY DEATH. 

.The following is the melancholy end ot Captain West, of 
the Indian Whaler, who visited Port Jackson in March 1821 
to refit, and resumed her voyage in the ensuing month .' — Cap- 
tain Moore, of the Woodlark, informs us, that the unfortunate 
Commander spdken of, was heading his boat as usual one 
day, about three mouths .since, off "New Zealand, when the 
frail hark wa* .stove in by a blow from the whale to whioh they 
were fast, and the animat, almost at the same instant, seized 
Captain West by the middle of die bod fc v, and nearly tore him 
asunder. He was immediately picked up and taken on boa*d f 
when the vessel made for the land ; and theliapless mariner, 
scarcely alive, in a wretchedly .mangled condition, was con- 
veyed on shore, where all the assistance dial conid be render- 
ed was promptly afforded; hut, in four days after the acci- 
dent. Captain West entered the eternal world He was in- 
terred in Mr. Hall’s garden at New Zealand, alongside of Mr. 
Wilson, his chief officer, who had fallen a victim to miserable 
intemperance, nud who had been interred about 15 months 
before. The vessel goes home, therefore, under the com- 
mend of the second officer. 

NEW ZEALAND. 

By the Woodlark a letter has been received from ihe Re- 
verend Mr. Williams, of the London Missionary Society, 
stating the safe an iva^of the brig .Queen Charlotte, Captain 
Henry, at the Bay of Islands, on her way to the Society 
Islands.- The Keveiend Gentleman says, that the vessel nar- 
rowly escaped being cut oJX at the North Cape ; the natives in 
that vicinity being 'i ery unfriendly and haihaious. By an- 
other chanaebwe lear.o, that Missionary eftbiu are rendered 
fruitless, and suspended jtro&empore, owing to the state of con* 
fusionand warfare into which the whole island by this time 
may be plunged. S/iuHghee, that aspiring and enlightened 
chief, who has but lately leturued from England, dreams and 
talks of nothing less than the total subjugation of the whole 
inland to his sway. AM his views are directed to that one 
object ; and he hue actually issued a mandate to same of the 
Gentlemen of the Missionary body, prohibiting their departure 
fiom the present place of residence on pain of the conse- 
quences, being determined to class the frirml with the foo who 
shall daie to impede. or obstruct his measures; and he will 
give no passport of safe conduct, therefore the Christian aims 
are, in this instance, for a time unavoidably grounded. This 
chief has pmfiicd considerably by his visit to England ; having 
thence oblaiued a vast expansion of mind, and imbibed in- 
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calculable knowledge. His observation npon Europeans, and 
their customs, baa boeu so parlicularlyclose, that there is as 
much distinction* in point of mental endowment, between the 
olltcr chiefs, and ht that now contends lor the New Zealand 
crown, as exists, comparatively speaking, between the Chris* 
tian and the infidel. His quickness of perception is none of the 
least of his acquired qualities, which, joined to unusual 
strength of mind, and a determination to conquer, tenders him 
very formidable* As to ability to effect the iutended enslave- 
ment, when the Woodlark left, he bad one of the best armies 
that New Zealand ever witnessed ; it consisted «f 2000 picked 
men, and those were daily being joined by Olliers, who seemed 
to wish Mr. Shungh *e to be their King. This force* headed 
by S hung he e in person, was on the eve of setting out lot the 
River Thames, intending to cxteiminate all the refractory in 
that vicinity* and thus strike teiror into the hearts of all. It 
is thought that he will'aocoinpliph his vast undertaking; but 
how His JSew Zealand Majesty will be able to retain kis blood- 
bought dignity, aud suppiess^the eqvy of llu> numcious chiefs, 
who govern the mighty tribes, is a problem that Lime alone 
can solve. At all events King Shunghee will be renowned iu 
the annals of bis country. No other information comes by 
this opportunity that is further iiopoilaut; at least, uoth&ng 
that we can venture to report upon, without further* and the 
most unequivocal testimony. 

HORRIP ATTEMPT AT ASSASSINATION. 

(From the Sydney Ga2eite of 21 si June, 1822.) 

Few ti ansactions aie lecorded in the annals of human guilt 
that arc stamped with so deep and horrid an atrocity, or so 
destitute of every circumstance that coo Id soften and mitigate 
the ciirne, as that which is now our painful Usk to relate. On 
the evening of Satuiday last, the 15th instant, a little after 9 
o'clock, as Mr. Roreiit Howe, the Printer and Publisher of 
this Gazette, was walking from the Mission house, iu Prince- 
street, he observed a suspicious man crossing the street, op- 
posite the chapel ; bu4, apprehending nothing serious, he 
proceeded ajotig the foot-path, and the man continued to 
walk before him, at the distance of six or seven yards; till, 
on coming to aw abrupt curvatuie in ibe sliest* the villain 
suddenly turned back, rushed on Mr. Howe, plunged a bayonef 
into his breast, and instantly' disappeared. The dreadful ery 
of “ Murder \ u ala* mod- the w hole neighbourhood— multitudes 
Irurrird into the street — but it was too late to overtake the 
cowardly assassin, who concealed by the dark mantle of night, 
but inn well eluded pursuit. Mr. Howe ran as far as Air. 
Scott** dour, where, exhausted by the effort, lie fell into the 
antis of Ins dismayed friends, and was carried into the house, 
well ‘‘ring in his blood, and apparently iu the agonies of death. 
Suigical aid being ftmnediately called in, it was ascertained 
to he a ragged liinugutar punctured wound, about two inches 
fioiu iht left bi east externally, perforating iuto the cavity of 
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the thorax. The lung appeared* v^y fortunately, to have es- 
caped iwwonnded ; a circumstflrnce perhaps solely attributa- 
ble to the point of the instrument having been broken off. 
Had the wound perforated that viscos, there is too much 
reason to dread, from its proximity to (lie larger blood-vessels, 
that its effects would have been instantly fatal, ^he weapon 
with which the foul deed was perpetrated was fonnd in the 
street, at a short distance from Mr. Howe's hat ; and it waa 
truly the most horrid kind of instrument which copld he 
thrust into the human body. It was ap old bayonet, fastened 
to the end of a poll about four feet long ; the blade thickly 
incrusted with nisi, about an inch of the point broken off, and 
the edges hacked like the teeth of a saw. \yhc» picked up, 
it was stained with blood about four inches deep; which 
shows with what desperate force the stab must have beep, 
given, and bow narrow was the escape from instant death. 

Hut from wbat motives could this deed of horror have 
been perpetrated! It is obvions ihat the coldblooded as- 
sassin sought Only his defenceless victim's life; for no sooner 
lit^d lie given the deadly tlirpsl, than ho uttered a shout of 
exultation, threw down the weapon, and, without the lc it 
attempt at robbery, hurried from the spot- His only motive 
ttiustbave been— revenge But Mr. Howe’s character was too 
just and inoffensive to have given any reasonable cause for 
diabolic a passion.

Though 
the night was too dirk for the ruffian's person tp be distinctly 
recognised, Mr. Howe had an instant suspicion of one pf two 
individuals. Loth of whom were immediate!) lodged in cus- 
tody,; but one lias been since liberated, being able to prove 
that be was |n bis own house at the time the attack was 
made. The other Remains, under suspicion, for tailor exami- 
nation. 

It is to be earnestly hoped, for the sake both pf public jus- 
tice and of ppblic $ecuiity, that the pcrpcfratoi, whoever 
he maybe, will not escape detection. A reward is offered 
for such evidence as shall lead to tiis conviction ; h‘»t, in a 
case of spell alarming atrocity, to which every one's feelings 
must be intensely alive, we believe cpmm° n humanity will 
create a universal desire to facilitate the ends of justice. 

To the dreadfy! transaction already stated, we have tp add, 
that at the laifer end of last week, late in the evening, a 
servant pf Mr. Qcorge Palmer's was attacked in Cockle Bay 
by a set of men, who, after robbing him of all the money lie 
l.iad in bis pockets, mast brutally attempted to murder bipi by 
dashing stones at his bead. They were providentially inter- 
rupted in their bloody woik by the approach of constables, 
who succeeded in seeming some of their number. Thp poor 
man is now in the Hospital, his head braised ip a shocking 
condition ; byt bis icyovery is not dispJiied of.

tain (hem by making unnecessary comments. 

Theic was one case, howevn, Of rather an extraordinary nature, — 
one cruelly revolting to the feelings of man ami really veiy shocking 
- it was the case of a man charged with having committed a tape 
on a child of 8 yeais of ago. Eiom the depositions made at the 
Poli'-e Office (we understood IT is Loidship 4 * to say) the case ap- 
peared to be of a nature which might either have been adjusted 
thei*», or entirely hushed up. Hither than to bring it into Coni t r 
where it could not fail to excite the greatest indignation. — IV hat 
induced his Lordship to thiuk that the affair might have been settled 
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without being brought before the Court, was, that the charge lin'd 
not been made at the Police O Hi re for months after the occurrence 
took place; another rirr.iiiiLstance which led him to some doubt, 
tni>< that (hr father of the giil came to hun a tew days ago to solicit 
that a corn pi omise might be made in this affair. His Lordship 
thought it fair to lay these cii rum '•lances before the Gentlemen 
tit ihe Jury, that they might form their judgment accordingly. 

Another offence, of which the venerable Judge thought it his 
duty to apprise the Gentlemen of the Jhry, was a charge against 
tiie interior Officers of the Police. — It appeared that certain of 
these persons had seized upon a man. accused him of steuliug and 
put him in custody, where after having ke^t him some time, they 
by threats or other means extorted 27 It u pees, though their 
demands on tho poor wretch in the tirM instance amounted to 30, 
after w Inch they set him at liberty.— If those pet sons had been 
convinced that this man Wjis guilty, it was (heir duty to detain him 
—or if there was not sufficient proof, they ought lo have let him go 
again His Loidship could really conceive nothing so odiou* as 
people being guilty of what they must krmw lo he a crime, and 
yet acting under the mask ot .justice; v. bile Mich disgraceful pro- 
r* edings were carrying on, he felt convinced, the people would 
conceive the institution of the Police rathei a bane, than a blessing 
to tho City. 

if these people should be convicted befoie him, (and ir did not 
appeal that they had acted even under Ihe supposition of the party 
being guilty) or if he found that they acted with any intent of de- 
frauding or robbing this person, it was his Ijorddiip’s determin- 
ation to punish them lo Ihe utmost degree in’* law would paruut. 

The Petit Jury having beeu sworn, the following cases were 
brought on.

The Criminal Business of the ( ourt was this day resumed ; and 
Kf.i'.noo, Jo ven n\p and Brxoo, weic put to the bar, on a 
charge of a theft. Alter the necessary witnesses were ex- 
amined, the Jury was disposed to consider the Prisoners as 
Not Guilty The Honourable Sir F. Macnaghien wished 
to be Informed if the Gentlemen of the J ury mean,! to acquit the 
Prisoners generally ; as in that case lie should consider it his duty 
iocjill another .liny. And his fiord&hip deenit*d ii necessary Irom 
the circuinslances that had come out in evidence lo iminuib* to them 
the propriety of indicting the Prisoners for au Assault. This was ac- 
cordingly done. 

Km am bux (ihe first nntfhe Calendei) was then hied for an assault. 
This trial was a ver> short one ; hut it pit -m ted one of the most 
horrid spectacles that ever disgraced !■ nature. Kiummi, on 

whom the assault had been commits d, appeared in Court. She 
was an Dp-Country IlindoostAnee Girl w nh vvh.im the Prisoner 
bad co- habited, and apparently about 20 year* vi age- Tliia poor 
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{unfortunate creature had wounds upon her person of the most des- 
perate nature to the enormous number of eighteen ; one of her 
.thumbs was cut off altogether* in short she presented a gastly 
spectacle of cruelty that would have softened the hardest heart. 
A deadly weapon with which the wounds had been inflicted* stain- 
ed with blood and broken in Lhree places* was produced in Court 
before the brutal assassin, who seemed totally insensible of the 
enormity of the act for which lie had been dragged forward to an- 
swer at the bar of justice. 

The feelings of the Judge on the Bench were to much affected, 
Jthat he could with difficulty go on with the trial; anti in address- 
ing the Jury he staled that of all the tiials for Minder ov*r which 
lie had ever presided, and of all the horrid circumstances it had 
been his lot to investigate in the whole course of his judical life, 
be never inet a case of such appalling atrocity. His Lordship ie- 
gretted, and was sure the. Jmy would join with him in regretting, 
that as the law now stands;, no srverer punishment could be 
awarded to the prisoner, dimi confinement in tha Common Jail ot 
Calcutta, in which lie believed the PriMiner would live without 
any reluctance : to such a monster it w as in fact no punishment at 
all.

The three Prisoners Kkpnoo, Joychund and Ilfixoo, yestemav 
acquitted of the charge of I heft, and at the recommendation of the 
Judge committed for an Assault, a True Hill having been found by 
the Grand Jmy, were again arraigned at the l»ar, but Irai e rsod 
to next Sessions.

In the case of Porann, ScpIioo and Barrich, charged with theft 
and ic.set of theft, the Bill was thiown out by the Grand Jur>.

NOVEMBERS. 


'There was a- Charity Sermon preached at the'Cathedril 
yesterday forenoon by the Revd. D. Currie. The highly 
appropriate text chosen for the occasion, was from the. 7th 
to the 11th 'verse of the XV. iChapter of Deuteronomy 
“ if there be among "you a poor man of one of thy 
brethren within any of thy gates in the' land which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee, thou shalt TH>t harden thine 
heart, nor shut thine hand from thy < poor brother : 

"But thou shalt. open thine hand wide unto4iim,«nd sha.lt 
surely lend him sufficient for his (need, in that which he 
wanteth. 

Beware that there be. not*^ thought in thy wicked ‘heart, 
saying. The seventbryear, the year of release, is *&t-'hand-; 
\nd thine eye be evil against thy poor brother, **shd thou 
givest him ..nought, and lie cry unto the : Lord against 
thee, andhe-shi unto thee. 

Thou shall surely give him and thine’' heart shhil not 
he grieved when thou giveSt unto hinr :? because that for 
this thing the 'Lord thy God shall J h4ess thee. in all thy 
works, and in all {hat thou puttest 'thine hand unto. 

• For the poor shall never cease oufrxif the land : therefore 
I command thee, saying. Thou shalt open thine ’hand 
wide unto thy brother, to thy poor, and to thy needy, i n 
-thy land.’ 
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In his excellent discoiirse tlie Revd; Gentleman parti- 
cufcrly impressed the importance of Charity as a Christian 
and human duty iipbh his bongregation. He cited the 
bacrifice of himseif as a tansbih for sinners by the blessed 
Redeemer, as the sublimest example of Charity; and ex- 
horted his hearers to imitate him as f$r as lay ip their 
power; by relieving hutoan misery. The Reverend Gentle- 
man then touched more particularly upon the distressing 
subject, to which his discourse had immediate reference*— 
dud beseeched those who heard him, “ hot to heardeii 
their hearts nor shut their hands from their poor bre-. 
thren," nor to wait apathetically \n expectation of tB the 
seventh year the year of release;’’ At the same tithe that 
he enforced the necessity of Charity upon their minds, 
he. begged theiti to remember that the giving of alms 
alone did not secure man’s Salvation, although it was. 
highly pleasing in the sight bf the Deity. In stating 
this, he wished to guard those who heard him from the 
dangerous fallacy of imagining that any thing besides the 
mediation of the RedermhU could save man. The Re- 
verend Gentleman reminded his congregation, that Charity * 
ought to be continual in its operation— and that although 
the present occasion was a most urgent one, still we 
should always be prepared, as far as our means would per- 
mit, to relieve distress $ consequently that Charity was a 
duty that ought to be fulfilled on every occasion that there 
is a call for its exercise. Towards the conclusion of his 
discourse, he pointed out the necessity for Charity being 
fulfilled in the most chearful manner — and guarded his 
hearers against want of sympathy, and most earnestly beg- 
ged them to remember that to give cheatfully was pleas- 
ing in the sight of Heaven, and to give grudgingly dan- 
gerous, inasmuch as it might bring .down upon rnan the 
displeasure of the Almighty. He then, in a most emphatic 
manner, reminded those who beard him, that the sin of un- 
charitableftcss, however lightly considered, was a deadly 
sin, that would endanger the salvation of the soul as un- 
questionably as crimes which matt was in the habit of con - 
Offering of a darker dye.— He concluded by referring to 
the injunctions uttered by the head of our religion respect- 
ing charity — and by shewing that uncharitableness would 
be the sin by which many should be lost, to whom the 
last judge would turn add say— “ 'Depart frohi me ye 
accursed/' 
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Our readers will we doubt not be extremely glad to. ob- 
serve how well the Irish relief subscription gets on. At 
Cawnpore we learn that it succeeds exceedingly well, and 
we may anticipate a rich harvest of charity from that and 
other large and populous stations of the Mofussil, where 
we understand active and able exertions are making for the 
good cause. It is to be hoped the funds may be realised 
with as lUrte loss of time as possible, since the months of 
April and May next will be the grand crisis when the In- 
dian remittances should, if practicable, reach their dea-* 
tination.

A list of her pas- 
sengers will be found in its place. From the Madras Ga- 
zette we select the following appeal on the subject of Ire- 
land, and regret that we have not space for the whole of 
the original. 

<f We once more presume to trespass on the patience of 
our readers by recalling their attention to the sufferings of 
their Irish Brethren — and as an apology for our impor- 
tunity, we solicit their perusal of the proceedings in Calcut- 
ta relative to the adoption of measures for the relief of the 
Sister Kingdom. — Presumptuous would it be to suppose 
that any argument we could adduce would benefit the cause 
we obtrude on the notice of the Community of this Presi- 
dency. — Such faith have we in their patriotism, such con- 
fidence do we entertain of their charity, as to feel the 
assurance that thfc generous spirit of emulation will arise 
with all its vigor, alike to vindicate the British character 
and imitate the example of the Indian metropolis— The 
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illustrious names that grace the Committee of Calcutta, 
loudly bespeak the keenest sensibility to the wrongs and 
sufferings endured by the unfortunates of the Emerald 
Isle.-— Our public prints have teemed with Subscriptions 
to perpetuate the memory of the Scottish Bard, the immortal 
Burns— and on a very recent occasion we have had the 
felicity to peruse the warmest expressions of gratitude from 
the Missionaries of Mount St. Bernard for the eordiul as- 
sistance received from the inhabitants of this Presidency in 
th? prosecution of their views- Comparisons ate generally 
odious ; and loudly as the manifestation of Charity in' the 
two instances alluded to calls for our admiration — yet we 
cannot refrain from the reflection that the claims of our 
starving Brethren in Ireland demand a paramount consi- 
deration. That in this enlightened age, and under a Brit- 
ish Government, she should endure as great evils as in the 
rudest times j that whatever was of good in her t u; , 
should, bv a wretched fatality be converted into evil, am! 
that all kinds of causes have combined in plunging In r 
into wretchedness — that moral as well as natural ones ha . ^ 
aggregated to blight her happiness — these surely are sufli- 
cient to awaken those feelings of Brilish philanthropy 
which once wa? the spontaneous theme of admiring na- 
tions. Ere long it may be our duty to record that Bombay 
has caught the holy flame. — It is superfluous to remark 
that the Asiatic Journal and other periodical publications 
note down every local occurrence of interest in the three 
Presidencies. What apology then have we to offer for 
allowing our sensibility to remain torpid on a question that 
has been embraced with feelings of the most enthusiastic 
ardor and glowing charity throughout the Metropolis and 
the Countries of England ? — Imitated in Calcutta, where 
different methods have been suggested for the selection of 
those most likely to prove beneficial. — We again most 
cordially repeat the offer of our columns — we again assert 
that the distracted state of Ireland and the sufferings of 
her wretched children, are attributable in a great measure 
to the bitter pangc of poverty and starvation — causing 
those violent passions which excite the poor wretch whom 
they degrade to u frantic indulgence of vicious desires, so 
hostile- to the finest feelings and best principles of our 
nature. Then let it be the boast of our humanity to miti- 
gate their rigor by removing the certainty of their execu- 
tion. It is not to avenge, but to preveuUevil ; not. to satis- 
fy a violated duty but to guard it from future violation j 
not to encrease misery faausfwe may t^ink it just, but to 
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augment happiness because we know it to be glorious, that 
we should direct our highest powers and finest sympa.« 
thies — the production of the greatest possible good should 
be regarded as the proudest effort of human wisdom and 
mortal virtue.** 

If what is called the cold, weather were always to be th e 
climate of India, England would be depopulated. Every one 
would fly from the lugubrious banks of the. Thames to the 
gay city of Palaces. We have heard many Indians who had 
reiurned home after a long sojourn in this country, com- 
plain woefully of tlie coldness, formality and disagreeabla- 
ness of the folks in j&ngland, compared with the hos- 
pitality, suavity, and liberality which every one experiences 
here , but which no one duly appreciates, until the period 
of enjoyment is past. W.e have witnessed what were in 
the fashionable language of the day, called Routs in 
Eng’and : but we never experienced at any of them the 
unmmglcd pleasure which we enjoyed Friday night at Mis. 
('. Trowkr'm brilliant At Homr. At these same routs, 
satisfaction, enjojment and urbanity were all put to (he 
Tout! On the occasion which we deem it such an agree - 
able duty to record, things were on a very different footing. 
The guests (amounting to about 200 s ) who assembled at the 
elegant and hospitable mansion, which formed the scene 
of last Friday’s festivities, went there with a full conviction 
of passing a. delightful evening ; and though we have 
not taken their notes upon the subject — if any reliance 
is to be placed upon happy faces and gay group?*, sure 
we are that t heir expectations were more than amply 
gratified Quadrilles seemed the favorite donee, and not 
few’er than three sets- at a lime were seen in the ball room 
during the evening. A sumptuous standing supper wi»a 
laid out in a spacious and picturesque recess, formed by 
erecting an awning with side screens over the great terrace 
at the eastern end of the mansion. This seemed a favorite 
lounge during the evening, and many couples might be, 
seen reposing afte* the fatigues of the dance upon couches, 
on each side- Nothing could exceed the polite and hos- 
pitable solicitude of the Master, and the delicate, fascinate 
ing, and unwearied attentions of the Mistress of the 
mansion to their guests. These had evidently the utmost 
success — foi: whatever side we turned to, we saw happy 
faces, and heard the laugh of gladness, or the sound ofen- . 
livening music. After seemingly enjoying themselves to' 
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the greatest satisfaction, the fashionables began to retire 
about half past one in the morning, but the rooms were not 
•emptied before half past 2 o’clock : when those who had 
lingered so long, reluctantly tore themselves away from 
the delightful scene, not because their spirits were quite 
flagged, but out of consideration for their fair hostess, whom 
they had beheld with admiring feelings exert herself during 
the evening with an active degree of urbanity and kindness, 
that called forth the sincere admiration of every one who 
experienced its delightful effect, and which no one who was 
not a witness of it can imagine from an imperfect des- 
cription. Surely, surely these are golden links of social 
life that make us forget the clanking iron fetters that usual- 
ly bind down the spirit to the compion servitude of being ! 

A state of exile, we all know, is one of severe probation, 
and lavs bare springs of human conduct, which at nonrie 
might be concealed. It is the true touchstone of talent 
and morals. Great as is the extent of the British terri- 
tories in the East, there is not a British individual within 
their limits, whose pursuits are not known to his neigh- 
bours, as well as to his own family. Genius becomes mark- 
ed in exile, which at home might have slumbered in a 
corner of the mind. There the busy hum of life in its 
most active state, the bustle of society, and the mechanical 
exertions dependent on the calls of necessity, as well as an 
impression of discouragement, prevent its expansion. It 
is only a genius of the first rate order that can at once 
burst through all these trammels, and mount at. once to 
the zenith of poetry and fancy \ a Bohns, a Byron. The 
second, third, and fourth rate sons of genius generally keep 
back timidly in the shade. While the Eagles of poetry are 
soaring to the sun, the notes of the linnet are heard in the 
grove. Or as Cowper has happily versified the idea, 
“ The niifhtinpale may claim the topmost bough. 

While the poor grasshopper must chirp below.” 

Habits of business often repress the latent spark of genius, 
for men of business generally estimate a thing by its utili- 
ty. It must be palpable,and have relation to the materiel 
of human wants. Accordingly, the fine arts are held in no 
very great estimation by them, and we doubt if old Homer 
himself would be listened to in a counting house. We do 
not here deny that there may be genius even in a counting 
house, but we conceive that it has been turned into ano- 
ther channel from what nature had intended. Takeout of 
the counting house an individual possessing true poetical 
feeling though repressed ; send him abroad on the face of 
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tlie Earth among mountains and forests, and falling waters 
and strange men ; nature will re-assume her original 
power, and even habitual restraint cannot prevent him 
from giving utterance to his though 1 s in numbers. 

“ He writes in numbers, for t tie numbers come.” 

Behold a youth leaving his friends tor a slate of exile. 
Whatever moral obliquity lie has, must be discovered 3 
whatever his hobby be must now appear. A new world 
opens upon him — he experiences the excitement of new 
ideas, and soon acquires a permanent character. He be- 
comes like a flower dipped in a petrifactivc stream, which 
formerly yielded 10 the summer breese that birthed over 
it; but now hardens (if we may be allowed the expres- 
sion) into eternal bloom. 

I11 the East a literacy turn is highly useful to the indi- 
vidual possessing it, for it saves him from the perils of 
idleness, than which no greater foe to human happiness 
exists. Of this we need not seek a better illustration than 
one which is open to the conviction of all; — the state of 
the poor European Soldier, who rushes into excess to a- 
void the nightmare of the fatuities, which the uneducated 
mind labours under in hours of vacancy. The literary or 
the scientific man has a charm against the blighting as- 
saults of care, which the illiterate or unscientific man has 
not. The scientific man experiences a degree of de- 
light in searching into the masteries of physics, which is 
vastly superior to any of the sensualist's pleasures, and 
which unlike them leaves no sting of regret behind. The 
literary man, especially if poetical, may be more an object 
of pity than ot envy to his more robueteous neighbours— 
the mere men ol ! he world ; but were the benevolence of 
his nature (the true source of his sensations and pursuits) 
known to them, their pity would be changed into respect. 
There is a joy of social gaiety, and a joy of solitary con- 
templation. Those who have experienced the latter in 
any intensity, need not be reminded of its exquisiteness. 
Those who have not, would only laugh at an attempt to 
describe what is unintelligible to thorn ; for men are 
prone to laugh at what they do not understand To this 
class we do not address oui selves j but to those who 
deem mental pursuits the bent recreations, and the surest 
preservatives against worldly grossnesses and the hardness 
of feeling they induce ; to those who themselves possess 
literary lu:bits, and who are ready to smile indulgently 
at any modest endeavour to extend tlie little circle of our 
Indian literature, we address ourselves. 
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Hitherto our observations were general — they are now 
about to become particular ; for we were led insensibly into 
afield of rambling reflexion by taking up a little volume 
of Poems, published this day at Calcutta. We forget whe- 
ther it was Burns or Hogg who said that he would rather 
• be the author ol one good song than the mere lord of a 
manor. We certainly are not quite so enthusiastic in our 
admiration of a good song, and yet a good song is a 
good thing in its way ; and he who is fortunate enough 
to have composed one., adds a mite to the literature of 
his time. It is true it may not live for ever; but if it 
pleases even for a short time, it is not without its use. It 
is the opinion of many, that no woman, however unattrac- 
tive, need die unmarried unless she likes 5 and that how* 
over disagreeable or ungainly a man may be, he need not 
despair of getting a wife. This we give implicit credence 
to, for we have verily seen strange pairings within the 
compass of our own experience. In the same way, we- 
believe, no man ever put his pen to paper but his writing 
gave pleasure to some person. He is the most fortunate 
wlio can please all. Perhaps oriental lucubrations may 
not be pleasant to the palate of a stern critic in England,, 
for whose eye they were never intended - } but they cer- 
tainly do excite feelings of pleasure in the bosom of anv 
Indian, and by him ihey ought to be viewed with a conir 
plficemy ot judgement proportionable to his grateful recol- 
lection of the amusement or instruction he derived from, 
them. Many things have been written and are written* 
among us that do great credit to their authors. We 
recollect a little work entitled “ Satires in India,” which 
evinced uncommon shrewdness of observation, great pow- 
ers of ridicule and high knowledge of the ars poetiva in 
that department. What is become of the author? Wo 
wish he would favour t he India Gazette occasionally. We 
have not forgot the feelings of pleasure of a different kind 
which we dented from reading l< The Exile,” a melan- 
choly poptical tale, parts of which arc* not inferior to Fal- 
coner's Shipwreck, in descriptive power and pathos. The 
“ Songs of tiie Exile,” too, have secured a share of pub- 
lic approbation, and called forth a rude assault of vulgar 
criticism from some writer in the Asiatic Journal. Some 
extremely pretty fugitive pieces appear occasionally ini. 
the pages of our contemporaries, which, we have felt re-, 
gret at not being able to reprint in our own columns,, 
from the demand made on our space by other matter.. 
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At the head of these we would place " Bernard 
Wycliffe,” a poetical contributor to the Calcutta Jour - 
tial; whose pieces are characterised by a true afflatus of 
poetry. We wish he would write oftencr.— In the Go- 
vernment Gazette , a series of Cantos have appeared, headed 
<r India,” from which we, in common with many, have 
Hceived considerable amusement. It seems to us us if the 
author had started without any specific plan— and li tiding in 
himself a great facility at versifying, he continues off hand 
to sketch with great humour and merit, scenes familiar to 
all Indians. A collection of poetical vagaries of this kind 
some years hence will be very interesting to such among 
us as may be spared to return to their native land, ami 
who may wish to preserve in their most vivid form traces 
of customs, men and things that they can never behold 
again. We have performed what is a mo* I pleasing duty 
to us, in giving a passing tribute of our admiration to 
the writers whose lighter labours we have alluded to. 
There are several others who might be mentioned also, 
but we forbear. There is one, however, who has fre- 
quently contributed to our columns, and whose name 
attracts our particular notice, from the circumstance of 
his having this day published a small volume of Mis- 
cellaneous Poems j — we mean Mr, Richardson, of the 
Bengal Native Army. There was nothing very remarkable 
to demand our notice in the political world ; and as the 
publishing of a book of poems is an event in our little 
poetical world, we have not cared to devote so much of 
our present number as we have done, to the considera- 
tion of Indian literature of the lighter kind. 

We do not approve of all the poems in Mr. Richard- 
son’s collection ; though those that we like less, may be 
the most pleasing in the opinion of others. We deem it 
proper to speak thus frankly, lest our praise should be 
considered more hollow than otherwise. A melancholy 
vein of feeling runs through Mr. Richardson’s la\s. It is 
we believe a fact, that the poetical temperament always 
gives a solemn or a sad tinge to the events of life. As a 
specimen of Mr. Richardson’s manner, and of the blend- 
ing of this pensiveness of spirit with a benevolent dispo- 
sition, we may take the following :

Hath ngver taught tallow,

which, nine nut of the twelve Prisoners under his charge, succeeded in 
effecting their escape.” 

“ The conduct of Shaikh Muddarie, being in both instances highly dis- 
graceful and unbecoming the character of an Officer." 

Under which Charges the Court came to the following decision : 

Finding and Sentence. — “ The Prisoner harftlg no evidence to call 

he is directed to withdraw, and the Court having maturely weighed and 
deliberal cd upon the whole of what has appeared before them, are of opi- 
nion that he is Guilty of all and every part of the Crimes laid to his 
Charge ; which being in breach of (he A i tides of War, they adjudge h im 
to be dismised from the Service of the Honorable Company.”

CORRESPONDENCE. 


TO TUB EDITOR OF THE INDIA OAZKTTE. 

Dear Sir, — -Knowing 1 that your valuable paper is at all 
times open to the exposition of grievances of a public 
nature, I make bold to send you the following observa- 
tions on those suffered by a numerous, industrious, and 
very respectable class of speculator, more familiarly 
known by the denomination of Indigo Flayiters. Altho* I 
may not be competent to the task, from my inexperience 
in the line $ still having been of the fraternity, duving tha 
first few years of my residence in this land of Sl nnlk 
and honey,” the few observations I have been enabled 
to make in that short time, l have no hesitation in sub- 
mitting to the public, in hopes that they may call forth 
the latent powers of more experienced, more interested, 
and more able beds. What I mean to bring more par- 
ticularly to your notice at this time, is the very severe 
loss that the old established Planter sustains from in- 
croachments made on his cultivation by innovators, in con- 
sequence of which the Zemindar loses his rent and Go- 
vernment their revenue j and how such inevitable loss to 
all parties may be prevented. I do not suppose that there 
is any trade carried on in Asia (tha^ is not a monopoly) 
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jn which there is mo^^cSpiUl^i^eStedj more money put 
iu circulation, and that tench more immediately to the 
relief and support of the Ryott, than that of Indigo— the 
•Planter in this country h sltukfed far differently from per- 
sons of the same description in all other parts of the world* 
he is precluded from holding land in his own name (if a 
Briton) beyond a few higgas ; the only mode which is left, 
is that of making advances' to the Ryott for the plant, and 
getting him to enter into agreements, for producing a 
certain quantity for every Rupee he receives; — the Ryott 
failing in his agreement, is liable to be confined to gaol 
fbr debt arid breach of contract. In pursuing such sum- 
mary measures, the Planter would seldom or ever find 
them tend to his advantage $ he is consequently induced 
to advance more money io the Ryott, in hopes that the 
ensuing year will enable him to pay off all scores, which 
it very often does. If in the mean time that the Ryott is 
in debt, there is any person villain enough to build a 
Factory within the cultivation of that already established, 
all the Ryotts will instantly flock to the new projector, 
and measure the same lands to him that they had al- 
ready measured, and had been in the habit of measuring 
yearly to the old Planter, who, when he finds this to be 
the case, must in self defence commence an action in 
the Zillah Court against the Ryott, who is sure to be cast 
and sent to jail. There he remains so long as he does 
riot pay the demand, and the Planter finds it convenient 
to pay for his maintenance. Suppose for a moment that 
the whole of the Ryotts of thirty or forty villages were to 
be confined in the above mentioned manner for some 
months, what a scene of ruin and devastation would be 
the result ; the least part of which would be the loss’ 
sustained by the Zemindar in not being able to collect Iris 
and paying Government their revenue. What 1 would' 
propose, and what 1 have every reason to think would 
meet the concurrence of every person connected with’ 
thfe line, is' an order by Government in Council pro- 
hibiting all persons from building a Factory within three' 
coss of one already established. Such a regulation would 
materially benefit all parties, and tend to promote the 
good' order and peace of the district. Do you think, 
Mr. Editor, that any godd anti just reruns exist against 
such a regulation being passed ? and ought not the right 
of prior possession to jbe a sufficient claim for the Planter 
to entitle him to the management of right to that cultiva- 
tion which he has had for years, and justify Government 
in countenancing such a claim ?

• From the Calcutta Journal of this morning, we take. the

Sporting . — We have been requested by the Stewards of 
the Races to mention, that the First Calcutta Meeting 
has been altered from Monday the 6th to Monday the 
16th of December next. 

Magistracy . — W e understand that 8. Swinton, Esq. J. P. 
Larkins, Esq. an*} G. J. Siddons, Esq. have recently been 
put in Commission as Justices of the Peace. 

Several days ago there appeared in the Obitqary *f a 
Contemporary's paper, the name of a Lady who died in the 
Fort. In the notice which recorded the melancholy event, 
was this remark : — " It is lamentable to state, that an 
hour elapsed before Medical assistance could be pro- 
cured ; the attack commenced at 11 at night, and at 8 
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Aexf morning this Lad; was no ’more.” The impresjlis 
left upon our own mimls upon perusing the above re- 
mark, was* that none of the Medical Staff of the Garrison 
were to he found when the lady was taken ill. From our 
knowledge of these gentlemen's characters as Medical 
Officers and humane men, we felt perfectly satisfied, that 
even in the event of their not having been found in their 
quarters for a whole hour, they could perfectly well ac- 
count for the circumstance upon more gratifying grounds 
than might be inferred from the perusal of such a remark &9 
the one quoted. We happen to be well acquainted with 
the nature of the duties which the Garrison Medical Staff 
of Fort William have to perform. We know that they 
are at times troublesome, and arduous in the extreme * 
and that disadvantages appertain to the situation of a me- 
dical man officiating within the Fort, which a professional 
man elsewhere is not liable to. We can conceive a case to 
happen, in which the three gentlemen forming the Resi- 
dent Garrison Staff of Fort William might all be found ab- 
sent from their quarters a whole hour, in consequence of 
separate calls upon their professional aid or the necessity 
of holding a consultation. People, in general, perhaps are 
not aware that the whole duties of these Gentlemen are not 
confined within the walls of the F orfc k They extend to the 
Cooly Bazar — to the Bow Bazar, and other external and 
distant points. Supposing three persons to be taken sud- 
denly ill at one and the same moment — a thing neither 
improbable nor impossible, especially about the end of 
October; — the three medical gentlemen of the Garrison 
proceed to their assistance j — during their absence a 
fourth person is attacked with a fit of cholera or some 
other dangerous malady— -a messenger is dispatched to the 
quarters of the Medical Staff— ‘the messenger returns 
and states that not one medical officer is at his quarters ; — 
in the interim the jierscfti last attacked dies: — What 
should we say of the indiscretion of a surviving friend, 
who without enquiring into the circumstances of the case, 
Would blazon to the world that medical aid could not be 
procured ? Would not a person who had written in an 
incautious or wounded spirit a paragraph tending to im- 
plicate the professional character of the Medical Staff, 
regret it on finding out the real state of things ; — but 
would it not have been much better to have avoided the 
possibility of injuring others, and vexing one's self, by 
forbearing at first from entering a remark which could 
do no possible good and might do harm? We may be 
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tokJ ihat tWet was no harm meant by; such- a remwk 
a»: “ ft {8 lamentable to state, that an hour elapsed be- 
fore medical assistance could be procured." If tbejre was 
ho hartal meant, there eolrUl be no good. Cui tyono ? 
Why was the thing mentioned ? it is nothing uncommon 
for nr -sick (lersoa to be an hour without assistance* 
There was te plafai minds, then; only one inference left— 
that 4 there. Was some neglect on the part of live Medical 
Staff. This we knew could not be the case, but the hun- 
dreds who read the notice could not know this. That the 
remark was calculated to produce an erroneous imprest* 
sion, is proved by the fact of the Most Noble the 
Governor of the Fort having instituted an inquiry* in to 
the affair. The result of that inquiry: his Lordship has 
kindly put it in the power of the Garrison Medical Staff 
of‘ Fort AViHiain to publish, and we have supreme satisfac- 
tion in giving insertion here to the sentiments expressed 
by his Lordship on the subject through the Town Major. 
They add another proof to the many already^on record of 
his Lordship's benevolent solicitude for the well being of 
every department, and his anxiety’ not only that every one 
under bis cmitroul should perform his duty well, but 
that no one should undeservedly suffer in the good opi- 
nion of his Neighbours.

I am further commanded to stale to^ou, th^t in cli^ 
retting the enquiry in question, the Most Noble the Go-* 
wriior was hot actuated by any doubt p er sou ally entertain- 
ed that there did exist the least neglect on the part of the 
Medical Gentlemen of the Garrison. Ili Lordship a-

THE CALCUTTA EUROPEAN FEMALE ORPHAN 
ASYLUM. 

A fifth Report of that truly excellent institution the 
European Female Orphan Asylum having been publish* 
ed within a few days back— we deem it our duty to notice 
it with a view of making the merits of the institution more 
generally known. The Report itself fa sensibly and clear- 
ly written, and proves to the satisfaction of any reasonable 
mind that the purposes for which the European Orphan 
Asylum was originally founded have been already crowned 
with great success. To keep it always in the state of active 
usefulness in which it now happily operates, — must be a, 
consummation devoutly to be wished for by the Christian 
anti philanthropist. To do this, it is necessary that the 
funds should often be replenished, and constantly kept 
up in a state fit to meet the demands piade upon them. 
Hitherto they have thrived extremely well *, — and the diffi- 
culties of the first large outlays that generally attend an 
establishment in its infancy, having been got well over, 
it is to be hoped that the institution will continue to 
prosper by the kind aid of the community in general. We 
would fain interest our readers jis much as possible in 
favor of tins Asylum where the poor Orphan of the British 
Soldier finds a refuge from the dangers of idleness and ig- 
norance, the snares of vice, and the horrors of want. It 
is an admirable School where not only the lessons of reli- 
gion and the principles of morality are taught, and instill- 
ed $ but where the mind is moulded to the useful purposes 
of life, and habits of discipline, and Industry practically 
enjoined- 

The number of children actually under charge of the 
institution is sixty-four, and the Report remarks that, 
generally speaking, they enjoy excellent health — a circum- 
stance which is attributable under Providence “ to the un- 
wearied and judicious attention of the Mistress to the 
health of the girls, a?d especially to the skill and attention 
of the Medical attendant.*' It is proper to observe, that 
Dr. Brownf. kindly gives his attendance to the Institution 
gratuitously. The ‘Lancasteriati plan is not forgotten, ac- 
cordingly some of the elder girls sufficiently advanced and 
qualified, lighten the labours of the Mistress by undertaking 
some of the inferior departments of the School. One of 
these, Mary Anne Jackson, (53d Regt.) 1ms acquitted 
herself soiveiltfrat she has been raised from her class un<|

ry outlays upon , the buildings, of the Asylum, the Report 
proceeds , 

“ It is a subject pf greut thankfulness, .that in ad- 
verting to these new. outlays the Committee cau report 
)favQur?ibly of their fundp« The; balance against the Asylum 
is now reduced to a few hundred rifles. Those who have 
watched the origin and progress of this institution, must 
• consider* it as affording au honourable. proof of the disposi- 
tion that exists in the country, to support plans of benevo- 
lence i and a$ an instance, annmgst many others;, pf that 
marked Providential support which has upheld the Orphan's 
cause. In the year .1817 a debt of 37,500 Rupees was 
iucurred by the purchase of the Asylum premises, with no 
other prospect of repayment than that wnich arose out of 
the nature of the case itself, and confidence in. the Divine 
blessing. In the short interval that has elapsed, that whole 
debt has been discharged — other debts incurred by new erec- 
tions have also been nearly liquidated ; so that, after paying 
exit the extraordinary and current expense v of the school , the 
small sum of about 900 Rupees is the balance remaining 
due." 

The Supreme Government, it will be recollected, granted 
a, monthly allowance of Two Hundred Rupees to the In- 
stitution. The Marchioness of Hastings from the be- 
ginning has given it her most cordial patronage, and se- 
veral ladies of the Presidency have followed her truly noble 
example in taking a personal interest in it; and there 
can be no doubt that without their united fostering care it 
never could have attained its present flourishing condition. 
A wholesome system of surveillance has been establish- 
ed s — a journal of behaviour is kept up, and the commenda- 
tions or censures of the Committee at their monthly meet- 
ings, tend to keep in force constant habits of self control, 
and general propriety of conduct. The Managers advert 
to the kind and able labours of General Nicolls, (the late 
Quarter Master General of His Majesty's Forces in India) 
for the good of the Asylum in terms of well merited 
thankfulness. In thq Appendix of the Report is a copy 
of a circular letter written by that benevolent and gallant 
man to the Commanding Officers of Corps, entreating 
thcii good offlees for* the Asylum. The practical proposi- 
tions in the circular, and the solicitude that breathes 
through it for the benefll of the Institution, reflect the 
greatest credit upon the head and heart of the writer. Sub- 
joined we have a list of the principal persons connected 
with the Asylum, the names of the Orphans, in it, with 
an abstract of the state of the funds, and the rates frt 
which needlework is performed. Recommending it once 
more to the consideration, and .support of our readers and 
the benevolent public in general,; we for the present take 
leave of the European Female Orphan Asylum with the 
J sincerest good wishes for its welfare. 
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Mr. SCHEIDLENBERGERS CONCERT. 

Ii* progress to Mrs. J. Shakkspearf/s mansion on Fri- 
day even iua* last, we were happy to observe crowds of 
different i chicles proceeding to the same place carrying 
people with “ music in their souls," all anxious to lie 
at Mr. Sciikidlenbeiioer's Benefit Concert. The orchestra 
was at one end of the drawing room,, in which seats 
si nod as close together ns they could. The audience was 
extremely full — and immediately before the orchestra sat 
Loid HxsriNus and the Marchioness, who looked ex- 
tremely well. It had been settled that the. Concert should 
open with a Grand Symphony by Paeu, but it was af- 
terwards thought proper to change t lie arrangement, and 
substitute in its place the Overture from Paiskllo, with 
which it had been arranged to open the 2d Act. In conse- 
quence of the unforeseen but unavoidable and regretted 
absence of a lady and gentleman who had undertaken to 
officiate in the orchestra — the cards, containing the plan of 
the Conceit, were reprinted we believe at a late hour on 
Friday. .Some way or other two sets of cards got into cir- 
culation, wlit* h rendered it difficult at first for a cursory 
observer peil^ctly to comprehend the real plan of the 
( oncert. The Overture of Paimei.i.o was very well played, 
and Mr. Sc-iuiolkniikrukic was most ably seconded on the 
Violin Indeed the. Violin and Violoncello departments 
were in this anti the other pieces of the evening (.(induct- 
ed with great skill and effect — and as it is not om in- 
tention to give a very particular account of the whole 
proceedings ot the Concert, we may as well remark here, 
that in the instrumental department we seldom if ever 
he ud amateurs who performed more in harmony and time, 
considering revernl obvious disadvantages — .such as ah- 
fcenev fiom rehearsal and a press of other occupations pre- 
Ai tiling that study which professors usually insist upon. 
We were very much pleased with the famous Polacca 
of Vn/iTi — which in the second as well as the first Violin 
parts was exceedingly well executed ; the Pizzicato pas- 
sages on the Violoncello which occurred in the Symphony 
of Paer (w <. believe) came in with the finest effect. 
There were, if we recollect right, no less than four or 
five Amateurs who jftrfonned upon the Flute m excellent 
style. 

We come now to that portion of the entertainment from 
which we derived the greatest gratification — the pel- 
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formance of the Ladies who so kindly condescended to 
patronise Mr. Sciteidlemiercer on this occasion. We 
have no hesitation in saying that we never heard ihe In- 
strument played in a more brilliant, powerful, and elegant 
manner than by the lady who had the Piano parts in Spag- 
nolettt’s Pot Pmirrie. the Concetto of Griffin, and the 
Notturnn of Krkutzkh, (in which Mr. Scui:inLENHKnr.KR 
had the Violin). Her fingering in rapid passages especially, 
is wonderfully clear, neat, distinct, and nervous ; nor did 
it in the least flag where great exertion was requisite, and 
this particularly struck us with respect to the left hand. 
Of the fair Vocalists who d digit ted the audience we 
want words to express our admiration. It is a very for- 
midable thing, we are freo to confess, to rise even at a con- 
vivial meeting and make a speech. How much more for- 
midable must it be for a lady to stand up and sing before 
a large and fashionable assemblage of people, many of 
whom she is but slightly acquainted with; some of whom 
she is aware are connoisseurs, and for all of whom she 
cannot fail having a kind of awe* To make the voice obey 
the wi'J with tin? most rapturous success under the disad- 
i milages arising from the diffidence a person feel in such 
a situation, argues a great deal for the voice itself — and 
still more for the kindness and amiablenes? of the Indi- 
vidual who to please others undergoes such an ordeal. 4

There is something exquisitely thrilling in her 
shah?; and a (ha icttr of feeling and sensibility about 
her style of singing altogether, that were we requested to 
give an idea of it, we must refer the enquirer to his recol- 
lections of a nightingale, pouring forth its enchanting 
Xpelody in a solitary grove. The same lady also sang the 
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“ Minstrel,” (Dr. Clarke, ) but we preferred “ The Bird" 
for our own part, and at the end of it and “ The Red 
Rose,” almost forgot for a moment where we were, and 
pulled back the word £ncore/ just as it was abbut to es- 
cape us v hether we would or not. The young lady who 
sang “Bid me Discourse,” (Bishop,) we had also the 
pleasure of hearing before at private parties, where the 
e harms of her musical powers had called forth warm ap- 
plause j it was therefore with increased satisfaction that we 
beheld her forming one of the fair choir at Mr. S.*s Con- 
cert. As we had fully anticipated she sang the song of “Bid 
me Discourse,” in which there are some difficult passages, 
in a most delightful mapner, for she was in excellent voice, 
and elicited the most felicitous “silver tones.” Her st\U 
is very brilliant, and her voice of great richness and capa- 
city. A lady and gentleman well known for their skill as 
well as fine taste in music, delightec] the audience, particu- 
larly the lovers of Italian Music, with Mozart's glee of 
<f Sknto on Dio” and Andukozzi’s Duo “ An tu Sex.” 
Dr. Percy's admired song of “On Nanny” was also sang 
by the same lady and gentleman, aided by two other 
amateurs as a glee. Their voices harmonised most beauti- 
fully together, and were listened to with the sinecrcst plea- 
sure When they had finished, we regretted internally 
that Dr. 1'khcy had not written treble the number of 
\ erses to “Nanny” — (hat wc might ha v e had the ex- 
quisite pleasure of hearing them all so sung. Of Mr, 
.Sciieidlex hfroer s own performances during the evening, 
it is unnecessary for us to say any thing. Wc may 
place one word in juxta position with his astonishing 

command of the Violin perfeitw w. Between the acts, 

and during the intervals between ei'*h piece, many 
wandered into the spacious Verandah to enjoy the coolness 
of the air. Others were glad to take advantage of the 
refreshments provided in a contiguous apartment. Al- 
to -ether it was an uncommonly pleasant evening’s re- 
creation, and great praise is due to the Ladv who so 
kindly gave up her mansion for the occasion, an ; she 
several Amateurs who came forward so handsome] \ to 
support an amiable man and accomplished musician.

\V<* claim no right to dictate to the public — hut no on® 
can reasonably take offence at our expressing a wi>h that 
the coudesc aiding punctuality, of whkfc WsHo^blup and 
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Lady Hastings gave an example last evening, were more 
general than we observe it to be as respects public amuse- 
ments* It was about' ten o'fclock before dancing com- 
menced. Quadrilles maintain their ground — they deserve 
it— but still country dances have their merits. In the for- 
mer, there is more display — in the latter, more sociality. 
The term Kitchen dance , we believe, is now as ap- 
plicable to the. quadrille as to the country dance $ for, as 
might have been observed by extracts from tbe English 
papers, quadrilles were quite the rage at a great fair in 
England, where the Rabbltmenf, inspired by brown stout, 
gingerbread ami blue ruin, got through Pain's eternal sets 
much to their own satisfaction, the admiration of the spec- 
tators, and the chagrin of the- Corinthians at the West end 
of tne town. At the King's last Bull. Waltzes, we learn, 
predominated during the evening. The Walt* certainly 
is a beautiful dance, but it will take a long time so entirely 
to conlinentify English feelings as to make it a popular one. 
Quadrilles then having decidedly dropped a peg from the 
high estate they held, country dances being rather 
politely endured than heartily patrpnised ; waltzing being 
anti-nntionul, and apt to make old-fashioned people look 
grave, — the question is, what will the votaries of Terp- 
sichore next introduce ! Without aspiring to the attribute 
of prophecy, we think we can foresee that the time'will not 
he long, ere Minuets shall become the fai-fron again. 
Perhaps , Spanish Fandangos and Guarachas may follow, 
and for aught we know in this age of boots, spurs, swords 
and metallic mountings, thePyrrick dance may be restored 
to its ancient state of favor and petfection, To return to 
last nights ball, — the spirit of the scene was, if we re- 
collect right, in the Zeniih of its brilliancy about 11 
o'clock. As we wish to be faithful Chroniclers, we must 
not forget to mention, that that Jewel of Saltatory excel- 
lence, tbe Spanish Dance, was surfed and jerked through 
with great majesty and spirit. Between the dances, the 
fashionables promenaded about ; either in the body of 
the fine hull itself, "hr along those noble galleries 
formed by the long ranges of massive columns on each 
side. Would that these columns were loss in number or 
less in bulk, or that they had been formed of metal. We 
observed several new laces among the crowd, and many 
- of the Qui hifs for the first time had an opportunity of see- 
ing the costume of the Lancers, — some of the Lancer 
Officers being present. Supper was announced at twel e 
exactly. The attendance at it was not exactly what w e 
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could wish, though we are aware that Mr. GunAh’s 
establishment of servants is considerable* Mr. Gunter 
himself, as well as Mr. Hooper, were very active in 
endeavouring to meetthe wants of the company, but their 
individual exertions wore not sufficient for such' an occa- 
sion, and their servants^ So far as we could perceive, uid 
not divide their attentions judiciously, or »*xert themselves 
to the utmost. We particularly noticed the great trouble 
many gentlemen, nay whole groups, had, before they could 
get a drop of wine, claret particularly. When it did 
come however, it was good. We cannot say the same nf 
the beer, of which there were two kinds in circulation. 
One good, the other were we asked whether it was good 
or not., we should reply with Signore Majocuui, “ ra.her 
no than yes.” Unless such things are commented upon, 
they cannot be remedied. We have noticed them from a 
convietion that our remarks will be taken kindly, and 
that Mr. Gunter and Hooper would much rather hear 
the lionest truth pointing out defects that admit of easy 
amendment, than know that murmurings “ not loud hut 
deep” existed upon the subject. Daucing, we learn was 
resumed with unabated spirit after supper. The Bateuse 
upon a large scale we believe, concluded the salta- 
tion of the evening. This dance, we suspect, has been 
borrowed from a species of Ivluhy “ trial by battel,” in 
which the accused is hemmed within a wide circle of per- 
sons holding daggers. If he can neape, his life is the reward. 
In the Bate use, ouv has to /un a somewhat similar gauntlet. 

It is true when a gentleman is the centre of tne circle, 
that he does not see opposing daggers pointing arc u ml him j 
but is not his peril in another way just as great a* the Ma- 
lays ? If there are no daggers, there arc bright eves, 
and bewitching smiles, which wound as surely, and much 
more deeply. 

We have heard it suggested, that instead of the mode 
which now holds of couples standing up to dance a coun- 
try dance according to rules of precedency, the thing 
should be settled by the drawing of silver tickets num- 
bered 1, 2, 3, and so on. Each couple to stand in the .^et 
according to the number engraved on the ticket drawn by 
the Lady. To us it appears that this is the most eli- 
gible inode. It is certainly the most expeditious — ami to 
the majority, are inclined to think, it must be the moat 
pleasant. 

From what we have lately learned, we would advise T 
person* anxious to go to England by an overland route, 
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not to proceed through Persia. If they do* they must make 
up their minds to be excessively annoyed and harassed. 
Should they take Persia in their route, from an expecta- 
tion of seeing romantic and beautiful landscape, fine clas- 
sic remains of art, or being most hospitably entertained, 
they cannot fail of meeting with a miserable disappoint- 
ment. 

A friend has shewn us letters lately received from a 
gentleman travelling overland towards England. About the 
beginning of the present year, the gentleman in question 
reached Khorasan, his letter descriptive of his journey, 
being dated in the middle of February. We believe that 
he is the third European who has penetrated so far into 
that barbarous country. One of these was a Frenchman, 
supposed to have died there — thc« other an Englishman 
of the name of William Shawb, of Leamington Priors, 
near Warwick, who came to Indiasome say by the way of 
Herat, Candhan, Lahore, &o. j others by the way of Kerwan 
having embarked for India from some of the pot t« in the 
Gulf. The Correspondent lo whose lifter we are indebted 
for this information, saw his (Shawl’s) name written in 
a bonk at Mushed belonging to one of the Chief Priests ; 
and ifSiiAWK has perished or miscarried on the way, it 
may be interesting to bis friends to be able to trace his 
progress thus far. It was told to our Correspondent ffhat 
lie had been stript near Herat by thieves. He was believed 
to have come from India for he had not arrived by way of 
Teheran. He wanted money at Mushed, for bills' on 
Teheran or India., but no one would give it him. r 

Our Correspondent reached Mushed safely after much 
annoyance, ^particularly as respected servants and bRgga^e 
carriage. Perhaps, he says, there is not in the world a 
more abandoned, wicked, and troublesome race than the 
Muleteers and Cumel drivers of Persia j and those within 
the boundaries of that lawless part of it, called Khorassan, 
are still more abandoned than elsewhere. They live in 
strife, — and whoever has any thing to do with them, 
must bid adieu for t be time to quietness and peace. 

The next accounts of our traveller are from Tabreez, 
bearing date the 3u of Augustlast. He reached that place 
in safety after a most tedious, a disagreeable, and a dan- 
gerous journey, from Mushed through the independent 
Coord states, and through the country of the Gocklan 
and Yarnoot Tonrkoiiians to Astrabadg where he passed 
through Mazunderan to Resht, in Gheelan, along the 
chores of the Caspian Sea, The Cholera bad made its 
appearance at Tabreez, where it was carrying eff the 
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tremendous pumber&of 30440 p# diem* “But,” observe*;

They 
cheat and impale worse than iu India, and if a quiet life 
be wanteci, the price you must pay tor it is exorbitant.'*

The Madras 'Courier of the 29th ultimo, reached us this 
forenoon. It contains no news. From its leading article 
we select the following remarks : —

the Po*$ of Madras- . Sonie v 6f the expected Ships this year 
will probably be obliged to follow, a similar course. It 
ifeoub) seem, however, that theymds are still ' variable 
ami unsettled in the Bay* for onr reference to the (Calcut- 
ta Shipping reports* Wa under the head of Stuigor, 
Octoher"*5th, that the Victor y, and A fancy had both passed 
to Sea bound for Madras ; and uuless they have passed 
the PortjWekuow not how to account for their non -arrival. 
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Tl>e state of the weather continued unusually favorable 
fcx*j$ Gripping frequenting this Port, until Saturday, when an 
approaching change was apparent — The Monsoon fairly 
set in on Sunday night, since which a great fall of raiu has 
taken place. The currents ran with considerable force 
yesterday, but the Surf was not particularly high, and the 
wind has fortunately continued moderate, 

“ In the absence of all novelties at our own Presidency, 
vve were agreeably surprised on Friday *by the announce- 
ment of the arrival in the Hooghley of a Ship which left 
Liverpool so late as the 14 th of June, which is ten days 
subsequent to the dale of former despatches. The simple 
fact of such an arrival was all that was communicated 
by that day’s r J appal, and we waited with anxiety all the 
following and subsequent days, in* expectation of receiving 
promised details of all that she might communicate. The 
swelling of the Rivers by the late heavy rains, however, 
or some other equally provoking cause, operated to occa- 
sion a complete disappointment in this respect, for no 
further Tappal had reached the Presidency when the 
Courier was put to the press. We have noticed this matter 
of the Tappnls so minutely to account for the Courier not 
being so full and complete as usual.” 

Supreme Court . — A very important trial, deeply interest- 
ing to Paieuts, took place at the Supreme Court yesterday, 
of which we can only at present offer a brief notice. The 
Plaintiff in the case had taken the 2d Officer’s Cabin on 
the Gun-deck for bis children proceeding to England on 
boa d (he Golconda , Captain Edwards. Major Alexan- 
ders children occupied a Cabin on the Quarter-deck. 
This ar i angement continued until the arrival of the ship 
at Madias, where Colonel Blacker applied to Captain 
Ed wards for a passage to England, Captain Edwards, in 
consequence, for the accommodation of Colonel Blacker on 
the Quarter-deck, removed the Plaintiff’s children into the 
filth cabin on the starboard side, abreast the pumps, 
through which the pumpdil passed* close to the Steward’s 
pantry, and servants’ mess, and not many feet from where 
the cows were kept, and at the same time removed Major 
Alexander's children from their own cabin, into that pre- 
viously occupied by those of the Plaintiff. Sir Francis 
Macnaghten, the Judge on the Bench, declared it ashis 
ooimon that a Captain had no light to refnove children from 
one Cabin (o another after a particular one had beeu speci- 
fied and engaged even if the change were for the better, 
muchlesai n the present case, when it. was but too evident 
that Captain Edward* had done so for his own advantage, 
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His Lordship said t.b»t as vindictive damages were not call- 
ed for by the Counsel for the Plaintiff, he should merely 
award such, the least he could give, as would express 
his sense of the improper conduct of Captain Edwards ; — 
Damages 500 Kupees, and all cobib. 

A report has reached us, which we believe rests on good 
authority, and which we earnestly hope may prove true,— - 
ihdi an engagement has been coucluded between Captain 
Moresby, of H. M S the Menai, on the part of the Go- 
vernoi of the Mauritius, and the lmaum of Muscat, by 
which the latter agiees to prohibit entirely the sale of Slaves 
from hi» dominions to all Christian naUons, and .promises to 
confiscate all Ships with their cargoes which may be found 
on his coasts engaged Tn that traffic. Our information 
further states, that the lmaum has agreed that all vessel* 
under .his flag having Slaves on board for sale to Christian 
nations, and found beyond a line drawn from Cape Delgado, 
the most southern point of his African posses sions, and 
passing sixty miles to the south of the Island of Socotra to 
Diu Head, shall be liable to be treated according to the 
provisions of the British law. Our readers are aware of the 
eagerness and activity with which this traffic has been pur- 
sued by the French merchants of Bourbon, assisted by 
funds and support from the mother country, and of the 
exertions of Governor Farquhar and the British Naval Offi- 
cers to suppress it. Of late, the trade has been chiefly main- 
tained by the facilities afforded it at Zyoongeebar, a pos- 
session of the lmaum of Muscat on the coast of Africa; 
from whence large supplies of Muves are annually drawn 
to the lmaum s Asiatic territories and to the dominions of 
other Mahometan states. His Highness is understood to 
have promptly complied with the suggestions of the British 
Government, to adopt measures for pi eventing the European 
Slave merchants from resorting thither, and it rs t.o be 
hoped that the measures accomplished by Captain Moresby, 
whose meritorious and unremitting exeitions against the 
Slave traders have already been so conspicuous, will be 
the means of effectually cutting off this almost only remain- 
ing source of a traffic so pregnant with human misery. 

'The assent of ihe lmaum, who will sustain a considerable 
loss of revenue, and to whose religion and laws, Slavery 
and Slave trading art* not repugnant, is a proof at once nf 
hi* liberal and enlightened undei standing, and of I In- 
influence of the English Government, as well as of its 
beneficial direction; it would be well if sonic Clu'ntiaa 
Sovereigns would Lake example by his conduct. 
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NEW STEAM ENGINE. 

In our paper of Saturday, we adverted to the Steam 
Engine, erected al Chandpaul Ghaut, and we now proceed 
lo give an outline of the building and machinery connect* 
ed therewith. The house which contains the Engine, 
Boiler, and Pumps, is a neat regular octagon, in the Doric 
style, of 50 feet diameter inside. The exterior hasA.ex* 
cedent effect, and the chimney (a chaste Doric fluted column) 
upwards of 70 feet high, rising from the centre, gives it 
more the air of an antient Mausoleum than the receptacle 
of a Steam Engine. The North and Souih sides have a 
door in each, the former leading to the Engine and Pumps, 
&c. and the latter to the Furnace and Boiler. The re- 
maining 6 sides have a corresponding number of Venetians*. 
The angles are agreeably relieved by doilfble fluted pilasters, 
vesting on a basement about 4 high, and supporting a 
chaste cornice appropriate lo the order of tha building. The 
interior is bisected by a wall, separating the Furnace t.nd 
Boiler from the Engine, with two side doors, to give access 
to either. The Boiler is circular, the bottom concave, and the 
top terminating in a dome, which foim has h therto been 
supposed the best calculated to receive full effect from a 
lrmitted quantity of fuel. 

The Engine, and in fact the whole apparatus, were made 
by the Butterfly Foundery Company, of which Mr. 
Jessup, the contracting Engineer in Calcutta, is, we un- 
derstand, a partner; and the ramifications of the connect- 
ing pipes and fountains aie from the drawings of Mr. Henry 
Jessup, (now in Russia) and expressly designed for this* 
country. The Engine itself is a neat and well fitted sub- 
stantial machine, calculated for constant labour, without 
the ostentatious finery of secondary artists, where endless* 
gaudy polishing is studiously introduced to catch the eye. 
Its power is equal to 12 horses, according to Boulton and 
'Watt’s data, and capable of raising about 34,000 gallons 
of water per hour, or 3/238 butts in 12 hours. This quan- 
tity of water is raised by two pumps of 12 inches diameter, 
each making 8 strokes per minute, with a, lift of 3 feet, and 
equal to a column 96- feet high and 12 inches diameter; this 
stream is again conveyed by pipes leading to the centre 
of the principal reservoir, where it is forced up through 
a hollow pillar 10 feet high, surmounted with a Vase, from 
whence it falls into a beautiful mushroom cascade, gently 
cooling the surrounding air. A few days longer will suf- 
fice to put i he Engine in full operation, and put an end ro 
all complaints about dusty roads, to the great satisfaction 
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of Lthe public ; and the work, which being partly under- 
ground, possesses much more ment than meets the eye, will, 
with all judges, secure the Engineer t)*at consideration to 
which his well known* abilities a|id „ scientific acquirements 
entitle him. ^ ^

The latter having 
gone up to her, asked her why she Stood there in the sun 
at that time of the dav in her hsilhiitg dress, staring into 
the tank- She made answer, that her sister was drowned. 

The al irm being instantly given, every exertion was 
made by the family to save her. Every one of the servants 
who could swim plunred into the* tank to seaich for her;

of his Divers, who altho’ riot just at hand, were sent as 
speedily as possible ; some fisherman in the neighbourhood 
being also offered a reward to use their endeavours, they 
after a great, deal of search succeeded in finding the body, 
whi«h was brought «f p, us may be supposed, quite cold' 
and lifeless.

Trincomalie on the I4tft instant. The Dauntless arrived on 
the following day. Thte Commodore was expected to sail 
again about the end of the month, for the Malabar Coast 
and Bombay. There had been some boisterous weather 
at Trincomalie, accompanied .by heavy rains.

disiiitssed him' wjtb apologies and marks of respect. 

In his letter from Tabreez out traveller mentions, that 
Abbas Mj&kbza, the Frificeof Tebreaz, had mot ed -with his 
army to l$a^azeed, ,wbefe it ,was . said the Turks were 
drawn up ih force ready to oppose Kim., 'I’he Persian 
army is .represented as _ miserably, equipped and served. 
Motiey there was none rand , t he -sold ie^s Were almost re- 
tailed Hy force. Roth parties, .}t is supposed, were, afraid 
’ to come to blows, and there was a kigd of probability 
that matters, might 'perhnps eptl in t ti IkhMow peace. He 
considers English trade in manufactures us capable of 
great extension in Persia, particularly cotton gootlfc 5 but 
thinks that the facilities which the Russians have of water 
oarriage all the way from Moscow to. the Caspian, and 
‘by it to all f quarte,’s of .Fersiay must always give them 
gr'eat advantages over the British. <• 

When some baggage belonging to, him 'Would arrive 
from Teheran, it Was oilr . travellers intention >to start for 
Tefflis, (the road to Constantinople beiqg shut up hy the 
war) and from therfee to Odessa^. and thence, again to 
Vienna, &e.

If servants, however, 
are not ‘trust worthy, the Mehmander is useful to keep 
them in order, and make arrangements for cattle and car- 
riage.

advantage of the Defendant, without however any damage 
being intended, or in fact happening to the PJaiatifT; it 
appears the latter brought hU action to establish the point, 
that a Captain of Ship has no right to remove a Passenger 
from the Cabin he has engaged ; and in sa doing be has 
done a service to the Public ; and it is but justice to the 
Captain to add, that nor the slightest insinuation was made 
that the Children either did, or might have suffered from 
the change ; but if such removal was allowed indiscrimi 
stately much injury might occur. #l On the whole i* does not 
appear that the character of the Captain is at ill impli- 
cated, and we trust that he will receive ample proof' of the 
confidence of the Public, in the number and respectability 
of his future Passengcia. 


SUPREME COURT. 

The c$se of Boileait versus Edward^, which came 
before the Court on Wednesday, is one of sufficient Interest 
to the Public at large, to deserve a more full and circum- 
stantial Report than most of the cases that come befOiC that 
Tribunal far decision, parents and Guardians are * -peci- 
ally interested in such a <?ase as the whole question rurns 
on the right of Children to retain certain Accommodations 
chosen for them on board Ship by those having the chirge 
of embarking them for the voyage, when such choice ap- 
proved and acquiesced ip by the Captain. ' ' ommai ders 
of Ships are also deeply interested in the question, us the 
decision given in this case muat convince 'bem that when 
certain parts of the Ship are contracted tor, whether ver- 
bally or in writing, they can have no subsequent rght. on 
any pretence whatever, to remove the occupants of sm.li 
parts of the Ship to any other place, whether in their uwr 
opinion more favorable or not, without the full consent 
of the parties themselves. As the motive of Air. Boileuu, 
the Plaintiff, in bringing forward this Cas« , was not to seek 
vindictive damages, but merely to obtain a sol mn and pub- 
lic decision on the question, for the satee of Jiiflicp, k.nd 
the inrerests of the community at large, we really think he 
deserves well of the Public for his determination ; and both 
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the Defendant and all otfm* of the same profession ought 
also io be awave that the ffinite w iiio!» are Lhus set to the ex- 
ercise of their -discretiaiMs beucfici-1 to the world, and may 
lead even tp the extension of confidence in their obser- 
vance of engagements, since it is shewn that all breaches 
of them, arising from whatever motive, im.v be redrfssed 
in a Court of Law. and Damages f in. lined in cases of in- 
jury sustained that wpuld be more than a countei balance to 
any profit to be made by such changes. 

As 1 we were unable to attend in Court on the day of the 
Trial, We have been obliged lo rely on the statement ot wuf 
Reporter, which, however, has been drawn up from Notes 
taken by him on the spot, and render'd as full, and as 
accurate as time and memory w o,, id admit. It is as fol-

The Advocate General said, he hua wished to settle it in this simple 
manner, as the children lia\e might been removed inadvertent l\ { he 
was however happy that the. other party had come forward in such an 
open manly manner, rather than under a fictitious name, slandciiiig a 
worthy man, as a Letter that he would read would show.

Ships for England, it is necessary to make known to the Public in India, 
that glaring and unpunishable instances of misconduct in the CoDiiiian- 
dets of some of the Ships homeward hound occui . regarding Children 
placed under their Cdrc. No sooner is the ship out of Pilot's watei , thad 
some of the Children, whom the parents or then friend* ha\fe seen com- 
fortably settled ill the Cabin actually purchased for them, are i emoted 
to one much less suitable to them, peiliaps below, and peihapi crowded 
with other Children ; or the Captain waits till he reaches Madras, and 
if there he 1ms applications for aecommodationmore than his ship can 
conveniently supply, he does not hesitate, even in the lace ot the rest of 
the passengers, to remove such Children as occupy Cabins, that ate Want- 
ed for the new passengers, to a very inferior one, and one that is ahiong 
the Otticets.’ Cabins below, If this is not sufficient, perhaps in conse- 
quence of other passengers requiring accommodation from the ( ape of 
Good Hope, the same unfortunate Children are removed again further 
sorwards even to the mainmast. 

Independent of this 9ery improper conduct to Children, a similar kind 
of treatment is sometimes shewn to time-expired men and Invalids of Hi-, 
Majesty’s Regiments, who are crammed into a space not sufticiertt for 
half the number accommodated iu it. This has ail occurred in a Ship that 
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very lately’ p«t into the Tape, as reported on her arrival ; and it is hoped 
that this- conduct of the Captain both to the Invalids and < hildren, will 
be made known in England, as well .is India, though redress, it. is twaied, 
may riot he obtained. Indeed seeking redress is vain, when l hildien 
have suffered in health, and instead of reentering their strength m any 
< aliins at sea, new diseases are brought on, and even, the lives of Children 
end n 'vied. 

In the ease before us, several < hildren weie ill, and one darueronsly 
so; and when some kind passengers, having < hildren of their own «*is|ii*il 
to take the suffering ones into their Cabins, the Medical man pie, mini 
it, by saying the complaint might be infectious. Some however, ..ore 
reeled into more healthy Cabins, by the humanity of certain passeu- 
ffers on hoard- 

Wiese i i remittances shew the necessitv of strict wiitlen Agreement 
h Pl tiff gigued by Commanders ut ships taking Children, that in the event 
of snch conduct as the above being known, they may be made to suffer the.

On the 25th ultimo, the Inhabitants of Penang voted 
a laudatory address to the Governor-General, on his 
approaching departure from India. The address, we un- 
derstand, was delivered into the custody of Colonel Nicol, 
Adjutant-General of the Bengal Army, ior the purpose of 
being presented by hi.j, on his arrival heie, to his Ex- 
cellency. • 


Having observed an advertisement in the daily papers 
calling a meeting of the Sons of St. Andrew at 10 a. m. 
to-day, for the purpose of malting the necessary arrange - 
inentsjforcloing honor to the festival of the Saint, we re- 
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solved upon going, for the twofold purpose, — of gifing- 
>ur humble aid, if it should be required — and of serving 
up something in the way of a paragraph to our readers. 
Unfortunately we were prevented, by circumstances over 
which we had no controul, from reaching the Town Hall 
until about twenty minutes alter 10 5 when we entered the 
chamber usually allotted for such prelintinary meetings, 
and found it empty. On the table stood a fair sheet of 
paper, unstained by |>€n and ink. We sat down for a little, 
but perceiving no likelihood of the meeting becoming 
more numerous, we sent for Mr. Guntur. From him 
we learnt, that at the hour advertised, either four or five 
of the Sons of St. Andrew came according to requisition ; 
that they remained some twenty minutes, when, des- 
pairing (as we did afterwards) of seeing any further 
acquisition to their •strength, they went away without 
coming to any decision. In this state, then, the matter 
now stands. It is not for us to say whether the absence 
of the Sons of St. Andrew is attributable to indiffer- 
ence — or want of proper information respecting the 
hour and day of assembling to settle preliminaries — 
or want of opportunity. To the latter two causes we 
would rather ascribe it, than to lukewarmness. Last 
year a meeting on the usual large scale, was prevent- 
ed by causes of about as much importance as that which 
set the people of Lilliput about t lie ears — the breaking of 
the eg£ at the small or large end. The cause no lon- 
ger exists j we hope then, that a meeting will yet be- 
held : and here we would remind our rca tiers- who were 
present, of the harmony which prevailed at the last hap- 
py assemblage of the Sons of St. Patrick. Shall it be said', 
that the Sons of St. Andrew were the first to shew the 
damping example of omitting to commemorate their tutelar 
Saint’s natal day, and of coldly permitting an opportu- 
nity to pass, of hanging another wreath upon the shrine of 
honest nationality ? Shall it be said, that he who has so 
often presided over the sons of the Saint in this far dis- 
tant land, to the delight of all who heard him saw the 
last anniversary which he is fated perhaps ever to behold 
nvuong us, pass unhc eded by : We cannot beliexe it - v and. 
short as the time is for preparation, wc anticipate that St. 
Andrew’s eve 182*2, will be ushered in as- splendidly ands 
hospitably as any that ever preceded it. 
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We have the pleasure of subjoining- a plan* of Mr. 
Linton’s first Phil- harmonic Concert of the season, to 
be held to-morrow evening at the Theatre, Chnwriirghee. 
The preparations for the occasion are upon a scale of 
magnitude which, we trust, will be productive of much 
entertainment to the public, and of well-merited profit 
to Mr. Linton himself.

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Calcutta, Friday, 15th Nov. 1822. 

Wm. MacLeod versus — Humphries. 

This was an action brought by the Plaintiff, who was 
one of the Attornies of the Court, against a Gentleman 
from the sister kingdom of Ireland, residing in Calcutta, 
to recover damages for an assault alleged to have beeu 
committed upon him by the Defendant. 

Mr. Eaton, as Junior Couusel for the Plaintiff, stated 
the cause of action. 

The Advocate-General then rose, and addressed the 
Court for the Plaintiff, detailing and commenting on the 
circumstances, in a muniv r -that afforded much amuse- 
ment to the auditors. It appeared that the parties hap- 
pened to meet some time ago in a certain Lane called 
(ioomghur GullVj, where Ladies of a certain description 
love to reside, and where the Plaintiff had a residence. 
The Defendant, with some other persons, was standing 
at the door of one of the houses at the time the Plaintiff 
was passing by. and the Plaintiff having heard some one 
uttering a noise like the mewing of a cat, could not help 
expressing his approbation, and made some such observa- 
tion as the following, by way of soliloquy — <r How na- 
turally that cat mews !” The Defendant overhearing this 
expression, called out to him io know what he was mut- 
tering? The Plaintiff replied that he was merely ex- 
pressing his approbation of his talents for caterwauling. 
The Defendant then demanded of the Plaintiff if he in- 
tended to call him a ct t r adding, that if lie did, he must 
take the liberty of telling him, that he, the Piaintiff, was 
a gi eater cat than hi itself. 

Here the Learned Counsel submitted to the Court, 
that this was rather a compliment to his Client; as the 
Defendant admitted, that if both were cats, his Client 
was the greater cat of the two ! 

The Plaintiff then informed the Defendant, that cats 
* could scratch as well as mew ; upon which the Defendant 
advanced up to the Plaintiff, and said, “ I’ll teach you to 
scratch.;” and being from a certain part of the United 
Kingdom, he struck the latter with his Shilelah,* or more 
properly speaking, with a Malay cudgel. The Plaintiff

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was thereby overthrown, and falling prostrate upon nn 
ill-smoothed bed of brielvs, he tore his Inexpressibles. 
While lying:, like Hudibras en perdu among the bricks, 
he called to his brother Hector, who came to him in his dis- 
tress ; and being like his namesake of old, a Man of War, 
he soon overcame the Defendant, who then with his 
companions made his reireat y and the Plaintiff sent 
Hector after them to find out their names and places of 
abode. 

The Learned Gentleman took occasion to observe, that 
surely the Court would not allow one of its Attornies to be 
beaten in that kind of way, without a ctvune» and in so very 
obscure and unsatisfactory a manner. The Plaintiffs case, 
he said, would be proved by the Defendant’s friend, who 
was a very respectable young man, and must speak the 
truth as it had occurred 5 lie had indeed no other witness 
that he could call. 

Here Mr. Fkrc;u$son in an audible voice called out for 
II i 5 CToii — “ Where was Hector in this glorious day ? ' 

The Advocate-General remarked, that as his Client was 
upset on the bricks when Hector came out, he could not 
apeak to the first assault. 

The Defendant’s friend was then sworn and put into 
the Witness -box to be examined by the Plaintiff’s Counsel. 
The first question that fell to he put, was about the mew- 
ing of the cat at which the risible faculties of both Coun- 
sel and Witness were so highly excited, that, neither of 
them could proceed. At length, to restore gravity, his 
Lordship began to examine the Witness, who said, — 

tr I know the Defendant ; 1 was in company with him 
on the evening in question in Emaunibaug Lane. We 
were standing together at the door of a house. A Gentle- 
man was passing by, and the Defendant began to mew 
like a cat. When the Plaintiff had got about. 20 yards 

past us, he turned round and said — et That’s d d like a 

cat.” It turned out to be Mr. MacLeod that said so. 
The Defendant said, lie would let him know what sort of 
a cat he was. The Plaintiff bid him do so ; and at his re- 
quest the Defendant turned towards him. The Plaintiff 
held up his fis.. to the Defendant, and repeatedly said, 
“ strike me, strike me if you dare,” evidently provoking 
the Defendant to strike first. The Defendant then laid 
hold of him and gave him a good shaking. They were 
nearly both of the same size . [hey struggled together, 
and both fell into the ditch. After they had extricated 
themselves, 1 observed that the Plaintiff hud tore certain- 
parts of his breeches/* 
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Cross-Examined bv Mr. Fergusson. 

** After Mr. MacLeod got up, he called for a Cliowkey-* 
rlar, when out came Hector at the sound of his Brother’s 
voice, artd began to beat the Defendant, and also lent ine 
(Witness) a blow.” 

Mr. Fergusson then submitted to the Court, that upon 
his plea of son assault demesne , the witness for the Plaintiff 
had proved the Defendant’s case, and that he was there- 
fore entitled to a judgment in his favor. For it was dear 
that the first assault was made by the Plaintiff lifting 
his fist up to the Defendant. 

To this, the Advocate-General replied, that as it had 
been proved that they stood at a distance of thiee yards 
or more from each other* the elevation of the fist did not, 
in the contemplation of law, amount to an assault. 

Mr. Fergusson however contended, that if the Plaintiff 
held his fist towards the Defendant’s face, it was an as- 
sault; for the Defendant was not obliged to wait until the 
blow was actually upon his nose ! 

The Bench having sanctioned this doctrine, a verdict 
for the Defendant was given with Costs ; the learned 
Judge remarking that he believed the Plaintiff would cer- 
tainly never have thought of advising a Client to bring 
such nil action into Court; and that it was well he had 
brought it fur himself, and not in behuH of a third party. 

From the John Bull of this morning we have taken a 
copy of the address which was presented on Monday 
liisit by the Grand Jury to the Honorable Sir Francis 
Macnmoitien, as also his‘« Lordship's Reply. Never was 
there a tribute of respect more sincerely paid, and never 
was there one more unquestionably merited. 

ADDRESS 

To the Honorable Sir Francis Macnaghten, Kt. Senior 

Judge of the Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort Wil- 
liam in Bengal. 

My Loro, 

We, the Grand Jurors for the present Sessions, having 
completed our investigation of the several Presentments 
which have been laid before us —beg leave before we this 
day receive our discharge, to approach your Lordship with 
the expression of those sentiments which have been excit- 
ed in us by the contemplation of your Public Career, dur- 
ing the period of nearly 12 months that you have indi- 
vidually discharged the high and honorable duties of your 
exulted office. 
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That the Performance of the important. functions which 
the Judges of this Court are delegated to discharge 
should have so long devolved on one Individual is an oc- 
currence quite unexampled at this Presidency — and we 
feel that we only re-echo the voice of this Community 
when we say, that the services which your Lordship has 
rendered to it* have not only demanded, but received 
the warmest approbation from a grateful Public. 

But, independently of any acknowledgement which we 
can offer, we are aware that your Lordship could not 
possess a nobler proof of the character you have ac- 
quired than can at once be collected from the records of 
your own Court. From these, we are assured, can imme- 
diately be seen how much business has increased, whether 
viewed with regard to the number or magnitude of the 
instituted suits, and than this no bettor evidence could, 
we think, he adduced in support of the consciousness 
which the Public entertain of your upright, just, and en- 


lightened application of Law, under the influence of those, 
teifstu'k of a British Judge. 

Impressed, therefore, with such feelings, and contem- 
plating the probability of this being the last occasion 
upon which a Grand Jury maybe assembled whilst your 

Lordship continues to be the sole dispenser of Jusl.ee in 

this Court, we trust we shall not be deemed presump nous 
in tendering, previous to the acceptance of our disclunge 
from the share we have borne in the duties ot the present 
Sessions, our warmest acknowledgements ol such eminent 
services, and our fervent desire that in whatever situai.o.i 
your Lordship may ultimately be placed, you may long 
live to enjoy the retrospect of that conduct which has 
always dignified and adorned the Bench of this 1 residency , 
and the more especially of those unexampled services 
during the eventful period that you were destined singly 
preside over the distribution of British Justice m this, 
the metropolis of British India. 

In thus giving utterance to our sentiments .we only dis- 
charge a duty which your Lordship's administration has 
rendered imperious, and to the tribute we have already 
offered, it will further prove a source of peculiar gratifica- 
tion if you will permit us to express a hope that your 
Lordship will honor us by sitting for your Portrait as a 
suitable memorial of the admiration and esteem entertain- 
ed for your judicial character. In preferring this reque. 
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we are assured too that we are only anticipating a wish 
which the community in general most anxiously en- 
tertain.

A plan of the “ Society of Arts fu: Scotland,” was laid 
before the meeting by Major General HardwiCke, at the 
request of Dr. David Bkbw»t*r, LLD. and Director or 
that institution. The Prospectus observes that it had long 
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been matter of surprize, as well as of regret, that Scotland 
should be almost the only country in Europe in which 
there was no eenernl institution for promoting the useful 
acrs. The advanced state of education among the working 
classes, and the habits of reading and reflexion which ele- 
vate that pot lion of our countrymen above those of all 
other nations, have called forth powers of invention which 
have hitherto been allowed to languish in obscuiily and 
neglect A Society of Arts has been for some year* 
piojected in Edinburgh, and was first announced to the 
public, in December IS 19* mid *i the n-itne of a ,4 Society 
for the promotion of the mechanical and useful arts in 
Scotland, for rewarding mventions of public utility, aud 
disseminating useful knowledge among the industrious 
classes of society” Thfc success which has attended the 
experiment of n school of arts for Edinburgh, aftuids the 
beet earnest of the advantages which would result from 
similar establishments in the piincipal towns of Scotland. 
The funds of the institution will he deiived principally 
Irom an annual subscription of me guinea, front each 
of its members, but donations, however small, will be 
rcce.vcd for the support of this useful institution, of which 
his Majes'y the King is the Patron.* 

The* horns of the Thibet Tail less Deer Tvere presented 
for the Museum, Itv the Marquis of Hastings. 

Plaster basts of the bones of the leg and groat claw of 
the Me.^allonvx, were presented by the American Philoso- 
phical Society of Philadelphia. An account ol this animal 
is {riven in the fourth volume of t licit transactions 

The Secretary presented in the name of the Hon’ble 
John Adam, Esq, three silver coins of Mahmqod Sune 
tax, of Mat w.i, and two others of gold, very ancient, 
from Warangul. 

At tins meeting the following curiosities were also pre- 
sented ; 

Two Pebbles from Van Dieman’s Land, commonly called 
Van Deiman’s land Diamonds, by F. P. Strong, Esq. 

Specimens of lava from Barren Island, and of Coial from 
Car ni cobar. by Doctor Adam, in the name of Captain 
Webstfr of (he. ship Juliana. Darren Island, with it* 
volcano, from which these specimens were obtained, has 
been described in the 4ih volume of the Asiatic Researches, 
hv Lieutenant (no#v Colonel) Colkbrooke, but the ac- 
count isaveiy brief one. In the mouih of March last

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Captain Webstih, on ih« parage from Cariucobar to 
Rangoon, had occasion to approach dose to barren 
Island. It was first visible at day-light, and at 7 a. m. 
being within 10 or 12 miles of it, he could plainly perceive, 
with his glass, columns of white smoke issuing fiomtliu 
crater of the volcano. Determined upon visiting the island, 
he accompanied bv his chief Officer, pulled for a snull 
bay, where it was supposed they would have no difficulty in 
landing. On approaching, however, to within a hundred 
yards of the shore, they were suddenly assailed by hot 
puffs of wind, and on dipping their fingers into the water 
they weie surprized to find it as hot almost -as if it had 
been boiling. The stones on shore, and the rocks exposed 
by the ebbing of the tid ■, were smoking, and hissing, and 
the water was bubbling all lound tlrm At this place they 
had a complete view of the cone, which did not then ap- 
pear a quarter of a mile distant. Having pulled a litlle 
to the southward, they landed in a cove, and commenced 
ascending an almost, perpendicular precipice, holding on by 
the grass that giew out of the ashes coveting the rocks. 
With no small danger and difficulty they reached the top 
of a lidge, where they found a small tre », m rather shiub, 
under the shade of which they enjoyed a full view of the 
volcano. It is an immense cone regularly sloping from the 
base, to the summit, and in appearance and color, resem- 
bles a heap of sifted coal-ashes, with cinders scattered over 
its surface. The diameter at the base is supposed to be 
about 800 or 1 000 yards, at the top about 30, and the 
whole of that space semis to be occupied by the mouth. 
Captain Webster could observe no flairie.but huge vo- 
lumes of thin while smoke kept continually issuing fiom it. 
This cone stands m the centre of an amphiihealic of lnHs, 
which nearly close around it, the only opeuing to the sea, 
being where the party first attempted to land. After des- 
cending the acclivity they lowed to the place where they 
first, endeavored to get on shore, and the rising of the tide 
enabled th-m to stqj from the boat upon the rocks. Desir- 
ous of examining the crater they ascend'd 30 or 40 yaids, 
sinking ankle drop in ashes m each step, but it was next 
to impossible to climb to the mouth. The geogiaphical 
site of the Island is said to be accurately given by Hois- 
burgh The elevation of the volcano is about half a mile. 

Seveial clubs, and a spear, used in war by the natives of 
New Zealand, were presented by Dr Adam, in the name 
of E. F Bromley, Esq. Surgeon, R. N. aud Nuwd Officer 
ouVau Diemun’s Lund. 
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Specimens of Petrefactions by Mr Yeld of Benares,' 
including a very fine one which appears to be a fragment 
of the Palm tree, or Phoenix Dactyiifira of Linnaeus No 
account, of its local situdiion, or posiucu, w^s forwaided 
wiilt the specimen, but it is understood to have been found 
below the surface, sopiewheie in Iiundlecujid, and not 
fur from Saugor. 

Mr. Gijscon presented the model for a hollow garden 
wall as constructed in England, and a Specimen of the 
Bengaile modof fol anng glass globes with lead. Mr. 
Gibbon also presented a continuation of his list of Books 
in the Society^ Library.

Hus Secielaiy communicated to ihc meeting a Memoir of 
Bcinves. aceumpan.cd h v a Map, wi'h a notice of the prin- 
cipal Hindoo and Mussulman families in lhat city, by 
James Puinsp.p. Esq. The Catalogue is prefaced by a 
few ccu-.'ial rematks. Tiadition and mythological history 
would make us believe that Benares, or Kushce, was a 
most ancient, and a most holy place, that it suivivcs in 
age a hundred lives of Brnhnia, each of whose days is 
4o L >0 millions of years ; that it stands upon the tiident, 
or insool, of Mahadco, never shaken by eai thquakes, nay 
that the whole town was once of pure gold, whu-h only 
dwindled into stone and buck along with the rapid deteiio- 
rnUou of human virtue! Only 800 yems ago. however, 
there, was but a mud village bearing the name of Benares, 
which has gradually betreied its nmteiiuls imo brick 
and stone. From the Peisian lnsloiians it appears lhat 
during the invasion of India hy Mahm»od of Ghaznee, 
n Rajah Bunar held possession of the Old frori, 
and town wilhin s it, which was totally destroyed and 
plundered bv the General Musood, in A . D. 1020. It was 
again plundered by Quicboodeen in 1193. .At both 
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periods it is stated that immense treasure was found, and 
innumerable idols destroy ed. In ihe reign of Maiiommud 
Shah (1730) Mansarum, Zemindar, obtained fiom that 
Emperor ihe Sunmid of Raj;>h in favor of h s son Bul- 
wund Sing, together with the establishment of a Mint 
and Courts of Ju>tice. 'Ihe Man* iVlundil, supposed to be 
the oldest building now extant, was erecled by Man 
Singh, in 1550, and the astronomical instruments were 
added by Jey Sin«*h m 1680. In Mr, Deane’s time, not 
twenty years ago Benares contained, by census, 6,50,000 
souls, 30,000 houses of one to six stories high, and : 8() 
garden bouses. In general each story of 9* large house 
is rented by a separate family of numerous individuals ; 
the census sets down 200 inmates for a house of (5 stones ; 
Benares is famous for its Ghauts, 'and the wonders of Ka- 
shee arc summed up m these words. Hanr , $anr 9 our 
Sterice which may be translated, '* Be les, Bulls, and 
Broad Stubs. !” 

The Secretary also laid before the meeting: an Essay on 
the Mudnr , ox Asclepias Giganten , and its medical virtues, 
by Gp-onou Playvai a Esq The Mudar is prepared ns 
follows : The roots are dug irom a sandy soil in tlm months 
of April and May. They are well washed in clear water, 
till every particle of soil is lemoved, ihe moisture is then 
carefully absorbed by wiping with a cloth They nui allow- 
edto dry in the open air to such a~degree that the milky 
juice becomes, in some measures, inspissated The outside 
brown crust is then in be scraped off, and the rind left, pure 
and white. The rind is now to be sliced off or separated 
from the woody part, and dried for use. When reduced to 

powder it must be preserved in bottles, well worked, 
a£ it is apt to attract, moisture. The Mudar is a powerful 
Ionic and alterative, a stimulant and deobstruent, and, 
combined with opium, a sudorific. It has been given with 
great, advantage in syphilis, lepra, in cutaneous eiuptions, 
and rlropsv, in rheumatism, hectic fever, and tabes from 
glandular obstructions ; in tape-worm, and intermittenls. 
It lias been fou:ul very efficacious in that species of cancer 
so common among the. natives of India called Lupus , and 
in all the varieties of leprosy or elephantins i«. In the 
hors* 1 it. appears effectual y to cure bunatte.e, a disease 
common and destructive in this country. The dose is 
about five grain* twice a day. It is jJro employed ex- 
ternally, in nit ei s, &c. The occasional use of it, in the 
Presidency General Hospital, appeals to piove that it is a 
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remedy of considerable activity, and highly deserving the * 
notice of medical practitioners. 

Remarks on'the lo^er parts of Koonawur, by Lieut. A. 
Gprard, iSth Regt N. I. were presented to the meeting 
Lv the Secretary. Koonawurts a tract of country lying on 
Loth hanks of the Sutlej* the habitable part seldom ex- 
ceeding eight miles in breadth. 1 The mountains are from 
18,000 to 20 000 feet above the level of the sea. Th** re- 
marks are in gicat detail, and give a comprehensive des- 
cription of j|n interesting portion of upper India. Among 
the Tartars, jLieut. Gluarp says, cheating, ly : ng, and 
thieving are unknown, and they may be trusted with any 
thing; they have the nicest notions of honesty of any peo- 
ple on the face of the earth, and pay an inviolable regard 
to property. 

The Work of Dr. Hamilton, (late Buchanan) oh ibe 
Fishes of the Ganges, was presented in the name, of the 
author ; and the first part of the Transactions of the 
Astronomical Society of London was received from the Se- 
cretary of that Society. 

An application lx-ing made on behalf of Mr Mack, 
of S^rampore College, for the temporary use of the So- 
ciety’s Great room in order to deliver in it, during the pre- 
sent season, a course of Chemical Lectures, it was re&ol- 
yed to comply wiih the solicitation. 

We have received by the last arriral from France the 
Disconrs d'ouverture prononce ala premiere seance generate , 
of the French Sociefe Asiutique , and observe that H. H.

Loiters recently rcceived*from Pulo Ttrcoose Bay, (Hie an- 
cient Ciiy of Rats,) repiesent lhat now and intcicsting Set- 
tlement as being in a stale of tapid and progressive im- 
piovemcnt. The Population, which a few Months ago con- 
soled ot not more than 20, now amounts u> above 2 or 300, 
i7.1 Vessels ol vaiious descriptions ai lived and sailed timing 
the last four mouths.

From a communication received by the Indiana, and 
dated Singapore 1st October, we learn that Col. F auocuar, 
flic Hesiden', bad received a letter from Mr. Tobias, t lie 
Dutch Commissioner in Borneo, giving hi n to understand, 
that Ships could not in future be allowed to trade to Sinka- 
wang as they have been doing for the last two years j — on 
account of circumstances that had recently occurred. 
What these circutustances are, the Dutch Commissioner 
does not explain ; but our informant adds, that it was 
understood at Singapore, from the Nakhodas of Prows 
belonging to that cpiarter, that the Chinese population, 
consisting of about SO, 000, had risen in opposition to the 
Dutch, who it was considered would experience much 
difficulty in putting down the malcontents. 

Sinkiiwung is situated between SaiuK^s and Pontiana, 
and, with the Chinese, at all these ili ee places, our 
trading vessels, it seofps, were wont tu h Id intercourse 
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and drive a considerable trade in pieee goods and opium, 
receiving gold dust in return. The species of blockade 
on the part of the Dutch with respect to Sinkawang, 
may have some effect on the Singapore trade in piece 
goods, and prevent that rising Settlement from being 
visited by so many prows as on the preceding year. It 
is, however, doubtful whether the Dutch will be able to 
keep up the blockade effectually. Whether they do or not* 
we suspect that they are exceedingly jealous of British 
influence in the Eastern seas, and ever ready to avail 
themselves of any pretext for throwing difficulties into 
the way of the British trader On the topic, communicat- 
ed by our Singapore informant, we cannot at present 
dilute, not being in possession of the circumstances that 
led the Dutch Commissyoner to issue what may be term- 
ed his Order in Council against British trade ; but we can 
hardly imagine any circumstance which could give him 
reasonable grounds for giving such an order. It would 
have been lair enough, perhaps, to desire that uo vessels 
should carry munitions of war to Sinkawang^: but further 
we can hardly understand a cause to justify such an 
order, for the Chinese of Sinkawang cannot, we belieVe, 
be starved into obedience by a b’oekade ; itcamn t, th ri- 
fore, be an apprehension of their receiving victuals from 
Sea, that could have led to the order. From all we can 
learn, Singapore is growing daily into greater and greater 
■importance, and our kind and worthy neighbours the 
Dutch, it is well understood, have an eye to it. The 
facility with which Java was wheedled out of Britannia's 
lap, leads the crafty Hollanders to imagine that the ac- 
quisition of Singapore is no difficult matter 5 anil the pro- 
bability is that they are. right. Were the truth known, 
we doubt not but there are sheets upon sheets, of specious 
memorials on the subject in the Foreign Qffice, and 
which my Lord Londonderry neve?: reads. If his Lord- 
ship was ignorant (and it is so said), of the geographical 
situation of Java, how can it he expected that a place com- 
paratively so unimportant Singapore, could " find princi- 
ples of resurrection” in his Lordship's cognizance or me- 
nu ry. We really wish that some onu competent to do so 
would take hold of his Limbi hip's button for half an hour, 
and impress upon him the necessity of our having n 
counterpoise to the Naval power of the Dutch in tile 
E istern seas. Such a person would, to strengthen the 
argument, point out what an admirable settlement Singa- 
pore is in a political as well as commercial point" of 
view; and that if fostered by Ministerial countenance, it 
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might acquire tr qew strides qpd dimensionsof prosperity." 
There are qther arguments, but they could pnly pro- 
duce effect upon the Philanthropist. We deny not that 
liis Lordship and Ins adherents may be, entitled to thaf 
glorious cognomen', but we know pot in what quarter 
of the world we are to look for the eilFecta of their philan- 
thropy. If we enquire at home, we find Ministers vehe- 
mently resisting a reduction of ta*es that press hard upon 
the Iftwer classes ; and by every means in their power 
eqc^ea voicing to enrich themselves by plundering the 
pockets of the people wl\ose liberties they have uniformly 
Strived to abrogate. Iq proof of their philanthropy, we 
Shall not, we guess, be reminded of the vote of thanks to 
the Manchester Magistrates, qf thq infamous Milan 
(Commission with its consecutive green bags, perjuries, 
filth an4 persecutions. Neither cio we expect to be re- 
ferred to Ireland, j,n testimony of the philantbrophy of 
Ministers — much less to Genoa, Ragusa, Parga, or t e 
Ionian Islands. Where, then, are we to find the proofs 
of it ? We should be happy to hail them if we could ; but 
really to find'them in the acts of the Leopard Administra- 
tion, js like looking for needles in a barrel of tar. 

^mong the Exports of the week, we observe for the 
American market 51 chests of Assafoetida, 1,100 bags of 
Saltpetre, 9 bags of Elephant’s Teeth, 76* chests of 
Jndigo, and 15 tubs of Qamphire. Several packages of cow 
hides have also been exported, — as well as horqs and 
horn tips. Among the Imports arc 369 peeuls of Coffee 
from the Eastward, by the Venus. The French Ship 
Bordelais has brought 1,130 cases of Claret and 1000 
cases of Gin. 

We refer our reader.8 to the list of Subscription for our 
distressed countrymen in Ireland, and the proceedings 
«f the, Relief Committee on the 22d instant. The sub- 
scription on the 22(1 amounted to jforty- five Thousand and 
odd Rupees above a Lack l ^£hat a splendid proof of 
Native and British generosity is, here ! So far as we can 
learn, the Irish hitherto have received, aid from the Bengal, 
establishment alone, out of all the British possessions in 
th 2 Ea^t- though they have not yet begun at Madras, we 
c’q not despair of hearing that a large amount will be 
realized there. It cannot (unless delayed for a year) 
arrive too late at the scene of distress ; for by the last 
accounts from home, the distress.so far from dimin' shiiig.

BATAVIA AND SYDNEY INTELLIGENCE, . 


9i>d* ejfyJune 7, 1822 —By the Aurora a letter has been received 
From a Gentleman at llalavia, who very recently left this Colmy 
tm his return to fudia To his fiiend, wko has been so extremely 
obliging a* to coniide, the epistic to our care for the benefit of an 
evpi -enquiring Public, he relates, tint no 1**33 than owe hundred 
end two thousand inhabitants of the island of java had been swept 
awrty, iu i he course of the last year, by the contagion — the cho'tsa 
woritun. As the letter contains information buih novel and interest* 
iug to this part of the vnoi M, we have made some extracts, which 
me ’he mote r .ififled to attention, fioin the si rung consideration of 
being enabled to stamp them as facts that will admit of no hereaf- 
ter refutation The wrilei proceeds to gi\* a description of Ba- 
tata A . t 

« The firs 'houses have only two stories, but very Spacious 
mid airi, haiifig windows in every dbedLm as large as those in 
front of iviBc<jwaii*'Sireet Chapel. But what is astonishing, and 
iiubnoraM# considering the blimttriS l h«y are ouJU «s ctoaejo each 
«»;hi'r »s they Ve \n Cheapsi^e; Through every principal' iMsef 
iheieien canal* which at this season (March) is full' { «f Water, 
This is the rainy season; and, there;., is .a constant currepi to wards 
the pen, wliich curries all the filth With if; but, in the drfecMon, 
when the snu exhale* the greatest part ofjtke water, and the paall 
q mini it v remaining becomes stagnant,; ^it it produces deleterious 
and nnufhi.le*»ifte’ effect*, which are medially fell; but the Du’eh 
are f.nd of canals— it is characteristic of iheir mother country, Tha 
'streets nre paved, and very clealpj Shaded with trees of thick foliage 
aud water being so couvenieui,*he roads are consUutly kept damp 
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which renders them tolerably cool. There is a fine fish market, ant 
it iB abundantly supplied with a variety of deHeions fish. The bead 
kind of animal food, for this climate, being light and easy of diges- 
tion, beef and mutton, and the terra ftrma species, are neither 
■good nor plentiful, excepting poultry. Mr. Loane has just import- 
ed some Van Diemen's Land mutton; but the Dutch are a parsimo- 
nious set, and are not inclined to.give much encouragement to thuse 
who have furnished them with dainties, articles of state, and ani* 
inals of pleasure. The Governor has not a decent horse to ride. 
He is a Baron of Holland. You might think it incredible, but It 
is too true, Mr. Loane brought four fine horses from New Holland 
and they offered him a price for them that would uot pay him the 
cost and expences incurred in bringing them here. The only taste l 
can discern amongst' them is, awakwardjy crowding their houses 
w ith furniture. They have also a gieat propensity to tipple, which 
greatly aids the effects of tbe climate upon their constitutions. 
Business here is conducted with ease and comfort. The merchants 
are said to be honorable, liberal, punctual, and sincere. The prin- 
cipal mei can tile houses are British : but the whole are united, and 
combine against a swiudler, or when the common interest is attack- 
ed. The hours of business are from nine in the morning to three in 
tbe afternoon; and all bills must be paid by twelve o'clock. Any 
put off, after that time, is sure to affect the credit of the house, and 
of course is cautiously avoided ; and never happens only in cases 
of embarrassment. After three, all the men of business leavo 
Batavia, and retire to their country-houses at Ryswick or Walter- 
reden, two (or in fact a continuation of one) villages, at a distance 
across a canal from three to five miles fiom Batavia. The air at 
these places is considered purer, because it does not lay so low aa 
Batavia. The houses are detached with large giounds and gardens 
and a free currency of air around them. To do the Dutch justice, I 
think they surpass u> in building houses. In a warm climate they 
have a better plan altogether than the British. Their houses 
are more capacious, convenient and airy ; and the out-houses 
better arranged. Atthese comfortable houses we airive about four 
u’clok. When we alight, wa set down a little w hile to get breath 
and cool: after which we take a glass of winebitters, and then all 
disappear to take a nap or snooze till half past five, when we art 
warned by the servants to prepare for dinner; to which we sit 
down about six o’clock, having previously taken something to 
make our appetites angry. I like much their mode of cooking; 
and the nice variety of dish es they serve up. The wine purlieu! 
larly drank is claret; though some, after dinner, take Madeira to 
revive their spirits ; but claret is most suitable for the climate 
being light and cooling. The Dutch have a very low natural flow of 
spirits ; so that they fancy they require something ardent to inspire 
them. The fruits of the island are really delicious. Immediately 
after dinner we take a cup of, coffee, and then defile off in pairs for 
a ride or drive, and amuse ourselves abroad generally till 8 o'clock 
when we reassemble to pass the evening: the amusements of which 
tne music, dancing, cards, smoking, of Which the Dutch are pecu- 
liarly fond; and social cgnfab, accompanied with wine. Some of 
these amusements continue to about 11 o’clock, when we all group 
together for the last houi ; con over the speculations of the day, ]«av 
litigations, &c. ; tuke the last glass (which it often proves to many); 
and, at midnight retire. We rise early, and commence the bustle of 
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the day with a cup of coffee; then a ride on horseback till seven, 
when we diess ; and at eight sit down to breakfaut, which is more 
like a luncheon— we take beer and wine, instead of tea and coffee; 
alter this, each sets out to his vuiious occupations, and go we are 
dispersed throughout the day. — 1 can say but little about the ladies, 
as X had only one opportunity of observing them, and that was at a 
ball, where there weie few that could speak. English. — The man- 
nets of Dutchmen place foreigners under great restraint, and their 
latent aversion to the English is very bunglingly concealed”

By private letters from Bushirc we learn, that the Piinoo 
Royal of Persia had obtained a signal victory over the Turks, 
As the latter were besieging the port of Inprah Kallad, tho 
garrison earnestly entreated assistance of the former. Tha 
Persian troops proceeded to their relief, and the Tuiks ad- 
vancing from their position, a rencontre ensued, when Ilia 
Tuikish arrAy was soon thrown into disorder and completely 
routed. They were pnrsued to their encampment, which was 
taken, with ahont 8000 prisoners, twenty guns with their 
stoics and ammunition. On the cause of their hostility wo 
cannot at present otter any remarks; nor will we descant on 
its consequences further than hy stating the improbability of 
its embroiling the European powers in the contest. 

We have had an opportunity of inspecting Ilia print ad- 
vertised in oil r last Courier of the battle of Kiikee ; and r.on, 
aideiing the disparity in numbers of the hostile aimies in tho 
field, which necessarily led to the British being formed in a 
sm.til compact body, opposed to a mass of undisciplined 
troops, which could give line to very little variety of operatiuns- 
thn ingenious otticei who originally drew the sketch, has cer- 
tainly made the most ol his slender materials. The scenery is 
&aid hy those who are familiar with it, to bo correctly exhi- 
bited, and there is great spirit of execution and fidelity of 
|ioi traiturc in the righ t and left of the scene of action, where 
the enemy made powerful attempts to outflank us, in which 
they appear to lia*c been foiled by our at tiller y , the effect of 
which is well described. We are happy to find so rc.speciablo 
B memorial of a battle highly creditable to the Bombay army, 
and the result of which unquestionably gave a tone and cha- 
racter to the subsequent operations, by (noting how complete- 
ly a lev al and well disciplined band could overpower a foice 
six times greuter^n strength, but unaccustomed to a cool and 
collected application of its intrinsic energies. The print is 
most appropriately dedicated to the Hou’blc Mountsluait 
Eipbiustoue, Governor of Bombay. 
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BOMBAY SESSIONS. 

On Monday the trial of the issue we have before allude4 
to, came on to be heard. lt*wua«n Indictment, for a libel, the 
Kins on the prosecution of Major Isaac Kinnersley against 
William Shotton. David Malcolm and John Bax, Esquires, 
trading under the him of Shotton, Malcolm and Co, 

The indictment contained two counts: the Gist charging, 
in the usual language of indictments for libels, the defendants 
with composing, publishing and sending a libel to the pro- 
secutor, in a letter written to him, rebutting in strong language 
the correctness of assertions made by hiru in a letter received 
from him by defendants ; the second count was for publishing 
the libel by a communication first to the Commander in Chief 
and afterwards to the Governor in Council. We had mado 
an angemonts for giving a rather detailed report of the pio- 
ceedings in this case : but from motives of delicacy to parties 
not immediately before the Court, and also fiom having been 
informed that other legal proceedings, aie in contemplation, 
and that a publication now, or pending those proceedings, 
might pirjiidift* tiie interests of the parties; we abstain 
from saying more at present, than that, when the case for the 
prosecution had closed, the jury under the direction of the 
Court found that there was no evidence against two of iho 
defendants, Mr. Shotton and Mr. Malcolm, and a verdict of 
fiot guilty was accordingly entered as to (hem. The trial 
then continued against Mr. Bax : andafter a long day, in wh’rh 
various points of law were very acutely and siren no usly 
mooted bv the learned Counsel on either side, the Kfecmdor 
summed up the evidence, and gave lira direction and opinion 
to the jmy, as required by the act oflhe late King on the mat- 
ters in is<ue, in lavoi of the defendant. The jury retired for 
about 10 minutes, ami then returned a verdict of not guilty.

CMfiblUhed by themselves, did not begin to arrive till 
within ten minutes of 10 o'clock, — ‘previous to which, 
things had an exceedingly glam or rather rml aspect. We 
began to fear that the hall would turn out like tins twf> 
meetings of the sons of St. Andrew, which were held 
last Tli ill's day in the Town Hall j at the second of which, 
W* hiidtne felicity of sitting. As we mentioned, then, 
some three or four true Caledonians met at the hour ap- 
pointed ; the issue of their deliberations, we believe, may 
be found in the two following lines of Cuuucuill ; 

11 Silent all three went in *about 

All three turn'd silent, an(J came out.” 

Then came wfc for the honor of Scotland } and after 
voting ourselves into a chair, we opened the meeting, bu\ 
were permitted to enjoy our honors in such entire solitude, 
that we became weary of it, ami cmne home to tell oux 
readers. So much for poor St. Andrew,— of whom more 
on Monduv. The Assembly was destined for a more 
cheering climax. At ten, numbers poured in, and the 
vast area, that an hour before presented such a bald and 
desolate aspect, was crowded with beauty/ fashion, ele- 
gance, men of war, civil Dandyism, aud nil that . IVe are 
at a loss to decide whether the Third Assembly of the 
season or the second was the most croudetl ; both were 
very spirited, and last night's, to our impressions, par- 
ticularly so. We observed several new faces, of both 
sexis *, and the gallant Lancer and Dragoon Officers were 
pleasingly prominent figures of the Drama. The Ladies’ 
dresses exceeded the rainbow in variety mid splendour of 
hues. Flowers in the head were very generally worn either 
in circular garlands on the crown, or in side wreath*. 
Ostrich plumes were also to be seen waving gently in 
the mazy dance. Country dances were in the back ground, 
even more than at the former ball. Quadrilles, Quadrilles 
Quadrilles, were iu universal demand. When 12 o’clock 
struck, there was a lingering hope that another dance 
might be allowed — but no, the Stewards wiih a degree 
of firmness tjvit might, reflect credit upi*n C^ro the Censor, 
or the celebrated B-au Nash, who ran su^h an illustrious 
course as Arbiter El^anM.iniiri in the flashy city of Bath ; 
held out sturdily. The Hoist. Beef of Old England, ema- 
nating from the Amphmuiies in the gallery, soon put an 
enrl to the aspiring hopes of those who had calculated 
upon putting off the evil hour of supper a little time longer. 
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No, Ladies, it wont do— so pray drew earlier, whrek 
will add considerably to your own bloom, by taking a 
yaking hour from the tail of the night, and mightily meet 
the convenience of all parties, especially of those poor ap- 
plicants who apply to you when you are engaged five 
deep l It gives us much pleasure to record a very visible 
Improvement in the supper arrangements and details. 
Every thing appeared to us good, and there was not that 
hunting out in vain for drinkables which we noticed oil 
another occasion. The servants were placed more ad- 
vantageously, and appeared more active than they geherally 
are. There were seats placed for the Stewards at proper 
distances, with the names of each Steward* ticketed con- 
spicuously upon them. A very particular friend of our's, 
who is a Steward, was as it matter of conscience proceeding 
to his ticketed chair— but a lady had, with exceeding con- 
descension, saved him the trouble of filling it. Might we 
Wot Improve upon this hint, and appoint Lady Stewards 
also in future? Supper yawned through the clattering 
of retrograding chairs sounded a dreadful note of pre- 
paration for the resumption of dancing, which was k$pt 
up with uncommon zeal, agility ami grace for hours that 
no doubt to 9ome seemed minutes. In our selections 
there is a letter complaining of the • expence of public 
entertainments in Calcutta, as bearing more particularly on 
Subalterns, and others, with moderate incomes. We 
wish something could be devised to lesson the inconveni- 
ence which to young men living in the Fort, and. others, 
must be a serious drawback.

ADDRESS TO THE MOST NORLE THE MARQUESS OF -> 
; ’HASTINGS., » 

Town Hall, Calcutta, Monday, Nov. S3, 1822* 

. The object of this Meeting, to excess thefee tings of the Com* 
inuntty here on the approaching departure of the Ma*qdess of. 
Hastings, drew together, as might he expected}" a very large aud 
respectable assemblage of the Inhabitants, of Calcutta ; Gentlemen 
in the Civil and Military service of the IJouorabte Vompauy ; Mer- 
chants, Tradesmen, &c. besides Natives of this Cnumry. * * 

About 11 o’clock, on the rrioiidn of Major-General Hardwick, Mr. 
IJriny, Senior Member of the Board of Trade, was called to, the 
Chair. 

The Chairman opened the business of the day, by addressing 
the meeting as follows; — „ 

Gentlemkn, 

In occupying the Post with which you have honored mn qn the. 
present occasion, 1 fear lest my hnmtffe endeavor to pour tray some 
of the leading features of the Administration of the Narqu£B&’of ■ 
Hastings, should fail to do justice to the transcendent services ren- 
dered to his country by that illustrious Nobleman, iu the beuetit$ 
of which, we ot this community, so largely partake. 

Viewing the vijhtary operations undertaken by 'His Lordship's 
Government, it is important to observe, that they have all originated 
in motives of * nature purely defensive, go that hut for the unpro- 
voked hostilities of oilier powers the Marquess of Hastini'S Would 
have left the dominions of die East India Company in India bound- 
ed by the same limits, as at (he period when lie assumed the reins 
of Goi ernment, and thus the distinguished Military talents possess- 
ed by his Lordship, would have slumbered in a slate of peaceful 
inactivity. 

We discern in the conduct of the MmqpesB of Hastings, no 
woikmg of ambition to aggrandize himself at the expeuce ot the 
States around him ; no insidiouR policy to excite weaker neieli* 
boms to commit acts of violence in order to profit by their temnity ; 
No, Gentlemen, the policy of the Marquess of Hastings lias been 
invariably marked with a character manly, open, honorable, and 
sincere. 

A daring ami insolent Foe, upon our Northern Frontier, after 
reiterated acts of insult and aggression, obliged him to draw the 
Swortl, when forbearance became, no longer consistent with honor — 
the Enemy was grappled with amidst his rugged mountains, drives 
from one fastness to v another, finally vanquished, and deprived of 
the means of futuie annoyance. 

» The WarofNipaul was strictly one of nelf.defence — no less so 
was the opposition called forth hy the incursion', of barbarous free- 
booters into our Piovinces, spreading wide ruin and demstation, 
and oppressing the peaceable and unoffending inlnbili ti s with 
ferocious cruelty — multiplied adsid'a similar online demanded cor- 
responding eftbits not only to restrain, but to strike at the root of 
the evil, by following these mniguders into their native haunts, 
thereto annihilate them root und branch aud thus secure the perma- 
nent comfort aud sccuiily of our own possessions. Rut what a 
might} effort did the accomplishment of this object require, what 
wisdom to plan, what skill to execute I— to assemble the Annies 
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of the three Prefidenelei on the ecene of intended action— to com 
l>ine and regulate their respective movement*, and whilst the main 
object was pursued, to guard against every possible contingency; 
a dubious Ally oh the oae hand,, an open Enemy on the other, 
added to the machinations of seeming Friends, all disposed to 
counteract our views and to uphold those whom we were hent to 
destroy— but every obstacle was triumphantly overcome by the 
wisdom and foresight of the Marquess of Hastings, and a great ad- 
dilion of territory made to the resources of the State. On the con* 
epiconus theatre of central India, his Lordship has raised an im- 
perishable monument to his fame. Unlike other Conquerors, our 
conquests have been followed hy the diffusion of blessings to the 
conquered, by imparting to’ them security of person and property, 
and the inestimable benefits of civil rule. Countries hitherto the 
seat of anarchy, desolation, and rapine, have been tranquillized, 
and rendered safe and secure— the Husbandman who formerly 
sowed his fields in terror, and reaped them almost in despair, may 
now be said to sit every man under his own vine and his own Fig* 
tree, no one making him afraid, he may turu bis sword into a plough-, 
share, and his spear into a pruning hook. 

Of a nature less imposing, but equally solid and bem'fic'al, has 
been the civil administration of the Government of the Marquis o 
Hastings, for a just dispensation of the Laws, and in an invariable 
aim to protect the Rights, and promote the happiness nf all plac< cl 
under hi* sway. I mention with particular p1ea<une the solicitude 
evinced by his Lordship to impart to the Native Inhabitants of 
these Provinces the benefits of mornl instruction, through the esta- 
blishment of Schools, and the extension of other iue;r<s of know- 
ledge ; a boon has thus been bestowed upou them of inestimable 
value. 

'1’lie Marquess of Hastings leaves India in a state of perfect tran- 
quility, with every prospect of its continuance, secured as th t 
object is. so far as human prudence and foiesight can effect it. 
Public credit, under his auspices, has been advanced to a slate of 
unexampled piospcrity, and instead of the reasures of England 
being poured into the lap of India, we have seen the nliumU.it 
pecuniary reontces of these territories transported to the hid of 
the Indian finances at home. 

In thus ex press inn the sentiments with which I am pressed re- 
garding the Mm q ness of Hastings’s administration of 11. nidi In- 
dia, I feel that no degree of colouring is required, a plain rehitiuu 
of occurrences, which have parsed under our observation, is the best 
eulogy of the services he has rendered to his country. It is highly 
gratifying to find that those services have been so justly, aid 
fully appreciated, by the organs of the East India I’ompunv nt 
home. I thus do hut echo the opinion they have formally recorded 
and transmuted to Ids Lordship, with their Resolution* of thanks 
of the unremitting zeal and eminent ability with which he has ad- 
ministered the Government of llrilish India, with such high credit 
to himself anrl advantage to Hie public Interests. 

I am confident that the welfare of India will ever bean object 
dear to tiie heart of the Marquess of Hastings ; and I cannot utter 
• a more cordial wish for this country than that it may still continue 
to be benefiited t*y his counsels, invaluable as , they are, funu the 
intimate knowledge and unbounded experience he possesses, of 
its vast and vaiious concerns. 
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- I* » impossible that we should part with ouch a Euler, so tear- 
teous in his maimers* inaccessible* and affable to all, .without . the 
eincerest . regret, I therefore beg. leave . to more, that a. Committee 
lie appointed* with Ins tractions to prepare ai address to the Mar* 
jfuess of Hastings, expressive of the unfeigned regret of the British 
Inhabitants of Cntentta At the loss they are about 4 o 9 a stain, by 
his Lordship’s Bepartare for Europe* —to declare the high respect 
and esteem we. personally . bear to his Lordship’s character, and to 
reader a I’m t tribute of applet# se, to. (he Acrits of his^Ung and 
arduous administration:. 

Major General HAflOWtCK seconded the Motion; and then 
moved that a Commitlea be appointed to retire asd.draw op an Ad- 
dress, and was proceeding to read certain names* when 

The Revd. Hr. BRYCE presented himself to Ah* attention of the 
Meeting, and observed that it would be more caprees'rve, he thought, 
oftbriree and unbiassed opinion of the people of India* if instead 
of being referred tea Committee, the Address were submitted of 
the General Meeting. Fur by the time the Committee had prepared 
their Address, a great * umber now present might have gone away, 

• «ituer from being tired waiting so lon& or from the necessity of 
Attending to their own affairs. Now, if any person preseat had, an 
Address leatfy, let him propose it. He for his own part had taken 
the liberty— perhaps an officious one— of preparing an address, 
which he should submit to the Meeting ; and many others 1 might 
have the same intention. He therefore moved that one of these 
Addresses be put immediately to the vote, as the most appropriate 
way of expressing their sentiments regarding the great and revered 
character of Hastings * * 

The CHAIRMAN disapproved of the Motion, because it was 
a departure from ihe established usage, that had, always obtained 
an ' Him l U on such occasions.

Dr. BROWN homed in My rose and observed, that alt ho* he 
l»»d never spoken at a public meeting before, he could nprfcsU silent 
nml see his Friend attacked in this nn warrantable manner 
Hesidas ^* ie i*n propriety and 1 injustice of this unprovoked personal 
mppeal^it was altogether, irregular to make such 0 User vations qua 
M wbun tliat had been withdrawn. 
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Mr. DRUMMQND regretted, both on account of the respect* 
ability of the Meeting, and whart might be laid of it hereafter, that 
Dr. Bryce's Motion had been opposed ; and moved that it be sub* 
raitted to the general vote, whether a Committee should or should 
not be appointed to prepare the Address. 

Dr. BROWN seconded the Motion, and requested the Chairman 
to put it to the vote* 

A show of hands . being called, there appeared to' be a decided 
Majority against the Committee. 

Dr. BRYCE then submitted that it was .clearly the sense of this 
Meeting, that there should be no Committee. 

Those in favour of. the t'oromittee not being .quite satisfied, an- 
other show of hands was catted for, on whieft these appeared, out 
of a Meeting of several hundreds, not more than 411 or 60 hands 
held up in favour of a Committee- 

A Gentleman near the Chair asked if the. business of a public 
meeting e\e» was or coqjd be managed without a Committee; 
adding that at kast nothing of the kind had ever occurred in Cal- 
cutta before- 

Dr. BRYCE replied, that the proceedings of phblic Meetings had 
very frequently been conducted without Committees, and it. could 
also be done here, and that even without much greater trouble or 
loss of time. Thus, an address might be proposed and read ; any 1 
other Gentleman might move a second address as an 'amendment ; 
and even a thiitl Address might hep ro posed if necessary, setting 
aside the former two j the Meeting being left to choose that which 
was most generally approved. 

Mr. HOLT MACKENZIE (Secretary in the Territorial De- 
partment) then addressed the Meeting — urging the propriety of' 
deferring to the ( bairman, who had proposed a Committee. 
From the difficulty they had already experienced in coming to * 
decision on one pimple question, he represented the impracticability 
of getting through the business if every clause were to be first 
discussed and put to the vote in an open Mealing. 

Dr. BKYCE remarked, that at any rate every 'clause of thu 
Address must be discussed in the Committee, and it mast agaio 
be discussed in the Meeting when submitted for its approval. 

Mr. MACKENZIE resinned He observed on the great 
difficulty of writing an Address suitable to the present' occasion, 
and how few. at tins Meeting could be qualified to ‘the task, ami 
that therefore it might lie better d'one by a few select persona 
titan id the general Meeting. There was no man whom he thought 
more capable of framing a proper Address than Dr. Bryce, yet he 
(Mr. McfC-) who from his situation must lie ’ allowed', without 
arrogating any merit to himself, to he better acquainted with Lord 
Hastings’’ Administration, than the Roveiend Dneior, — he whs con- 
vinced*, that no man could frame «n Address on the spur of the 1 
moment, and if ft we le Tv ft to the Meeltng.t lint it would not be done 
that day. Whereas by inciudioy peisons of different sentiments find 
opposite views in the Committee, an Address might' be pi minced (ImV 
would secure tile geueial approbation. The comparative adwno- 
tatres of the two modes he considered a mere question of urilhui^iie. 
Allowing that tbere%rere 500 persons present, everv one nf ft lj' . 
might haie a different opinion, and that there were 10rla uses io'th'i 
Address l Dr Bryce $"iri across' Ihp ftddc, Ihrrt wrre <ahovi 10 i/r hisl 
Lwe wvve StWO opinions to be reconciled , If therewus any Uutii. 
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in Corker, this was not an advisable mode of proceeding* Tie 
th errfire concluded by recommending a Committee, and that the 
Meeting should on this subject defer t.» the * heir. 

Dr BflYCIi hpd only to say that lie was convinced — not by 
Cocker, bu‘ — by Mr. Mackenzie, and would willingly return to 
Hut defnence justly due dud which all, he was sure, paid to the 
reauected Cliaimian 

M »j<»r General HARDWICK then read over the List of Gentle- 
men proposed to be appointed on the Committee

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From the Madras Courier we have taken an account of 
the proceedings at that Presidency in aid of the Distressed 
Irish. The work wears ^ell we are happy to say, and 
now that tile impetus has been given to Public feeling 
in that quarter, we may expect an abundant harvest of 
Charity. Has not the Press been very instrumental iu 
producing these beneficial effects ? So thinks our Brother 
of the Courier , and so think we. In Bengal the subscrip- 
tion has not yet closed. The amount at this moment 
exceeds a Lack and half by three thousand and odd 
Rupees. At the commencement of the subscription for 
the distressed inhabitants of Buckerguujjp, it will be re- 
collected that the Editor cf the Calcutta Journal deliver- 
ed five gold Sovereigns to the Committee of Relief, being 
the subscription of a benevolent person at Kidderpore we 
believe, who perhaps could ill afford it, but who neverthe- 
less generously made such a great sacrifice from his means 
to the afflictions of his fellow creatures, and tho’ advanced 
in life, walked into town to deliver his contribution. 
At the time, every one who heard of this noble instance 
of pure philanthropy, passed those remarks upon it that 
might naturally be expected to be elicited by such a cir- 
cumstance. We have the pleasure now of noticing a 
somewhat similar instance of genuine generosity of sen- 
timent and kindness of heart, and it adds to our satis- 
faction to reflect that the person of whom we have to 
speak, is evidently a plain simple unlettered Sailor. Be- 
low is his letter, bearing the signature of John Ta»g, 
Ekqr. whether this be a real or assumed name, we know 
not, but it is evident to us that John Taco, Esquire, must 
be a fine warm hearted fellow, and we should like nothing 
better than to havt* the opportunity of giving him a go:>d 
glass of Grog.

There we^ in the Bandit of the Alps in \ 
short gomeihihg so sounding, that we could not resist the 
tempfatiou of reading it. -;Tb^u came "A Tale of Myste- 
ry**— "The Mysteries of tWu^pb° J * — <c The Bravo of 
Venice,” and hundreds of others, which to recapitulate 
would he needless. This at any rate proves that the 
title of a work— and especially of a work of fiction, is 
not that Irifting matter which some may be disposed to 
consider it.

Mr, Byrtitio furnish tbemwithhis admirable address forphb- 
lication, but that Genii email pel having aoifaipated the pro- 
bability ol' his being railed upon to dll the Chair was unable to 
comply with the wishes of the Meeting and we regret that we 
hare only the. means of touching on the principal topics so t. 
abh descanted upon by the Chairman. 

Mr. Byrne ofiserved that the sufferings which the Inhabi- 
tants of a great part of Ireland were {enduring fioin actual 
want of food weie unhappily certified to us from the most 
authentic sources of information. They were acknowledged 
by the Legislature in a giant of money for their partial relief, 
and they had led to other public measures for the sacuc ha* 
mane object, in which the King had borne a part. Such 
sufferings could not he 'contemplated without au agonising 
sympathy and an earnest desire to alleviate them. The eity 
of London, foremost to answer every call of humanity, had 
taken the lead on the present occasion, andJbad been nobly 
followed from every corner of the tTni led Kingdom. It \«ai 
not made a national question in which Irishmen only weie 
concerned, hut a question of uni vei sal' Charity which con- 
cerned all who possessed heart to fret for the sufferings of 
their fellow creatures. Hie liberality of our Conn ti 3 men at 
home had been dispensed towards the starving people of be. 
land, with the same feelings as if this calamitous visitation of 
Providence had fallen upon Yorkshire or upon the Highlands 
01 the Lowlands of Scotland. In railing on this community 
to follow tlio example of England, it was proper to advert to 
tire circumstance that a harvest will have intervened before 
our bounty reach the ohjocia for whom it w as destined. But 
whether it should have pleased God to send a > eaT of plenty or 
to prolong the season of cant and of misery, it was well 
known from fatal experience that a single haivest never re- 
paired the effects of a famine. A year of plenty indeed was not 
to be hoped for, since the voracious cravings of hunger bad 
driven its victims in those districts where the famine prevailed 
to seek a temporary subsistence in the seed from which the 
next harvest Should have sprung. Besides, pestilence and 
a sad train of misery never failed to follow close on the heels 
of tamine. To preserve existence the wretched survivors 
must have parted with all their little possessions. An ample 
field fur Chatity must remain open to the liberal and humane. 
W« were now called upon to shew that we tne of that 
character. Charity was the ruling dictate of the Christian reli- 
gion and the best principle of the human mind. We must 
he infidels as to faith and heartless as to feeling, if we were 
untouched with sympathy foi the present miseries of Irishmen 
and were not eager to come forward far their relief. In the 
midst ofa general defalcation in the resources of the Country, 
notwithstanding Ahft dfttrrftg Which extended equally to the 
agricultural, commercial, and manufacturing interests, out of 
incomes this reduced, the people of England, did not atloar 
fheir Charity to abate hut proffered a munificent aid to their 
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m faring Country men . 0nr rncombs had andeigntots nd snob 
rtimimiifan, our re Aon roes w ere unimpaired, we possessed the 
means to afford mi hslanlial help if we had but l he so til to 
employ them. Mr. Byrne concluded with an animated ap- 
pofrl to the generous feelings of the Meeting.

After this munificent display of benevolence it would be an 
lnsolt to our readers to enlaige upon the geneial subject of 
liish distress, or upon the duty of endeavouring to relieve it ; 
vet we may he permitted pei naps to meet the objections of 
some who have determined to withhold their mite, by stating 
that we are now in possession of accounts from L eland up to 
nearly the end of June, which prove that no mitigation, hut 
lather an increase of the uoiveisal distress had taken place ; 
and we will venture to Assert that no alleviation, or at most a 
very immaterial one, cau be effected for the next two years. 
In those places where famine was most piesaing the horrois 
of this dreadful calamity had been aggravated by the spread of 
the typhus fever, which had broken out with a malignancy ex- 
ceeding all former example. To surh a dreadful extern has 
misery piovailed in many parts, that the fair daughters nT Ire- 
land have become A matrons and her Sous all hut Cannibals. 
Thus wo read of a party of fifty women almost in a state of 
nudity attacking a Vessel laden with Potatoes at anchor on 
the Coast, overpowering the little crew, and distiibuting the 
vegetables in their raw undressed [state to their tarnished 
families — of the truth ot this occurrence there is no doubt. 
Again — Galiynams messenger of the 12th of June, recites Bio 
following dreadful circumstance, for itys truth of which ho 
vouches. “ On Monday morning last a gentleman, who is a 
*» member of one of our sub-committees' had fifty heads of 
jf cattle blooded. A crowd of persons assembled at the time. 
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** began fighting for tin bland to use it instead of food. Shocked 
at ll>c scene, liie gentleman instantly threw (pin bis meal 
store to satisfy the cravings of (he people, and picvent them 
“ from resorting to a measure exceeded only by cannibalism. 
“ This occurrence tool; place within the range of ocr toUT i 
committee's labouis. How or when the present mate of 
M tilings will terminate, we cannot foretell.*’ 

The Irish Papers indeed abound with descriptions of scenes 
of this description but we will not harrow up the feelings of 
our readers by their recital. The sojourners at our out sta- 
tions and ftillahs will require, weare persuaded, oo stimulus to 
Induce them to follow the noble example which has been set 
at the Presidency. Let them he assured that the accounts 
from the distressed Counties are still deplorable and are in 
fact heightened by every arrival, and let no man withhold his 
mile according to his means. When they read of poor 
wr* tubes selling their last raiments, and stripping their ema- 
ciated hodics for food $ 44 of others plucking the wild suit leaf. 
'* and the hitter sea weed, to assuage the torments of hun« 
** ger ; nay, so ravenous, and so intent in their sad labour. 
“ that the tide had suriounded (hem unobserved, and they 
• € have found in l ho ocean wave an end of all their rniseiiess 
14 when they >«ad of these things, and r< fleet how many 
** thousands of tneir fellow- creatures are reduced to this pi- 
44 liable, state, can they want a motive, each in his sphere. 
Xi and according to his means and abiliiVt to do all that may 
“ bo done.” Wo w»ll conclude these hurried remarks by 
expressing a hope that every peison will hasten to swell this 
aggregate of the Subscription that his example may be quickly 
followed by otheis. 

It is said to be the intention sf the Mount Corps Dramitiqu t 
to come forward on this inteiesting occasion, and to give a 
benefit Performance in behalf of the liish. We take tho 
iiheity of entieatiri; them to put their patriotic intentions into 
execution as early as possible that the euthusi astic feelings 
which are now excited uiay have no lime to evaporate.

It is seldom or ever that any 
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Natives (ted of those only the inferior Officers), attend 
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tti^ir various duties until eleven or half past eleven 
o’clock, in lieu of attending at ten o’clock, which is. the 
hour prescribed by Government Regulations; a number of 
people are thereby kept waiting one hour and half, for their 
arrival. I have otten been obliged, by the loss of this hour 
arid a half, to attend a second day, whereas fiprinerly I 
could pass through the same business in one 

The early hour of three o’clock, at which the Purwannah 
Numbers close at the Custom House, ought certainly to 
induce the early and most convenient part of the day 
to be given to public a ecommodation. I have often seen 
the Custom House so dreadfully crowded by Natives and 
others, with applications* that it has been almost impossi- 
ble to move until such time as an Official Gentleman makes 
his appearance ; the rushing for w aid that then takes place 
amongsr the Natives, in order to get the Peons to pass m 
their different applications, can be compared to nothing 
but a crowd at the opening of the Doors of Drury bane 
Theatre, in order to get seats to see a favorite Play or Per- 
former. 

The delay which the Merchants experience in transacting 
business in the Inland Custom House, is not the only 
existing evil ; but often loss of property by pilferage on 

the Wharf during the night, (of course subjected to this 
by not being able to finish their business in the day bn 
which they commenced), a circumstance of late very pre- 
valent. But a few months ago Messrs. B. and Co. lost 
property in this way to the amount of about £.300.

LETTER FROM SAUGOR. 

To the Editor of the Journal , 

Sir,— The. following communication ha« just been re- 
ved from a Correspondent at Sau«ot : 

Oil the 23d ultimo, Captain Blair, Commandant of the 
Kohillahs, was ordered out r 0 Bhilsa, with 200 of his men ; 
together with 2 guns, and 3 companies of Seapoys, which 
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Matter were to have joined them from Dabree. Oh reaching 
•Rautghur, their destination was changed to Gunge 
'Basaudah. which place they reached on the 27 th, and on 
'theftlstof the month were joined by three Companies. of 
‘the 2-1 st from Saugor, as a detachment of -that strength 
could *nm be supplied from Dabree, on account of the sick- 
'ly state of the Post. On the 2d instant, the Detachment 
-again moved and encamped at Seronge on the 3d, since 
‘when they have been reinforced by 3 more Ressallast>f 
Rohillas, from Lehore and Dabree, besides a portion of 
the Contingents of the Nawaub of Bhopaul’s troops. TJie 
cause of the^movement of tins Detachment appears to.be as 
-follows:-^ 

Umbajee Ghautka, a Mahrattah Sirdar of Scindeah's, in 
'demanding of that Prince the arrears of his pay, went ? 
little further than the rules of decorum and duty warrant 
•on such occasions, in consequence he received Ins dis- 
charge : a discontented Son-ia-Law of Scindeah’s, (Ram- 
rao P&tunker, alias Appall Saheb,) joined his party, and 
both moved off from Gwalier, first toward Dultea, and 
afterwards to Nurwier; thence they applied to the Resident 
for a passport to PoenaU, iu the vicinage of which both 
Mere born. 

Major Close granted one for three hundred and filty 
.armed men, exclusive of Camp Followers, but they were 
averse to separate their Troops and would not agiee to the 
measure; probably dreading some foul play in the Duibar 
when once divided: To check the progress of this body 
to the Southward, the Saugor Detachment were ordered 
out. At present they occupy a position on the banks 
of the Scind, a little to the North of Kalabaugh, negotiat- 
ing with the Durbar, from which the Maharaje’s Gooroo 
has arrived to endeavour to bring about a reconciliation, 
which he will either effect, or they will agree to terms and 
proceed on their journey, with a reduced number of fol- 
lowers The following is a statement of their Forces : 
l ,500 Horses, 500 on Ponies and foot, 8 Elephants, 20 
Jamels with Jinjals, 13 ditto Rockets, l ditto Noubut, 35 
Sawarrie, 500 Carriages, lONakurches and 22 Palankeens, 
altogether about 4000 people ; and a proportionate 
quantity of Baggage and Specie , — Considering all things, 
it is not very likely that they will have a stomach for a tist 
with the Rohiiluhs. As to the Foot, it is well-known a 
Mahrattah always keeps at a respectable distance f rom 
Jack’s Bayonet; therefore the gallant Rohillas would chiefly 
have to cope, and to add one more lam el to the many 
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they have already gathered during the late Malirattah and 
Pindarrie Campaigns. It is but bare justice to say, that* 1 
a more active, brave, and dashing set of fellows are not in- 
the Service, and they, will ever remain so, asJoag. as they* 
are so ably commanded.

From a Correspondent . 

1 am happy to have succeeded in obtaining the ac- 
companying accounts of the Suspension. Bridge recently 
constructed by Lieut. Schalch. 

This Bridge is to be evected over Tolly’s- Nullah at* 
Kallyghaut, and will prove a great accommodation . to 
the Multitudes, who resort to that, vicinity. Lis- now in. 
frame on the River side near Baloo Ghaut, where it has 
excited the admiration of numerous visitors attracted to* 
behold a work .so interesting from its novelty, and so 
honorable to the ingenuity and mechanical skill of the 
Architect. It will not be acceptable to modest, tho* 
eminent merit to dwell on the ability^ manifested in the 
first introduction' of this, useful invention, into India ; ; 
but the Public will. appreciate the industry and. patience 
exerted in this successful experiment, when Tthey learn, 
that the Bridge has been completed under Lieut. Schalch’a 
snperin tendance. without the aid of any European Me- 
chanist to paiticipate in the task of training Native Ar. 
tificers to operations so difficult, so complex, and, to them, 
so entirely unprecedented* 

The Governor General inspected the Bridge, on Thursday, 
and expressed himself highly gratified. The Bridge 
was in His Lordship's presence surrounded with Troops, 
Gallic and- Ordnance, who passed over it without causing 
any material vibration or creating the slightest suspicion, 
of its strength. 

When the proofs of the solidity of the Bridge as des- 
cribed m the “ observations ” 'are adverted to, none, 
can be sceptical enough to doubt the complete success of 
the experiment. We may soon hope, therefore to see Bridges 
on a similar principle,, tho’ on* a more enlarged scale, super- 
sede the unsightly, structures at Allypore and Kidderpore;. 
but whatever may he the magnifience of these future erec- 
tions,. the comparatively humble Bridge at Rally ghat, will, 
remain a monament of the vigorou»and enterprising genius 
that had* led the way to improvements- which may one 
day be hailed among the most beneficial which. British 
superiority has introduced into India. 

The observations referred to, we are under the necessity of 
deferring at present. 
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We call the attention of our Header* to a translation 
from one of the Native papers oh the subject of the De- 
parture of the Governor General* alike honorable to ihe 
paper from which it is taken, and to the illustrious object 
of its praise. 

( Translation ,) 

We commence our paper this-day with a subject which 
we are certain casts a gloom on every countenance at this 
moment. The ship is in our River which is to convey to His 
native land the Most Noble the Marquess of Hastings, 
who lias so long and so ably reigned over us. Were we 
to describe the excellent qualities of the illustrious Noble* 
man, words would fail us, but we may be permitted to 
State, that if the noblest qualiiies,of human nature were 
ever concentrated in one individual, they are to be found 
in the High Personage who is on the eve of departure. 
The Natives of Bengal have been happy and contented un- 
der his benign Government ; they have seen the guilty pu- 
nished and the innocent protected ; worth cherished, and 
infamy exposed and degraded : religion too, that source of 
every blessing to man, has been extended under lii« sway, 
and the Muselmaun and Hindoo have alike been permitted 
to worship the God of their fathers.

" 1 >n the ISth October, 1822, in Lat. 38 54 S. Long. 
47 00 E. spoke the ship Thames, from Falmouth 6th of 
July, 1822, bound to Calcutta. 

“ On the 22il November, in Lat. 7 49 N. Long. 93 30 
E. spoke the Portuguese ship Resolution , from Lisbon, 
bound to Calcutta— out 116 days— with Wine cargo.” 

We have been favored with the sight of a duplicate - 
letter by this opportunity, bearing date 25th September^ 
the original of which had been dispatched by the JJawrf 
Scott , of whose safety serious apprehensions began to be 
entertained, but for which we trust, there are now no 
grounds whatever. "Indeed *e expect hourly to hear of 
her arrival at the mouth of the river. By the duplicate 
alluded to, we regret to understand that several Ships had 
been wrecked off the Cape in the tnonth of July/'as may- 
be seen from the following extract : — 

“It is :ny painful duty to acquaint you with the loss 
of the following vessels in Table Bay, during the month 
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of .Toly last, in one of the most severe gales of wind ever 
experienced here ; viz. the Sarah , Norton, from Bombay * 
bound to London, on the night of the 9th; the Royal 
George, Povtditch, from Van l Dieman's Land, bound to 
London the coasting Schooner Good Intent; and Brig* 
Mriatic, Leander , Lavinia , OTwe Branch , and Sun, on the 
afternoon and night of the fc&th. The- three first mention- 
ed brigs were landing their cargoes from London for this 
place, and the two latter taking cargo, and nearly laden* 
for London. We regret to say that the Royal Geoigc is 
the only vessel out of the whole of the above that has 
been got off, and is now refitting for Sea. fhe others have 
been condemned and sold- The Sara h was said to have- 
started one of her bow planks, r filled at her anchors, cut 
and sunk before she reached the Beach. We are happy 
to say however, that but few lives have been lost by 
these wrecks.’* 

Plentiful supplies of grain from different, qpnrters had 
reached the Cape, so that fears of a scarcity had ceased, as 
the supplies received would last till the coming in of the 
new crops, which were expected, to prove very abundant. 
No encouragement, therefore, exists at present for ex- 
porting grain to the Cape. The arrivals of wheat and rice 
are from England, the Mauritius, and from Bengal, on the 
Francis • Charlotte, which had reached the Cape on the 
24th July. Advices liad been received of the Scotia and 
Robarts, from Bengal, with grain. 


Wo have seen, several letters from Persia, received with- 
in the last few days. One of them dated Tabreez 28th. 
August, states that the Cholera was prevailing throughout 
the country, though its ravages had ceased at Tabreez, 
where 60 in a day had been the maximum of deaths. 
Observes the wriiertlf Jtfce letter — lt The Prince of Persia, 
gained a great, victcn^. ^yer the Turks at Topra Kulla,. 
near Envan ; it was father a flight, indeed, than a battle ; 
but the diseuse making its appearance very violently in 
his ramp, he took fright, retrograded, and. has- returned-, 
to- the vicinity of Tabreezl His armyds dispersed ? in- 
deed it is now almost a. joke to taM: of a. regular army, 
here. , The Turkish army was totally disported, and did-, 
not stand a moment. Thevrid Caimukan, Prime Minister 
to the Prinee here, died by the Epidemic a great loss to 
this country, for he was an honest, and, for a Persian,, a., 
wonderfully patriotic man. His son succeeds him.

^ Persia is just now in a fait way of becoming terribly 
'disorganized and falling into confusion. The crisis, I 
suspect, will bo the King's death, — an event that cannot 
be far off. Khurasan, since 1 left it, 1 Hear is in open re- 
volt, and the -disaffection lo the reigning family is increa*- 
ing every day, as is their extortion. It will not be u coun- 
try for any Englishmen to go through soon, and I would 
decidedly advise any one who consults his ease, to' Keep 
out of it, and prefer the way by Egypt, or a good India- 
man.* 1 

The Russians (states our other Correspondent) are 
going to fix a Concil General at Auzaee in Ghihm. The 
Persians don’t like it, buj dure not object to any thing 
the Northern Autocrat dictates. In a letter from the 
same gentleman, dated at Shui Dorab the 27th Sept., he 
describes the e< mitry about that site of the supposed 
ancient city of Darius, as very fine* There ‘arc some 
good sculptures and other remains he says, which bespeak 
its former grandvur. At present, liko all other cities in. 
Persia, it is in a sad state of decay. From Sheraz by 
the way of Fassa to Slmi-i-Dorah, the route is very 
pleasant, and the plains of Fassa and Dorab are described 
as being very extensive j well irrigated by numerous 
streams, and interspersed with rich gardens producing 
the finest fruits. He recommends any person desirous of 
going up the Persian Gulf with a view to an Europe 
overland journey, to land at the military station of Bassi- 
dorc — to make their preparations there— -to cross over to 
Linguar, and to go up to Sheeraz by the Dorab route, by 
which means their path lies through a pleasant country — 
T hey avoid the three wearisome ranges of mountains which 
they would have tt ascend and cross by the way of lliisltire 
— and I hough last not least, they have ail opportunity of 
seeing the two ancient cities of Dorab and Fassa. 


T1IE THEATRE. 

Rich Aim the 111. was performed again on Friday evening 
last, alter an interval of more than five months since its 
former representation. The cast of characters was, ge- 
nerally speaking, *the same throughout. The triumph of 
the Tragic Muse on the Cho wring! ee boards nevei* attained 
u greater climax than it did on th:* occasion. The house 
was literally crammed, and that at an early hour. Many 
had to stand duiiug the whole performance for want of 
eats, and aome, we believe, returned home for the 

ea^i. The nun. her oi the audience we calculate at be- 
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tween nine hundred and a thousand. The performance t 
commenced on the arrival of the Governor General and the 
Marchioness of Hastings, who on their entrance were wel- 
comed with nine rounds of applause. 

Much as we thought of our cHebrated Amateur’s first 
appearance in the character of Richard , we did not ex- 
pect those strides of improvement, and marks of careful 
revision, which we observed on Friday. The last was by 
far a more beauteous and grander whole than the first. 
There was less apparent effort, and more simplicity 5— a 
clearer insight into the subtleties of the part,, and a deeper 
tone of feeling, than we observed on the former occasion. 
Of tnis we had an example in the opening soliloquy— 

N’flwU tbt winter of our discontent 

glorious summer by this sun of York.** 

We have a viv*.! recollection of Kean’s manner of doing 
this soliloquy — we disliked his opening of it extremely, 
and thought it much more fantastic than natural. With 
his arms a kimbo, and his eyes louring downward under 
frowning Lu>ws, he footed in with almost one jump upon 
the stage, ami y.mwled forth the words — “ Now is the 
winter, &c/*- Not till beginning, to discant upon his own 
deformity, did he appear to have the proper conception of 
the author’s intention. The soliloquy evidently opens in 
a joyous manner, and ought to be so represented. It 
is the solitary exultation of an aspiring mind that anti- 
cipates further success, and riots for a moment in the 
recollection of the past. The winter of discontent had 
fled — ail is summer, and in a sunshining humour Gloster 
enters and gives utterance to his thoughts, which com- 
mence gaily like moon-beams passing over a rugged chasm 
in a lofty precipice. It smiles a moment, but a cloud 
obscures it, and it then resumes its stern aspect ; and 
the traveller as lie passes it shrinks unvoluntarily as he 
looks down into the dark abyss. Garrick, we are told, 
gave the joyous opening intimated to the soliloquy in 
question. Our Amateur however had not seen Garrick, 
and had therefore to rest entirely upon his own conception 
of the tiling, which turned out a remarkably fine one. 
If he recollects, tve found fault with the manner in which 
he execrated the soliloquy on his first appearance — we now 
cancel all objections. Formerly, wq thought he ad- 
dressed the audience top inuclir On Friday last he really 
did seem alone j his eyes moved with the quick wild- 
ness pile who secs coming events casting their rapidly 
flitting shadows before. His movements had the mer- 
culiasin of a man, who finds a deep game succeeding 
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to 'li is wishes. There was a bileful glare of satisfaction- 
and excited anticipation* about him, up to the instant 
that he recollected his own deformity—' 

“But I that am not shap’d for sportive tricks." 

Here all his joyousness forsook him — tiie gl&im of it 
passed ' away*, leading* the ' mind darken than it waft, aiitf 
bent oh* whatever might satiatp- hrft revenge on ua- 
tiire , 1 for marring him* as' pbe had done. In thi&’ vindjk*- 
ttve spirit, ambition ift ready to lead* him* into a nV ex- 
cess ; — he feels a deadly hitte to aH around hilti, because 
they are not mishapen like himself \ and he determines, 
sinxie he cannot be loved, that he shall be feared. All this 
was most powerfully expressed in the countenance, and 
by the judicious gestures of our Amateur, in tl e opening 
soliloquy, on which we have enlarged more than we in- 
tended, because it gofctCso completely to cohfmn an asser- 
tion made by us on a former occasion — time he is not au 
imitator of Kean. That he ma) in sparse passages adopt 
some of Kean’s ideas — such, for instance, as a touch or 
two in the “ good night” scene — we allow; bu' he does 
not imitate his general manner, and ift devoid of many of 
those catch trap tappings' on the breast, i ltermiuable 
pauses, and strange starts^ whi^h are the vices* of Kean’s 
style, but which arc at tho sanie time io relieved by his 
siipercihinent hcatities. than one forgets them in him, but 
remembers them in a copyist, who wants penetration 
to distinguish between gems and jfciste, and mixes both in- 
discriminately. 

The courtship scene with Lmly Anne was most admirably 
executed ; and the train of sneering reflexions that follow- 
ed, commencing “ was ever worn, ri in this humour 
wooed ? — was ever Woman in this humour ' won ?*' — was 
uttered in the happiest vein or sarcasm } and the actor Look- 
ed as well as spoke the .sense of the auth >r in a. tone of 
most exquisite irony. Ifis hypocrisy in the scene where 
he enters' between the two Jlishnps reading a book of 
prayer, was indicated with much talent, which appeal el 
to greater advantage from the composure With which the 
Royal Hypocrite demeaned himself. We were also much 
pleased with both parties, in that scene where lie endea- 
voured to make the D'itke of Buckingham his tool in the 
xnurdfer of the Princes — and when? ids chagrin bocaiw^ 
so evident on finding that “ high minded Buckingham 
grew circumspect.” The insulting abstraction of manner 
with which he listened to the poor Courtier, while dun- 
ning him. for the Earldom of Hereford, and “ the uur. e- 
ables.” was a xaastcrly piece of natural acting ; and njih- 
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lag could be irtore expressive of lofty scorn, than the 
haughty impatience with which he turned upon his quon- 
dam friend with the cutting words— 

“ Thou trou blest me— I'm not in the vein.’* 

The whole of the scene with Stanly was vfery fine — es- 
pecially the start, and piercing look of powerful scrutiny 
with which alter Stanly has replied that he knows not 
what Richmond is doing on the seas except by guess ; 
he fixed his basilisk eyes upon him, and with quick sub- 
tleness enquires— 

“ Well as you guess ?** 

The manner in which he asked the question — 

4t What Jo they Jo in the North, 

When they should serve their Sovereign in the tT est, u 

was loudly applauded. The whole of the last Act was 
spirited to a super-eminent degree. What we liked less, 

„ was the “ good night!" before Richard retired to his tent 
on Bosworth field. It was too hurried ; his air was not 
abstracted enough, and the lines drawn by his sword were 
too straight, and too abrupt. It is not an easy matter 
to frighten an audience now-a-days, but certainly a senti- 
ment of awe may be produced, and we have seen it pro- 
duced, by the appearance of the Ghost in Hamlet, and 
the apparition of Banquo in Macbeth’s chair ; but there 
was no such impression consequent upon the parade 
of Ghosts behind Richard’s couch on Friday. The audi- 
ence beheld these same ghosts with the most provoking in- 
differencej nor did all the powers of Rosin, and the sliding 
board, produce the slightest supernatural effect. The 
speeches put into the mouths of the ghosts, could never 
have been intended to have been spoken. One yawns in 
the midst of them, and feels very much inclined to exclaim 
with Sir Perten^x — “ Hand yeer jabbering, man— hand 
veer jabbering.' The Phantomologies ought at least to 
have been abbreviated, and some change ought to have 
been made in the external appearance of the phantoms. 
They looked most, edifyingly substantial. At long last, to 
their own, to th* audience’s, and to Richard’s relief, they 
vanished, and Richard started out of his dream of horror ! 
Our feeble words can give no idea of, this start of terror, 
nor of the fearful cry of the guilty victim of desperate 
conscience, when he exclaimed — 

** rjjyp me mv horse — bind up my wounds— 

Have merry Jesu ! *' 

The Battle of Bosworth was very spirit stirring, anil 
the interest every moment became more and more intense 
.aa the ruthless but brave Tyrant drew nearer his end. One 
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really therefore wished that the ghllant Despot could be 
again remounted, when in the whirlwind of the battle he 
exclaimed with thrilling; energy, that had a dash of Jett 
perate sublimity in it— 

* I think there be six Richmonds in thp field j 

Five hpve 1 al.iuj to-day, instead of him : 

A horse l a hpise ! my kingdom for a horse ! ' 

At last the two sworn foes met — Richard and Richmond—* 
and glared upon each other with mighty hate.. .The mortal 
conflict between them sets all language at defiance. It was 
grand and terrific to a degree, and must be seen to Ue ap- 
preciated as it deserves. It was not a mere stpge clashing 
of swords, but a combat, having the appearance of A dfe&d« 
ful reality. Our Amateur here could not be surpassed — 
he fought like a chaffed Lion, The audience viewed the 
fight with the most intense interest; and when Richard 
fell like a crag from the face of a precipice, so highly 
wrought were the feelings of the* audience, that were 

man i h sted not only by the most deafening'Clapping of 
hands, but by shouts, and cries of “ Bravo f” from ' all parts 
of the house. When Richard fell, the curtain ought to 
have dropped ; every tiling after his tremendous conflict 
pnd.hia sublime fall, appeared tame and prosaic in the ex- 
treme. 

We have said so much above, that we have jin space 
to ent$r into particular details respecting the otkn r cliarac- 
t'.'i’S, Indeed we have nothing to add to our former ob- 
servations with reference to their merits. There were 
errors of costume, and occasionally of scenery and pageant- 
ry, which we were rather surprised at. Richard himself 
was most splendidly and correctly dressed*, In the ex- 
cursions and alarms, several men of either army now and 
then came out of holes and corners in a most unaccount- 
able manner. The Banner of the Red Rose was seen 
one time with the York party, and another time with the 
Lancaster adherents. The Prompter at times was in 
great demand. By the way, the next time the young 
Duke of York repeats these lines — 

“ Uncle, my brother mocks both you and ‘ rue 

Because that I fun little like an ape; 

He thinks that you should bear me on your iboulilcih.” 

he should not make a circuit of the stage with one shoul- 
der raised, and a halt in his leg, like a wounded partridge. 
The melancholy scene in which the women parted with 
the young Princes was more lugubrious than touching 
Grief at Chow ringhee was to* clamourous : at Drury 
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Iiane we recollect it was pathetic and occasioned ' many a A; 
sparkling eye among the audience to be dimmed with 
tears. Not a tear could be shed at Ghowringhee for love 
or money. We were on the watch for this most unices* 
tionable testimonial of natural pathos — but no. This, 
however, inigllf, for aught we know, have been attributable 
to an intense feeling of grief— -for w^ have often heard, 
that the deeper grief becomes, the drier it gets. Really 
it were devoutly to be wished for, that a saloon adjoined 
the Theatre, in which the ladies might sit until .their car- 
riages bums in turn to the portal. On Friday they' had to 
stand, many of them, twenty ipinutes in a narrow stair- 
C ifhf 10 cold and unwhOlesbOre 

We ought to have prefaced our theatrical remarks by 
stating, that our tragic Amateur, during the whole period 
flit astonishing performance, laboured unde,r consi- 
derable? ndisposition'; and that had he consulted bis own 
eomfort lpss than the accommodation of the public, the 
jjlay. would have' been put off.

TO THE MOST NOBLE THE MARQUIS OF HAS - 
TINGS , GOVERNOR GENERAL , Ac. Ac. 

Monday, Dfc. 9. 

The Chairman having notified to the Settlement, that in 
conformity wilh the instructions of the General Meeting of 
the 25th of November, he and the Committee had done 
themselves the honor of waiting upon the Marquess of 
Hastings, arid that his Lordship had appointed this day at 
eleven o clock for receiving the address, the Chairman, ac- 
companied by the Committee and a great number of the 
Inhabitants of Calcutta, proceeded to the Government 
House at the tune^appointed. 

On being introduced to the Marquess of Hastings, 
the Chairman addressed his Lordship in the following 
terms :

My Lord; 

We thf British Inhabitants of Calcutta, cannot 
allow mirselvi s to witness the departure of your Loidship for 
Europe, without oflfeiing to you the tiihute of our most 
unfeigned Respect and Esteem We trust we are not pre- 
sumntuous, m adding to i his tribute, our nvst unqualifi- 
ed admiration, of the wise and enlightened Policy of your 
Lotdfdiiti'ft Government, doling the period you have held 
the reins of Administration in this Country 

Your Lordship has already received the high and en- 
viable Rewards which, under the British Sceptre, await the 
Sratesman and the Warrior, who lias uniformly promoted 
the best Interests of the Empire, and sustained the Cha- 
racter of the English nation for Justice, Probity, and Va- 
lour. 
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Amidst the lustre of the distinguished and honorable ap- 
plause which surrounds your Lordship’s natne^ we are 
presuaded you will receive with the warmest cordiality of 
feeling, the sincere heart-felt expressions of Regard and 
Esteem, now offered to you by a Comntiniu over which 
your Lordship has so long presided. Enjoying as we 
have done the most ample means of appreciating the up- 
right, mild, and conciliating virtues bv which your Lord- 
ship is so eminently distinguished, we cannot contemuiate* 
Without the deepest regret, the moment at which you are 
to bid us farewell! But we beg to assure your Lord- 
ship, that the recollection of these virtues will never be

It will fall to the lot of the future Historian of India, to 
d'i justice to acts, by which in the Council, and in the 
Field, your Lordship’s Government of Hinduostan has been 
rendered so pre-einiuenily illustrious. But we, the im- 
mediate Spectators of these great events, cannot restrain 
ourselves from again expressing the sentiments which they 
are so eminently calculated to inspire. We have already 
had the happiness of congratulating your Lordship on the 
distinguished success that attended your wise and vigor- 
ous measures in the prosecution of two just and necessary 
Wars, in which you have been engaged, and we have seen, 
with the highest satisfaction, the testimony we then bore, to 
the wisdom and energy of vour Administration, confirmed 
by the Applause of your King and Country. When \ou 
took into your hands the reins of Administration, dangers 
of no coininn magnitude threatened the Peace and Sta- 
bility of the British Power in the East. Before ihe watch- 
fulness and vigour of your Lordship’s rule, these dangers 
t|uickly dksappeaied, and Ind ; a present, at this moment, 
a scene of Happiness and Tianquillity, unexampled in any 
foimer period of her history. The resources of our Power, 
whether they are sought in the attachment of our Native 
Subjects ro the British sway — in the respect which our 
Government commands from surrounding States,— -or in 
the. encreasiug amount of a Kevenue, drawn from an indus- 
trious and contented People, have multiplied beyond our 
most, sanguine hopes, and every succeeding year of your 
Lordship’s Government, has beheld our Dominions in 
the East, more and more consolidated, on the best and most 
stable of foundations. 

Knowing the peculiar interest which your Lordship must 
always take in the happiness of Central India, we cannot 
deny ourselves the pleasure of congratulating you cn the 
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fertcreasing Peace And Prosperity -of this portion of th# 
Country — Provinces that have been loftg a prey to the most 
cruel and lawless devastation, presopT at this day no dan* 
gers to intimidate the Traveller,' in pursuit of his honest 
avocations, and the Husbandman now sows and reaps in 
security, where but a short time ago he was exposed to 
unrelenting &»d predatory bands, ready to descend upon 
his Fields, and seize the fruits of his labour. 

W# have likewise long admired the zealous and hearty 
alacrity with which your Lordship haB uniformly entered 
Into every scheme for the diffusion of knowledge and 
civilization ever the vast continent of India. We have 
often beheld you bending from the high duties of your Sta- 
tion, to aid the endeavours of the humblest Individual, who 
devotes his time and his talents to the moral Instruction 
of our Native subjects, and the numerous and highly pros- 
pering Schools, which, under your Lordship's patronage, 
have arisen over Hindustan, bespeak the interest you have 
taken to have been no less operative than cordial. 

We have also witnessed the uniform readiness and 
energy with which your Lordship has countenanced every 
plan for promotion the splendour, and the heaUhfulness 
of the Capital of British India The Public Edifices which 
have arisen in Calcutta, under your auspices, will proclaim 
to future ages* the care with which your Lordship pro- 
vided for the Religions and Commercial convenience of 
the European Community — while the Native Population 
will point with gratitude and exultation, to the Public 
works of your Lordship, as worthy of the proudest days of 
their ancestors. 

But. it. were vain to attempt enumerating the splendid 
and benevolent acts by which a Government distinguished 
by every thing Great and Good, has been rendered so truly 
dear to us. We are unable to discover a single Province, 
in the wide-extended Empire over which vour Lordship 
has so long ruled, that has not tasted the happy fruits of 
your wisdom, energy, and benevolence — and in which the 
name of the Marquess of Hastings is not honored and 
revered.

Deeply impressed with these Sentiments, We Cannot 
contemplate without regret the departure of a Governor 
General, who in the fruits of his ad rtuAisl ration k has left 
us so rich, a Legacy as your Lordship* has bequeathed, 
and who in Private Life has given us so eminent an example 
of all that is dignified and amiable ; and we should be lost 
to every Generous and Grateful feeling, if we d^d- not 
assure your Lordship, that you bear our wanitaftt and 
most sincere wishes for your Health and Happiness in 
your Native Country — for % those of your Noble .Consort* 
and every Member of your illustrious Family, and did we 
not embrace this opportunity of recording .the high 
Regard and Esteem, with which we have the Honor to be.

Mr. Editor, 

Accompanied by another Gertlcman, I lately went on na 
excursions tire Coast of Queda, hop polite this Inland. \V« 
entered theembmtiVhure of a deep and bioad stream called 
Jooroo, and our attention was attracted In tin Alligator which 
had that morning been caught by some Ma'aysby a ddice 
which 1 believe is very generally employed on ComineniaJ In* 
Ala. A bait is laid inclosing a hit of wood disposed lengthwise 
— To this is tied along rope which is Ustened to a tree or to 
afloat fcw the river— The Alligator having swallowed the bnj£ 
makes off with it— arid the moment he meets with a check from 
ha rape, the bit af wood or stick fixes itself acioss the sio* 
niAch orthioat of the animal, ft is then dragged oil shoie, its 
jaws are tied together with rattans, and its feet are also 
hbund tightly bark. These ligatures deprive it of the 

power of getting away. 

The Malays infoimed us that they thought this Alligator was 
(he one which had some day's before rallied down and killed 
a fisherman of the village— Oui curiosity induced us to have 
opened On the soot. Instead of finding any remains of a 
hnmntt body, the stomach of the animal contained a water 
•Make, tome undilbolved flakes, supposed to be the skin of a 
Buffalo, and (which ku the ohjert of this am ount pnitimlaily 
to notice)* quantity oftpavrl, and stones or pebbles of vaiionn 
*i*es and propei ties. The la grst of the stones might have 
weighed • psuud, and the whole together. four or muie pounds. 
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If we ate not to consider the pre fence of these stones *n 
leevefy adventitious, it only bo admitted that the Alligator, 
like the gallinaceous tube of birds, «< Quires to swallow sioues 
hi order to assist in the attution and digestion of hts food, 
although that is essentially ditto**! from the food of the latter. 

It does not seem very probable that the Alligator, as has 
li«en cenjeiturrd regarding the Pangolin and some other tea- 
tfcceous animals, swallows stones instmrtrtefy, tn 0 rd«r that 
asupidyot caitliy matter may be afford'd to the absorbant 
vessels for the formation of its scaly eoterltng. Ihe nature of 
the lood he daily consumes would answer this purpose. Be- 
sides those stones bore no appearance of having been cherar- 
wally acted upon by the jnioes of the stoofiach lhey setined 
as if they had been soi aped up at random horn the bed of 
the stieam 

The Alligator of tbit doffst is of a large and dangerous 
species— they are also bold — for it is not above n week since 
It large and iavounte Bull dog w&s snatihed away by one 
•t tin so horrid reptiles from the side of its master who was 
walking on the ben h onh a few pat es fiom it It can ha dly 
t»e doubled that the Gentleman owes Ins life to the piovideuu- 
al presence of his dog Itiswcli known all ovi r India that

The 
way between the Town Hall and Government House was 
kept clear by Native Troops, — beyond whom stood a dou- 
ble line of carriages and innumerable foot passengers, all 
fetixious to see the Brethren pass. A Military Band, play- 
ing a Masonic March, lyd the head of the column, which 
on its arrival at the grand northern stair case began 
its ascent, and was soon followed by the rest of the 
procession. Each Lodge, as it deployed into the 
upper marble hall, took uj* the position assigned it 
cm the right and left, — until the whole of the Bre- 
thren ’ formed an oblong hollow square Within ,tlie 
pillars. . At one end of the square, upon a raised Masonic 
throne under the Canopy, sat his Lordship. Before him 
stood an altar, on which reposed the Holy Bible. On the 
r left hym! of his Lordship stood the Marchioness j near her 
we observed several Ladies of distinction. His Excellency 
the Honorable Sir E. Paoxx and the efuef public function- 
aries, were alfco present. Tfte assemblage altogether com- 
prised in aggregate of t#flk and fashion, beauty and ele- 
gance, seldom to he seen ; and there was nothing wanting 
to make the scene what every one felt it to be— a truly 
grand and imposing moral spectacle. The hollow square 
having been completely formed, and pfcHfeet stillness hav- 
ing succeeded, the ftropnciaf Grand Master (Mr. La kkins) 
l^epped up to the aha* In ftont pf , his Lo^hip. lf apd in a 
prm and distinct Voice, read the , excellent Address pre- 
||iared for the occasion!.. After going through it, he ad- 
^ vanced towards his Lordihfp # 1-nto Vf&oit hands he deln 
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vered it. Hit l^ordsWp nowl^oke f artt} replied to the Address 
Vf the Masonicb^dy in an eloquent and affecting* speech, 
I©f which it is lobe hoped the public will ere long be put in 
^possession in a more cornet report than any we could offer. 
In the hope ; that this \&&y prove the case, we forbear from* 
.giving what could only be agarbled outliurof it. It ap- 
peared to us, tmdwe think it iitisr have done so to all 
. present, that the Masonic Address was a thirty of venera- 
tion, ami real attachment— not of form air ty or mere 
ceremony. His Lordship after concluding his admirable 
. reply, left his Masonic throne, and boWd to thellrethrtfi 
with the utmost affability as they wheeled past him two 
and two. The IV occasion then returned to the Town 
Hall, where the Brethren disrobed and dispersed. There 
is to he another grand Masonic Procession in the forenoon 
of Friday next, the 27 th instantbeing St. Joints day, 
when the Brethren will proceed to the Cathedral to hear 
divine service. The Noble Grand Master, it is understood, 
will be present. 


THE THEATRE. 

Chowringhee Theatre was full even to cramming oa 
Friday evening. This we believe to have been principally 
attributable to the. circumstance of its having been un- 
derstood to be the last iim«»that the Marquess ofllASTiNx* 
aud the Marchioness would honor the house with th«eir 
presence. At an early hour it was difficult to find a seal, 
and many had to stand during the whole of the perfor- 
mance. We seldom witnessed a finer display of beauty 
amt fashion in Calcutta. Opposite the stage, in a straight 
line, and to the back of the front boxes, stood a trans- 
parency representing an Escutcheon, on which were 
quartered the Arms of the house of Hastings ami Loud- 
oun, surmounted by a scroll > on which appeared in 
illuminated characters, one simple word, but which spoke 
emphatically to the feelings — 14 Fa*kw£ll V' It hen the 
Marques# aid Marchioness entered the house, they or re 
received with hearty rounds of applause/ which con tinned 
several seconds. In his Lordship's box we observed His 
Excellency the Hou’ble Sir E. Paobt, and Lady H. 
IVunur, &c. 

The first part of the evening’s Entertainment consisted 
of tb$ Senior CoiilA^s , excellent Comedy of the Jk \i,ocs 
Wife, which was Judiciously and strongly cast,, so as 
include our principal Amateurs. 
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The Mi*. Oakfy tif the night wasbv the Amateur 

vrhahad the pan bf the Bake of Bnckfog^& in RichaFd 
'theThird. The character was supported In his test style, 
and gave a perfect idea of thd gentlemanly tmed, affec- 

6 ' tionate wavering; And often indignant: husterid.— 4n Major 
Oakly we were extremely happy to Observe the rfetiitn to 
the boards of an Amateur who possesses vfcry high requi* 
sites for genteel ^tnedy. We hope te Will appear often, 
and Continue tyj gfatify his friends with such rich speci- 
mens of domic power as he displayed oil Friday evening, 
tfre were much struck with the manly Simplicity of his 
manner throughout, and the chaste style of his perfor- 
mance altogether. He was exactly what w« should con- 
ceive a gay elderly military Bachelor of the last century 
to he.~~&harles waS by the Father of our Theatre • and if 
he did dot perhaps appear quit? juvenile etfough for the 
part, he did it great jiistice. In the tipsy scene h£ Wfts 
inimitably successful.— Sir Harry Beagle , we ate pretty 
sure, was riot a congenini character to the Amateur 
W^iO represented it. He looked too much of the Gen- 
tleman for the boisterous fox-hunter . — Russet was very res- 
pectably supported : occasionally he raised the expofliula- 
tory tones of his voice to too high a pitch. — Lord Trin- 
ket was most delightfully entertaining. The part was 
in tie hands of the gentleman who made his debut on our 
boards as Dick DasliaU. We have seen several performers 
of merit in the character, but never one from whom we 
derived more real and hearty amusement than from the 
Lord Trinket in question. He simpered, anil lisped, and 
picked his steps and hiS wprds.. w*i»i a fantastic polish of 

*nanl !<?$ » ttelt' was ludicrous in the extreme. He placed 
his pauses with much judgtjjneiit, and brought out " 'port 
honor' with such art easy drawl of sup ferfashion able 
slan^, tllat it always told .upon the risible muscles of the 
audience. Captain O' Cutter Wa$ d very creditable per- 

formance, add id good keeping. The costume (par- 
ticularly the head) was perhaps a little outre — The little 
that Paris had td dp, was well done.— The part of Mrs, 
Oakly is a veiy arduous one, anil requires something 
more than mere ‘iequaintfouce vtdth the stage. It requires 
au iusight into human uature, and particularly as it 
moves %\ the higher walks of life. To discriminate 
between the different shaded of the effect produced 
by the same passion on different grades at* Rfe> is 
the duty of the philosophical votary of tjie. Dyamit, anil 
not an easy one. Our Mrs. Oakly of Cbowringhee was 
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very successful inpourtraying the Stronger features of the 
character, and throwing out the bolder outlines ; but she 
rather failed, we think, in delineating the softer tints of 
the back ground of the picthre. As a whole, we would* 
have the part performed in a more piano key. The two 
best scenes were — the one in which she and Mr. Oakly 
make it up, and then quarrel at his proposing to bring 
Harriett into the house, — and the one in which she sinks 
in affected hystericks upon her chair, while in vain ex- 
pecting that her husband will as usual coax her out of 
her tantrims .— - Harriett was very pleasing; but r«ally we 
have to entreat of her to speak in a more natural tone, 
and not to strain and crack her voice as she. does. Alto- 
gether the Jealous Wife went off with much eclat — much 
more so indeed than we expected for a Comedy not pos- 
sessing much bustle or incident, but having at the same 
time a natural, easy and smart run of dialogue. Just as 
the Curtain was about to drop at the end of the 5th Act, 
the Managers, the Amateurs of every description that usu- 
ally support the Theatre — in short, the whole of the Calcut- 
ta Corps Dramatique, ranged themselves upon the stage, 
to bid a respectful farewell to those Illustrious Persons 
who are about to quit India for ever, and to whose dis- 
tinguished patronage and kind encouragement the Drama 
in Calcutta owes so much* The Amateur who played the 
part of Oakly then walked forward a step or two in front 
of his Theatrical brethren, and with much feeling, taste 
and effect, spoke the following Farewell Address, written 
for the occasion by a Gentleman well known on the 
boards 

Hire ends our mimic life. There rests a part 
To play, which needs no prompter but the heart ! 

Which strong in truth, though in expression weak. 

Of real love and gratitude would apeak — 

And in their honest glow, those thoughts declare, 

Which all around— which all who hear me— share.

It,uvas a pity, we think, that the Address was not delay- 
ed until the termination of the whole of the evening s En- 
tertainments. This was an opinion which we heard very 
generally expressed by persons whose judgment in such 
matters we respect. As ii was, the melancholy Farewell 
tones did not harmonise very appropriately with the merry 
Farce which immediately followed it. This was the 
*' Review, or the Wags or Wimdsoh," which was one of 
the best got-up little things we remember to have seen 
at Chowringhee, where it. was often, we believe, performed 
before, but never with belter spirit than on the occasion 
alluded to. The peculiar excellencies of our Cliowrin- 
ghee Caleb Quotem are so well known, that it would be 
superfluous to enlarge upon them. Oh Friday he was as 
erst the merriest, most mercurial, ahd most volatile of 
grave diggers. It was enviable to hear and to witness 
the gaiety of heart and action with Which he appeared 
to whisk through his multifarious and never sufficiently to 
be admired employments. — Looney Mac ThoulUr was by 
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the Amateur who made such a capital debut as Denmnot 
O’Flin in “ My Landlady's Gown.” The expectations which 
then he raised were most delightfully fulfilled in his Loony 
MacThoulter. In Irish parts we do not suppose there is 
his equal in Calcutta. Iuder-d we may well call him our 
Calcutta Johnson. In dress, look, attitude, accent, and 
manner, he was every thing that could be wished. He 
is a great master of the ludicrous, and without laugh- 
ing himself, makes others laugh very heartily. This partly 
arises from a certain droll gravity which he assumes, and 
i he unconstrained tone with which he felicitously deals out 
the genuine Hibernia nDoric . — John Lump was by the Oakly 
of the play. John and Loony formed a tine relief to each 
other,andnn one or two uccasions,espeeially the letter scene, 
were irresistibly laughabfe . — Deputy Unit, as he generally 
does, supported his part very well. — The Sir Harry liea . 
gle of the play was Beaugard^ who charmed the auditnea 
with one or two good songs, particularly et Is there a heart 
that never loved,” which he sang in a chaste style of 
simple pathos I hat we never heard surpassed. — The 
part of Lucy introduced a fair candidate to t lit* public, 
whom we nope to see often. Ir, was a h.glily cre- 
ditable first appearance, and she i» particularly an acquird- 
tion on account of her vocal powers, which made a very 
favorable impression. She should study mid practice a 
good deal. If she does, we doubt not but she will be- 
come a favorite . — Grace Guylove was an exceedingly fair 
effort, and t.^e female who performed it improved pro- 
gressively, — We forgot to do justice m the proper place 
to the Amateur who performed the part of Lady Fredove, 
in Hie first piece. A.*» usual, she did her part extremely 
well, and called forth frcijuent and unequivocal marks ot 
approbation. 

The Curiam having fallen. Lord and Lady Hastings rose 
to depart. The feelings of the audience were again tes- 
tified by loud rounds of applause, which continued unul 
his Lordship and her Ladyship begatn to descend the 
stair-case that leads out of the house. 

On the afternoon of Friday we did our-el v< j l:>e ple;„ 
sure to step into Mr. Duummond's Academy ic „be JDur- 
rujntollah, for the purpose of witnessing the peiiodical 
Examination of* his liumeious pupils, European and Na- 
tive. We were highly gratified by all ne saw and fiord, 
and found a crowd of people assembled, like ourselves, to 
witness the progress of the children in tlu-ir education. 
In consequence of having arrived at a rather iate horn 
at the School, we are not competent to i-n!»r jutv any 
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vejy del ailed remarks. The boys of the Arithmetical 
class solved several difficult questions with ease aiul 
precision, and it was at the optian of any visitor to put 
what questions he chose. In the Geographical class there 
was the same obvious advancement. The Mathematical 
pupils also seemed perfectly to understand the different 
problems so far as they had gone. The English reci- 
tations from different authors, were extremely meritori- 
ous, and reflect great credit upon the scholars and their 
teacher. A boy of the name of Dbrozio gave a good 
c onception of Shylock ; and another fine little fellow, 
named Emvi.v Tuh.vbull, gave Portia’s appeal, and 
the speech on Mercy, with appropriate gesture, feeling, 
and correctness of accentuation. Colin an ’s humorous 
\agary of the Poetical Apothecary, was recited also by 
1)f:uozio, and with capitally ludicrous effect. — The spe- 
cimens of Pentuan&hip were remarkably beautiful. Per- 
haps I no much so : we do not think the labour and time 
thrown away upon ornamental penmanship at all com- 
pen.jred by the acquirement of a flourishing hand writ- 
ing. We observed several Drawings also, which were 
very praiseworthy. Hut what pleased us best of all per- 
haps, was the healtv, cheerful, and orderly appearance of 
the children. It was an interesting sight to behold the 
Native children sitting side by side with the sons of 
Europeans. This is as it should he. The Natives begin 
to duly estimate the value of education. Those who are 
educated together must contract kindly feelings towards 
each other, and this must in the end prove generally 
beneficial. 


A Scientific Gentleman of the name of Mack, we 
observe, intends to deliver a course of Chemical Lec- 
tures at the chambers of the Asiatic Society in Chow- 
ringhee. We trust that this meritorious attempt at open- 
ing a new source of mental gratification to the Calcutta 
Public, will be patronised as it deserves. Chemistry is a 
branch of science which is capable of affording instruc- 
tion and amusement to all classes, and some of its ex- 
periments are occasionally calculated to astonish by 
their results, or to charm by their splendour and variety 
of change. Most people are apt to imagine Chemistry a 
dry and dull study. This is a very great mistake ; and 
auch of our readers as choose to go andgudge for them- 
selves, may easily be convinced, that Chemistry, on the 
contrary, is a very edifying and delightful pursuit.

Pear Sir,— My Boat hn just been received upon the 
PWent Stream of the mighty Gunga. I came from Calcutta 
py that most sacred branch, the BagrattA, and 1 have had 
a most tedious passage to the junction. The Bhagrattd is 
▼ery low for the season of the year 5 In some places so very 
shallow, that I h}d considerable difficulty in getting a light 
Budgerow over. Should there net be a great rise before the 
next rains, I fear this passage will be altogether shut 
Prom Cutwa to a little beyond Jungaypore, *he navigation 
of this branch of the River is rendeied extremely danger- 
ous, from the great number of trees in it. I conceive Siey 
might be removed at a very slight expence; some of them 
are quite sunk in the water, and their existence merely 
marked by slight bamboo poles erected on the spot, which 
in all probability will soon be sweeped away by the action 
of the strong current. 

To the North of hfoorshedabad one very large Tower 
or Bastion has fallen into the River, and it requires care 
to pass it : it is possible that a boat might come upon it 
at night. The b inks of the Bsgratte present every ap- 
pearance of recent inundation,— From enquiries made at 
the villages on the banks, no great mortality appears to 
pievoil; and by what I can learn, they appear to be free 
from Cholera, I had no opportunity of ascertaining if this 
disease prevailed in any great degree at Moorshedabad 
this is a city, I believe, that has been much afflicted with 
tl]is disease — The tt&uqtl pasan^e into the gieat Ruer by

Tuesday evening the $iife instant, at*th£ Asiatic Society’s 
Apartment in Chowringiiee j and .we are bappy to add that 
it was roost numerously and reepectably attended ; the 
company amounting to hearty a hundred, parsons, among 
whom it was gratifying to observe not &' few Ladies, who 
attracted by the love of science, assembled to partake of 
this intellectual entertainment.

After a fe# 
general observations^ pointing out the Importance Of 
Chemistry, and the extensive views pf the mAlerkd worlSi 
which it presents to: the jjsitid^ Ofjri, Mack entered upon 
the doctrines if Attractibn 4 and explained the distinction 
between Gravitation and what t$ termed . contiguous At- 
traction, or Gohe&idn and Chemical ^Affinity. The for- 
mer (Cohesion) led, to the subject of Crystallization and 
the various circumstance^ which modify that beautiful 
process of Nature. The effect of air in facilitating Crys- 
tallization was illustrate*? by the exp^ment of a solution 
of the Sulphate of Soda (Glauber .Saits), in water y the 
vial being closely shut, while the solution is still hot $ 
on cooling, a vacuum is fotlned over it, and it remains 
peifeqtly liquid j but the.instance thecovering is cut and 
the air allowed to have ^ceeli to the interior, the whole 
becomes a solid mass, and so much heat is evolved at the 
same time, that the vial causCarcely be held in the hand. 
The theory of Bavy was touched cn, and .explained ; as 
well as the application of the instrument, called the 
Goniometer for measuring ths? angles of crystals. Mr.

acted upon, are more favorable than others*— that a piece 
of marble in the mass is hardly affected by an acid, 
which the same in the state of. powder undergoes rapid 
decomposition, and an immediate effervescence from a dis- 
engageu^ent of Carbonic ackfgas ensures on pouring in 
the acid* In like manner apiece of native antimony 
thrown into a phial contaihing^Ohlorfne gus, emits a very 
' feeble light, but* redu ced tyr bo w tier , it catches fire the 
instant . it comes, iti contact with tfegas, and burns with 
great*, brilliancy. The changes effected by Chemical 
Affinity arejmt^rousand striking. Two gazes may be- 
come a liquid P.luatrated by Hydrugen and pyxgejn in- the 
formation of -Amctniaeal gas and Muriatic acid 

gas, in the formation of Muriate of Ammonia (the common 
Sal Ammoniac of the shops)* This Mr. Mack illustrated 
by au experiment over the mercurial trough* Some bodies 
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emit great heat during their chemical combination, illustrat- 
ed by Sulphuric acid (oil of vitriol) and water. Others 
emit flame, turpentine and nitrous acid, with the addition 
of a little Sulphuric* This experiment, however, being 
altogether not a safe one. Was not performed. Cold, on 
the other hand, is produced by chemical combination so 
as to freeze water when the temperature of the atmosphere 
hr very high* This and many other interesting facts were 
explained and illustrated by Mr. Mack, but we ha*e not 
room to enter more fully into the details \ and we trust 
we have said enough to convince those who did not hear 
the Gentlemans lecture, that he is eminently qualified for 
the undertaking.

Caution. Your Approbation of me may be mistaken, may 
be undeservedly partial, may be exaggerated in Phrase ; hut 
it must be sincere, and as such I take it to my Heart. 
(Applause.) 

You have thanked me for the Encouragement I have 
given here to Masonry, and for the Vigilance I have exerted 
for it's preserving an accurate course, 'fhat fostering care 
was incumbent on me from the Superintendence which I 
have held. Bull have not considered the fulfilment of 
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such ah Obligation as a dry duty. I have felt a lively inter- 
est in the promotion of what l believe to be highly benefi- 
cial to Society. The Veil thrown over .Masonry renders it's 
operation silent and unobserved ; yet the influence of a 
Bod v spread thro’ all Classes of Society, pervading every - 
Cuole, and -diffusing (tho* by it’s separate Members) opi- 
nions digested and matured from remote periods in the 
BioLlierhood, must be powerful in it’s effect. I think the 
traces of Il’s useful sway are discoverable if we cast our 
eyes on older tunes. Reflect upon that semi-barbarism 
whicu was the condition of all the states of Europe in ages 
not long past. What apparent cause was there for a 
eudden and rapidly progressive Mitigation of the rude Op- 
pressions which characterized i he Day? If none such 
can be confidently pointed out, is it not reasonable to re-.,, 
cur to an agency which while it is unobtrusive, must in 
it's very nature he active. The Secrecy observed in Masonic 
Pioceedings aud ihe rigid scrutiny exercised into the Pi-> * 
vate Character of < andidates for admission, excited the 
curiosity of the Higher Ranks, and at the same time remov- 
ed every fear of their discrediting themselves by be- 
coming Members of the Fraternity. Once iniii.it.ed, they 
received lessons which never could have rearheu them in 
any other situation. They were taught that throughout 
the neoessary gradations in a Community, andarmd the un- 
avoidable distinctions arising from Talents or Property, man 
was still the Brother of man. This primary position once 
adopted, all Coiollaries from it were readily embraced^||^ 
Doctrine imbibed in the Lodge, became the Rule of 
for the man of Might in his Public Sphere, and his 
disseminated the Principles of Humanity and Jainc* t#^ 
the utmost extent of the circle. Surely this is not a viaiouiiry 
supposition Observe the. difference of Character between 
the nations of Europe where Masonry has flourished and 
those in which it has been proscribed ; and let the Contrast, 
so favourable for the former, suppoit my hypothesis. The 
proof will be stijl stronger if you advert to the Despotism, 
the Ferocity, the Degradation of manhood in the Asiatic 
Regions where no casual ray of Masonry has ever pierced 
the gl’>om In Europe, what were once Masonic Principles 
alone, are so generally prevalent that it would now he 
difficult to make it believed that they were once acknow- 
ledged only in a confined society ; yet it is well that the 
sanctuary for them should still exist. Our Forms are only 
constant inculcations to us of the moral rules which 
ought to be observed in all Times, Cases and Situations, If 
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1 may have been fortunate ebottgh to have recollected therft 
in the exercise of authority, as you would kindly persuade 
me, I am most happy. 

NoWj in the truest spirit of fraternal affection, I bid 
you Farewell, with this parting Injunction ; continue to 
Fear God, to Honor the King, and to keep pure the 
CuArT.*’ 

His Lordship having finished, the applause was general, 
and continued ; the Hand struck up God Save the 
King/' and the Procession relumed in reversed Order, each 
Biother passing t® the right of the chair of state on which 
His Lordship had been sealed who with his accustomed 
urbanity and kindness, had descended returning the res* 
pectful and fraternal greetings of his Brethieu as they 
passed, with affectionate condescension am) icgard. 

The whole filed off in perfect regularity and order, 
Ufaklng their compliments to the Giand Master as they 
passed him ; nor was this the least imposing parr of the 
Ceremony i it was indeed a sight tending more to unite in 
one brotherly bond of affection and interest, the rich and 
the poor, than aft that Royalty and Rank could bestow : 
His Lordship's condescension and kindness was most mark* 
ted, and pointed to his biiother Soldiers; not one of 
whom we will venture to say was there, who will not thro*

The illustrious Consort of the G*aud 
Master attended Divine Service on tins occasion, and 
appeared to view the whole ceremonial with much interest. 
The Church in every part was crowded to excess by beauty 
and fashion, but more particularly in the galleries. The 
procession returned to the Town Hall in regular Masonic 
order, preceded by the Band of Music playing the Entered 
Apprentice’s tune. Crowds of Natives and Europeans 
hung upon both flanks of the procession, anxious to get 
a passing sight of the «8ns of mystery. After arriving in 
the Hall, the brethren drew up in hollow square, when 
Provincial Deputy Grand Master, Brother Larkins, in a 
short and neat address thanked them for their at- 
tendance, and congratulated them upon the propriety with 
which they had conducted their proceedings. He con- 
cluded by inviting them all to a grand Masonic Banquet, 
to be held in the evening under the same roof. Upon 
this the Breth ren disrobed ami departed every one to his 
home^bttt re-assembled at six o'clock in the evening 
exactly, faille number of about two hundred and forty.

room to admit of two ’Carriage^ passing along, lie held 
up; his hand and asked the each man to draw up while 
the Genttenlaii was endeavouring to go backward*: He 
succeeded in backing his Horse full the length of Ins 
BuggT, which he brought opposite to rhe gate of the next 
stables ("recently Cooks) but had: not time to get his Horse 
back sufficiently to let the Carriage go clear. The Coach- 
man however continued to drive on> Grying out that there 
was room enough, end to^k the Axle Cap off the Buggy 
whi h was immediately upset with the Driver and lux 
Friend.

t flogging the Horses unmercifully, and neither 
Choked a r nor the Mob could stop him, until

In the course of the same day an application was made 
to the Magistrates for redress, which eosuthe Complainant 
one rupee and four an-nas i; —The Coachman whom hi* 
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Blaster protected, attended the Police with a note from Ins 
Employer and the Complaint came to a hearing before Mr. 
Justice Birch; who declared that he was sorry there was no 
provision in the Bye-law by which the Coachman could be 
punished for driving furiously in 'the streets, and causing 
the injury alleged to have been done both to the Com- 
plainant and his Buggy, and that therefore he could not take 
cognizance of the matter. The Plaintiff urged that he was 
informed of grievances of this nature having before been 
redressed by the Police, and that the Magistrates had even 
caused the aggressor to give security for making wood the 
damage, adding that he and his Friend were hurt by the 
fall and his Buggy considerably damaged by the obstinacy 
of the Defendant, arid that he could prove Chat in the 
instance in question the damage was occasioned wantonly : 
— The learned Magistral© repealed his incomp* tency to 
go into the matter, and that he could not try the defendant 
even for an assault, recommending the PJairitiff to me the 
Coachman iti the < Wrt of" expenses in- 

curred in lepairing the damage. 

Now, Mr Editor, I will feel particularly obliged by 
i>me of your Correspondents enlightening. me on this 
as to th^ m Msures which the inju.ed in such case 
can adopt to obtain redress, without having recourse to a 
civil action in the Supreme Court, because the enormous 
Expense of such a piocess would deter many from pro- 
secuting such offenders and thus allow them to escape 
Iwith impunity. 

I have advised my Friend to get the darm 
his Buggy repaired, and sue the Proprietor cfl 
aud his Coachman for the amount of tfe; 
pay, but what satisfaction is he to de 
duct of the Coachman I hope that tf 
the attention of those whose province
